Vivacity from his. Converfation, which’ his. 
Converfation never fail-d of anfwering ? All- 
the Lineaments of his Face weTe noble, ca¬ 
pable of uniting thofe two Contraries, Low. 
and Reverence, for he had the Art of in- 
fpirine .both. How, without a Murmur, 
old Horatio depart from the Station wheretp 
fiis Valour ana Management had rais’d him ? 
Depart! Free* ftorri any other Regret, than 
leaving thofe few Companions or his Yi£b- 

ries, ( 
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lies, deftitute of the Recompence he had 
defign'd them, and which the End of the 
War, and his accumulated Conquefts, 
would have put in. his Power to bellow ; 
far from that gloomy Difcontent which a- 
riies &om Selt>love,he prefented the Batoon - 
with a generous Chearfuinefs, aqd mode ft 
. Requeil of being ftill permitted to ferve in. 
Qjjality of Volunteer, lince (as he fzidj 
the Experience he bad gain’d, mightpoffibly 
make him ufefulto.HisPrince: Ana. when 
it was drought beyond Precedent, ,and not 
convenient to grants he withdrew with *1 
folemh Grace, and. TehderneiJvof Senti- 
ments which arofe from his general Hum** 
nity and particular Love of that little Army 
, be was made to forfake: Butt with diem it 
could not be fo calml Their- Grief was tu* 
multuous and extreamJ not- a Soldier, but 
winder his aufpidous Eagles, was become 
many dmesa Omm%mz; he had. exphasg’d 
his own Property, his very menial N«tefla* 
xies for Bread to-iupport them: They would 
more willingly.hay? dy’tj at , his Command,, 
than.hav?, liv d'.to Kej feparated From-him f 
Their Condoling eaph othec T.. their? Repin* 
l n S?! Thefr mutus^ fe^s, belpjfke the Ado- 
ration they nad fop him I TheirGrief and. 
Murmur* rofe to high, that they wanted but 
the frualleft Encouragement from Horatio 
to make them criminal, fince but for him 
they would have difputed the Emperor’s 
Commands, and facrmced their n/tpr Cine-, 
ral, to have frill preferved Horatio. His he¬ 
roic^ 
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coick Tendfemefs? made him but ill endure 
fhofe Proofs of the Soldiers Affe£Hon, Since 
be eoulcLnot but find it barbarous to puniih 
rite amiable Sin of Love in, an Army that 
idoliz’d hitn ; and it being againft his Duty 
to his,PfiiKe to permit the Marks they con- 
ritlually gave him of it ;he haftjed to retire. 
And as ir Fortune would every where afiault 
him, finding him Proof againft Self-Love, i 
Self-InterelV Ambition, and Falfe- Glory, , 
(by difobeying he could not reap the True) 
file let lupon him from wirhin; be was at* 
tack’d v in Ms Retreat, in the only Place 
where, Nature had made him acceffible, his 
LbvCi his Tendernefs for his adored Xmtrut! 
The Lois of his Lawrels, the Recotnpenfe of 
ha Toils rxvilhed from him, were bat little 
compared with the Loft of her; he heard 
Ihe was no more! Miraculouily heard that 
fte was dead, without dying widithe Ntwn ! 
Xmtml whom hia Soul was fond. of| 
lovely,. faithful Wife, whole Beauty*>T«i- 
dernefs, and good Senfe, made him place the 
Rfcward of ms brighteft A £1 ions in her En¬ 
dearments , Approbation, and Applauiir. 
When once relieved from the Fatigue of 
Conqueft, hetxaveTdwith foy towards the 
Sea, with a Defign to embark for CtnftmU 
mple t becaufe in X men4 '* Arms he could 
not but be happy; but alts! the News of 
her Death reach’d him even whilft he was 
redoubling his eager Steps to embrace her ; 
fo that having given way to the firft Irrup¬ 
tions of Woe (which are not in the Power 

of 
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of Reafon to reftrain) he tbunda fettled 
Calm of Grief fucceed the firft Gulls. of 
Sorrow, and which had the Air of working 
more lure and fatally than the moft violent 
i Efforts of Paffion. He grew in Love with 
that melancholy Habit which taught him 
to forlake Mankind, and to retire intb'him- 
I felfy there perpetually to entertain the Idea 
{ of his adored Ximna^ which his Imagination 
■ had (b faithfully treafured up. To indulge 
; that deftruflive Poifon to his Conftitution, 
he xeloived to wander about the World, in 
i Contemplation of Ximtna- and fince the whole 
i Earth was but a larger Wddemeft to him, 
fince fhc no longer civiliz'd and adorn’d if. 
it became equal to Hiram where he Should 
languilh out the Remainder of a Life, which 
his petfed Adoration of Ximrut, had entirely 
dedicated to her Remembrance. 

In this tittle Regard for other Objefls or 
. Interefi, fometimes by Land, and fome-. 
times by Sea, he vitited (almou without lee* 
ing) the greateft Part or Europe; unaffected 
and unconcerned at Conquefts or Defeats, 
till his Martial Ardor, in fpight of that le» 
thargick Grief that poffefs'dhim, could not > 
butrouzeitlelf, with a fort of glorioosEmu-,. 
lation, to hear of the unexpected ViCtoflfa, * 
that had been gain’d by young Theodorie^- 
Kihj$ of the Vandals : Fame fpoke fo - loadly' T 
in Favour of his Petfon, ConduCf^Tettipe- . 
ranee. Courage, and Piety, thzt*Hfrario re-- 
folv’dto make himlelf the Judge~>of -that 
Renown lhe had fo profufely ; fe.eftow’d Hpon; 
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rfiis Prince,; lb that travelling to the neareft 
* 0Tt j he embark’d on the Eaft Sea. After 
many Day* tolling on that boifterous Ele¬ 
ment, he came to a Gulf, whence reimbark- 
Wjtnimlelfupon the River Nova, he defien- 
ea’for that City, till he heard that Tbeodo- 
r,c *y wi^h a finall Army,, was advancing to 
|ndeavoui to wife the Siege which Ginferic 
Emperor of the Gotbs and ft#/, maintain’d 
by a numerous One. When he came within < 
itolt a League of Nova, which was open on 
mat fide next the Rhre^ he. beheld with - 
Plealure a Work, of Mature, For theWaten 
with, ap extraordinary VioJeqce and 
"OA forms a Precipice, and by Accident 
produces aiwondertui Efieft; for the Sun all:' 
the Morning fliinina thereon, caufes the Ap¬ 
pearance of a Rainbow, as glorious- as that 
which is-foen in the Clouds; by reafon of 
this Pall, the Merchants are obliged to uo- 
•oad in that Place all theit Goods, to be 
Siip’d off upon the Gulph. Horatio refold¬ 
ing not to ihut up himfelf in a befieged. 
City, took DiredHons from the Mariners 
how he might fetch a Cotnpafs, ami by a*, 
voiding the Gothick Array, join u the King - 
of the Vandals , who was, as we .have 
faid, in motion to attempt the railing of' 
the Siege.. 

After he had been let on Shore, and had 
mounted his Horfe with onlyv two Atten¬ 
dants, Grief fo wholly employ’d his Soul, 
that there was not Room for the leaft Ray of 
Jby, much lefs was. there any Concern remain¬ 
ing 
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tlie driving Snow, or wounding Nojjhern- 
BWs, ana in whofe Countenance there ap¬ 
pear’d fo fatisfied, lb fweet a Languiflunent, 
that J6y.it felf was never lo charaiingor fa 
inviting! 

Honan approach'd very near this folitary 
Fair, with an Intent to. inform himfelf of the 
Name of the Place where they were, what 
Retreat; was at . hajid, and the Occalion of her 
extraordinary Manner andGarb, in fo cold, 
fodefiitutea Region! 4 certain new-born 
Curiofity (which he had been a Stranger to- 
lince the Lofs of his adored Xtmtndy reviv¬ 
ing in bis Brcaft; but fte repay’d him not 
in Kind, nor witneffed the leail Inclination 
to raife her Eyes or. her Contemplation at 
the l^oife his Horfes might pbffibly make, 
thct* it could not be great, upon that wither* 
ed graffy Carper. Horatio Hop’d fome. Mo¬ 
ments to contemplate fo fatisfying a Beauty ? 
When from that Part of the Wild that im¬ 
mediately faced her Eyes, he faw advance 
another bloomipg Maid, who feem’d to car-* 
rv her Heart in her Hand I Her flowing 
Robes and Hair* as if not affe&ed with any 
Sealbn, difeovered all the Charms of her 
Fa^e. and Perfon ! There was no Pilguifc 
nor the Attempt of any,, all was aTtlefc, all 
was ravilhing and heavenly! Horatio, feiz’d 
with a certain Reverence and Awe, be¬ 
lieved bimlelf advanced upon forbidde'a 
Ground, that theft were not Mortals he be* 
held, but fomething divine 5 and the rather 
pccaufe in the Form which laft appear’d, he 
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faw the Emblem of Sincerity bearing her 
tranfparent Heart in her Hand! He was con¬ 
firm’d in his Conje&ure, wheii he beard the 
beautiful Virgin (after having, by a preflure 
of her Hand to her Breaft, re-feated that 
! lovely Heart in its native Throne) carefs and 
f embrace the melancholy Beauty whom he 
; found to be Solitude, who then lifted up 
her languifhing Eyes, and feemed witha fa- 
tisfyed Smile, to'clafp, hif',, and congratu¬ 
late the Arrival of her amiable Companion!' 
Weft, my Dear, faid fhe to her, Did 1 not 
prophely to thee aright? Did not I tell 
thee, thou would’lt return to me ag.rn, 

I that the World was unworthy oftnee! 
Mankind having been fo long fince aban¬ 
doned' by < f : * 0 cc and Virtue , what Em- 
I ployment ban Sincerity expe£t? Of what 
■ Uie art thou amidft a Race who never know 
. what it is to converfe with Truth? Haft 
| thou not beheld in the greateft Courts, how 
! little Refuge there is for thee? Intereft ! 

I Corruption ! Ambition! Flattery I every 
i Thing has excluded thee from fo much as the 

Poflibility of being dierifhed among Them ? 

, Live then with me, my adored Companion! 
Here aft is native Honefly and Troth 1 Re¬ 
turning to the World, thou muft refolvfe to' 
take up thy Habitation with the ^Indigent 
and Forlorn, fbi thou bringeft along with 
, thee Principles,' that will make him, that en‘ 
tertaftu thee poor'! Principles deftriwiro to 
i falfe Glory! glitteringPomp! fweftine Am- 
: fcitionf preteadedLoves! boafled Knowedgel 

I 
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feemirig Piety! affected Honefty! Weil thou to 
appear thus altlefs array’d in native Beauty, 
how would’ft thou be admired, and avoid¬ 
ed ? Oh! how faded would all their Preten¬ 
ces feem ? How ridiculous! How unworthy 
the divine Original from whence they pre¬ 
tend to derive themfelves ? Haft thou not 


an Abhorrence at beholding their fublimeft 
"Wits, their brighteft Genius’s, ptoftitutine 
that Brightness to thofi in Power ?. &*ch 
are to be bought and fold according to their 
real dr imaginary Nec«5ities, whp live, qp 
to the Enjoyment of every 'Vice .mat their 
narrow Circumftances can reach, yet de¬ 
claim agaiqft what they notorioufty pyrfue, 
their whole lives being but onie icpntjphqd 
hialjjuerade. Thefit are no nearer a$quajn$r’ 
ed with VertUe than by Name, Which they' 
have indeed by Rote,'and apply thofe ,Attri¬ 
butes only to thole who have rower to raife 
and compleat their Advancement. What 
generous Breall can > bear, without a Glow 


C<ruejty } pnethat gratifies htsojyn.lprcifK* 
ffl Naftwe,.. under ,oje Aopeamnce of suby 
lick Good, and. who would ratter ruin thai» 
pryfervw the World: To hear him* J fey^ 
cqiqmendpd for Religion, who neyer knew 
fo much of it as. th^ ye^v 
filing his Averfion ta all ^nupp^wi^j: 
his Perlevutioh-hf 
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tho* as bold as witty Vice and native Con¬ 
fidence can make him, was never fo hardned 
as to pretend the leaft Acquaintance with 
any of the Vertues, efpecially Religion, till 
the fulfome Orator had applauded him for 
the Extirpation of it, infomuch that he him* 
felf forced a Sjpile at the Report* and cry'd, 
till now he had never thought to have been 
Kalender’d fot a Saint! 

Again, muftnot Sincerity be cover'd with 
lovely Blufhes and Contiifion, to hear a 
great Man (becaufe he has Power to reward 
his Flatterer) prais'd for Learning, who 
knows no more of it than the ^lame; who 
heaps together a valuable Library, not for 
what it contains (for that is never his En. 
quiry) but for the falfe, fine Reputation he 
may obtain by fuch a Colletion ? To hear a 
forward Zeal for his own miftaken Princi¬ 
ples, term'd Steddinefs, Conftancy, and eood 
Senfe ! A perpetual burning Defire or vin¬ 
dicating his Condut by the Definition of 
all Oppofers, even to Imprifonraent and 
Perfecution of thofe who dare fo much as 
glance upon his Errors; to have this, I lay, 
term’d Humanity, Honefly, and a Wading 
thro' Prejudice and Difficulties to the defir a 
Point; is an Impudence, an Adulation fo 
glaring, as not to be equal’d by all the bale 
abjet Incenfe offer'd to the Vices of the old 
Rowan Tyrants, who murder'd Nations in 
Sport, and fet the Miftrefs of the World on 
a Blaze, only to enlighten a fantaflick and 
abominable Mafquerade! 

B Doft 
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Doll thou not bJufh, doll thou not weep, 
adorable Sincerity , in purfuit of thefe fawn¬ 
ing Sycophants ? Who, were a Turn of 
Affairs to arrive, would as bafely defert, ay 
they had falfely prais’d ! For Self-Intereft 
being their true and only Motive, they know 
no Principles of their own, but fhift as 
often as do their Patrons, and only wear 
appearing Vertues, nay, and their very 
Vices, but as they are falhionable Habits ! 
To have thefe drawing indelible Chara&ers 
of Abufe againft thole by whom they have 
been tenderly oblig’d, flourifliing out in 
Threatnings and Self-conceited Boaftings, 
as if Immortality, whether of Praife or In¬ 
famy, ever drop’d from a proftituted merce. 
nary Pen, fure to fade and die reproachfully 
away with its Supporters ; or even if they 
had fuch a Power, for vertuous Perfons to 
be blafted by them, is Hill a greater Glory 
than to be prailcd. 

Thefe (who matter not to be call’d bafe, 
fo their Fortunes are but eftablifh’d) a£t 
even againft the judgment of their better 
Senle, and the private Beating of their own 
coward Hearts ; they neither condemn nor 
applaud but as they are dire€led, and with 
their perpetual Pens are fet to watch and 
affright whoever fhall be fo honeft as (with¬ 
out Hopes or Fears) to tell the Vicious of 
their Vices, the too many Great of their 
Pride, Referve, andHaughtinefs; That Pride 
which caufes them to conclude themfelves

Noble, had perhaps a Mechanick for their 
Anceftor • the immortal Species being ftruck 
at a Heat by the wife Almighty Original! 
Vertue only fliould claim that Pre-eminence 
which ( they are fo blinded as not to fee) is 
oftentimes given to them barely by Merit of 
their fleeting PofleffiGns! Larger Banks of 
Gold ! The Brillancy of their Diamonds ! 
the Diftin&ion of fading temporary Titles. 

Hence alfo is the noble Debauchee alarm¬ 
ed 1 If the Poet introduce either by Fable or 
any other fiftitious Reprefentation, a glow¬ 
ing Lover fet on Fire, more by the Charms 
of another, than thole of that beautiful 
Partner which firft his own Choice, and 
then binding Laws have affigned to him 
alone, he rt(ents t as a particular Refle&ion, 
what was intended but as a general; and 
tho 5 the Vice was only meant to be arraign? 
ed, not the Perfon, yet is the Arraigner ex- 
cruciated and expofed by all the bitter Ca¬ 
lumnies of flanarous avenging Tongues ! 
And if guilty of any Fault (as if Humanity 
could be fpotlcfs) that Fault in the Mul¬ 
tiplication-Table of Revenge and Malice, 
fhall be certain, in a very little time, to 
amount to above a Million, and fo to Infi¬ 
nity ! Weak, fhortfighted Recriminators 1 
As if the Truth were lefs the Truth for being 
repeated by any Perfon however cireum- 
flanced; or would the lefs be believed; when 
as obvious and glaring as the God of Day in 
his meridian Force. 

B 2 I>- 
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Defpair, Defpair, my lovely Companion, 
ever to prevail among!! Men, whilft the uni¬ 
ted World is arm’d againfl thee! and that 
thefe Mercenaries are ever at hand with their 
Thunder, to ftigmatize all that fhall imitate 
thy Purity. Who fhall dare to treat of Cor¬ 
ruptions? Thofe congregated Corruptions 
that darken the Scene of unhappy Life ! 
Thofe ignoble Defigns; thofe publick Squan- 
drings- of Millions of wretched harmlefs 
Lives, to raife the Pride, the Oflentation, 
and the falfe, hard laboured for, Glory of 
One, who drawing (as it' were by Inchant- 
ment, or as by Inftin£t the Loadftone does 
the Needle) the Spoils of Cities, of Pro¬ 
vinces, of whole Nations, Foreign and Do- 
meftick, into his own Coffers, leaves the 
l>rave and fuffering Soldier, (if he has not 
Gold,) to defpair ; he who has fac’d Death 
with a Courage almoftfuperior to Humanity, 
is not permitted to fill thofe Vacancies (to 
which by the Law of War, he has an mdif- 
puted Right) without a Purfeof much more 
Value than his Pretences.

loom'd for their fervile Compliance and 
Readinefs in abufing, and in private ridicul’d 
for Apoftaey! Since Wit (next to Vertue, 
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the nobkft Gift df Heaven) ought to be an- 
biafs’d and incorruptible. 

Let luch have ever the deferv’d Fate of 
Self interefted Scribblers, be always attending 
in Hopes of a mighty Reward, and neveu 
in Pofleffion but of (what they lhall think> 
a little. Let them have the fame Fortune a» 
Traitors of a larger Magnitude, the Ufeful- 
nefsof whofeTreafon is incouraged, while 
the Traitor generally is neglcfied, and, 
always deteftea. 

Yet further, my innocent tender Maid ! 
Wert thou ever fo little encouraged, fo much* 
abandon’d as now ? Hitherto the glowing- 
Lover and wifhing Fair, woo’d thee as % 
Principal in all their MyAeries: There cou’d 
be no Extafie, no Joy, where thou wert not 
of Accord* Thou ! that little valuable fpi* 
rituous Particle, that animated the Whole 1 
Thou ! Life of Love ! Thou! without 
whofe Prefence there can be no Vivacity ! 
No Purity! No Happinefs! Thou! the Re¬ 
fuge of the trembKng doubting Virgin l 
Who no fooner beheld thy lovely Face! 
Thy facred Charms ! but the Roles return’d 
to her Frightned Cheek and quivering Lip ! 
Thy Arms tfere to her a San&uary ! She no 
longer fcrupled to make happy the ardent 
Youth! She was fectrre! She was convinced! 
Her Joys were permanent where Thou were 
in place! Thou! the inviolable Pledge of 
her Lover’s Truth! Thou ! the Amulet a- 
gainft Treachery ! Falfe Vows ! Pretended 
Ardors! And deceiving Adjurations! Oh ! 

B.J; How 
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How many blifsful Pairs haft thou formerly 
beheld, when the World was young in De¬ 
ceit and Love of Gold ! When there needed 
no Bribes, but mutual Delire ! When Inte- 
xeft was not fo much as thought upon 
amongft them! Haft thou not Indignation 
atrefle&ing upon thole paft, thofe happy .. 
Ages ? Or is the Remembrance vaniihea ? 
And art thou turn’d Apoftate to thy felf ? 
Art thou as much delighted with the pre¬ 
tended Adorations as the Real ? With the 
falle Incenfe now offered to thee, as formerly 
thou wert with the true ? Thou, whole 
Name they never invoke but to prophane ! 
And make no further Ufe of, tnan till the 
deluded Virgin ceafes to be fuch, or the rich 
and powerful Widow empties all her Store 
into rhe Arms of her Bankrupt Lover.

Pallas, the Giver of 
double Vi&ory, flowly defending upon a 
Cloud,fixed at a convenient Diftance, whence 
all her Charms became confpicuous; Hec 
blue Eyes feem'd as if they were animated 
with new-born Fire and additional Sweet- 
nefs, darting gracious Regards upon the 
attentive Mortal. Having thrice call’d 
Horatio : Oh Favourite ! ftie continued, of 
me and of the Gods, I come to tear thee 
from the Embraces of that Ample, yet in- 
chanting Maid : It is not for fuch a Heroe 
as Horatio to refign up himfelf to Indolence 
and Solitude. Reje£l her feeble Charms* 
and let thy active Soul rufh again into the 
Field of (jlory: Thy Country expe&s thee ; 
thy unhappy Country, oppress'd by Fa£ionr 
and Favourites : The Emperor himfelf 
groans under the Tyranny, which by thy 
Arm and Head can only be overthrown. 
We prepare a double Reward; a Crown of 
Valour, and of Wifdom. Our Self wilP 
attend and animate thee throughout. Pals 
on, Horatio , and implore Affi fiance of the 
Vandal King to tranfport thee to Con* 
ftantinople , where unlimited Glory does a- 
waitthee. 

Horatio, in profirate Adorations, receiv'd 
this Oracle from the Godiefs of Wifdom, 
with hh Eyes and Praife accompanying her 
B 5 Re- 
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Return, till the Heavens had confefs’d their 
former Serenity, and Fear and Awe were a 
little diilipated: Then turning to thofe 
two amiable Forms that had engaged his 
Admiration; He told them, however un¬ 
willing to forfake bewitching Solitude , he 
muii obey the divine Difpeniation ; but it 
was in hoges, when the l ask aflign’d him 
by the Goddefs was perform’d, to be 
again happy in fuch a Retreat, and re uni¬ 
ted to the two lovely Bofoms of Solitude 
and Sincerity ; that his Thoughts and Heart 
Ihould not be divided from them, tho’ De- 
ftiny carry’d away his Perfon. They carefs’d 
him, and confirmed his Obedience; then di¬ 
rected him into a Road, and told him, 
*twould bring him, with a little Riding, to 
the Entrance of Sarmatia ; where poUibly 
he might be better provided of a Retreat 
for hinifelf and his Servants, than any that 
Wild could afford. 

He had not travell’d above a League, but 
Night overtook him: At the fame time he 
difcover’d a fumptuous Tent, (as it is the 
Cuftom in that Country, when Perfons of 
Quality travel, becaufe the Cabarets are few 
and very ill provided) oftentatioully en¬ 
lighten’d with a vaft Number of White- 
wax-Flambeaux: Horatio fent one of his 
Servants to enquire to whom it belong’d; 
who immediately returned with another, 
who brought an Invitation, from the Perfon 
within that magnificent Field-Apartment, 
for him to repofe himfelf, and pafs the 
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Night there- Horatio was fatisfy’d with his 
good Fortune, which had in that deiolate 
Place thrown him into the Converfation 
and Conveniencies of one of the politeft, 
moft refin'd Genius’s of the Age ; it was 
Merovins , Prior of Orleans , and who had 
been a long time Envoy from Charles King 
of the Franks , to the Republick of Sarma- 
tia. Horatio was formerly of his Acquaint¬ 
ance at Conjtantinople , where once Merovins* s 
Curiofity (which wou’d be fatisfy’d in all 
Things) had led him. 

Moniieur V Envoy e, after he had em¬ 
braced Horatio , whom he received at the Ex¬ 
tremity of the Tent, led him into that Part 
which was his Bed-Chamber; where renew¬ 
ing his Carefles and Embraces, he ftop’d ab¬ 
ruptly, and throwing him of a fudden, with 
a gallant Air, a Step or two from him; 
Is it poffible (he cry a) that this fhould be 
the mighty Man that makes all Men tremble! 
He! who has not only catch’d, but de- 
ferv’d the Applaufe of the Earth. Not 
*. Hercules , Thefeus, Heftor, Achilles , or Ulyjfes , 
with their united Exploits, perform'd half 
the Wonders as has Horatio ! To you it is 
given both to conquer and perfuade ! 
Whether in your Tent, or at the Head of 
your Army, you are alike vitforious! You 
delign as admirably as you perform. 
.Whence then comes it, that I find you re¬ 
duc’d with no Train, no Gxnveniencies^ 
wandring and alone, in a cold; bleak, nor¬ 
thern Corner of the Globe ? Oh l my Lord 

eithe 
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either your 1 Fate is very fantaftical and un¬ 
juft, or you have grown too ftft: Your 
Renown is too tall! You overlook the reft 
of Mankind! And there are, I fear, thofe 
at Home who find themfelves concern'd to 
remove you ; becaufe your Profpeft is fo 
wonderful and fair, that it forbids us to 
fee any other but you! But, went.he on 
(perceiving Horatio filent) I am too intrud¬ 
ing, 'tis now a time, my Lord, to refrefh 
your felf, after which I will endeavour 
to deferve your Confidence by giving you all 
mine ; and if the Relation may be enter¬ 
taining, as I cannot doubt, to one whom 
the Defire of Knowledge has made inqui- 
fitive of all Things, rfi give you a Rela¬ 
tion, from the firft Hand, of the Troubles 
©t Sarmatia, and of what has occafioned 
them. 

Here he led Horatio into another Room, 
where was prepar'd a Supper fuitabie to the 
Plenty of the Country, and the Delicacy of 
the grand Prior's Tafte. Their Difcourfe 
during the Repaft, was of Horatio "s Dcfign 
to vim Tbeodoriciy his Travels from lberia y 
and the Heart-wounding Lofs of his ador'd 
Ximtna y whom Merovius could not forget he 
had feen and admired at Confiantinople . Af¬ 
ter the Linnen was remov'd, and the beft 
P anno nun Wines fet upon the Table, he en¬ 
deavour’d to comfort Horatio for his Lofs, 
obferving a s melancholy Deadnefs which ob- 
feur'd in him a great Part of his native 
Brightnefs; He began to difeourfe of Love ; 
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It is my Opinion, my Lord, continued the 
Erfvoyty that one of the gteateft Wonders 
of Love, is. That this raflion being fo 
umverfal, that we may fay all knowing 
Men, nay, and the fimpleft too hare been 
touched with it; none have fuccefs fully de¬ 
fin'd either its Origine or Nature: And 
yet almoft all who have wrote, have attempt 
ted it. The Philofophers have been as blind 
as the Poets * He who told us ’cwas a De¬ 
lire of Beauty, feems to have confounded 
two Pafiions in one, fince Defire can only 
move towards what we have not, and is &• 
fisfied, and ceaies when in Pofleffion. The 
hopeleis Paflion for the admired Xtmena % 
that ftill fijrvives in your Lordfhip’s Breaft, 
explains what I advance, and {hews Love not 
to be well defin’d when term'd a Defire of 
Beauty; becaufe you cannot be thought to de~ 
lire what you are in defpair of, and are fure 
you never can poflefe; and yet ftill you feet , 
your lelf to love; and love to fuch a height, 
that That one only Paflion makes you aead 
to all Things befides. That is true, my LorcL 
anfwered Horatio, yet it does not forbid' 
Love to be term'd juftly a Defire of Beauty, 
Since there is no Pofleffion, how full foever, 
where Defire may not abide ! If it be only 
employed in wiihing a Continuation of 
what we enjoy, 'tis enough to. render it 
inieparable from Love. Then, reply’d the 
Envoy, your Pofleffion can't be entire, be- 
caufe it fuppofes a Part yet unenjoy'd, and 
be who wilhesthe Continuation of a Goody 
v ‘ " ‘ con- 
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confiders it as what is not yet arrived, and 
has a different Motive to what its Prefence 
gives, and that is enough to caufe two fe- 
veral Paffions; otherwife we fhould con¬ 
found Love with Hope! For if Love be a 
Defire, it would, when in Pofleffion, be no 
more Love, fince we cannot defire what we 
enjoy! And by the fame Fteafon, Defire 
would no longer be Defire. 

To form then a Definition, without thofe 
Difficulties and Defers, we are at firft to 
fuppofe the Difference betwixt Love, which 
is a Habit like yours, and that which is a 
real Paffion! For Paffion being a Motion! 
when that Motion ceafes, the Paffion is at 
an End ; and we may fay there is no more 
Love! But the Habit forbears not to be there 
Ml, which is nothing but the Impreffion 
the lovely beloved Objeft has made on the 
Mind, and which caufes that all times, when 
the Thought propofes it to the Appetite, it 
moves and forms the Paffion of Love, and 
becaufe we cannot poffefs without (in fome 
manner) uniting our felt to it, it neceflari- 
ly follows, that Love is a Motion of the 
Appetite, by which the Mind unites it 
felf to that which appears to it amiable and 
good. 

This does not feem clear to me, my Lord, 
anfwered Horatio , becaufe, that in Love, the 
beloved Obje& is often dead or abfent, with 
whom the Appetite cannot then unite it 
felf! But, confider (interrupted Monfieur 
JL'Envope) that Obje&s may be united to 
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the Powers, by their Species! Bv their Ima¬ 
ges ! or by their true Beings ! That there is 
an intentional Union, and an Ideal; but 
becaufe the true Being of Things enters not 
into the Imagination, it’s their Image only! 
And this Union is tliat alone which natu¬ 
rally belongs to the Appetite; for. as Ima¬ 
gination is the Center or* all the Senies, fo 
is the Appetite of the Inclinations. 

But, reply’d Horatio, if Love be a Motion 
to unite it felf to what is lovely; when 
united, there would be no more Motion, 
and confequently no more Love ? And as 
this Union may be made in a Moment, (for 
that there is nothing can hinder it) itfeems 
as if this Motion were alfo made in an In* 
ftant, and that therefore Love fhould not 
laft any longer, which is abfurd and contra¬ 
ry to the Truth. 

Befides, it continues to agitate, and as 
differently as are the different Perfons it 
pofleiles. There are no Diforders in the 
other Pailions that are not found united in 
this! It’s capable of’ all the Follies that can 
ruffle the moft diftradied Mind! It wears fo 
many feveral Faces, that it is impoffible to 
take their Pidtuies. What Colours ? Nay, 
what Words can exprefs all the Workings 
and Changes of the rleart and Eyes? How 
can that refplendent Humidity be reprefent- 
ed ? That model! Difquiet ? That la ug h ing 
Grief? That amorous Anger? Sometimes 
dwelling on the beloved Objedl as if they 
were fix’d, then turning away, as though 
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their Sight were dazzl'd. It was well feign¬ 
ed of them, who call’d Love the Son of the 
changing Wind, and the various colour’d 
Jris , metaphorically to explain his Nature, 
and fhews that his Original is as much 
concealed from us as that of thofe two 
Meteors. 

But, my Lord, we amule the Time in a 
dry Difpute, a Dilpute which can afford us 
no greater Certainty than that, whatever is 
the Origin of Love, he is a Tyrant whofe 
Sway we may oppofe, but muft however 
obey; therefore if your Excellency pleafes, 
we will forbear to difeourfe of what we 
feel, in relation to that Deity, and enter 
upon what you were graciouliy pleafed to 
promife me before Supper, an Account of 
what has pafled in Sarmatia , lince the Kina 
of the Franks fent you to refide there: I 
muft further beg your Lordfhip, that you 
will take in the Country, Genius of the 
People, Manner of Living, and whatever 
you may judge may be entertaining to one as 
greatly fond oFKnowledge (and ofall Things 
that your Excellency fpeaks) as he is a per- 
fe& Stranger to what relates to fb remote a 
Region. Monfieur L'Eavoye having made 
a Bow to return Horatio's Gallantry, began 
his Relation thus. 

Since, my Lord, there is often as great 
a Pleafure in being entertain’d by the fe- 
veral Follies of hlankind, as their ieverat 
Wifdoms and Wits why may not the Know* 
ledge, and feme of the Adventures of a 

bar-: 
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barbarous Northern People, ferve to amufe 
the Mind (at leaft for once) as well as that 
of the more polite Eaftern World ? At 
wot ft, I have Novelty to ftrengthen my 
Argument, and an implicite Defire of Plea¬ 
ding, which lhall make me forget you have 
been a General for the Emperor, and by 
your great Capacity the moft formidable 
Enemy of my Matter: I will alfo forbear to 
remember that I am Envoy from the King 
of the Frinks, and only confider your Lord- 
fhip’ln your own Perfon, that is to fay, the 
moft finifb’d, the moft accomplilh’d Man up¬ 
on Earth, and who has a Soul too large ever 
to make a dif-ingenuous Ufe of what is in 
Confidence reported to y6u, and which al¬ 
ways carries with it fuch a tacit Implication 
of Truft, that 1 need not pte-ingage your 
Lordihip to what is either reafonable or 
fit. 

Sarmatia is a flat fruitful Country, afford¬ 
ing moft Things neceffary to happy Living $ 
here is to be found plenty of Corn, of Fowl, 
Flefh, Honey, Wax, Wood, Amber, Salr, 
Iron, Horfes valu’d for their Swiftnefs; it 
furniftes other Nations with vaft Numbers* 
of Oxen, Sheep, Hogs; but as for Trade, 
the Sarmdtutns are abfolutely forbid it; I 
mean the Gentry, upon Forfeiture of their 
Honour $ therefore what Trade they have, is 
generally carried on by Foreign Merchants. 
They exceed all Nations of Europe in Viva-* 
city of Spirit, Strength of Body, and living 
hardily, except the Noblcfs, where the Lux¬ 
ury 
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ury of the Eaft is in Requeft. They are ge¬ 
nerous and covetous, more ant to be de¬ 
ceived than deceive; not fo eauly provok'd 
as appeas'd; fond of foreign Cuftoms, and 
full o£ Imitation, to which their Genius 
leads them rather than to Invention; In- 
grateful, as not thinking themfelves ever 
fuffieiently recompens'd for any Service : 
Couragious, having never fubmitted to any 
foreign Force, no not even to the Romans , 
who once boafted themfelves to be MafteTs - 
of the World; running mad after Liberty, 
and rather driving than inviting their Kings 
‘ to obferve their Laws; they not only hate 
the Name of Slavery, but abhor a juft and 
hereditary Monarchy. Licentious in their 
Morals. The People of Condition claim 
Privileges that will fcarce give them leave 
to be guilty of any Crime, and when they 
happen to own themfelves fo, the Prince 
haraJy has the Power of punifbing. All 
the Gentry are equal by Birth; there are no 
Princes but what belong to the Royal Fa¬ 
mily; they refufe, and think Titles odious 
if beftowed by a foreign Prince, and hate 
that any lhould pretend to a Superiority 
among them, unlefs it be by Etm>loyments, 
which conftitute them Senators, every Pro¬ 
vince fends their Deputies, which meet and 
are called, The general Convention of the 
Eftates. Here they make and defend their 
own Laws and Liberties, eleft their Mo- 
narchs, appoint Counfellors to inftruft 
him, and their Number far exceeding the 

Senate 
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Senate (which are conflituted from their 
numerous dignify’d Priefts, great Officers 
of the Army, Crown and Houfhold) they 
eafily keep the King and Senators in their 
Duty, and threaten both very often, efpeci- 
ally in the Convention, where each Mem¬ 
ber has a Liberty to fpeak what he thinks, 
and think as he pleafes ; for if but one dip 
lents, it hinders any Law from having its 
Force, or any Bill from paffing; neither is 
that Perfon obliged to tell his Reafons any 
otherwife than after their ufual Manner, 
It is not nsy Plea/nre it (bould be Jo 5 where¬ 
upon he immediately withdraws into the 
Country, if he can fo efcape, but very of¬ 
ten is prevented, and by their Sabres cut in 
Pieces upon the Spot. 

Not only thefe exceflive Privileges make 
the Sarmfitian Gentlemen powerful, but the 
vaft Territories which a great Number of 
them enjoy with a defpotick Sway over their 
Subjefts: Some poflefs thirty Leagues of 
Land outright; fome alfo are Hereditary 
Sovereigns of Cities which the King has 
nothing to do with,, and thefe maintain fix 
or feven thoufand Horfe and Foot in Pay; 
for when the great Men have any Difference 
between themielves, they fcorn to fubmit 
the Determination to any Power but that 
of the ftrongeft Sword; hence it is they 
plunder and burn each others Towns and 
Cities, and generally decide by a Field-Bat¬ 
tle, while the King never declares himfelf 
for either Party. 


Th6 
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The Pealants are born Slaves, and having 
no manner of Notion of Liberty, live qui¬ 
et and contented; the Gentlemens Riches 
partly confift in Rutticks, whom they call 
their Subjefls, and are often fold oft with 
the Land on which they are eftabliih’d: they 
have no Laws, no Judges, but their Lord’s 
Pleafure, to whom they pay an obfolute 
blind Obedience and Adoration, fight for 
them to the Death, and, which is more won¬ 
derful than all, they love them. They can 
enjoy nothing of their own, or ever become 
fee without their Matters Confent, unlefs 
he debauch a Wife or Daughter, and then 
that Slave to whom the Woman belongs is 
freed by the Law ; nor is Ihe lefs efteem’d 
or valued by thofe poor Wretches, who do 
not think themfelves difhonoufd by it. The 
Sound of Property or Glory never reaches 
their Ear. They often work four Days in a 
Week for their Lords for one that they 
work for themfelves, who having never feen 
or known a better Condition (their Fathers, 
and fo backwards, being ever Slaves before 
them) are well latisfy’d and contented with 
their Servitude ; fo true it is, that Cuttom 
and Education, by making any State habi¬ 
tual, renders it eafie ; whilft thofe only can 
be called wretched, who, born and nourifh- 
ed in Splendour and Profperity, are redu¬ 
ced to defeend and fit in Obfourity and Po¬ 
verty ; whence furely it is no Impropriety 
to fay, that ’tis a Misfortune to fuch to have 
been happy. 


Their 
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Their Religion is flill (hat of die old 
Gentile; they will by no means hear of what 
they call tne Chriftian Superflition, but 
worlhip many Deities, pay Divine Adora¬ 
tion to Fire, which they call (acred, and keep 
it always burning in particular Towns; 
feveral Priefls attend to preferve it, by 
whofe Negle& or otherwife, if ever it comes 
to be extinguifhed, they are immediately 
beheaded. They worfhip Thunder, and 
pray to tall-ftraight-Trees, fet apart in 
veral Groves, which they bold it Sacrilege 
but to touch: When the Sky becomes cloud¬ 
ed, they are in Defoair, and of Opinion, 
the Sun is angry witii them, and ule their 
utmoft Art to appeafe him, by Mufick, 
Prayer, and other Ceremonies. They wor¬ 
lhip the God Efculapius , under the Form of 
a Serpent, which is their Lares; or Houf* 
hold Deities, and therefore each Family 
keeps one in their Houfe, to whom they 
daily fecrifice Milk, Fowls, &c. and one of 
which if they happen at any time to offend, 
they look upon it to be an Omai of De- 
ftru&ion to their whole Progeny. Upon 
their Return from War, they oner one of 
the Chief of their Captives, with all their 
Booty to the Fire. Burn their Dead drefs'd 
in the richeft Ornaments they us'd to wear 


whiift living, together wijjj one of their 
moll faithfulServants, Borfes,Arms,Dogs, 
and whatever the Deceas'd was fond of; 
whilft all the Relations bring Milk, Honey, 
Wine, and the like, with which they feaft 

and 
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and dance about the Funeral-Pile, to Mu- 
lick of various Kinds. 

No Arguments cou'd ever prevail with 
them to make their Monarchy hereditary ; 
though ’tis oblervable, that but in the laft 
Eledion, they ftill chofe one of the Royal 
Family, not fo much as a Daughter having 
been excluded when there were no'Sons- 
yet always telling them, that they were not 

4 0 attribute their Acceflion to the Throne 
b any Right contra&ed from their Parents, 
and that they thought themfelves no longer 
obliged to pay Obedience than tha{ they 
kept to their Oath, referving to themfelves 
a Right of Depofing them whenever they 
broke the Laws. 

Not conceiving, my Lord, that-you are 
abfolutely ftraitened in Time, or that it is 
of much Importance to your Lordflrip whe¬ 
ther you depart to Morrow, or favour me 
with a longer Stay, I lhall not find my 
felf under a Neceflity of finilhing my Re¬ 
lation to Night, fo to confine my lelf to the 
Bufy, and omit the Diverting ; for even in 
Reading (where we generally bring more 
Attention than in Difcourfe) we love a Re¬ 
lief, becaufe the Mind is wearied like 
the Body, if it continues long upon a 
Bent. 

Therefore, my Lord, I think it not amifs 
to amufe your Lordlhip with an Adven¬ 
ture of my own before 1 left Gallia ; an 
Adventure fo far lingular, that neither by 
Reafon, Reading, or Reflexion, I can fatis- 

fa&orily 
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fa£torily account to my felf for it. I know 
your Lordfhip is as great a Philofopher as 
a General, and as well acquainted with 
Arifiotle and Plato, as Alexander; there¬ 
fore, as fomething curious, I will not o- 
mit it. 

Charles King of the Franks , held then his 
Court at Orleans : I was always about his 
Perfbn, and durft boaft of the Honour of 
being fometimes heard by him. Nothing 
could be more ihining than the Ladies that 
form’d the Circle; Gallantry, Luxury, and 
Pleafure, reign’d in full Splendour under 
this Monarch but it was not to any Beau¬ 
ties of the Court that my Heart furrender- 
ed: So far as Amufement, and that Sort of 
Engagement which is neceffary to gain the 
Character of a gallant Man ; 1 was at their 
Devotion; this is a fort of Amour where a 
reafonable Man fliould reft, and not dip 
himfelf further, the Pleafing without the 
Painful: What though there is not that 
Extafie of Blifs, that tranfporting Pang, 
which the fublime joys of Love, refulting 
from the Favours of a long ador’d Miftrefs 
can beftow ? Yet is the Senfe gratify’d, and 
the Heart, whilft unconcern’d, may well be 
at eafe,and advantagioufly compound, by the 
Abfence of pungent Pain, for the Lois of 
fupreme Delight. 

I ftuck a long while to this Opinion, and 
had not departed from it, if my Reafon 
had ftill been free; neither yet is my Un- 
derftanding clear-lighted enough, to define 

the 
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the true Nature of that Pain which tor¬ 
mented me: That it was Love, is moft cer¬ 
tain, but of fuch a Kind that the Circum- 
flance made it as aftoniihing as unhappy to 
me ) your Lordfhip, who fo well underftands 
natural Philofophy, may perhaps help to ex¬ 
plain it. 

Not longer to amufe your Lordfhip with 
Introduction, be pleafed to know, That for 
fome Years I had an Acquaintance with a 
Man, who, though* of no higher a Degree 
than a Bwgeoife of Orleans , yet was he very 
ingenious: What Time he had to fpare 
from his Calling, he employed in Reading ; 
he had befides a Genius for Painting, and 
added to his own Profeffion, that of col¬ 
lecting valuable Pieces, which being to be 
difpoled of at his Houfe, drew thither a 
Refort of feveral Pcrfons of Condition that 
delighted in that Art, and who came to.buy 
Pictures of my Merchand 5 whole Conver- 
fation was always fo fenfible, and above his 
Rank, that I pleafed my felf in it, and grew 
into fuch an Intimacy with him, that I 
fought how I might be ferviceable to him, 
and had the Satisfaction to fucceed in feve¬ 
ral Affairs relating to his Btlfinefs: This 
gave me a free ana welcome Accefs to the 
Houfe, where I was always carefs’d, as well 
bv himfelf as his Wife, who was a haiSdfome 
Woman, but a very Coquet; fome ill 
Neighbours would fay, at the Expence of 
her Vertue, but that I leave to her own 
Confidence, as having never feenaay thing 

of 
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-of it; Ihe was very filly, very vain, and 
talkative, yet very fecret, which is a latent 
iofew of thatSex pofTeis, even thofe who ate 
mod eminent 'for fine Qualifications, that I 
could never give my felf a Reafon why this 
Woman fhould be endowed with a Property 
lb diredly contrary to thofe I have named be¬ 
fore, and which were her Alcendants in all 
Things where Secrefie was not required. 

To dudy Nature’s Produ&ions was al¬ 
ways delightful to me, efpecially in any of 
her irregular Workings t This gave me to 
contemplate my Merchant’s Wife for what 
I have lately told you, but much more a 
Daughter of hers, of whom fhe was very 
fbnaj this Girl was called Agnes*, mod 
beautifully featur’d, but an Idiot, her Eyes 
of the fierceft fined Black, fparkling ’till 
they (truck again; but attentively confider- 
ing them, you found no Knowledge, no 
Management, nothing informing in their 
Ludre, and yet wonderfully bright; her 
Eye-laihes were peculiarly full, Tong and 
charming,, fo that whenever ihe looked 
down, they bewitched one. Her Eve-Brows 
were fuch as Relies would have cnofenfor 
his Venus, juflly arch’d in a fair fmooth Fore¬ 
head, that look’d more polifbed than Mar¬ 
ble ; the red of her Features were anfwer- 
abie, and her Complexion a Friend to all: 
No Vermillion was purer than that upon 
her Cheeks, no Coral more lively than her. 
lips: nor had fhe any Defefi through, her 
whole limbs or Perfen, but Something too 
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large a Head, whence it is plain, that That 
it is no Indication of great Underftanding. 
But now, my Lord, I am coming to the 
melancholy Part of fair Agnes 's Defcription, 
her Mind; ’twas all a Blot, nor had it ever ■ 
been otherways; (he had no Notion of 
Things, no Difcourfe, no Memory. I lave 
carefully minded her,had her carry’d abroad 
au d entertain’d with all that may be fup- 
pofed pleafing to a Girl of her Age, but 
could not get her to report the leaft Syllable, 
nor was (he ever known to tell a Tale, or 
complain of the til Ufage of the Maids, 
though, by way of Experiment, T'was an’ 
Encdurager to one of them>’ naturally cruel, 1 
toufe her hardily; her Mother, who float¬ 
ed fo far upon the Girls Out fide; that fhe 
never faw the Defeat within, -by her kind" 
Ufage gave her Confidence enough to make' 
any 'Complaint, tyd/lhe been enable of it. 
Her Appetite was latge, and -fejeftfed no¬ 
thing* nor did InffinA, as-'far * Todujd per¬ 
ceive, cany her* to diflinguifh irt her Meats 
or Drink; whether it were that htr Mo¬ 
ther’s Fpndnefe feldom put her ; t& the; 
Choice, becaufe die al#ays gather the Bert-. 
Of 1 every Thing, of that'lpVe,ly /«»« vn^ 
ledion'was even below a BrutfeHie. 
eat promifcuoufly of every Thing, tho •»*-;; 
ther the Savory than the Sweet, which, fhe 
might copy from her She-f arent* whd lov- 
S the Bome-GotsJtrOt* OtWt**** 
ihe above the reff. thaf'fhe'haa 1 gri 
Jvliffick, (he xvoud Jeiiira Thue oru-Song 
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by hearing it 5 but the Notes could never be 
beat into her ; to bid her ling fuch or fuch 
a Thing, was faying nothing to her | but 
if you began to ling, ihe immediately fol¬ 
low’d, ana whatever was in her Power, fhe 
certainly perform’d juftly and harmonioufiy ; 
for her Voice was very good, though the 
Motion was never fpontaneous in her ; Ihe 
would alfo trip about to Mufick, or by an 
imperfefl Imitation of others , but het 
Danceing-Mafter with all his Endeavours 
could make nothing of her- It was with a. 
wonderful Diligence and long Application, 
that Ihe was brought to know her Letters,' 
as Parrots talk, by Rote, but could not read 
them, fo that it was of little or no Ufe to 
her ; and as to Writing, or Working with 
her Needle, all their Endeavours were fne- 
cefslefs; yet was her Mother fo infatuated, • 
or proud, Ihe either did not fee, or would, 
not own thefe melancholy Defe&s in the r 
fair Agnts y but never forbore to extol her 
Beauty, and to adorn that Beauty in all the 
Ornament of modi& Drefs, ’Tis true, her 
Father was more reafonable, or Ids pre- 
poflels’d ‘ y one could not have fo much of ill 
Nature, or fo little of Manners, to enter¬ 
tain a Parent upon lb melancholy a Sub¬ 
ject, of elfe he could not but have given ua • 
great Eights into this irregular Work of Na¬ 
ture, by the Obfervasisnshedoubtlefs made' 
of her Childhood; but how curious fbever * 
I was, IforhoTe to difcourfe him upon fad 
ingrateful a Thane,- having often found' 
C a ~ ‘ War 
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him too fenfible of his Misfortune, and at 
her awkward Performance of many Things,to 
wilh her dead, and laid at Reft in her Grave. 

■Agnes was fuch as 1 have delcribed her • 
and yet, my Lord, the maliciora God of 
Love (that ow*d me a RevengeTor having 
hitherto only play’d with his Bow and 
Darts ) thought nt to give me a mortal 
Wound in Favour of this fair Idiot: It was 
a'' long time before I could fo much as 
guefs at what ailed me. The Court and 
Royal Favour became Taftelefs to me j 
I fell into a languifliing Melancholy, a hec- 
tick State of Health, and other Marks of 
a violent Refllefnefs of Mind. 1 was beft 
alone, or at my Marcband's, contemplating 
Nature in the beautiful Agnes. I thought Phi- 
lofophy ended my Search, and that it was That 
which made me fo nicely inquifitive of all 
which related to that fimple Maid,• but it was 
the Philofophy of Love, and fuch a Love 
which proftrated my Reafon, and all diftin- 
guiibing Advantages, till it reduc’d me al- 
molt to as great an Incapacity of ading, as 
the Defe£t of Nature had done in Agnes. 

The Phylicians finding that vilible Decay 
in my Perfon, oceafioned, as they judg’d, 
by an entire Lofs of Appetite, advis’d me 
to change the Air: I left the Houfe I had 
- in the Fauxboitrg of Orleance. and tranf- 
' ported my Moveables to one I had taken 
three Leagues diftant from the City; but 
becaufe the Refpeft I ow’d his Majefty, often 
obliged me to ee either at his Ruing or his 

Couche^ 
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Couchee, I fliould inconvenience my felf 
too much if I every Night return’d Home; 
therefore I took the beft Apartment in my 
Mircband's Houfe 5 which was very handfome; 
and there I found more fecret, unknown (to 
my lelfj Pleafures than the World belides 
could bellow. Dear Agnes was now about 
Thirteen, with an Air fo majeftick and 
/hiking, that 1 am ftill at a Lofs to know 
what Nature meant in her Chmpolition; fo 
dangerous and fo harmlefi, fo lovely and fo 
hateful, infpiring fo much Admiration and 
Contemptj fo great an Object both of Love 
and Pity, of Uefire and of Allay. 

By much Application and long Study, I 
gain’d this Knowledge of my fair Maid, that 
me could diftinguilh enough to Love, but 
Slew’d no figns of Hatred: When I fay 
Love, I ought only to fay Liking, which the 
exprefi’d in an extraordinary Manner, as 
thus: After the Abfence of any that were 
her Favourites, at the Review, Ihe wou’d 
ftand as if it were to recolle# her little Re¬ 
membrance, feem bulily employ’d, and 
when her Memory, as narrow as it was, had 
drawn from her Brain into her Mind, the 
Knowledge or Reprefentation of the Idea 
which the Obje£l occafion’d, Ihe would burft 
out into Tears, and by Kiffes and Cries, ex- 
prefs her Joy; which uncommon Sort of 
Tranlport has foolilhly given me more real 
Delignt than the Embraces of the fineft Wo¬ 
man! ever convers’d with in the Affairs 
ot Nature. Love I found required no great 
C 3 Store 
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Store of Wifdom. Her Tears were charm- 
ing, having the lingular Property of adorn¬ 
ing infteaa of disfiguring, and whofe Mo¬ 
tive being Joy, there was none of that Bit> 
ternefs, thofe Lines of Diflortion which 
Sorrow oecafions. How often have I drunk 
thofe lovely Pearls with a Prodigality of 
Thirft ? a Thirft which by indulging, in¬ 
creas’d the Fever of my Soul. She never 
forbore todiftinguilhmeby that enchanting 
Rain of Love, and which indeed was the 
only Diftin&ion in favour of any one that I 
ever obferv'd her capable of. 

The King, my Matter, whole vaft Capa¬ 
city makes it a Queftion, whether he unaer- 
ftands Men or Bulinefs belt, did me the 
Honour of a gentle Reprimand, for relign- 
ing my felf up to Solitude: He told me. 
That he defign’d me for his Service, and 
would take the firft Opportunity to employ 
me ; that it was my own Fault if I fuffer’d 
my felf, by Abfence, to be forgotten. I 
anfwer’d his Majefty, That my ill State of 
Health had baniflfd me into the Country, 
the Prefervation of which, could only feern^ 
to interfere with the Inclination* I had of 
paying my Duty to his Majefty; but that I 
nad no greater Regard in that Prefervation, 
than by regaining my native Vivacity, to 
lhow how much I defir’d to be his mofi 
humble and dutiful Servant. The King gra- 
cioufly received my Excufe, and bid me 
continue in the Country till I was perfectly 
recover'd* 

I in- 
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I invited a Sifter of mine to be with me ; 
one that Nature put into the World with a 
Defign to make fomehoneft Gentleman here- - 
after happy iri a good Houfewife* but (he 
had little or norpart m the Entertaining, or 
the Beile Demifetle $ however, fee was agree¬ 
ably enough to my prefent Temper of' 
Mind, which took mo Pleafure in- Converfa- 
tioja, 1 languifh’d under fo ienfibfe a De¬ 
cay, that I oid not at all difpute, but that. J 
was far gone in a Confumption, which Ak 
coiildnot recover; therefore! was more a£ 
the Marchand's than at ray VilU y amufing 
my felf with Pi&ures, aod beholding the 
amiable A}ms. Her Parents had no matv 
ner of DiSruft of the Inclination I had for 
her (indeed it was as yet:unknown* to ray^ 
felf) and therefore did not difpute her be¬ 
ing in my Apartment as much as \ ‘would 
have her : It came into my Mind to invite 
her Mother to bring her with her, during 
the fine Seafon, to keep my Sifler Compa¬ 
ny ; fee was like all Citizens, fond of the 
Country, fo that having eafily inclin'd her 
Hus&ftid, whole good Senfe never fuflfer d 
him to difpute her domeftick Sway, fee car¬ 
ried Agnes along with her, and by that 
means fo entirely endear'd my own Houfe 
to me* that during her Stay, I was but fel- 
dom at the Mmmnd's* 

My s Appetite began feebly to return; I 
was where I would be ; that is to fay, with 
-the lovely Agnes : I would often reflaft on 
the Pleafure her ( ContaQ gave me, not fuf- 
■; C 4 pefting . 
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pefting my Underftanding could befo falJe 
as ever to betray me to become a Votary to 
an Idiot; but it was too true, the Caufe 
and Knowledge of this Misfortune was fo 
obfcure and hid, even from my fel£ that 
purfuing rather Inftin£t than Reafon, I 
fought what was to gratifie the former, with- 
out imparting the Refult of Nature to the 
other: I prefled the dear little Idiot’s .Lips 
with a Tendernefs and Pieafure that fet me 
all on Fire. I concluded at firft, that’twas 
only an Effe& of the Sex, and therefore 
try'd all the other Girls that came near me 
in the fame manner, but ’twas no fuch 
thing; Agnes was not there, and wanting 
her, I quickly found all Pieafure was wantv- 
ing: I nad often heard lay, that loving a 
fair Fool, was doating upon a Pi&ure ; but 
whilft it was animated By Life, and inch 
warm beautiful Colours of FJeih and Blood, 
as were in Agnts t it afforded Pieafure e- 
nough (to thole who could be fway'd only 
by their Senfes) to recompence any other 

This gave me to know of what Nature 
was the Diftemper I had fo long complain¬ 
ed : Never was any Admiration greater than 
mine! I began then to rally my abfcondedRea- 
fon, to ask what I could intend by fo lhame- 
ful, fo deftru&ive a Paffion ? tigmalions 
Love for a Statue (had it been true) ap¬ 
peared no longer a Miracle tame; I qne- 
ftion not but the Poet took the Hint from 
luch a beautiful Idiot as mine; but no Me- 

tamorphofe 
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tamorphofe would appear in Favour of 
this Image, to endue her with the Life of 
Reafon, of which fhc was as utterly void 
(to all lifts of Conversion) as Pigm*Hon\ 
before it was informed from above* The 
. dear Idiot lov'd my Fondnefs* whether mo¬ 
ved by Inflind, that teaches all Animals the 
Defire of making themfelves in fome fort 
eternal, and vehemently incites to propa¬ 
gate their Species, or peculiarly by QiAosn 
inclined to me, fhe would give me her Ru¬ 
by Lips to kifs and prefs as foon as ever 
ibe came near me ; this I had a thoufand 
times done, without Hefitation, before all 
the World, 'till convinced of my extrava¬ 
gant Paflion, I blufh'd and guiltily declin'd 
the Offer ; but when I got her alone, I 
greedily devour’d her Bream, her Lins ami 
Rifles, and had the Pleafure to fee Nature 
was not deficient in the charming Agnes. 
Oh ! what could I not have done, had I not 
. been retrain'd by Vertue and Honour ? Oh! 
how happy? Ah! how guilty might I have 
made my fclf ? And how near (one Day) 
was I to forfeit both Vertue and Honour; 
to ruin my lovely Idiot, and render my ft If 
the greateft Villain alive ? It was upon a 
Bank of Greens and Flowers, in a pretty 
retir'd Arbour, where her balmy Rifles had 
wrought me up to a degree of Diftraftion 
anJ Delire, her fbining black Hair was a-" 
dom'd with yellow Ribands and Carnati¬ 
ons; nothing oppos'd my Joys, the Ample 
artlefi Maid pu*luistg the Dilates of Nature, 
C 5 dinging 
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dinging around and embracing mein a man¬ 
ner bewitching and enchanting, prompting 
me by Kifles and ardent Breathings to give 
what lnftind requir’d, ’till the Tears burft 
from her Eyes, the only Indication in her, 
as I before told your Lordfliip, of Joy and 
Pleafure. 

Never was my Vertue put to fb bold a 
Trial; never did I gain fo noble a Con- 
queft ; yet not I alone; it could not be my 
Work, it was the Infpiration of that Eternal 
Power who reftrains u$ in Evil, but in 
Goodnefa has no Bounds ? Not, my Lord, 
that I have (crupled to be concerned in Gal¬ 
lantry with Ladies who have met my glow¬ 
ing Wiflies half-way; . but it was ever my 
Opinion, that he who debauches a young 
Creature is a Villain, and in a great mea- 
fure the Author of aH thofe Follies Ihe after¬ 
wards becomes guilty of. But here I had 
been fuch upon a double Score, both as Agnes 
was a Virgin and an Idiot; and though I 
was ragingly in Love with her, and that 
probably nothing but Pofleffion could cure 
me, yet 1 refolv’d to endure whatever was 
mod painful^ rather than depart from the 
laws of Honour and of Juftice. 

To profecute this Resolution, I would 
not truft my felf any more alone with her ; 
the beautiful Creature’s Fondnefs (that in- 
•ceflantly purfu’d me iii all Companies with 
her Kifles) made meconfcious andalham’d: 
1 was afraid that Aftion of hers might be 
interpreted to our Difadvantage > though ! 
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had not (her Mouth excepted) tranfgrefled 
the facred Laws -of Yertue; nor could all 
iny Paffion or Giiioficy betray me to the 
Jeaft Indeaeney,,though 1 was foiefbe had 
never produced m y Aft lof Memory,as 
to make me fear ihe: would be able to tell 
her Mother what 1 fhould offer to her. 

I left the Charge of Entertaining her and 
her Mother to my Siller, and wear back to 
Orleans to determine wifts oiy felf what I 
ihould do tb ikfe my Puffion, . prefer ve my 
Vertne, ~artd not dishonour toy Family, 
which a Marriage with' Hie Daughter of a 
Bourgeois would confeqoently have done. 
Love that never flancfe upon any Imereft 
but hisowri, incdternty tempted me ro pafe 
over that D^hdvaatag^: It: repfeftmea to 
?ne Moflirchs who hadf wivcrf their Digni¬ 
ty, and, when throughly T Wrought by Love, 
had fabmitted to (hare their Diadem, and an 
the Glories of a Throne, with fonae hum¬ 
ble She whofe Beauty was her only Merit. 
In chat Particular I!was fure my fair 'Agnes 
was exceeded by*ntfne $ her- Charms were 
faultleft ahd pettitiar^ btfther Mind was a 
Rock' upon which jxvj Refolution ft ruck : 
Love with all hfe Omnipotence could never 
carry me over that Difficulty- I ask’d my 
felfi what Was be#>me of my fe boaftej 
Refafbn,* if I muft unavoidably refign to 
I lifting, to a Love only for the Sex r* What 
could not entertain the brighter Part, was 
poor and'lhamefuh I well knew I was ne¬ 
ver to expeft the Pleafures of the Mihd in 

fucb 
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fuch an Union; nay, thole Follies, when 
once nearly allied to tny felf, would more 
exqtrifiteiy pain me; I. Ihould bhilh, I 
lhould bane the Head, expiring with Shame 
«t my, dear Idiot’s Prefence, which all beau** 
tiful as her Face and Perfon were, could 
never make a reafonable Mans Excufe for 
having fa much preferr’d the fenfitive, to 
the rational Part. 

: Tex he fllort, my Lord, this raging Pafli- 
t>A was like to v&tiquifbimy Reafon; but no 
jenger to put it in my own Power to do an 
AS ion that would diihonour me by its 
Weaknefs, and procure me a whole Life's 
Repentance, a Thought came into ray Head, 
.which as foon as it was born, I put in Ex¬ 
ecution : You may guefs at the Height of 
my Difeafe, by the Violence of its Owe? 
it was this, to take holy Orders, and em* 

n e my felf to the Churchy by which Vow 
or ever incapacitated my felf to marry^ 
without the Penalty of being burnt alive. 
All Mankind that had known the former 
Gaiety of my Temper, wondered at this Re- 
ioludon. Thofe who lov’d to .hear them* 
fclves talk, prophecy’d my Repentance; 
the wiled contented to Ihow their Aftonillr- 
snent by iilent Gellure and Ihrugging their 
Shoulders. My Change was acceptable to 
atone but the Clergy and the King, wbofe 
Approbation was worth that of a Million 
or the Vulgar i His Majeftjr, who- was of 
Jhte become really truly religious, told me, 
be was well fetisfied with me, and would 

ukc 
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take cate of my-Fortune, which he fo efc 
feftuaily did, that by his gracious Bounty, 
I was, as your Loidihip knows, preferred to 
be Prior of Orkani* 

Yet: could not either Religion or Ambi¬ 
tion,- create any Abfence or Alteration in 
my Paflion: It devour’d all my Qjiiet, Days 
and Nights were but as fo many wretched 1 
Turns of Time, which only ferved to pro* 
long Miferies, that had the melancholy proi^ 
.pea of iiever ceafing but with my Life-; 
neither was it in my Power to deny my 
felf the Pleafure of feeing lovely Agnes, 
whole tender Tears and KilTes would make 
me tranfported and mad. How ridiculous 
and abfurd was it for a Man in myCircum- 
ftances, whom all the World concluded 
to have fomeSenfe, to be thus aerated ? My 
Folly was indeed unknown to all befides 
I my felf, but evegrfhat Knowledge I could 
not forgive; and I am perfwadec£ if it were 
. poffible for Mankind to hate themfelyes, I 
) ■ had done k: But I doubt 1 have too long 
araufed your Lordfhip with theft Trifles. 
Therefore to conclude, I grew in Pain for 
any Accident that might arrive to my lovely 
Maid from the Charms of her Beauty; 
fince they had fo ragingly inflamed me,.. I 
dreaded their Power over fome Lover who 
would not prove fo difcreet. and juft to her 
as I had been. Befides, her Mother’s Gaiety 
led her into Convention, which though, 
tiie Daughter was infenfible of, Inftinii 
Bright nuke k terminate inherRuing whkft 

caus’d 
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caus’d me to move her Father that file ihould 
take the Veil and become a Religious. The 
honeft Man fincerely protefted to me, that 
his Affairs were far from being in fo ’good 
a Pofture as the World belie*# them-; that 
he could not fpare fuch a Sum as was xeqtft- 
fite to make Agnes a Nun, though it was 
the only Defire of his Life, becaufe he Ihould 
fee her freed from a Number of Inconveni¬ 
ences that her Incapacity would make her 
liable to in a World, where, in all Probabi¬ 
lity, (if her Underftanding were ever en¬ 
lighten’d) lhe would be forced to get hefc 
own Maintenance, or elfe prove miferable 
for want of if. My poor Marcband made 
this Confeffion with Tears in his Eyes, and 
which I guefs’d to be too true from hfe 
Wife’s Extravagancy and ftuitfulnefk ha¬ 
ving every Year prefefnted him a Giild, 
fometimes two. I told him^ to Ihew the 
Refpe& I had for himfelf ana his Family, if 
lie. would take care it ihould not be known 
whence it came, I would furfiMh him with 
two thoufand Crowns, whish I freely gave 
to dear Agnes to fecure her from aS worldly 
Inconveniences, in hopes of making her an 
acceptable Deodand to Heaven; that he 
fhou d order the Matter lb well with his 
Wife (whofe mifplaced Fondnefs would 
poflibly prevent our good Intentions) that 
lhe might fufpeft nothing ’till it was ready 
to be performed, and paft her Power to 
prevent. 


Thus 
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Thus was I empo^crU by the Aid of a 
more mighty Arm than my own, to turn 
this Paflion (fo blameable in it felf) to a 
praife-worthy Event. When we had got all 
Things ready, I went to take her and her 
Father in my own Coach, to carry her to 
the Monaftery * which I aid, and refign’d 
her with tender Recommendations into the 
Hands of the Lady Abbefs, who was my 
Relation. Sure if Self-denial, be meritori¬ 
ous, my Heart wore enough of it to recom¬ 
mend me to the Giver of all Vi&ory. Ne¬ 
ver was Agnes fo lovely! Never was I more 
fenlible ! 1 kifs'd and embraced her in the 
Parlor of the Monaftery, with that Paflion 
and Angoifh, that I thought my Life would 
have flea from me upon the Place. Her 
Father wept by Cuftom, for he was really 
rejoye'd at having lb well refign’d her. I 
fhewed Tranfports which were not in my * 
Power to contain ; none but a Lover, who 
Jove? to the Height that I did, could guefs 
at my Agitation: I was to fee no more that 
innocent lovely Creature, without Grates 
and Bars of Iron between us ! No more to 
embrace that beautiful Body ! To gaze upon 
all that wondrous Harmony of Features* 
which had fo entirely charmed me! No 
more to receive her wounding, healing Kifles 
and amiable Ckfpings! Oh! fevere Self- 
denial I Oh! rigid Law of Virtue! I obey’d! 

I obey'd ye! then at a time when her Beauty 
was haftning toPerfe&ion, when my ardent 
JVifbes were at their moft .glowing 

• - ~ Height-^- 
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Height .— Forgive me, my Lord , *** - - - 

this Scene mu ft ftm be touching to the Ima¬ 
gination ; I few her (hut from my Sight for 
ever! 1 law her condufted far away from 
me J And yet I furviv’d her Lofc 1 Which 
Ihews the Heart of Man capable of mighty 
Sufferings, and that none but little Ge¬ 
nius’s fink under Misfortunes and Dis¬ 
appointments. 

I will not enlarge, by dwelling upon her 
Mother’s Impertinence; only this, fee was 
diftrafted at miffing the Girl, and woo’d 
know whence it was that her Husband, with 
whole litrle Circumftances fhe was acquaint¬ 
ed, had it in his Power to make her darling 
Daughter a Nun, and of that Order the 
leaft fevere, and where they are never re¬ 
ceived under fuch a Sum of Money : To quiet 
her, he was forced to difcover me, by. which 
he pretended to engage her Silence and her 
Gratitude. This miftaken Woman levelled 
all her Rage againft me; (he came to a 
Houfe 1 had taken in Town, and never ceas’d 
abufing me ; as if I had been guilty of the 
higheft Aft of Difhonour to her Daughter. 
I knew not how to deal with one upon 
whom Reafon was loft. She would com¬ 
plain to the Bifhop of the Diocefs for mak¬ 
ing her Child a Nun without her Confent, 
ana exprefsly againft her Daughter’s. Agnes 
was yet in. her Neviaate, and I juftly fear’d 
this weak Woman might tutor the fimple 
Maid to fay as fhe direfted, by which means 
fee could never be made to pigfefs without 
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aer own Words that ought to defire the 
VciJ. Therefore I went to the Lady Ab- 
btfsywhp very well law I .cou’d have no other 
End in it than poor jlgnes's Good, and Ihe 
readily received ray Inftru&ions. The Money 
I had given was no longer in my own Pow¬ 
er, hut already fettled upon dgnt$\ lb that 
if Ihe did not like, wlien her Year of Pro¬ 
bation was expir’d, it was to go along with 
her to maintain her, which made her Father 
more eafily give in to his Wife’s pafiionate 
Defires that fbe might not become a Nun* 
by which means he hoped to have that Sum 
of Money in his own Hands to further his 
Trade. The Lady Abbefc gave me an Inti¬ 
mation of their Defign, which I imparted 
to the Biihop, whom her Mother had peti¬ 
tioned; he was perfeftiy aSured, that Cha¬ 
rity could be the only Motive; and defired 
to fee this Miracle and Irregularity of the 
Species. My beautiful Idiot, at this Inter¬ 
view, was all her felf; that is to fay, in her 
full Bloom of Charms and Folly 1 Not but 
that I^fiod this Word very defe&ive, and 
wanting of Force to explain her Defeft* 
which properly comes under another Head*, 
He was both ravilh’d and mortify’d at this 
Error of Nature, this Contradi&ion to her 
felf, and prefently became tender and com-* 
paffionate of the miferable Maid: He agreed * 
that it was beft for her to be enclofed, fince 
ihe had not Underftanding to guard her 
Beauty from the ill Effects it might produce 
»poi* Hearts , unacquainted with, Vertue* 
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His Lordfhip advis’d the LadyAbbefs not 
to let her Mother fee heand iflhthe mean 
time, to win her by all*Manner-of good 
Ufage, to teach her proper Wbtds that ihe 
might demand the Veil ,• which in fliortat 
the End of two Months fhe did, and was 
accordingly profefs’d, beyond the Capacity, 
not only of her Mother, but any other liv¬ 
ing Power, to recal her into the World. 
When it was over, I was fo ftr eafie, that 
now I was fure I had fecured her an Eflab- 
liihment liable to no ill Accidents, and not 
only provided for the Repofe of her Perfon, 
but her better Part the immortal Soul, which 
Cafuifls perhaps may think a Work of Su^ 
pererogation, becaufe in her it was pro- 
tefted againft the Power of Crimes by nah 
tive Simplicity. 

Soon after this, his* Majerty finding me 
willing to travel, asked me if I car'd to be 
his Envoy to the King of Sarnuttky who la¬ 
bour'd under an incureable Diftempet, and 
in all Probability could not live long, lined 
In the View he himfelf had of being rriadd 
Emperor, it extreamly concern'd him that 
the SarmatUn Crown (which had ever been 
Eleftive) might fall to one who lhould be 
in his Majefly s Intereft ? that he had a po¬ 
tent Defire tp advance his Coufin, Prince 
Arnmtm y Son to, the Duke of Aqmtain ; but 
the young Gentleman feem’d infufceptible 
of Ambition; however, as he did not ufe 
to be difobey'd (efpecially by thofe of his 
own Family) he lhould have time enough 
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to work the Prince to a Compliance. His 
Majefty affo complain'd of the Sarmatian 
Queen, from whofe great Geniu$, and her 
Afcendant 6ver her Husband (confidering 
that fhe was a Native of Gallia) he had pro¬ 
mis’d himfelf much better Things ; but lhe 
• had been for fome few Years entirely in the 
Intereft of the King of the Almains , fince 
her eldeft Son had married the Sifter to the 
Queen of that Nation ; whence it was that 
his Majefty ordered me to have a watchful 
Eye upon her Conduit; rever to confide in 
her, even tho’ fhe pretended to return to 
my Mafter s Intereft, whofe Principle it 
is. That he who trufts a Foe tho* recon¬ 
cil’d, ought, unpitied, to be deceived by 
him. 

The Uneafinefs of Heart I labour’d under* 
made me willingly receive the Honour his 
Majefty defign’d me: I ordered my Affairs 
with^ all poffible Expedition, becaufe I 
long’d to be out of a Kingdom that gave 
me fo many Difquiets. tho’ all center’d in 
the Paflion I ftill had for the too lovely 
Agnes. It was not in my Power to depart 
without feeing her.' I took my Leave at 
the Grate; her Charms were in rerfeSion ! 
The Veil admirably became her; but this 
was the firft time l had any Difguft againft 
her want of Senfe, it had always pain’d, 
but never before difpleas’d me: Hence I 
hop’d that I was recovering my Underftand- 
ing, which was fo far of Ufe to me now, 
as to make me obje£t againft her whom I 

' had 
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had hitherto only adored. I wanted fiom 
her that engaging Senfibility, that noble 
Movement proceeding from Gratitude, and 
not always the Effeft of high Birth, a Je ne 
fcay qmy of Tendernefs, arifing from the 
Senfe of Benefits, and which cannot for¬ 
bear breaking forth into modeft Sorrow and 
beautiful Diftrefs, at being for ever fepa- 
rated from thofe who have powerfully ob¬ 
lig’d and ferv’d us. 

The dear Natural was entirely fucfy fhe 
knew nothing of Separation ; Hopes, Fears, 
Diftrefs, and Joy near her loft their om¬ 
nipotent tumultuous Power: To talk of 
parting, was not to fpeak at aB; *tis true, 
the Compaffion and love I had for her, 
caus’d the Water to come into my Eyes, 
which Reafon cou’d not reftrain or hinder 
from falling,down.my Cheeks; this Ihe in¬ 
tently gaz’d upon and imitated, the Tears 
ran from her’s, as if by Sympathy. In thaJt 
Burft of Sorrow I tore my felf from 
her Pretence, and immediately departed 
Orleans. 

View me from henceforth, my lord, as a 
Man void of all but the Pretence of Plea^ 
fures, taftelefs, and alone devoted to the 
Service of my King, by whofe mafterly. In*- 
ftruSions I was capacitated to enter upon a 
Scene, and to manage a confiderable Part in 
a Nation fo far remov’d, both in Cuftoms 
and Manners, from that, where I had been 
brought up.

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As the Sarmatians love nothing more than 
Pomp and Shew, there is no Country where 
Atnbafladors are oblig’d to make fo neat a

familiar Humility, which is there wonder¬ 
fully taking, being themleives generally very 
civil and eafie in their Converfation. He 
imtft not likewile forbear to be a good Fel¬ 
low, and have Plenty of the ridieft Wines 
to entertain them; for the Coldnefs of die 
Glimate, in fome tort, makes that Excefs 
neceflary, fo that Necemty makes their Ex- 
; cuie for lo bad a Cuftom. Lallly, an Am- 
baflador that wou’d infallibly fucceed and 
obtain Voices in their Divan, muft be per- 

E tually prefenting them with Gold, for a 
ation fo avaritious and profule was never 
known; and yet that is not enough, he 
fhould be fure always to fpeak to their 
Hopes, for whatever has been receiv’d goes 
for nothing, the future is able to engage 
them even beyond the prefent. 

I had my Audience of his Sarmatlan Mar* 
jefly, fome Days before the Marriage of the 
Franse&lns Daughter. 

The 
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The King was then at Marjovia , his Ca¬ 
pital City, which was crouded upon this 
extraordinary Occalion, by moft of the 
Noblefs of the Kingdom, together with their 
Ladies and Children, for there had not 
been a Daughter Royal marry’d in more 
than a hundred and fifty Years: Nothing 
was more ihininig than that Court, the 
Women wereglorioufly habited j I may ven¬ 
ture to allure your Lordlhip, that tho’ I 
have feen C onfiantinople, Rome, and the Cir- 
, de of the King my Mailer, yet I never be¬ 
held fo vail a Quantity of Jewels in any Afi>

The King was old and declining, nay, he 
dy’d fo loon after, that, however glorious 
had been his. Reign, I lhall not think fit to 
trouble your Lordlhip with aDefcription 
of either his Mind or Perfon, tho’ both 
were very accomplilh’d. As for the Queen, 
ihe was, of her Age, the mofl lovely Prin- 
cefe in the World, and tho’ Ihe be more 
than forty, in looking upon her, you wou’d 
not give her above thirty, which is exactly 
the Point of Time when Ladies firft begin 
(unwillingly) to believe that there may be 
feme fmsul ,Alteration in their Charms*

marry“d to one of the Chief of the Nobili¬ 
ty, who did not long enjoy his good For¬ 
tune, but left his charming Princefi young 
and very rich j whence the fill in Love 
with the Captain of the King's Guard, who 
having at that time a Pre-engagement of 
the Heart, did not receive the News of fuch 
Happinefs with fo good a Grace as might 
be expe&ed. Your Lordfhip may be pleas’d 
to know, that tho’ the Ladies of Sarm4ti4 
are modeft beyond Example (fcarce a Prece¬ 
dent being to be found of any that have 
wrong’d their Husband’s Bed ) yet it is 
counted no Indecency j no Motive for their 
IHiiihes, to like any Man while they are yet 
unmarried, and fo to like hidi, as to caufe 
a Marriage to be propos’d to his neareft Re¬ 
lations, upon' which the Ferion belov’d is 
left to his Choice, as Ladies are in other 
Countries , whether he will be kind or; 
cruel. 

Oar young Widow had fo great ah AP 
eendant over the Queen her Mfftrefs, wborh 
flie then ferv’d in Qpality of firft Lady of 
the Bed Chamber, that through her Ma jelly’s 
Favour, fl» influenced the King to pro¬ 
pound her to the Captain of his Guard for 
a Wife, with fo- many Advantages, a* 
more efpeciaUy making him great General 
of Sarmatltiy that he foon contented; end by 
that Marriage had. an -Opportunity of form* 

mg j 
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ing an IntercA fo considerable, that upon 
the Death of his Matter he was eleded- 
King, and had a profperous, long and glo¬ 
rious Reign. 

Sometime after my Day of Audience, I 
was upon a Vifit to the gnat Field-Matter, 
and moft agreeably diverted, to lee hit 
beautiful Lady otter the Chamber, pnceeded 
by a Train of twenty four Maid-Servants 
handfomly habited, every one carrying two

bet Carefles with fach an Air of Satisfaction 
and Tendernefs, as encourag’d her to make 
known her Sute, which, after all the mighty 
Expe&ation fhe had railed, ended in a De¬ 
mand of a nuptial Frefent for the Princefi 
of SarmatM 

It is a Cuftom, in thole of that Nation, 
thus to implore tneir Husbands when they 
have any extraordinary Expence to make $ 
for the Women never keep the Purle, and 
are forced to content themfelves to have all 
Things provided to their Hand ; the Men 
are tne iole Managers, fo that the Ladies 
have nothing to do but to drefs, divert, eat, 
drink, and make Vilits, which are always 
perform’d with Oftentation ; for the Sar- 
matutns love Shew, rich Equipage, and Ha¬ 
bits : The Women feldom crofs the Way 
without a Coach, lix Horfes, and a nume¬ 
rous Train of Servants; yet have they no 
Money, but upon every Occalion are forc’d 
to kneel and implore their Husbands, who 
take a Pleafure in being importun’d. 

The Field-Mafter’s Lady was fo cunning 
as to time her Requeft, while I was with 
her Lord; fhe knew his Temper, that he 
was vain-glorious and covetous; in my 
Ablence, the latter, wou’d, ihe fear’d, pre¬ 
dominate, and therefore rave him an Op¬ 
portunity of exerting the former. It came 
to pafs exactly as fhe had forefcen, for he 
did not fail to tell her, that fhe lhould make a 
Prefer equal, or fuperior to thofe that fbou'd 
go before her, not excepting what came 
D front 
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' from the Part of crown’d Heads ; this gave 
me to liften with new Attention, for as yet 
I knew not that all who go to any Marriages 
in Sarmatut , from thofe of the Princefs to 
that of the meaneft Gentlewoman, are ob¬ 
lig’d to give fomething; that thefe Prefents 
are often their only Dowry; fo that a Lover 
makes it his Bufinefs as well to enquire af¬ 
ter the Number of Relations and Friends 
which his Bride may have, as what her For¬ 
tune is. 

In purfuit of this her Lord’s Compli¬ 
ment, the Lady caus’d a Jeweller to enter, 
who had brought her a World of Curioii- 
ties; amongft which, there was a Watch 
fet with very valuable Diamonds, yet it felf 
more valuable for its admirable and juft Per¬ 
formance of Time: This the Lady was 
pleas'd to pitch upon for the Princefs, and 
faid ihe defir’d nothing of greater Expence; 
her Lord, to exprefs his Generality, order’d 
the Marchani ihou’d be paid for it, and at 
the fame time made choice of a very fine 
Jewel which he prefented his Wife, to 
uew he had not been difoblig’d at her Re- 
queft. 

The King had for a long time labour’d un¬ 
der a Complication of incurable Diftempers : 
He feem’d to have nothing at Heart but neap¬ 
ing up Money, and getting his eldeft Son, 
Prince Alexis, elected. The Queen had not 
that Tendernefs for him as ihe had for his 
Brothers, who were yet too young, by the 
Sarmttkn Law, to pretend to the Crown- 
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The Prince had fome Merit, hot not equal 
to his Father’s, whom he approach’d in none 
of thofe eminent Qualities that had juftly 
given him the Character of the tnoft valiant, 
moft learned Prince of his Time. . Indeed 
he exceeded him in Liberality, which, tbo # 
taking with the Sarnuttuns , vet Prince 
Alexis was not belov’d, principally becaufe 
of the Endeavours the King had.ufed to fe- 
cure him the Promife of Voices in their AC- 
fembly, when he fhould be no more: They 
look’d upon this as a Step towards making 
their Monarchy hereditary, a Rock winch 
they have carefully preferred their Conftitu- 
tion from fplitting upon, and which of all 
Things they the molt induftrioufly endea¬ 
vour to avoid. 

I quickly found that the Queen’s great Ge-’ 
tiius, her exalted Wit, Capacity for Bufi-

quently my lelf, was not in Prince Alexis’* 
lntereft; or that 1 was difcovered by fome 
of the many I was oblig’d to prefent and dif- 
courfe: 1-cou’deafily find (be gave but little 
heed to the Promifes I made her on the part 
, of King Charles my Mailer: I oblerv’d, not- 
withflanding, an exa£t Decorum as to what 
related to her Wit and Perlon; for it was 
impodible, all infenfible as Reafonand Mifi 
fortunes had made me, not to do Juftice to 
the Charms and Graces of this lovely Queen; 
a certain fort of Tendemefs which knew not 
bow to forfake, fince it had once fo wholly 
poflefs’d me, gave me to betray an Air of it 
in all I laid and did, in relation to that be¬ 
witching Princefs: Endeavouring to gain 
her Efteem and Confidence, I purfu’d my 
Maker's Defires as well as my own Inclina¬ 
tions; there was nothing I outwardly omit¬ 
ted to be well with her Majelly: She lov’d 
thole of her Nation,' their Manners and Cu- 
flotns, as was apparent by her Habit, which 
Jhe hid not only her lelf retain’d, but 
brought in Requeft, and caus’d to become 
the ralhionand general Wear of all the La¬ 
dies} fo that in beholding the Sarmatia* 
Women, you wou’d believe your felf in 
Gallia, tho’ they have, it’s confels’d, much 
the Advantage of ours in the bright Fair-. 
Dels of Hair and Delicacy of Complexion, 
which they .enjoy to fo great a Purity, as 
ilever to want any Embellifliments of 
ilrt, frequent in other Countries; for here 
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they always as little value as they need 
them. 

What the Qjieen had done on feveral Oc- 
eafions, in oppolition to my Mailer, arofe 
from the Appreheniion Ihe juftly had, that he 
would not believe it his IntereA to. fee her 
Son on the Surmatian Throne, bccaufe he 
was married into a Family that was nearly 
allied to that of his moA potent Enemy. 
However, ihe forbore not to be diverted and 
pleas’d with our People, even beyond thofe 
of which ihe was Qpeen; fo that in all 
Things not relating to Bnfinefs (there ihe 
was too wife to grant us any of her Con¬ 
fidence) I had the Honour of her Majetty's 
Conversion and Approbation, which I 
never tailed to value, and therefore made 
an exad Court to her. Gallantry being lb 
natural to the Trunks, and my ielf no great 
Enemy to it, it did not coft me mum to 
commend the Beauty of this lovely Qpeen 
upon all Occalions; it even came into my 
Head to ad as if 1 were not inlenfible, be- 
caufe I would have her conclude ihe had an 
entire Power over me, which ihe cou’d no 
longer doubt, if but once convinced of my 
Adoration. It is no new Effed of Love to 
fee him triumph over Friendihip, Duty, 
Loyalty, Politicks, Intereft, and Parties ; he 
caufes the Statefman perpetually to in¬ 
terfere with himielf, and independent as he 
is, will have nothing to do with any Power 
but his own. 
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I play’d my Part with fo much Addrefs, • 
that theQpeen thought me guilty: I defir'd 
only to be believed by her in all I fliould 
fey • and therefore affe&ed the real, refpeft- 
friy defpairing Lover, who would leave his 
Eyes and Aftions to exprefs the Torments he 
endur’d, and which he durfl not have the 
Preemption to explain by his Words. 

But, my Lord, faid HoratiOy with your 
Excellency’s Pardon for my Interruption, 
Why wiH you not let me fee the Wedding 
of the S arnuttUn Princefs; I rais’d an agree, 
able Idea from the Field-Matter’s Lady’s 
manner of delivering the Prefent fhe had fo 
handfomly requefted. 1 aim to be diverted 
as weH as inflru&ed, therefore pray your 
Excellency give not me and that Princefs oc- 
cafion to complain of your Neglefl. 

I humbly ask your Lordfhip’s Pardon, re- 
ply’d the Envoy4 1 with a Smile, I was juft 
Jlep’d into Politicks, and have fo many 
Things to fay, that I may be eafily excus’d 
in forgetting fome. 

That Princefs, whom your Lordflrip do a 
the Honour to enquire after, very much de- 
lerves your Knowledge; Ihe is fair, nicely 
made, and handfome, yet not fo great a 
Beauty as the Queen her Mother, nor has 
her Wit fuch a Vivacity, but in return, her 
Senfe is clofe; Ihe is wife,x and a perfeft Mi- 
flrefs of four Languages ; her Merit and 
her Modefty are invaluable ; well did Ihe de¬ 
fer ve a more happy Fortune than fhe has' 
fince met with; if the Prince of Illyria , to 
.. I whom 
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whom ihe was married, had hearken’d to 
her prudent Advice, her continual Remon- 
ftrances, he had not been made the fan- 
taftick Ball of Fortune, the Sport of Winds, 
tofs’d by every Blaft, a wandring Star, with¬ 
out Habitation, defpoil’d of his Country 
and Power,, nor her lelf and beauteous little 
Infants, reduced to Extremity, fo as to pofi- 
fcfs not any Thing but what came from 
the Sufferance, and Part of a merciful 
Enemy, or the charitable Affifiance of her 
Friends. 

But before we enter upon that melan¬ 
choly Scene, we will Blow your Lordfhip a 
glorious Sun gilding and illuminating all the 
Heraifphere, the Prince of Jllyrti on the 
Morning of his Nuptials: He is indifputa- 
bly the moil gallant Prince of his Age, bis 
Soul unbounded in all its PofTeffionu aid 
Defires, with a Temper truly royal, gene¬ 
rous, magnificent, grateful even to Prodi- 

f ality ; nis Perfon very lovely ; he was 
imfelf a Fafhion, for all Mankind were 
his Imitators ; ambitious, a Lover of Glo^> 
ry and Pleafure, in the Purfuit of which he 
has often been more eager than confifts 
with the Charafter of a Husband nicely jufi, 
and marry’d to a Lady fo meritorious as the 
Princefs of Sarmatu ; but Cuftom has ren¬ 
der’d that Liberty no Blemilh in Mankind,- 
efpecially Monarchs. 

The Prince, the Morning of the Day 
that role upon his Happinefs, went three 
Miles OUj jpt Town, and loon after return’d 
D^.. on 
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onHorfe-back to make his Entry in a folemn 
Md glorious Manner ; the two elder of the 
Sarmatian Princes rode on each fide of him, 
proceeded by a numberlefs Train of Coaches 
with fix Horfes, and a noble Cavalcade of 
the Sarnation Lords; himfelf put on a rich 
fannontan Habit, that had been, according 
to the Cuftom, prefcnted him on the Part 
of the King, and he never appear’d more 
graceful. The uppermofl was a long Robe 
of crimfon Velvet lin’d with Sables, the 
Button Holes fet with Clafps of mafly Gold 
delicately imagin’d; his Waift-coat was a 
Stuff of the richeft brocaded Gold, with 
diamond Buttons; his Girdle fine turky 
Leather embroider’d with Gold, and clafp’d 
with Diamonds; the Handle of his Saore 
rkhly fet and adorn’d with Rubies and 
Diamonds ; an invaluable Tiara upon his 
Head* He wore a lovely emerald Ring, the 
prefent of his Princefs, and a rich Zibelin 
Muff given him by the Qpeen. 

As the King of Sarmatia was the richeft 
Prince in ready Money of any Prince in Eh- 
rope, he refolv’d nothing of Magnificence 
lhould be wanting at the Marriage of his 
only Daughter; all Things were fplendid, 
fliining, and expenfive. 

The Prince rode through the City, and 
alighting at the Palace-Gate, was met by 
the whole Court with the King, Queen, and. 
lovely Bride, who appear’d between her 
royal Parents in a Habit of white Silver

Gentlemen, then of Ladies, who march’d 
two and two upon fcarlec Cloth, that was* 
fpread from the Palace to the magnificent 
Temple of Phwbus the Refplendcnt , where 
the ever Jailing Fire is preferv’d by a Train • 
of Priefts in white and glittering Habits. 

I had the Honour of affifting the Queen in 
her Walk, which was of the Length of three ,

The Bride was led to a 
Table, where under a State, was placed a 
Seat for her to fit down, and next, one for

Ob! Bairn to all my Sufferings! Oh! only 
Happinefs ! The pleafing Return of my 
hourly Adorations to. CithtrtA and her 
irrefiftible Son! Yes, tny Lord, 1 have 
long, long, defir’d it Ihould be thus, but 
durft never prefume to hope it. That aw¬ 
ful Diftance in our Quality, that real Merit 
abftraded from your Birth, forbade Horn- 
ria to afpire after the Pofleffion of lb many 
Excellences ! Speak again, confirm what 
your Highnefs has lately faid j make me a]] 
yours, make me rich without Referve j 
The mighty Cordial raifes me from thp 
Crave: This, this only could have reftor’d 
me, mortify’d as I am by Pain, and amaz’d 
at the,Danger from which you have refcu'd 
me. 

Forbear, anfwer’d the Prince, you pain 
*me with.Excefe of Pleafurej I am wound j 
up to that Pitch, Nature can bear no more. 1 
I can’t endure to be belov’d ; ’tis impoflible 
to have Honoria tell me lhe is mine, and I' 

calmly live t® hear hers-—-Thefe 

cenvulfive Grafpings-Thefe bliisful 

Agonies— . .can beft explain my Agi¬ 
tations—— Oh! powerful Mai d — . 

Thus refting on thy fragrant Bofom; let me’ 

paufe upon my Happinefs - . Let 

me make a Truce with Extafies too racking 
and too exquifite for frail Humanity, whole 
brittle Frame o’er wrought with Joy, finks 
on thy lovely Breaft, and dies within thy 
E 2 Arms, 
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Arms, refiftlefs. ——-- Honoria ex¬ 

erted her utmoft Strength in turn to fupport 
her Lover, who for fome Moments was fo 
overcome by Paffion, that he was no longer 
fenfible: At length they both recovered the 
Power of Kneeling,where the Prince inView 
of all the Hierarchy above, invoking each 
propitious Power,the tall ftraightconlecrated 
Trees, and every liftning God,fwore unalte¬ 
rable Love, and exchang’d with her his Vows 
never to wed another. Thus happily en¬ 
gag’d by mutual Love and mutual Promifes, 
they were fuddenly furrounded by a Train 
of Huntfmen, who had been feveral Ways 
in the Wood in fearch of them, for Horn- 
rut's wounded Horfe was found and known, 
andfoon after that of Prince Alexis ; for in 
the inftant Danger of his Miftrefs, he had 
no thought or Leifure to fecure him. It 
was not long before one of the Queens 
Chariots arriv’d, in which they placed Hono¬ 
ria, who was fo bruifed by what file had 
undergone (when Love called not upon her 
to exert her force) that file had fcarce the 
Power of removing.

Happinefs which fte had not yet beftowed: 
He reprefented to her how miferable he was, 
and how impoffible ’twas for him longer to 
confiderher as his Wife, and not poflefsher 
as fuch, fince he hourly languilh a and con* 
fumed away with Defires ; that the Cere¬ 
mony being nothing but a Name, few Peo¬ 
ple of their Quality, among the bordering 
Nations, ftaid, to expe# it; that, ne^er 
Glory por Vertue being outrag’d by it* 
fince they were by Yows already efSefluaJly 
pair’d, it were Pain and Madnefs to Sacri¬ 
fice thofe blifsful Moments they might ei> 
E 3 
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joy, to a Caprice which had no Foundati¬ 
on but fantaftick Opinion, and Self De- 
nial. 

Honoris whofe Vertue was fblid as her 
Love, received the Propofition with as great 
an Indignation as Ihe could have for what 
came from the Part of a Man whom (he 
regarded as her Lord. * Alas! Prince Ak\i- 

* Uy anfwered ihe. Are thefe the Sentiment* 

* by which your Highnefs is agitated ? How 
4 is Love, that noble Paffion, fo far dege : 
4 nerated? Would you prefer the deluding 

* fenfual Appetite to Honour ? Honour! 

* that faithful and unalterable Guide oF 
4 Life; Honour! who is of fuch Importance 

* to the well-being of every vertuous Breaft, 
1 that there can be no juft Companion be- 
4 tween him and vicious Love. It is not 
c poffible in reje&ing his Sway, to have any 
4 Peace of Mind within, or a Calm with- 
4 out. How ruffled, if you well obferve, is 
4 the Face of every faulty Perfon? How 
4 confus’d ? How apt to fluff* ? Confcious 
4 of inward Crimes, elpecially before the 
4 truly Vertuous. For what would you ex- 
4 change this invaluable jewel ? for a mo- 
4 mentary Joy, a Flower that often fades 
4 in gathering, a reproachful Sweet, de- 
4 ftroying all Efteem and Merit, and which 
4 conceals under it a deadly Bitter: Not 
4 but that I love, and love to fuch a height, 
4 that I cou’d undergo any Death, rather 
4 than lee you another's; but at the lame 
4 time wou’d revive again, tho* to live in 

t rack- 
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4 racking-Miferies, rather than' conceive a 
‘ Thought that fhould make me nriworthy 

* of your Paffion, or the Dignity of my 

* own Vertue. 1 afo, and will Be, chafte • I 
‘ am, andmuft be a Lover of Prince Alexis 
‘ to my Tomb ; they are fuch Agreeables 

* as can never be feparated. Mine you al- 
4 ready are, by binding Vows and mutual 
f Inclination ,• take care you do not lhake 
1 that Efteem I have hitherto had for you ; 
‘ ’tis a fore Foundation, a Rock which will 
c dafh the moft noify dreadful Billows. Do 
‘ not make me ceale to value you, left I 

* ceafe to love, or lee reconciled in my felf, 
‘ the greateft of all Misfortunes, a Love 

* which I cannot, muft not cure, becaufe 

* you are my Lord, and at the fame time, to 

* find that my Lord it grown an Enemy to 

* Vertue/ 

Thefe were the Sentiments of that hero- 
iek Maid, with which file neyej fail’d to re¬ 
train Prince Alexis his unbounded Defoes, 
'till fhe had pall'd and cool’d thofe Ardours 
fa him, once fo noble and confoicuous ; 
which foews that his Paffion was defective 
of Vertue, and fought the Ruin, not the 
Eflablilhment, of the Object that had cau- 
fed it. 

The Qpeen, everbulie and full of Intrigue," 
had call her Eyes upon a Match much more 
advantagious for him; the Spies which Ihe 
maintained in all the great Families of Sar~ 
matu, informed her of the Prince’s Paffion 
for Honoria : She harrangu’d him upon that 
E 4 Head, 
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Head, and let him fee, that if he woe fo 
weak to marry a dowerlefs Subjcft, and 
one that was fo nearly related to the mofl 
Inveterate Enemy of their Houle, he muft 
not expeft any Part of that great Wealth 
the King his rather had heaped up, in which 
he had been fo induftrious, denying himfelf 
many Expences, only in prolpeft of conti¬ 
nuing the Crown to his Children \ that his 
Highnefs, being the Firft-bom, had doubt- 
lefs the beft Pretence to it, but he muft be 
fenlible, that without Money, to purchafe 
Voices among the States, all his Preteniions 
would be vain; that ihe durft venture to 
anfwer on the Part of his Majefly, Ihou’d 
the Prince marry HonorU , the King would 
be lb entirely difobliged, as not to leave 
him any Thing: On the other fide, if he 
were difpofed to obey the Commands they 
had from him, they ftiould be fuch as would 
render him entirely happy. Since the rich 
and beautiful Princefs tmely y Relift of the 
King of Pannoni*’* Brother, had coniented 
to marry him, all things were already pre¬ 
pared and brought to a Conclufion, and no¬ 
thing wanting but to render himfelf at the 
Pannonian Court, to receive from that King's 
Hand a Bride of fo much Confideration: in 
lhorr, ihe reprefentqd to him a thoufand 
Advantages that Princefs had over Honoria , 
whom Ihe equalled (as file affirmed) even; 
in the Charms of her Perfon; "till the 
Prince s Faith began to ftagger; his Paffion, 
as I told your Excellency, having been be- 
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fore cool’d by what ought to have iucreafed 
it: In a Word, the Queen carried her Point ? 
the Prince promis'd to obey their Majefties, 
and all things were immediately dire&ed for 
a (plendid Equipage, in order to his Journey 
for Pdtonoma. 

Prince Honorius had too good Intelligence 
at Court to mifs this,. however fecret the 
Queen and Prince affe&ed to keep it; he 
had heard fomethingof his Niece's Inclinati¬ 
ons ; but hoping it was not true, without 
putting her to the Pain of queftioning her 
upon a Subject that might di ft refs her Mode- 
fty l he contented himfelf by way of Con¬ 
fidence, to tell her of Prince Alexis's Mar¬ 
riage with the Princefs Ermly, as a Thing 
the Court had refolved upon, and that & 
foon as his Equipage cou’d be formed, his 
Highnefs would depart.- 

Whatever Conftancy Honoria was Miftrefsr 
of, fhe fummon'd it all at this' dangerous 
Jun&ure, that the Prince her Uncle might 
not-read-the Secret of her Soul; but when 
no longer reftrain'd by his Prefence, ihegave* 
a Loofe to Sorrow and Defpatr: -What* 
Heart cou'd be fo obdurate as to remain un¬ 
moved at her Tears and Sufferings ? She ran 
to me with a diftrafled Air, throwing her 
felfupon my lk>fom, wept aloud?; Her Words 
were fo interrupted by Sobs and Gtoans, 
that it was a long while before my Importu¬ 
nity cou’d prevail with her to tell me what 
had caufed her Woe. To me who had' 
been fo many times a .Witnefs of their in- 
E 5 nocent 
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nocent Endearments, flic could not female 
to impart the News of his Inconftancy. He 
is falfe! he i & falfe! Mnty, faid flic, would 
you believe that lovely Prince fhould intro¬ 
duce amongfl the Sarmteians a new Sin, on¬ 
ly to render the unfortunate Honoria mife- 
rable? My Life is the intended ViSim $ by 
this Novelty I am murthered* Here the 
Prince enter’d, who imagined not that fhe 
was acquainted with his Crime, but feeing 
: her: all in Tears, her Drefs diforder’d, Def 
pair in her Eyes, and yet never fa beautiful 
as now when fhe appeared mo ft diftreffed, 
xsadehafte tenderly to ask the Occafion or 
that Scene of Woe ? 4 Doft thou (Traito^ 
4 fhe cry’d,) enquire what thusaffii&s the a- 
4 bandoned Hvnoria i What can it be, but 
4 Prince Alexis'$ Perjury ? Thy early Falfe- 
4 hooch; thy, 'till now, unpra&ifed Sin of 
c Vow-breach! Art thou not mine ? Thou 
4 art, if Oaths are binding, and yet thou 
4 doft attempt, and I living, to be ano- 
4 ther's- Oh \ never! That muft never 
4 happen, affure thy felf; my Death fliall at 
4 once convince thee of my Love, and do 
. 4 thee the Obligation to fet thee free from 
4 the Tye thou would'ft in vain, without 
4 me, difpenfe with/ 

The Prince finding himfelf difcovered, 
never attempted to deny, but barely to-ex- 
. jenuate his Fauk v ;by telling us the pofitive 
- Commands of his Majefty, and what the 
■ Queen had faid to him; he begg’d Honoria, 
however, to believe, that he ftifl lov’d her 

above

above all Considerations ; and to Ihow her 
that he did, if Ihe could refolve to oblige 
him in her Turn, by admitting him pri¬ 
vately, without the Nuptial Ceremony, to 
her Bed, he wou’d renounce all other Pre¬ 
tentions but thofe that engaged him to be 
a tender and unalterable Husband to her 
alone. 

Hmoria, however ihe had been broken 
and opprefled by Sorrow before Ihe had 
heard tins Proposition, in a moment return¬ 
ed her Self to that Calm which inseparably 
accompanies Vertue, and with a compofed 
and majeftick Air, her Eyes full of that 
Fire which true Glory infpires, laid. No, 
my Lord, if there be no other way to make 
yourHighnefs juft, but by Honorta's be¬ 
coming Bafe, affure your felf, you Shall for 
ever be a Criminal ; I will fink into my 
Tomb untainted even in my Thought or 
Wilh; my Innocence Shall mingle with my 
Alhes ! My Vertue, facred, as I thought 
your Vows, is not like them to be violated, 
but mud to the laft Moment adorn my Li£e y 
and make me worthy of a better Deftiny! 
But to Show you l am fd far a mortal Wo¬ 
man,* as to love with Rage and Conftancyj 
I mud refolve to die, to free my Self from! 
Miferies I cannot bear—r—Farewel, my 
Lord—— Mine -———whilst you ‘were 

Juft-- farewel, not only to your High- 

nefs, but with your Highnefs a laft Farewel 
to any earthly Happinefs; Here the Tear* 
fell in fuch an abundance fiom her Eyes, 

that 
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that to conceal the too powerful Weak- 
nefs, {he palled into her Cabinet, and left 
the Prince to retire ruminating and dis¬ 
ordered. 

However, his Remorfe was not powerful 
enough to hinder his intended Journey to 
Panmnia ; he feem’d to give himlelf no far¬ 
ther Pain about the Injuftice and Barbarity 
he was going to be guilty of, in relation to 
Honoria , the Breach of facrei Vows (at 
light upon him; he pretended rather to re¬ 
tain Indignation agamft her, for refilling 
to facrifice her Vertue, than to feel any Re¬ 
morfe in himfelf for breaking fo folemn an 
Engagement, and when I attempted to tell 
him her Sorrows and Sufferings, that I fear'd 
they would be fatal to her: He anfwered, 
few died of Grief that talk’d fo much of it • 
and received all 1 faid with an Air lo little 
ferious, that 1 could not but conclude his 
Heart was entirely difengaged, or transfer¬ 
red to his new Pretenfions, lince he did not 
fail to take the minuteft Care, as to what¬ 
ever concerned the Magnificence of his in¬ 
tended Equipage. 

Honoria palled the Time in real Difirefs 
and Solitude; the Pretence of Indifpofition 
favour'd her Retreat, though it was more 
than a Pretence. Her Love was unaltera¬ 
ble, even by Injuries, and being as well as 
her Vertue fixed upon Principles, nothing 
but Death could remove it. When her 
Hopes, were entirely defpeiate, fhe intended 
not to furvive the Lofs of what was fo 

dear 
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'dear to her s But if pofffble, to give the 
Prince fome Remorfe, fee refolved to die 
before he (bould depart, and even in fiich a 
manner, that he might fee heT when dead. 

I was but a Save, born to obey, and not 
betray her 5 and though the Affiftance I lent 
this unhappy 'Victim, was a Heart wound - • 
ing Diftrefi to me, yet k was my Duty tcy 
perform whatever Die commanded, elie I 
con’d never hope a Bleffing from our Gods. 
After having prefunded* though in vain, to 
endeavour at overcoming her Refolves by 
Argument and Reafon, I became her Con¬ 
vert inftead of making her mine; Ihe con¬ 
vinced me throughly of the Neceflity there 
was to rid her felf of a State^ where the 
Evil fo fkr furmounted the Good; Death 
was become incomparably, to her, more eli¬ 
gible than Life: Her Love, her Hopes, her 
Happinefs, being fixed upon the Prince, it 
was not to be (uppofed lhe could furvive 
the Lofs of him without Horror and Lofs of 
Senfe, which would make her Frantick Be¬ 
ing, defpicable, forlorn, and much more 
wretched than are the Dead or Dying: Nei¬ 
ther her Youth, Beauty, or Innocence, could 
perfuade her to any Compaffion for her felf; 
black Defpair and hourly Anguifli took 
entire Poflefiiqn of her Soul, nor could /he 
wilh or forefee any Relief but Death: She 
commanded me to infufe fome of that deadly 
Gum which grows in great abundance a- 
mong the Trees in the Country of the / 4ians , 
which, as your Excellency cannot want to 

be 
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be informed, is a Dukedom annexed to the 
Republick of Sernuitia. 

Sure none eVei precipitated their own 
Death with a Frame of Mind ib compofed 
as was Honoria’s : After fhe had fixed her 
Reiolutions, and beheld the Gum diflolving 
in a proper Vehicle, lbe wept no more, 
Ihe rag’d, ihe grieved no more ; all was 
calm, all was devout and heayenly: She in- 
ceffantly kneeled in hopes of radon for 
that Offence ihe was about to commit, the 
greated that human Nature, ihe acknow¬ 
ledged, could be capable of; a Sin of iuch a 
Scarlet that ihe muff die in it, without the 
Power of Repentance to waih away her Pol¬ 
lution ! But iince the great Difpoijers of her 
Deftiny, had fubmittod her Reafon to the 
Sway pf a tyrannick Paffion, and that Def- 
pair fucceeded the Unfuccefsfulnefs of ir, 
ihe would fall a Sacrifice to free her from 
its Torture, flill in profpefl of feeing the 
Elyfian Shades, iince, though her Life was * 
made an Offering to Love, ihe had prefer- 
y.ed her Chaflity and her Vertue incorrup¬ 
tible. 

Adorned with Innocence, and drafted in 
Robes of White an Emblem of that Inno¬ 
cence, with fantaftick Greens, and a Gar*- 
land of .various Flowers to crown the love¬ 
ly Victim, ihe feemed more charming than 
in all thofe glirtering Ornaments of Court, 
with which: ihe ufed to grace the Circle. 

I furveyed her o’er and o’er, with Tears 
that almoft took away my Ufe of Sight, ’till 

on 
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on my Allegiance, ihe commanded me to 
reach the Liquid-Death, and to weep no 
more for her, for that ihe ihould ihortJy be 
at Reft. She drank with eagemefs the bitter 
Draught, whole Property it is to caufe le- 
thargick ftupifying Slumbers, which over¬ 
coming all the Offices of Life, end in a 
lafting Sleep. 

When Fateieem’d to be buiie with her, 
and that ihe was become more a Part of 
another World than fbe was of this, fhe 
caus’d me to call two' Men-Slaves, whole 
Bufinefs it was ufually to attend at the Foot 
of the back Stairs, Them ihe fwore to obey 
whatever Commands ihould be brought by 
me; Shewas ever fo perte&ly good and 

S acious, that not one of us all, but at 
r Requeft, would have fac’d the greateft 
Danger; fo they did not heiitate to engage 
themfelves as ihe commanded. She bade 
them retire and remain within her Call, 
but by no means to depart ’till licenfed; 
then taking her laft Leave of me, where, to 
my eveilafting Glory beit remembered, ihe 
wept with Tendernefs ! a Tenderneis due to 
a more exalted State than that of a Slave, 
who could not however be termed, wretch- 
- ed, obeying io much Goodneis. * 

When She had once more ftri&Iy prohibi¬ 
ted my Tears, ihe bade me wait without, 
and not on any Terms to difcompcrfe her 
Fate, fo as to render it terrible and painful 
by miftaken Kindnefs, or unavailing Cries 
and Compaffion, and inftrufted me.how 
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decently to compmfe her lovely Limbs, to 
clofe her brillant Eyes, and when ihe was 
no other than lifelefs Clay, to throw a 
Covering* o’er her breathlefs Limbs, and fe- 
eretly to caufe thofe two Slaves to bear her 
to the Prince s Lodging, introduced by me, 
where he might behold what Love on her 
fide, and Perjury on his, had done* 

I befeech your Excellency to fpare all the 
difmal Circumftances of that wretched Day 
and Night; the ftrong Convnlfions, the 
Agonies between Death and Life* that 
poor Homr'u% fuffered! Yet inwardly com- 
pofed and ftedfaft to the laft. She died up¬ 
on the point of Morning. 1 thought my felf 
in Duty concern’d, to obey punctually her 
Orders, and proved lb happy in the Execu¬ 
tion, that 1 was admitted with piy fatal 
Prefent into the Prince’s Chamber, few of 
his People being flirring, himfelf being 
early up, with an Intent to go a Hunt¬ 
ing. 

See there, my Lord, laid I to him, when 
the Slaves had let down the Body of Him- 
ri*y approach and fee, what Perjury, what. 
Breach of Vows, and Change of Love 
have done! The Prince intently gazing up- 
*on the cover’d Fair, knew not what it was, 
‘till I drew off the Embroidery, and fhow’d 
the breathlefs Maid, adorn’d, and charming, 
as if Ihe waited for the Bridal Happinefs ; 
fo little terrible was Death, fo reconcil’d to 
Innocence and Beauty, that he had no

1 believe the Prince never felt any Con* 
flernation like this; I had left Orders with 
fome of the Slaves to awaken the High-

carried* Honcrius all affrighted at the Re* 
port, entred before Prince Alexis could do 
any thing but ga;ze upon the departed Beau*

* can’ll thou be appeas’d with Trifles, at 
f tne moment that thou doft -covet all 

* Things ? Behold her a Monument of. Iijfi- 

* delity: It was Prince Alexis'* Hand, and 

* not her own, that lifted the fatal Draught 

* to her defpairing Lip ! It was Prince 

* Alexis 's Cruelty and Breach of Faith, 

* that determined, and gave her to fwd- 

* low the ftupifying Death ! AlexUl who 

* anticipated his Triumphs, and ufed to 

* fmile when he was told it would be thus! 

* Revenge! Revenge! you immortal Pow- 

* ers! You that are ever excellent. Revenge 

* upon his Name and Family Htwia’s 

* wrongs j take PofTeflion of him all ye 
‘ Furies! Seize him ye Infernal Powers! 

* May his Life be fhort and miferable, but 

* may his Hereafter Torments be never end- 
c ing! Deteft him! ye chafte and blooming 
f Maids ; deteft him whilll he is among you,,

There' is fomething io eloquent and per- 
fnafive in Truth alone, without die Advair- 
tage of Oratory; that there were none pre- 
fent (for by this time the Report of her 
Death had' drawn a proud) but what 
wept her ifefte, and detefted the Lover’s 
Jnjuftice. 

Thar good Prince Honarius forbore not to 
kifs the beauteous Clay, to weep over it 
with Tests almoft of Blood, making Im¬ 
precations, in the firft Tranfports of his 
Grief, for Revenge upon the Traitor who 
thus infultcd the Honour of - his Name.

That Life, once prcjerv'd by Prince Alexis V

I find it impoffible to reprefent to your 
Excellency the Tears and Tumult of the 
SpeQatorsj upon the Reading.of this Paper - 
it was fo great, that probably without re- 
fpeft to Prince Alexis s beingthe Son of a 
King, they had torn him in Pieces, if the 
High-Prieft, whole Allegiance was inviola¬ 
ble, had not reftrained and commanded 
them to depart.

Hage was unaicompjifhed, tier Pofleffions 
were too large to let her go without making 
all the Defence that cotila bemade; Stbeft.tt 
would ‘his a Work OPTime r Count /ttariek'* 
feeming Paffion could hot flay for that, he 
therefore difpatch'd a Gentleman of his 
Chamber, too faithful a Domeftick, who 
hired Ruffians, and aflaffinated the un¬ 
fortunate Gentleman in his Coach,, to the 
Reproach of . Gallantry, Humanity, or Hoi 
neny ; for fince they were Mailers of a 
Sword, he ought by that way and no other, 
to have pretended to Ifabella. 

Love, in fpight of our felves, often car¬ 
ries us where we never thought of going* 
we can’t forefee any Paffion with certainty; 
Hatred, Love,' Revenge, Jealoufie, Anger, 
and Ambition, arife in our Breafts, when 
they are not expefted; they furprize and-ar¬ 
bitrarily govern thofe of whom they become 
•abfolute Matters; ‘tis principally for this 
Reafon, that we ought to ufe alt our En¬ 
deavours not to be inflaved, fince 'tis a 
Mattes fo difficult to defend our felves 
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from the ill Efforts of their tjraonick Pre- 
pofleflion. 

Love and Riches were the Motives to this 
difhoneft Affaflination, nor . did it fucceed. 
as the Count erpe&ed : Ifabett4 was a Lady 
of too diftinguimine a Quality, not to have 
all the Worlfinterelt tbimjelves on her fide* 
they advis’d her to abandon him* that Jhe 
plight preferve , or not irreparably wound 
her Chara£ier, by a Marriage with the Mur-* 
derer of her Husband ! Her Charter \ 
which had already fufiered too much, by. the 
Kindneis fhe had mown the Couaf* and which 
caus'd ill-natured Cerifurers to _ conclude, 
he Would nojt have been fo bale, and mad, 
as to do a Wickednefs For the fake of Wick¬ 
ednefs, if he; had not been fure of his Point* 
But alas ! what. Dependance is there upon 
the frail Inclinations of Women > The va* 
rying Seafons ! Nor tW changing Winds ! 
can but faintly repreferit the Apm- Weather 
of their Afleftions ! Nothing in Nature, blit 
themfelves, can come up to their Caprice. 
Whirl-winds, and Whirl* pools ! The Cro¬ 
codile and Hyena have been u$’d as Emblems 
of their Cruelty and Ipconftancy! Thofe 
are indeed devouring Evils, but not com¬ 
parable to Women tWho are falfe by Inhe* 
ritance, full of native Ileceit and attraftinjf 
Fraud! they center in themfelves the Domi¬ 
nion of the World! for not one of them 
but would angle and,allure, till all Map* 
kind were their Slaves, and as Slaves they 
would tyrannize ovef them! Impatient tH 
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mifs the mbR defpicable Adorations,, anc^ 
therefore is their own Sex hated by them : 
Nor are their dear, fudden, momentary In¬ 
timacies ever delignkl, but to be let into 
each;others Defefts, which they unpitifullv 
expbfe to us, w^h a. Mask of Vertup dif 
fcijfbline their own vices, yet tranfpoxte^ 
to cbrrvift others of theirs • upon which 
they are inexorable, and never forgive, tho* 
their Repentance be never fo fincere: And 
what fe all this for ? Why, truly, to gratify 
their fir ft 'Principle Pride I ror jhoro 
fighted aretheir Judgments, they know noi; 
howto fetVjuft Eftimatioh upon them-* 
felve$,or others, and as often under, ^over¬ 
value both; fo that generally, fome lurking 
worthlefs Wretch^ .is made Matter of their 
Charms When in turn they are tbemfelyes 
^le§)iild, even by thofe/wnom they before 
re^etfted aqd trampled’ upon. Can wp ufe thefe 
DecefverSj by way of Reprizal, too ill ? 'pis 
They that have taught us Fraud, and the t)e* 
xteritjr of turning upon,them thpix own Ar¬ 
tillery 5 ; from Them we have Jeavi’d Ingrati¬ 
tude to infult Benefits, ridicu^ Innpcencp, 
and ft^ppy Simplicity of .MaA^fSjTr°mTheai 
We^^veTeariVd falfeVows^o give feign <lan<J 
flattening Hopes,to breath pretended Sighs,to 
defpifc what we have conquer’d, and yet to 
aim : at conquering what we defpife? Truth 
isneveV to be fpoKeh to them, the$y think fo 
omnipotently of themftlves, that without Hy- 
perbolejOt a>Magmfying plafoyou mull ne¬ 
ver hope 'to'ieadi tfreoi; In fhdrt,* they have 
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Fct us the Pattern, but Man has prov’d fo 
excellent an Imitator, as to refine upon the 
Invention, and now we may pretend even 
to out-do them at their own Weapons :They 
may thank jhemfelves for riving ns a Sam¬ 
ple of their Artifice; would they have been 
contented with fimple generous Love, and a 
juft Reverence of their human Perfons, 
without Deification and Adorations, we 
might mutually have found our Account^ 
ana like humble innocent Mortals, been in¬ 
nocently, mutually happy: 

Then, they are implacable Enemies, and 
never forgive any Slight or Negleft, that 
feems to be offered to their Perfons, whe¬ 
ther fair or not ; to commend others is a 
mortal Crime among fome of them. I re¬ 
member a Cafe, wherein a Writer of Me¬ 
moirs fuffered for this: He had found a 
Prince of diftinguilhing Merit to addfeft 
to, a Prince happy in his own Perfe&ions, 
happy in thofe of the Princefs his Wife, 
and in an Aunt, a living Pattern of Beauty 
and Goodnefs ; together with a Dowager 
who was Mother to the Prince his Father £ 
all meritorious, and deferving as much, as 
ihe Race qf Women could aeferve! The 
Hiftorian endeavoured, according to the 
Capacity Nature had given him, to do them 

J uftice; nay, he even laboured for it:. But 
ere was the Mifchief, the Prince's ‘ own 
Mother was hot mentioned; and why ? be- 
caiife indeed that noble Race had never irtj 
termarry'd with the City befote, tibt w4s

ihe preferred, but by the Weight of her 
Gold, with which, ihe brought anexceffive 
Lave of Cards and Play, beiides an infup* 
portable Spirit of {Dominion, which maae 
all thole uneafie that would not fuhmit to 
it: But this was not all,, the Poet had fix¬ 
ed a Merit to the Elder Dowager, for not 
admitting a fecond Embrace to fully the 
Nuptial Sheets, facred to the Memory of 
the Prince her Lord 5 this was direftly wrong j 
for the Lady omitted, had not only marry* 
ed her felf twice, but was the third time in 
/Treaty, for * third Husband; and if fhe goes 
on as fhe has begun, and with the lame 
good Luck, fee may poflibly fwell them to a 
Number proportionate to her Inclinations. 

Not fatisfyed at being omitted (tho by 
her Births file could not have been menti¬ 
oned to the Glory of that llluflrious Fami¬ 
ly into vyhich Ihe had the happy Fortune to 
be thrown} the Praife of another Ihe thought 
a Reflection upon her felf, and never ceas'd 
perfecting the Prince her Son with all the 
Malice and Invectives fee could invent, to 
caufe him to commit Hardflups upon the 
Peribn that had dared to confine the Ubir 
quitary Sex, .to the Pleafure of a fingle 
Embrace; chough true it is, no Woman of 
juft, offtrift, ordiftinguifiiing Vertue, eve* 
admitted a Second. 

Another of Quality, not inferior, who was 
taken notice of for her exalted Pride, per* 
fecuted her SomhvLaw, who had had the 
defeived Confideration that his Merit claims 

cd> 
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ed, and would have him to rejeft the Author, 
though in the juft Distribution, her own 
Daughter had met with the juft Praife that 
her Youth and Beauty deferved. 

Monfieur It QuHt y interrupted Hjrttm, 
with a Smile, has Pure been very ill, usfd by 
what he calls that undiftinguifhing Sex, tho* 
by his Form one would force believe it; 
or he would hardly have digrefled fo much 
to their Prejudice, and given us Caufe to 
defire him to return to his Subjeflr; what¬ 
ever he fays meets with fuch Approbation, 
that we cannot hut be angry at the Narrow- 
nels of our Memory, which would retain all 
that one hears from fofuft a Speaker and Puf¬ 
fers but with Pain (as it win happen in DilP 
courfes of any length) the laft ft ill to get the 
Precedence ofthenrft in our Remembrance. 
* 1 humbly Hand corrected, feys the Count, 
I was then angry, but not for my (elf, ’twas 
Lady IfabtlU s little Difcernment, who was 
drawn to make a Choice which had been 
beneath an ordinary Gentlewoman, and ye* 
it was That cf a Prince, great by Title, 
little by Merit, one who could no more un¬ 
der ftand than deferve her Charms; fruitful 
in nothing but ill Nature, Spleen, arid Nair- 
rownefs of Soul; haughty both to his King 
and Miftrefs, obftinate and impatient even 
of Royal Commands, but from the Spirit 
of Contradiction not Principle ; lewd in his 
Nature, low and prOmifoous in his Amours, 
void of all Delicacy, rigid, penurious, and' 
fharling to his Attendants, often chaftizing^

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them for imeginary Faults wkh real Blows 
from his own Hand ; whimfical, offenilve, 
never to be pleafed but with Novelty, and 
yet a Moment’s time puts an end to. that 
Novelty. How the : gopd.Ten>per and, Pfu- 
den«LpFhis.Priijcefi has beep able to wsde 
with Cheart'ulnefs through this Sea of/tdr- 
my Dilcontent, is,a Miracle 1 but fomething 
fure of Mortification is due to her, for the 
Cataftroghy that befel her other , unhappy. 
Hushand. , ,, 

.Count. ALtricl having been defeatedhere, 
fnade. his Tour of Gallan^ through feveral 
Nations; he had once like to have been lbr- 

S ized by a Man of Quality in his Bed- 
tiambcr, and efcaped fo narrowly, that be 
was forced, at the hazard of fris Neck, to 
frve his Peifcyi by a Leap from a high Wjav 
do.w j ,h«t it did not happen fo (well with, 
the poor .Lady, for her angry^Lord,. though 
no longer Jealous iince convinced, inhu¬ 
manly cut her to Pieces upon the Spot: 
neither her Prayers, Repentance, Youth,. or 
Beauty, could proteft her : The other Half 
6 F his Rage h«4 efcaped, he was therefore " 
refolved that he lhould fuffer For the Whole, 
and the-better to fatisfy his Caprice, and 
to make it be thought th|t he had walhed 
away the Pollution with the Villains Blood, 
be caus’d it to be reported, that. That was 
the Body of the Perfoo who had dilho- 
noured his Family, and ftain’d his Bed; 
whence the Rumour ran in Waft Coun¬ 
tries, that. Count /fi<trich had been difcover- 
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cd, mufthered and hew’d to Pieces upon the 
Inftant. t 

Happy had it.been for Annagild Prinoefs 
of Daria, if fo.it had proved; then had file 
never found her feif feafiMe of thofe 
Charms which have caus’d her Misfortunes: 
It was in the Court of the Prince her 'Fa* 
ther, that the Count refuged himfclfagainft 
his implacable Adverfaries. I am perfuaded, 
my Lords, that Merit is mot always, nece£ 
fary towards fubduing the moft meritorious 
of the Fair Sex ; thews a Knack, befides a 
lucky Hit;, dosft you fee wortblefs-Fellowi 
that have nothing to recommend them, and 
little elfe to divert, always fucceed'in this ? 
The Women will have a Man's whole Timet 
or elfe they have no Part in his Heart p this 
the Idle, and thofe who are not.acceptable 
among People of Learning and Senle, can 
do. I have heard fome Ladies confefs. 
That they cbuldhave no real RegTet, or ever 
regard him as a Lover, who fuffefd Intereft, 
Devoir, Devotion, or any Avocation, to 
interfere with their Paffion; and that 'till a 
Man was infenfible of Property, Friends, 
Duty, Affe&ion, he was not worthy to be 
called a Lover; nay* they fcruple to confer 
the Dignity upon any that retains the leaft 
Share of common Senfe, or the Tafte of 
Meat and Wine; for your true Lover, fay 
they, mull neither eat nor drink ; he fhould 
have an Appetite for nothing but his Mi- 
ftrefs ; and whatever is the Subjefi: of the 
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Difcourfe, he ought always to center it in 
the Perfbn he adores. 

I underftand that Count Alarki poflefled 
thefe Aocomplifhments in Perfeftion; by 
his Affiduity he had gain'd Princefs Anna* 
gilda’s Heart, butDeftiny had not refolv’i 
them for each other. The Prince of Dacia^ 
had juft concluded with the Rbctian Ambaf- 
fador, who was come on the Part of that 
Prince, to demand Iber in Marriage. What 
did ihe not fay, to find her felf made a Sa¬ 
crifice of State ? How did fee regret her 
Birth ? that determined her to be made an 
Offering to Intereft, rather than tender In¬ 
clination? How did fhe envy the lowly 
Cottage-Maid, who knew no Dignity but 
what was conferr’d by Love ? How often 
atould flie have abandon’d that Royalty, that 
unwieldy Air of Greatnefs, to have fixect 
in fome eafy, hnmble, fafe Retreat with 
Count Alariciy her Lover and her Friend ? 
*Tis believed fhe would have fled with him 
away, but her Inclinations having been dif* 
covered by his Indifcretion, fhe was care¬ 
fully guarded * yet with the utmoft Secrecy^ 
left the Report of this unhappy Paffion, 
fhould fill the Wings of the Goddcfs Fame, 
and fly abroad to the Prejudice of the young 
Princefs’s Glory, who, in vain, caft her 
felf at the Prince of D*c\a'% Feet, to beg he 
would grant her at leaft, fome time, to gee 
over her Misfortune and firft Induction, 
that fo fee might by her Compliance, en- 
.deavour to render her felf wortny of 

the 
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the Honour&ehadof being his Daugh-- 
ter. 

. Mean time the Prince of Sbttia was not 
Jefs ingaged, though more criminally; he 
had a Miftre& named Jhxltgtmd, who for a 
longtime, lhad held, over nim a defpotidfc 
Swayj but as there are very few Afiedions 
but what die of therafelves, efpcciaUy if 
unoppofed, becaufe Difficulties like the 
fanning Winds, make the Fume burn 
£excer, and render it more height and cow¬ 
ering j ; fo die Prince finding it for tbs Good 
of his State, that he Jhould provide them 
Pofterityy and fated with the iorig. and full 
Poffeffion o£ Rtdtgund; having heard much 
of the Brincefs aUttagUd*^ Charms, lent 
his Amba^tdors to demtnd her: When all 
jMatteisjwcreiadjuftfed* and hi* Bride made 
fuch by Prosy, hecame to his iMifirefs, and 
'delired he* to departi thfc Court, ' without 
Thoughts:of a Betufn, ’tilljhe had a Per- 
million frbm himfelf; that in Compliance 
with his Coiinfei,. - he rthad. been foroed to 
marry .the Princefsiof Dacia, .who was A 
Lady t/KKyoling and beautiful: td receive fo 
early.a Difgt)A,*nd *>£ fijch a Nattue, as 
the PrefeAce Of- a bdcrvtd Miftrefi -would 
give. -Nafimtift her -/•‘If erpCft tor make < a 
very good Figure,; aniidfi the Garefles he 
Ihould he obliged to bellow upon a Bride fo 
charming .? That.hebcgg’d her Pardon for 
not asking.her Advice Upon a Matot' of fo 

£ eat Importance; .that he did not do ir, 
caufe e«ht* way, flS;» Fakad, .or Lover, 
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it muflThai rt given berConfufion .to fyeik 
againft his, or her own lntereft; therefore 
in Tcoderneis be; had fpased, and • lhould al¬ 
ways riFpe&her, beyond every Thirw' but 
bis Devoir, and not be fonder, or any 
intend than.' oh goring her iTeftioloniet

’> Haigbty RodegunA, who had Canning at 
w<ell as Pride, heard what die Prince of 
RbttUA aid^ at. a definitive-Sentence; foe 
jtdHy iaagrpetFhvr Biandifoments would hi 
but vaiidy apply'di-fler FoWerwaa depart* j 
edy andbcifi th&r, fhe bihired berfelf by • hia 1 
Voluntary Marriage, for whatever he had 
ihid of irisCouncil foe knew was nothing 
bur Pretence. Who, without any Motive 
hr Sallickatitms, giws away a Jewel, that 
•bey.yebare fohd of ? She ran over thefd, 
hnd fiweralvfcther r Confiderbtmns • fit a Mo- 
morit. " Hi could flat; bear that; Change of 
Serna, iH exdulngethe Government of a 
Court and Kingdom, for that Solitude, and 
Dedior ofiPower,'ihso; were going to be 
her undoubted Companions. She was not 
igmriaor thatiittwPwhdewwthe’Suni which 
had influenced ithdfe^CoUft-Adulations foe 
hid merwitH^ hnd that' when he was'let 
to her, foe .foooid hie dtfpknfcle, fbrJom, 
end no longer regarded as of ahy moment.

,. Rodegundy fqeinghis Highnefs was pleas’d 
to turn,hw.'pfoll. ferrous Complaints into, 
Hap$ei^,.giew iqEnrteIy,mOftify'd at it,,and 
concluded that ( painfpl Interview,, with tel¬ 
ling himiflie woujd fo.pp usually obey, that 
Her Behaviour ybould. eucfond even, to his 
Thoughts, which lhe did. not doubt were 
lefe in fityout of her, than .were his Words. ' 
Therefore % wpuld fpeak to them, and fo • 
emphatically,.!*, abfblutely fo, retire, to be. 
feen no more in any. Vilits; nor would fihe 
maintain Converfetiop at home, but in all 
Things that depended on het ielf, be what, 
he would wifh fo have her. The Prince,

Rsfaline vna the Lady Governefsl Name, 
lhe had the Honour of bringing up the 
Princefs, preferable to thole of greater Qua- 
G UtJ. 
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lity and Merit; but a Miftrefs of the Prince 
her Sovereign, bad procured her that Em¬ 
ployment, an Employment which ought to 
nave come from any Recommendation ra¬ 
ther than that of a Miftrefs, She was none 
of the Rigid; her Behaviour had enough of 
Complaifance, to make the young Beauty 
rather love than fear her. Lady Governefs's 
Inclinations to Gallantry and. Aflerablies, 
caus’d that little Court to abound in. Mu- 
lick, Balls, gay Converiation of tht Modilbj 
moft Sturittul; and in lhort, -with whatever 
could divert the Mind, or accomplish the 
Rerfon. Rofalmt penetrated not fo tar, -as to 
trouble her ifedf with moral Inftru&ions, and 
mufty Marinas; Requrlitts ofa College, ta 
ther than a Court. Count Alarick lhined 
in afl thefe 'Amufements,' and being an ex- 
ceHent'Daroer,! had the -Honour often to 
engage the Princefs, whence he gain’d thofe 
Opportunities of an entire ViSory over her 
young and tender inclinations. . 

- Madam, the Governed,; had often beheld 
him with-nn Eye of Approbation, .hut -bat 
ingthcn engaged in an Aftiour^ that file 
was forc’d to leave behind her when Ihe de¬ 
parted for the Kbetum Court, found her felf 
under no Inch Neceffity, as afterwards, of 
making Advances to the Count. - She was ap 
cay and girlifli. ate any Lady of Fifty- could 
be, with a Relblutiori-in fpight of Time, 
neverftogrow Old,' nothing of that (tending 
could be more amorous than was her La- 
dylhip; She had glfo the Remains of a 

lovely 
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lovely Youth, but yet weafiJcoop how fee¬ 
ble thofe Requias are: Without too faith¬ 
ful a Memory of a Seafiw fo long face pail, 
file thought her lelf as ^aiidfou^e as. at fif¬ 
teen, and if fhe had not the Charms of onp 
of that Age, in Recompense, file had, at leaft, 
double the Vanity. 

- When ihe was to tell the Count, all thqt 
Ihe ought to have done, from a young La¬ 
dy follicitQUS of her Glory, five .exchanged 
her Precepts foe Companion, and infteao of 
teljing him the Princefs wf* refalyedito bp 
cruel, feetn’d to > wonder how fhe could he 
fo to a Perfon of the Count’s Make. He 
immediately clos’d in with the favourable 
Sentiments ..that RoJali#ffal for him, and 
hefides the Complements, which (ihofe five 
ieftowed extorted, frogs him, fie .told her. 
That ’twas his Misfortune, in knowing p 
Lady of her Charms, npt to have a Heart 
to devote to her; but if ihe would but fonw- 
•times honour him with the Delights of her 
-Converfafan* he would do all that was in 
him, to tender himieif worthy, and infeo- 
fible to any other, 

Thus circumfiap^ed, they entered the 
Sbeti^p 'Court; theCppnt in Dilguife and 
without the Prjneefs’s Knowledge, who 
notwithfiandipg fl)e little Care me La^y 
•Goyerpefs had taken to fix her Vertue, had 
from het own good Inclinations, a Fund 
fufikient to accompli#) her. She forbad Ro- 
faline, ever to deliver bet any Meflage from 
the Count, nor wou’d fo quick as heat hoj» 
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h t had tsfken thofe Orders fhe had fcnt him 
never to approach her more. Whatever 
were her inward Avocations, flie feem’d all 
refign’d, pleas'd and happy, with the Prince 
her Lord. 

Rodegttnd had retired, but not into the 
Country, becaufe that would be too far for 
the Intelligence which flie wanted ; fo dili¬ 
gent and profufe was (he, that not a Perfon 
of any Confideration, that came with the 
Princefs out of Dacia, or that attended about 
the Perfon of the Lady Governefs, but 
what (be had brib’d and bought. So that ihe 
quickly became acquainted with Count Ala- 
rick's Pretentions, Knew that he was come 
lncognitv 7 and in Dilguife, to the Rhttian 
Court, and that he was ofen at Rofolincs 
Lodgings, contiguous to thofe of the Prin- 
cefes. 

Frequent Converfttions with the Count, 
together with his dextrous Conduct, fo in¬ 
flamed the corabuflible Furv, that die burnt 
inceflantly for him. He tnat had the fair 
Idea of the moft lovely Princefs breathing, 
fixed upon his Mind and Heart, could be 
but little ftnfible ot thfe unnatural Ardors 
of a Beldam, who became more and more 
naufeous to mm, the more he became charm¬ 
ing to her: However, he did not make ap¬ 
pear his Difguft, but wrought her up, by 
nis Inchantments, to fuch a Degree or Infa¬ 
tuation, that there was nothing (he would 
not have promis’d to pofiefs him ; nay,eveil 
to have pud her Own Life as the Price ; 

there- 
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therefore (he did not fcruple to- engage 
her felf by repeated Oaths, to give him one 
Opportunity of difcourfing, for the laft 
time, with the Princefs alone, fo to up¬ 
braid her with her Perjury, and lhew her 
his Indignation for abandoning him ; after 
which, he faid, he would never think of 
Annagilda more, but entirely ilevote himfelf 
to the Pleafures of her Arms. 

Madam, the Governefs, knew it would 
be a Work of greater length than her 1m- 
pariency could brook, to win the Princefs 
to this Interview, and therefore rcfblved to 
furprize and betray her into ir. This ihe 
propofed to the Count, who would have 
agreed to any Conditions, to have been once 
more bleft with the Poffibility of fpeaking 
to Anrvtgtf&L, whom be did not doubt, con* 
fidcring the. Incantation of his jPcrfon, but 
to influence fo far, as that £he might prove 
willing to make him hereafter happy in a 
continu’d Converfation • but fince this 
View of his was dire£Uy oppoiite to what 
he had infinuated to Madam the Governefs, 
he kept his Thoughts to hirafelf, and fuller¬ 
ed her to run what Lengths oflmpertinence 
ihe pleafed upon their future Happinefs and 
prefent Affairs, which being long debated, 
ended in a Refolution, that the next Night 
when the Prince Ihould be with his Cabi- 
net-Counfd, which generally engaged hin* 
’till late, Rofaline upon Pretence of JBhefs, 
ihould give the Princefs a lonely Invitation 
to her Lodgings, where fhe would receive 
G 3 her 
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in the Bed-Chamber; the Count (hould 
Be concealed behind the Curtains, front 
whence, when he was come, the Governefs 
ihould depart the Room, and feciire the 
Door, that none rhightfurprizfe or interrupt 
them. 

The Scene was laid thus for AnMgilda'* 
Ruin ,* Annagtldtt! who was bof n vertuous. 
and with the very worft Education, had 
been able to ftem the Tide of powerful 
Inclination when once her Duty obliged her 
to turn the Current. Ann*Jnlda ! who, 
Whatever fhe endured, never complain’d, 
nor would indulge her felf in the ftnalleft 
Particular, when it was contrary to that 
Glory which fhe was fond of, and that 
Striftncfs of Behaviout, which fhe refdlv’d 
with her felf ought to be infepatable from 
Women that Were tnaityed, and had Ho¬ 
nour. Annagilda ! who was chafle by Na* 
ture, and not for WaHt of Temptation. At$- 
ttagilda! who had lov’d to fuch a degree, as 
to be Willing to abandon Grartdour and Am¬ 
bition* and yet could refill, flay, rejed that 
Love, when it Could be, no longer ihnoeent- % 
Jy preferved,; yet, behold and pity her 
with rt^vfcr ceafing Compaffion; behold 
her falling a- Victim to Revenge and 
Malice ! 

Rodegurid' s accurfed Gold, had made her 
Spites dfligent^ Mad im the GoVetneft’s chief 
Woman, was upon the Watch for all Ad¬ 
vantages, and heard the deteftable Contri¬ 
vance between her Lady and die Count; 

the 
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file immediately polled hwky with It to ^he 
revehgeftd Mifirefe who rewarded’her above 
her Hopes, and further told her, if file would 
he juft, and certain , in her Intelligence to 
hear, the Moment the Princefi was entered 
the Lady Govetriefs’s Chamber, Ihe would 
give lier. enough ta make her an envy’d 
Fortune; andMifbe fhould loft ttkfcelhy 
coming fo fir m tor Houle, lha appointed 
a Chamber in the Palace, which Rodegund 
had the Command of, where this Emiffiry 
fcould attend her with the News; and beh 
eaufefliewould free her from all Defpan-» 
dence, told her, flie fcould* be that ,mo* 
ineiit received into her Family and Pro- 
tse&ioiv or rewarded with Gold enough to 
give her the Choice of any Place through 
flie whole World to reticle in withSpfenr 
ik* ■» I 

, Thi» was doing Things to the Purpoft. 
Rodegmtd was diligent and cruel,; and her 
Spy too punffeial; no fopner had flie brought 
the fatal Certainty, that the Princefs and 
die Count were alone together (for ike 
Jiad been fo lucky to her felt, to fee her/ do- 
"teftable Miflreft turn the Key of the Bed* 
Chamber upon; them) but the metcilcft 
RoAegHnl flew to the Room adjoining to the 
Cabinet where was the Prince s One of the 
Council who had been made by her, (and 
was Aill grateful, aVertue rarely found in 
Courts, when Perform hove no longer the 
Power -of obliging) attended ! ky Jyppoiiit- 
-mene, and no fooncr heard that gll was Jix- 
Q 4 ed. 
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ed, but he iaatched at the Door of the Ca¬ 
binet, where as yet were but two of the 
Councilors; one came to open it to him, 
whom he whifpered to depart, for there 
would be no Council held that Nighty and 
that what he faid was by the Prince’s Or¬ 
ders ; in like manner he got rid of the other^ 
and then luckily introduced Rodtgund, veil'd, 
himielf waiting without, to prevent any 
one’s Approach. 

She haa taken care to drefs her fair Hair 
and Complexion in all the Heightnings of 
graceful Mourning ; io that railing her Cy- 

C efs Veil, the Prince was flruck with the 
illre of her Eyes, and the Glofs of her 
Skin: Having not Teen, or fcarce thought 
of her in fo long a time, (he appeared aJ- 
moA as a new Face to him. She law -with 
jpleafure the delightful Blufh that flu&ed 
Into his Cheeks; hut not to fcfe a Moment, 
more than needed, of that Time which was 
lo precious, I hope, faid fhe, your Highnels 
will forgive me, tor broking your laft, but 
cruel Commands; nothing but the Concern 
of your own Honour, could have introdu¬ 
ced me. The Princefs AnnigltU it unfaith¬ 
ful, {be is now in the moft criminal Cir- 
-cumftances with Count Alarick^ with whom 
the lad an Intriegue, as all the -Dacians 
know, before her Marriage; if you dare 
be convinced, do not (lay. to hefitate, but 
follow me without Noils ,to the, Scene of 
•their, guilty Joys; where you (hall find for 

whom 
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whom you abandoned my fincere and faithful 
Affections. 

The Prince ftruck as with Thunder, laid 
no more to her, but bid her lead on, and 
be fure that fhe made good her infamou* 
Charge, or elfe her Head Ihould certainly 
pay the Forfeit. That Lord of the Coun¬ 
cil, who was Rodegund’s Friend, join’d them 
with the Captain and Lieutenant of the 
Guard. They came filently and fwiftly, e- 
ven to the Door of that unhappy Bed-cham¬ 
ber, where the accurs’d Rofaltnc was in wait 5 * 
ing with the Key in her Hand, which the 
Prince commanded from her ; the Door was 
immediately opened, he enter’d the Room; 
with his Swora drawn, preceeded by the two 
Officers, and found the lovely Annajnld* 
(who had apparently been weeping) alone 
with a Stranger, who^ notwithftanding hi* 
Difguife* appeared to be a Perfon of no or¬ 
dinary Quality. 

A Deity from above fcarce had been able 
to have clear'd the Princefs’s Vertue from 
thole guilty Appearances; nothing lels durff 
have the Prefumption to endeavour it; ter 
j compleather Ruin, flie immediately, with**- 
out the Power of making her own Defence,, 
dtop’d down into a Swoon. The Prince 
j bid her Woman be called, andcaufed his R£- 
val tq be taken away; having commanded 
him to the Dungeon-of the Caffle, and a 
Guard to be fet upon Ann4gilda y and thfc 
lady-Govetnefi, he gave his Hand to tlie 
wicked triumphant Kodtgnnd^ and led heT to* 
6 ^ ' w»i 
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his own Apartment, he immediately order* 
©d his Chariot to be brought, and, late as 
it was, took her with him to a, Houfe of 
Pleafure he had three Leagues out of Town, 
leaving Orders that he lhould not he fob- 
lowed by any one,bequifehe would bealone 
to paufe upon his Misfortunes* 

. I hold it iinpoftibk to £xprefs theRoyal 
jlnnmldas Sentiments and Sorrow. ; Unon 
the Recovery of her Knowledge, fhe asked 
to fpeak with her Lord ? lhe conjured thole 
that were her Guard, to let her fpeak with 
her Husband, who had been falfely -prejudi¬ 
ced againft her. Rofaline, too late and too 
infigmficantly accus’d her felf as the Gaule 
of thefe Misfortunes that had happened.; 
none, or very few believed them to be in* 
nocent, unlefs it were the illuftrious Prin- 
cefs Dowager, who knew Fortune and Ac¬ 
cidents too well to judge by Appearances* 
Her unhappy Daughter-m-Law, fent to de- 
lire lhe would have the Goodnefs to afford 
her fome Moments of Audience. She esunq, 
vhere the graceful Arntgilda exprefled hear 
‘Gratitude and Acknowledgments for -the 
"Favour ,• then falling upon her Knees, wept 
'the Fate of her departed Glory, and 
gave fach a pathetick and impartial Rela¬ 
tion of her Adventures and Misfortune?, 
"as entirely engaged the Dowager in her.In- 
‘tereft. 

1 think this Princefs fo worthy of both 
your LordiKip^s Admiration, that it were 
not to be forgiven, did I not flop a little 

to 
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to receive the Honour of introducing her 
into jour Acquaintance* Time may be truly 
faid to Hand fliH in relation to thus Lady; 
we leam by her prodigious Knowledge of 
-all Thing^, that To much Experience cannot 
"be obtained without along Application, qc 
elfe ia looking on her, yop would believe 
fee were JUflbtherwife able to engage Hearts; 
nor does the Recital of her Power Teem dif- 
tadefui to her; for who can be truly dif- 
pleafed with pleafing? She is a pert* ft Mi- 
ftrefs of feveraT Languages, not only what 
they lay, but what they mean; Her Wit as 
too unbounded to. be confined only to the 
Pale of the Sex; lhe takes in with her pro¬ 
digious Views, . Nature, Philosophy, and': 
Hiftory, which are her Intimates: Nothing 
can be more debonair than her Temper-: 
She is the Lifp, the Soul of living;' all. 
Things Teem’gay, eafy, and graceful near 
her, anil fheis perhaps the only Woman in 
the World, whole Company To infinitely 
pleafes, that if lhe were younger, lhe qould . 
jnqt dp. iujnore ; nor has one anyDefires near 
her, but,always ,tp fee her, and fljll to fee,* 
her .fuch as lhe ip- 

No Lady has ever been more 'a friend to- 
Gaflahtry, lhe always inlpires the iRceft • 

' whence it is^hat her little Court may vie with 
' the greateft for Politenefs. She had all the 
'Hutaanity and tender CJbmpafliqn that was 

J ! joffiBle^fo.r the-ynftappy ^Wil4e*s.'.KCj?-- 
ortune, a?)d never, left foRcitingthe Ptince- 
her Son to ' her Advantage 1 ; whether he * 
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. were convinced of her Innocence, is un¬ 
certain; but as fmall a Heroe as he was, he 
had learned to fpeak from the Greateft, and 
to cry out with Cafar y That his Wife jhould 
not be fo much as jujpetted* Therefore con¬ 
certing the Matter, as well as they could 
with the Prince of Dacia, (he was privately 
conduced to a Caflle of the Prince her Fa¬ 
thers, without the Permiflion of feeing her 
Husband. She remains a Sort of Royal Pri¬ 
soner at large, amuling her felf with what 
innocent Diverfions file can find in the 
Field, and among her Domefticks; where 
I am afraid file will have leifure enough to 
regret that ever Ihe heard the Name of Count 
Alarick 

1 had the Honour of often pleafing the 
Prince, and acquitting my felt in feveral 
Services wherein he had employed me: One 
Evening he caufed me to be introduced into 
his Clofet, where he gave me a Warrant to 
' receive at the Dead of the Night the Perfon 
of Count Alarick from the Goaler, toge¬ 
ther with aCommiffion which he command¬ 
ed me not to open 'till I ca,me to the fir/l 
Town within the Territories of the barba¬ 
rous Huns. A Party of Ho fe with all ne- 
ceflary Conveniences met me at the Prifon- 
Gate ; one of the Ports was kept open for 
us. We began our Journey, dark as it was, 
and travelled with Precipitation, 'till we 
were out of the Rbctian Territories • - From 
whence we have never allowed our fejves 
any more Refrefiuncnt than what was of ab- 

folute 
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folute Relief to Nature, ’till this happy 
Morning, which has thrown me into a Con- 
verfation fo agreeable, that 1 may meafure 
the World, before I can hope to find any 
Thing equal to it. 

Thus ended Count St. Gironne’s Memoirs. 
Horatio and his Excellency did not fail to 
return him their Acknowledgments, with 
Expreffions how much they were pleas’d; 
at. the fame time tenderly regretting the 
;Fate of the lovely Princefs Annagilda, de¬ 
tecting Rod'gund‘& Cunning and dextrous 
'Malice. They amus’d themfelves fox lome 
time, at gueffing what could be the Refult 
of. the Count’s Commiflion, and at the De- 
ftiny of Count Aland. They did not fup- 
pofe the Prince defigncd he fhould be mur- 
thered, becaufe he could have efieded that, 
without giving himfejf the Pain, and others 
the Fatigue of fending him to a Counfry fo 
barbarous and remote. They concluded, that 
he was to be difpofed of into fome Prifon, 
there to languiih out a miferable Life never 
’ to be heard of more. Count Gironne told 
them, if it were his good Fortune to find 
them upon his, Return, he fhould be able to 
give a more perfeft Account, and that he 
would be as diligent as poffible, fince he 
could not hope to find any thing diverting, 
oe even .to encounter but with terrible Ob- 
jefls, ’till he was |fo fortunate to fee them 
again. • . 

Monfieur V Envoye would not part with 
him ’till after Dinner j the Snow that in- 

ceflantly 
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ceflantly fell, and Rad done lincc Day-break, 
Teemed to favour the Indinations of thoife 
who wiflfd not to be Toon divided. The 
Count lent a Complement to Almc\ % and 
begg'd, to be excufed* fihee he muft shat 
Day deny himfelf the Honour of waiting 
Upon him at Dinner, to eat with him, as 
had been hisCuftom firtce they began their 
Journey. 

Morjtio begg’d the Count’s Exaile For his 
impertinent intrulion,‘but he told him he 
cou'd riot forbear to alk how the Criminal 
betray'd himfelf in ill Fortune;, and the Ajj- 
piehenfions heTeem'd to have of What was 
like to befal him ? I wou’d know, continued 
he, with Monfieur Le Count's Permiflion, 
whether his Soul be unlhaken j going upon 
a wrong Principle I do not expe& much 
Fortitude from him j ,1 can never take that 
' Map ? either to bave Senfe, or to be brave, 
that Is not honeil ? For who but a Villain 
can be guilty of Affaflinations ? unlefs it 
were to revenge forne A& of ? foul Difhp- 
nour, where the Criminal were not Worthy 
toUhd fair Play for hisXifej bdides his 
Perfeverance and Persecution of the poor 
Princes of i^^Was'fometfting To imriiotri, 
that however it may paTs in the School of 
Gallantry, lam fure it will be condemn'd ill 
* that of Honefty and Reafon. 

Doirbtlefs your Lordfeip is ^iri the fight, 
reply’d Count St. Gironne j but as to dhfe 
Prilbner* he does not feem to be apprehea- 
five of a rigid Deftiny, becaufe, belay*, he 

was 
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was not guilty^ 1 fuppofe he thinks this 
extraordinary Expedition is only to fet him 
at Liberty; when we come to our Journey’s 
End, he expe&s iu and 1 who am by no 
means fond of melancholy Complaint^ do 
all I canto divert and keep him in thofc 
Thoughts; he expreffes a World of Regret 
for the iMncefss DiTgrace, and hasolten 
aflur’d me that nothing could be more un- 
Heferv’d. She was irreconcilable «at their laft 
Interview, and even wept with Ai^ger and 
Rage, to find ‘ he ftfll *perfifted in a ralfiorv 
which .in Regard of her Marriage, was be¬ 
come highly criminal; nor could all that 
'he laid, win her, to fuffer him to be near her 
any longer, but vigoroufly preffine his im¬ 
mediate Departure, he was pi ft refojv’d upon 
it in that Tatal*Moment when the Prince 
enter’d upon him. 

Dearjobligipg CountanTwer’d the Envoy, 
jdid you but know i the Pleafure of meeting 
thole oF our own Country, .after lb lone an 
Abfcnce from it, and who fpeak fo well as 
does your feif, yon wan'd juQt wonder atmy 
jregrettingfevnqt^mientnf your Silence. I 
have ordered Dinner ftiou’d not be reacfy 
'tilllate, that J* may pofitfs the more of yon 
,whilft ’tispreparing; forbear not to .gratify 
.this noble Ronutri s Curiofity and mine, as 
»to whaf, .in lie Eaft, you found wprthy 
youivs. it was in the. late.Emperor .Leo the 
IV!stime rthat J was at Conjtantinople , the 
rEmprefs Irene was in Difgrace, had been 
expell'd the Court, and carried her Son with 
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her into Exile, and of fo little Confequence ■ 
then, that ihe was fcarcely fooken of. Pray 
let me into lomething of her Charafter 
and Hiftory, thofe of her Favourites, and 
particularly that of StastraHm, 

Horatio is fo much more capable, modeftly 
reply’d the Count, that if his Loraihip will 
but give himfelf the Trouble, your Satis* 
fa&ion mull be real; whatever comes from 
him, may be depended upon ; whereas I 
only heard Things in common with other 
Strangers, and confequentfy rauft report at 
random. 

1 promile my felf a new Sort of Satis¬ 
faction, reply'd Horatio, in your Difcourfe, 
becaufe 1 Hull be able to judge how orach of 
it is Truth j 'tis pleafing enough to liear 
what Sort of a Figure we^ make in the 
Mouth of a Stranger. But to engage your 
Lordihip more eafily to oblige us, depend 
upon it, if your Information, as to Matter 
orFaft, be not juft, . I will do my felf 
the Honour to fet you right in your Rela¬ 
tion. 

The Count very well perceiv’d that Hora¬ 
tio's Diferetion wou’d not fuffer Mm to lav 
Things of the Conftantinopolitan Cqurt,which 
might reflect upon the Weaknefs of the 
Emperor, lince in fpeaking of Him, one 
could not forget his Indolence, and thofe 
other Weaknefies that had fufferd Irene and 
Stauratius , with five or fix of their 1 Crea- 
• tures, to manage Affairs to the Exdufion of 
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all thofc who were either capable of the Ca¬ 
binet, Army, or who lov’d the ancient Glo¬ 
ry of the Empire. 

Therefore to oblige both) he began with 
telling them thus. Irene is a Greek , (the 
now rkihionable Appellation for the Empire 
inftead of Remnn, a Word we very felaom 
hear mentioned in the imperial City) born 
at Athens ; her Mother brought her young 
to Conftantituple, and by her Intriegue ana 
Management became very well known to 
the whole Court, where when ihe had 
once fix’d her Daughter, fire thought Ihe had 
no more to manage, but gave up her felf 
to indulge her own vicious Appetites.

E ir’d in an unlamented, ftinking, loathfome 
Condition; a Warning to others how they 
make uleof ralh Oaths, Curfes and Impre¬ 
cations, as did this mol abominable Wo¬ 
man. Lewd for the fake of Vice, her Incli¬ 
nations led.her to that Sin which Poverty 
does others, a Sin much more deteilable than 
ProlUtution* Sure none but her fclfj ever 

made 
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made Procuring their Choice,* her -Tafle 
that Way grew fo ftandaloufly peculiar, that 
fhe was not contented to bring happy La- 
vers together, but (he would 1 be an Eye- 
Wirnefs of their Happinefc * Aa in parti- 
cular, a certain Lady in the Empire, whofe 
Lord was of confu&r^Dignity, vertuous 
hiH firft (educed by this 5 vicious Matrons 
Solicitations, and her own private Inclina¬ 
tions for Gold, to wrong her Husband*! 
Bed with a Perfon of the firft Diflin&ion, 
who had been created of the Nobi l ffiw>\ 
and was then very agreeable^ Irene's Mo¬ 
ther caufed a Door to * be made from hat 
Houfe into that of the Lady whom (he af¬ 
fected to be very fond of; this Door open’d 
privately into a lower Room which (he kept 
the Key of herfelf, where (he caufed a Bed 
to be fet up: Here the Lovers met, but if 
the Patrician chanc'd to be too hafty, and 

S it to Bed before (he could make a third, 
e would cry out to his Lordffliipto flop— 
and upon his Life to flay 'till (he came— 
ceneroufly fifing as often as they wanted any 
Thing, and was very officious in providing 
at her own Coft, Cordials, Wine, Sweet¬ 
meats, or any other Refrefemertts; but ftilL 
upon Honour, he was not to embrace his 
Miftrefs out of her Sight This Story I 
mention to you as a very pcpiliar one, 
which hasfbmething of a more vicious-Tafte 
in it than I have ever met with. I fancy 
this reverend Gentlewoman would have been 
Very eminent in the Court of Yiberif*, and 
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fetved to have furnifli’d out his Ifland with 
new invented Abominations, and Lufts 
more unnatural than his own. 

She law her Daughter was fair, and very 
well lik'd at Court : When firft fhe came 
there, Ihe gave her in Charge, to make all 
Things fubfervlent to Intereft, difcreetly tel¬ 
ling her, that Vertue was no more than a 
Name, and Chaftity lefs, finee it was much 
to be doubted whether there ever was fuch a 
Thing. That which went underthe Appel¬ 
lation, was little other than Deleft of Na¬ 
ture, Coldnefs of Conftitution, Phlegm, 
and Affeftation: She forefaw Irene's tower¬ 
ing Genius, and upheld it, bidding her be 
fore, whilfl her Charms were in their Bloom, 
to make her felf Friends, the EfFefts of 
whofe Services might remain to her when 
her Beauty was gone; that as to Fidelity to 
a Husband, why, 'twasa very good Thing 
to thofe whole Souls were by Nature fitted 
for Slavery, and who cou’d be contented to 
know no other Pleafures in living, than 
what the fcanty Scraps thrown out by a ty¬ 
rannical penurious Mailer wou’d afford; 
but that icarce any Lady, who had her For¬ 
tune to make, ever did it by Regularity ; 
true it is, that many have been advantagi- 
Oufly married, but few were long happy, or 
ever abfolutely,unkfs they paft’d over Forms. 
That Ihe forefaw fometning more great 
would mingle with her Charafter than that 
of beihg a good Wife; defpicable Com¬ 
mendation 1 and to be regarded only by 
• • thofe 
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thole who could not rife to a higher or 
make themfelves conliderable another way. 
That Fortune, (he hop’d, wou’d be more pro¬ 
pitious to her, unlefs her own bafe > inborn 
Love of Money, fliould^ traverfe it, which 
was a Vice (he by no means approv'd on 
fince it never cou d be of any Advantage to 
thole who had.it, and indeed was never 
good but to the Survivor ? who happen’d to 
enjoy the Effe&s of what the Deceas’d had 
ignominiouliy fcrap'd together. 

The Emperor Qnftantinc CoprsnymWy 
thinking Irene s Beauty and Wit deferv’d 
the imperial Purple, marry’d her to his Son 
JLeo Angufins. Her reproachful Mother hap- 

f en’d to die, which left her alone to manage 
y her own Condu£h Her Dominion over 
her Lord became fuch, as well anfwer d to 
her own haughty Temper, and thole Pre¬ 
cepts that had been infilled into her, di* ' 
iriaing her firft Years between governing 
her Husband, and being govern cl by he? 
Favourites, of which fbe had feveral; but 
he who is now jQueftor, has retain’d his firft 
Prerogative; a Perfon of as much Manage¬ 
ment as Cowardice,, yet he can a<9: every 
Thing, but dares own nothing, even that 
which it is a Fault for him to be ignorant of. 
tAZmtius knows excellently how to advan¬ 
tage himlelf by the Ingenuity and Invention 
oforhers, but in fuch a Manner, that the 
Honour may abide to him; generally we 
find the greateft Projeftors are Perfons of 
abjefl Fortunes; Neceffity (happens their 
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Wit, and puts diem upon redreflina the In¬ 
juries of Fortune. - ts£miluu got a Reputa¬ 
tion by hearing what could be faid by other*; 
fo that when any hadaProjed in his Head, 
away he went to this States-man, who was 
lure to reward him if good for little; but 
on the contrary, if ne heard any Thing 
that he himielf defir’d the Reputation of, he 
would tell the unhappy Projector (after dex- 
trufly finding what were his Inventions) that. 
*twas lhange People, not converfible with 
one another, Ihould happen to think the 
lame Thing; that he had made the like 
Dilcovery, and was already executing it: 
But becaufe Ingenuity ought to be encou¬ 
rag'd!, d any thing die occurred, he Ihould 
be fore to let him know, and he would 
take care to fee him rewarded. 

c AZmilm once found a ProjeQor as vain 
as he was inventive; he would not refign 
his Glory tho’ for Gold, which he needed 
more than Fame: He had hit on an Expe¬ 
dient to enlarge the Funds of the royal 
Treafury, and he might have been very 
well paid for his Silence, if he could have 
kept it, and left the Honour to ts£mUws t . 
who was that Year Conful; but feeing his 
offenfive Vanity prevail’d, the Patron took 
the Invention to himfelf, and threw off the 
Proje&or, who became lb mortify’d hy his 
ill Ufege at Court, and fo reduc’d by Pover¬ 
ty, that be perilh’d mifetably in a Prifon, 
his very Bed was taken from under him, 
without the Relief of a fingle Denary, either 

from 
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from t^Endlks, or Sergius, another Sur-In- 
eendant of the royal Revenue, tho’ the Ad¬ 
vantage of his Proje&s remain'd to them, as 
well as the Reputation. 

4» the Reign of Leo IV, the King of the 
Bidgm made a troublefome, uncertain War 
upon the Empire, which fometimes had the 
tetter, oftentimes the .worft. The Barb man 
Monarch found Means, by the Prevalency 
of his Gold, to have many Pensioners, even 
in the Senate and Count of Con/Hantitiopk. 
Irene her feif, tho' Styl'd Miftrefs of the 
World, and in Poffeflion of all Thtngs, was 
made his Spy upon her Husbands Defigns 
-by Virtue of that corrupting Metal. Leo bad 
Intelligence wirivoneot the King of Bftlgn t- 
rias Captains,, who oommanded a ftrong 
Frontier Cittadel, that had formerly be¬ 
longed to the Emperor: Irene, by her Wiles, 
made her felf Miftrefs of this-Sec ret, which 
(he fold to a Barbarism King for twenty Ta¬ 
lents of Gold, and a Set of Jewels for her 
iPerfon. Infamous Treachery! to betray 
the Secrets of the Nuptkl Bed when lhe 
was in no Neceffity : Her unbounded Ava- 
rrice could have no Equivalents, but her own 
Pride and haughty ill Nature ; yet ibe 
glofs'd them over with an Air of r Jeafure 
and Gallantry, which whilft ihe was yet 
young, agreed admirably with her: Face and 
Manner. 

The Emperor was weU-.affur'd that Trea¬ 
chery had been employ’d, he knew his Do- 
iigns vyere difcover d, in bearing the Dif- 

gracc 
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grace and Death of the Cover no ur, who 
had engag’d to deliver him the Cittadel, 
without any Crime pbjeded again!! him j 
this was a Blow that was tele before it was 
feta, tie well knew he ha&tnrifed, but «oq 
with i^, befides his Wife, whom he unwil¬ 
lingly fufpe£led, and therefore tax'd her the 
laft. Truth has fomething fo noble and 
confpicuousi that it feldom fails of mspi- 
feAing .it fetf, dpecial|y when urged to {peak 
I in its own Defence: The MiniAer acquitted 
| himfelf, and the Eippieis was- expelled the 
i Court; but working qpon licr Son Canftan- 
tine Aefft^ut’s Youth, and native Temper, 

I which, inclin’d him rather to be led by 
others, than-to go of himfelf, fee in-, 
veigled him ,fo far asto make him withdraw 
I from Court, and accompany her in her Difr 
grace.' — : 

Leo the Emperor us’d every Argument 
but Force, to perfuade his Son to return to 
Court, and abandon his Mother. Irene $ 
diforderly Life was,now the publick Theme, 
her Gallantry, became the more notorious, 
becaufe fee could not rtfolve with her felf 
to part with any Money, fo neceffary in fe- 
cret Services; they who are brib’d never fo 
high, fometimes will talk, but thofe who 
are nevefbrib’d, -willalways doit. The 
Emprefs believed her felf. above the Tattle 
of fee World, and therefore apply’d her 
felf only to -make an .abfolute-ConqueA of 
Conjhtmiee, which was not very difficult. 
The'Emperor feeming to forget be was to 

fucceed

fueled him, abandon’d the Youth to a total 
Negleft as unworthy^ in fome fort defpifing 
him, when once he found he could not di¬ 
vide him from Irene \ the Minifters and 
Courtiers were too much fo, not to follow 
their Monarch^ Example, fo that the Em- 
prefs and her Son feem'd to be forfaken by 
all but themfelves. 

Here the Emprefs laid the fure Foundation 
of her future Creatnefs: Here (he applyed 
her fel£ not to inftruft, but to pervert the: 
yohng Prince: He was, what may be term'd 
good-natur'd, but no Conjurer. His Incli¬ 
nations una&ive, foft and fupine: How far 
a liberal Education might have better’d 
them, we f mufi not pretend to judge; be- 
caufe under Irene's Care, he happened upon 
the very wot ft: She got an infenfible Afcen- 
dant over him, never fpeaking to his Reafon, 
but his Pleafures, never giving him to con- 
fider he was one Day to reign for the Bene¬ 
fit of Mankind, but to indulge himfelf: 
*Tis well he was not cruel, voluptuous, or 
afhially evil, fince the Empire nas foffer'd 
fo much by his not being actually good 5 the 
Encouragement all his Delires met with by 
this artful Mother, wou’d hav 6 then made 
him another Nero, and caus’d Conftanrinople 
to bla 2 e, with Fires, obfcene as thofe by 
which Rome was once deftroy'd. 

Here, the then fubmiflive Stauraciusy was 
introduced to his Favour, being the only 
Man of the Emperor Le$ 9 & Court, who paid 
his Duty to Conjtmine^ and could bring 

him 
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him Intelligence of what was done there. 
He infenfibly indear'd himfelf, and became • 
neceffary to their Convention: Fraught 
with Inftruftions from Irene, his only Bufi- 
nefs was to eftablifh Conftantine's good Opi¬ 
nion of his Mother, and to confirm mm 
is his Refolutions not to abandon the Era- 
prefs, who every Day fuffered lb much for 
the Love of him. Stanracua continually ad- „ 
viied him againft fubmitring himfelf to the 
Emperor, by which means he might have 
regain’d his Favour, telling him, That the 
People, who never are acquainted with the 
Spring of ASions, examine only the Agions 
themielves, and from thence form their own 
Sentiments, whether of Reientment or Ap¬ 
probation; that they being by Nature more 
pitiful than otherwife, J weie always to be 
round on the Part of the Diftrels’d, and 
conleqrrently compaffionited Confiamine' g 
Sufferings, his melancholy Exile, his being 
excluded from any Part of Government, 
or the Imperial Ornaments and Attendance 
that was due to his Perfon, as he was Ctfar x 
and me undoubted Heir ,6f the‘Empire: 
That nothing could make him'inore popu¬ 
lar .than did nis Difgrace, or caule the cpi- 
peror lb much to be bated. That whenever 
ne Ihould happen to die (as his accumula¬ 
ted Diftempers gave them Aflurance it would 
not be longfirft) what an Advantage tvould 
it be td'ftep into the Tyrone, with the 
nrtanimbus Prayers, good W'flhes, Reioi- 
cirig and'Afcdhmations 6f * a|I ; hh'SWbjigs, 
H wh* 
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Who fo eagerly defired he might find the 
fcnd of his Sufferings, and the Reward his 
Vertue and religious Life deferred ? For 
the Emprefs had taught him an outward Ha¬ 
bit of Devotion, by which he never foil'd 
of being prelent at all the Duties of the 
Church, and Ihowed an exsuff Conformity, 
interpreted Love, to the Orthodox, which 
had long made him the jndeflant Wilh _ and 
peffre of that Party. 

Nor were, there any Servants about his 
Perfon, even in the moft mental Offices, 
but wtet had been placed there by lreiu y 
though ’tjs true they had bought their Pla¬ 
ces , tor the was never one of thole that 
did fpmething for nothing i yet Money that 
way is well laid out let the Extortion be ne¬ 
ver lb high, fo that they ag aim’d at pre¬ 
ferring them when bought, which was on¬ 
ly to be done by a dutiful Application to 
her, from whence their Imereft was deriv’d; 
they look’d no further than the Power of 
her who plated them there, contented to 
W.orlhip b'riK as their Sun, without troubling 
themfelves With Rpeowfe to the Omnipo¬ 
tence that formed her. 

* L?na£Uve in hi* Confoturion, indolent 
by Nature, eafo of Temper, foft in his Hu- 
mom, and generally obliging, he lived with 
Jfary ,the Jrmnm his Wife* in an. accord 
that had given him the Reputation of being 
an usurious tender Husband. There was al¬ 
io an arooufous Ingredient in Q)njl4»tint'* 
Svve?tnefe of Blood, which made him find 
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in the Nuptial Joy a peculiar Rdifh, and 
as he fougnt no Variety, his Garefles to his 
•Wife, and the Number of Children lhe 
•bore him, who all died almoft as loon as 
torn, deftroyed her Health, and made her yec 
a living weakly Monument of Affefiion to 
the conjugal State, 

Left this might difguft her Son, Irene, who 
"work’d upon his Appetite, and trembled 
for fear he fliould maKe a Choice that did . 
not immediately depend upon her felf, conti¬ 
nually extolled to him the Charms Stauracius s 
Wife was Miftrefs of j had ihe not been 
tall, well-made, graceful, handfome, and 
^engaging, it had proved much the fame 
Thing to eafie Conftantine, who loved not to 
go far in fearch or Agreeables; his Tem¬ 
per was fuch, that whatever did not give 
nim Pain gave him Pleafure; whereas (con¬ 
trary to the general Tafte) nothing could 
give him Pleafure that gave him Pam. 

Irene could depend upon her Favourite 
Stauracius, who was then of ConfiantimCd - 
far s Bed-chamber, and Stauracius upon his 
Wife i Woud any dare to mingle their Cen- 
fure in a Commerce where a Husband ever 
made a Third? When Mary usd to rife 
from Augufius's Bed, to go into her drefling 
Room, Affairs of State (into which lhe ne¬ 
ver intruded) were to fucceed the Marriage 
Endearments j and becaufe Conftantine *s De¬ 
licacy of Conftitution, would not always, 
fufier him to be early, and the Exigency of 
State fometiines called upon him to debate 

H a ^ 
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Matters before he was up, his chief Coun¬ 
cilor, Stauracim 's Wife, was ufuallv in¬ 
troduced by her Husband to his Bea-fide, 
who, leaving them together, withdrew 
at a convenient waiting Diftance, to take 
care none Ihould intrude to difturb their 
important Communication. 

Tender Irene, who watched Over the 
Health of her Son, was ever at hand to 
ftrengthen it with Imperial Cordials, Wa¬ 
ter of Life, and other R^quifites to fupport 
weak Conftitutions. This upheld their Spi¬ 
rits for the Fatigue of State-Conferences; 
after which, a luxurious Breakfaft was in¬ 
troduced to the Bed-fide of the young f<e- 
far, Mary his Wife (an exaEt Tally of his 
Indolence) was generally employed in Af- 
.fairs much of the fame Importance, with 
her own People of her own fide. 

After the Incumbrance of Drels, a Thing 
the eafie Conjlantine always flip’d over, with 
.as much Precipitation, as Falhion and De¬ 
corum would permit. Cards and Dice were 
call’d for; where, though he had nothing 
to pay, he muft Rill lofe, as knowing his 
Credit was good, and he might take up 
-what Sums he pleas’d upon Trull of the co- 
-ming Empire,. 

By this time, a profufe Dinner, ctamd 
with Rarities, and the Produce of every 
early Seafon, was ferv’d up : the Prince had 
inherited st good Appetite from his IVIotlTer* 
and ’twas not the moft unfuccefsful way of 

. maitiiig one’s Court to him: Thefe Re- 

* 
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pafls, together with the generous Wine* 
that attended, and fuccceded, us*d to be 
prolonged to fuch a convenient Length, as 
the better fitted Cajar to fign, tho* not to 
read, the Difpatches that Irene and her Fa¬ 
vourites continually brought him. 

Thus infenflbly Ihe gained, and has by 
Cuftom preferved the Art of even prevent¬ 
ing his Dcfires towards looking into any* 
Papers that were thought of never fo great. 
Confequence; fhe taught her Son this ad¬ 
mirable Leffon of Government, What, 
fhouid a Monarch load himfelf with dirty- 
Bufinefs ? Should he fatigue his PJeafures, 
embarrafs his Amufements, confound and 
bury himfelf in Speculations fo fir below 
him, as was the Good of the Empire ; his 
Creature! his Slave! Let thofe bom with 
drudging Souls, Wretches! fed and doath’d, 
for fuch abjeft Ufes, charge themfelves with 
Bufinefs, and anfwer for the Confequence; 
They, whofe Duty it was to relieve royal 
Care, and fit every Thing for the Dafh op 
the Imperial Pen : Ctjor was form’d for no¬ 
bler Ufes! The Enjoyment of Empire! of 
Pleafure, without the Pain! For the De¬ 
lights of Dignity, without the Weight and*- 
Toil! to which if he fhouid apply himfelf,. 
with never fo great, though unneceflary an 
Induftry, there would be ftill found thofe 
that could out-do him; Creatures fitted by 
Birth and Clay, to fo coarfe a Mould, with > 
well-formed Allay, unknowing the noble 
Compofition of which* the Gefars were - 
H 3 , made; - 
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made; the Cdfdrs] who were never requi¬ 
red to do Things fo far below them, and 
which, if performed, feem'd as if done di- 
reftly in oppofition to the Will of their 
wife Creator, who, as he had made them 
greateft, deligned them to be the happiefl! 
which they could never be, if not aoftra£t~ 
edfrom the unweildy, unneceflary Cares,* 
or rather Burthen of the Empire. 

Nor was it the lead of Irene s Study^ to 
keep Cefar from bettering his Inclinations, 
or a warning his Mind , by the Converfation 
of Perfons of Prudence, Fortitude, Capa¬ 
city, and Probity, who might lead him to an 
Enlargement of his Underflanding ; lhefig- 
nify’d the Delicacy of his Gonftitution, 
that could not fubmit to Speculations, and 
the Sophiftry of the Schools, and openly ri¬ 
dicul'd all thole Wits who role higner than 
Plautus's obfeene Comedies, as pedantick, 
and beneath the Knowledge and Soul of one 
born to univerfal Empire; hence in com¬ 
pliance with Court-Tafte, Sopbcclej and 
Euripides began to be generally exploded, 
and only Farce and Buffoonery introduced 
with the Approbation of the unthinking 
Many. 

Religion! or the Pretence of it (which 
has ever employ'd and embroil'd the Em¬ 
pire, fince it became Chriflian, with per¬ 
petual Divilion of Opinions, and. the never 
dying War of Pen and Tongue) was the 
only Point wherein Irene was contented to 
have, her Son prelerve Appearances j but 
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becaufe their Manner of living was little ,ac-. 
qoainted with Vigils and Falling-Days^,, 
the Eitlprels took care always to have an, 
early private Dinrtef, fecretlv provided for 
him in her Cabinet, from whence he. iffued, 
dixt with as mortify*d an Air as, he could; 
aflbme j whjch very well fatisfy’d and plea- \ 
fed the People, who look no further than 
they can fee, and beheld, that according., 
to the Text,, he appeared unto Men to t 

f*/t- 

WHilftfhe was thus preparing, him for; 
the liiiperht Purple. loading his Appetite j 
with tinneceflafy Pleafures, and unloading, 
his Mind of any Acquirements necelftry to . 
Government, the Emperor Leo tell ill of aj 
burning Fever; immediately the Eyes of. 
the whole Empire were turned towards the,, 
rifing Cipfct jtheybegstn^but of the laseft, to • 
mate their Court to him, who now neither 
fiw nor heard any thing but through Irene 
and Stauracius, the two Confidents of his- 
Thoughts, and Witneim of all his fecret 
Afiions. , * t » 

jLeo the Pour fa departed thistife, and 
Citnjfantitfe the Fifth was proclaimed with fo 
Uitiverfal an Approbation^ that whatever 
were the Reports of hts Excefles before, they 
all vanilhed upon his aflTutning tfte Imperial 
Purple. 

Tile Patriarch of Confiantinople , and the ' 
of the Orthodox Clergy > who. were not 
inclined' to o*lhip* according to the 

Cullom of that Party, bore".'their, trlum- 
H 4.,, phant' 
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P^. Joy in their Faces* letting their Sa- 
tisfa&ion boil over in tumultuous Congra* 
tulations of each other, and infulting the 
abjeft fallen Intereft of the Hereticks, amu-. 
ling rhemfelves with boafling pf their owxi 
Succefs,and as if all were well allured, and. 
mortal Affairs not fubjefl to Viciflitudes, 
they triumph’d before the Conqueft wasv 
certain, and without feeking wifely to fe- 
cure it, gave their Enemies (who were Ma¬ 
ilers of Cunning, and a lurking Forefight) 
an Opportunity to turn the Tables upon 
them, and get the better of a Game, which 
had been more than once already loft,* and 
gain'd. 

Irene's haughty Mind, that never knew ? 
how to ftoop to any Things unlefe the get- 
ting of Money , which yet however flic 1 
found Ways to. have brought to her, felt 
little Mortification in complying with every 
Thing that fhe believ’d was her Son’s Incli¬ 
nation, becaufe his Temper was fo fweer, 
that it fuffer'd itlelf to be managed without 
Contradi&ion or DifgufL; hence what was 
call’d Irene's Cunning, might mom properly, 
have been termed Conftantine's Eafinels; tho’ 
Ihe did not want ready Wit enough to lay, 
and do many Things offhand, agreeable to 
her Purpofe. That Night wherein her Hus¬ 
band Leo the Emperor was departing, rather 
than to go and weep with huxi, fhe late up . 
to condole with her Son, exposing every 
Moment the News of her : Lord s Death t 
When Morning was well advanced, a Per- 
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fcn of confular Dignity, who had feet) him 
breathe his Laft, ported away, as for his 
life, to be the firil to felute the new Cajar * 
Irene kept the Door carefully, that none 
night carry the News fooner than her felf; 
when this Perfon fcratch’d, (he let him in, 
flopping him to enquire of the Emperor, he 
gently put her by, and pafs’d on to mid Co#- 
Jrantine. The Emprefs reading his Bufinefe . 
in his Face, enter’d as foon as he, and ' 
whilft he was making his InttoduSion and ' 
formal Bow, fhe took up a fparkling Bowl c 
of Wine ready fill’d, Part of that generous > 
God with which they had been endeavouring - 
to leflen the Fatigues of the Night, and>: 
the Excefs 'of their Sorrow, and kneeling-; 
upon one Knee, cry’d out with Joy and AX- 
ferance. Long live tbe Emperor Conftantine 


tbe Fifth, Life to mighty Czfar! which quick- . 
ly-brought the Courtier out of his Forms,', 
to turn and afk her imperial Majerty, with ■» 
Amazement, How ihe came fo foon to hear 
of Leo’s Departure, finee he thought himfelf 
bad been thefirft,to bring the Emperor the- 
News? 

Conftantine 's Accefs to the Crown waa fo » 
univerfidly acceptable, that Irene had no* - 
thing to manage, unlefHt were rtill to keep r 
him in the feme State of Tranquillity, and .

Gnfedihefs of Mbrfeyymadt hrm take a Sum, . 
fiHVtajrervert, then to betray -his CounfeL 
and afterwards, when his Sobi'esSs role a- 
gainff hint, upon Pretence of Remorfe, her 
abandon'd htnrj .lct that the- Prince wa$ 
driven out, and 1 perifh'd^ rhlferabiy ; la¬ 
mented By his' very* Enemies ! tho’ not fo 
happy as to have Pity fltewn him by thofir - 
whooughrto have Been hirPrrends. 

Irene, never could have found a Favourite; - ■ 
whofe Liove ofMo-ney/cotaternpr Gratitude^ , 
Sincerity, Morality*, aroHteligrort etjaal’d her 
own, vii&fs Suttricitit^ this- endear'd tHent * 
to each otfrer } not that her old and -true 
FnertA *AjnrH»s was forgot "by her, fhe 
caus’d her $bh to create him Que/ior, firft Mi- - 
nifler, and Favoarite, fb far as to perform * 
what ftte-weftr’d contemptibly caS,. the DrodF 
gery of State ; and file even made the fin* - 

pewr r 
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peror believe he .was oblig’d to him for ac¬ 
cepting that lervile fatiguing Office; fo* 
that *s£mUius upon the Carpet, and Staura~ 
dm in the Camp, totally managed Affairs* 
much to the Regret of the Schifmaticks, 
who were funk in all their Expe&ations* 
whilft they beheld the orthodox . trium¬ 
phant, in the Perfons of the Emperor^ Em- 
prefi, Minifler, and General. 

> ty£tmlim had as much Artifice and. Expe¬ 
rience in. Affiiirs, as was rcquifite to his Poffi- 
had he had but half the. Honefty and Cou¬ 
rage, he would: have been defervedly emi¬ 
nent. Concern’d as he was in four or five 
Reigns, and changing in them all, he re- 
lolv i he wou’d lofe nothing that he cou’d. 
keep, if turning could preferve him. La¬ 
mented Ingenuity 1 Can that Man be faid to 
have Underftanding and Capacity, who has. 
not enough to be honeft? AH his boailed: 
Wit, wanting of Principles, is'but tinfil 
Merit, like the falfe glittering Ornaments, 
of a common Froftitute- unworthy the 
Wear and Name of a Lady of Dignity ox 
trueVertue. 

In the third Year of the Emperor Con/ldn- 
dne's Reign (his Spirit not yet rais’d-from- 
tint Lethargy in which he Jay i'atranc’d by. 
the Artifice of the Emprefs Irene, his own. 
Inclinations, and the new Pleafures of ait 
imperial Crown) the Scion. invading Tbejfa- 
b/ and Macedonia, Stattracius was lent again# 
them- The late Reigns had been more upon 
the Defen£ve than.Offenlivo j they us’d to. 

reckon 
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reckon themfdves viftorioas if they were 
not beaten, fothat it was intoxicating Mat¬ 
ter of Triumph to the Empire, to hear 
Stawacinshad not only vanquilh’d the Ene¬ 
my, but retook feveral Places of taoxc Eeldt 
than Importance. e^EmSins and the. Sur* 
intendantaof the royalTreafury, by Irene’s 
Influence, took Care that nothing mould be 
wanting to fupply the Army that was under 
his Command 1 ; the whole Funds of the Re- - 
venue lean’d that way, he lack’d-nothing, 
either to pan. tb bribe; to buy, in lhort, to 
make himfelf as abfishnte as he could denre ; 
whereas ; thole other-numerous Forces, with* 
die Navy that were difpers’d throughout the 
Provinces , andlflands, for the Defence of 
the Empire, were deftitute of Cloaths, Food, 
Ammunition,, and in fueh vaft Arrear, that 
they who defended, pray’d the raoff mile* 
table Pvt of the Empire: Under this par¬ 
tial Difpenfation of idEtnilias, he yet met 
the gooaLuck to have all his other Negleds-? 
buried in his noilieAffiduities and unwearied' 
Diligence? of fupplying St am acini, now be¬ 
ginning to be conlxder’d as the good and 
glorious Genius of. the Empire, who had' 
Conduit and Succefs enough to reconcile' 
them to their once fo propitious Deity, For¬ 
tune , and capable of railing the eaftern 
Throne to that ancient Splendor and Figure 
it had made under the felt ConjUntine, or ra» - 
ther firft; Agnjhs. 

Irene and her Partifans, were not want¬ 

ing jperpetuallyto found his Pnife in^the 
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Earn of Cjfar; Samraem wa* triumphant! ’ 
Sumamt tad drove back the irwadiiig Bur- 
htrimn. retook the Booty they bad pillag'd^ 
from the Finrawy and 1 -die Towns they were 
unjuffly poflewd at'l Sammemt who had 
antin'. woncided Victory to' the Rem* Le¬ 
ghorn, and caw'd the imperial Eagles, fa 
Jong dtfh*artai ? d J tosouw and flatter their 
Wings wkfr new and aimak forgotten Vi- 
dory, therefore Stem*inf moft be reward¬ 
ed! Ovation*! andl Triumphs oogftt noe 
only to be decreed him ! out fomeffting 
flriud he; found oocmoat ftiblfeimial than 
airy Fame, to reward' thole real Benefits' 
which the Empire pefi&’d by bis Condud 
and Carnage. 


This was the Tone of rite fimprefn thfe' 
fawning Conrtkrs ecuWd an/ Appteufe, 
which ntnn thence djfpets’d R> the lighter 
Part ofthe People, fond of Broif and the- 
leaft Glare of Brigntaefs. Ont^tftdne'i In¬ 
clinations towards Suttrahns, were* more fa¬ 
vourable-, if poffiMe. then ha le's, fl» that 
nothing oppofed die Reward that was 
thought bis doe, but the ftwpoeefltfeof the 
imperial; Power, which tho’& tad decreed 
him Ovations and: Thanttpring-, : vet fome- 
thing more fijlid was fli» remaining to 
crown his. Expefltttiona; % Statue was no 
longer the Famkm lint* the 1 Empire was be* 
come Cbri-ftanr, and not yet a- thorough- 
Friend to Idol-Worlhip! Nor would That 
add the lead- Tfttle t» his Pdfilfiom, what¬ 
ever itdid to his Glory. The 9 wm% of 
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the former E mp ero rt to Favourites, kvtfb* 
ing away die royal Domain in imperial 
Grants, had left the prefect Ctf*r nothing 
to befionv r tbtmfem a Demand, muff be asms 
to the Senate, of a certain Petition of the 
new conquer’d T errit o ri es, to reward the 
Conqueror of them, Stmrmam, 

This, as a Violation of the Agrtrum Law, 
was rejected; the Senate wese ungrateful 
Wretches, few not with Cttfitmtm mi 
brtac’i Eyes, not heaad with their Ears, and 
which was wotft, thofe who were leodeft 
agaan&it weft fiaefi of the Orthodox, who 
rruftingto'the Merit of their Cattle, thought 
That, alone would foment them, without 
having racourfo to thorn expedient Policies 
that mould, have maintain’d tnew Pods,&om - 
whence they canid not forefoe they lhoukt 
ever be thrown, becaufe they, thought, that 
fo. weM faftam’d, and always defeiv d to fill 
them. 

- Haughty and revengeful trim! who never 
knew what was Religion but to ridicule itj 
bone this Repuifb as an Affront offer’d to her 
own imperial Perfon, and. fo in bet Hearr 
fbe unified Camfeewiw might refiwrt it: But' 
lhefaad fo totally fubverted, or. entirely kid. 
afttep,(wkh. powerful lethasgick Dosmitivet) 
the nrfentive Faculty in him, that fit? knew' 
not how tD'infulm or awaken die neccflasw 
Stine with which me had occafion to wouotb 
all that flfo could do was to take turn by hb 
Fears,, and thence to infmuatethaS the Or* 
thodox woe his Enemies, for in them who 

®P: 
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oppofed the imperial Purple, theit-jiex* 
Step was to endeavour to divelt thole 
that wore it, Cnee none who had a Dif- 
pofition to obey, ever difputed the Com¬ 
mands of a Prince, no not even Rebels in - 
their Hearts, till they were well aAured 
they had Power to vindicate their Dis¬ 
obedience. 

Gnft/tnHne't noble Faculties (enfeebled by 
Negled and Indolence)' prefendy abiconded 
at a Scene of Terror, and alLpale and da--. 
Hardly, (hrunk behind the Refrrefentationr 
his Mother had made. The Race of Leo. 
ffauricKs, was never fam’d for Courage 
this C*J*r did not degenerate j his Educa¬ 
tion had not taught him to do it, therefore ; 
trembling andapprehenfive of the future, 
with Tears he conjur’d?/rwie to advife him.', 
fbr the prefent. 

Stdoracins, wounded in Property his great- 
ell Darling, as well, as piqu’d in Pride, was 
chief at this Confultation; he even con¬ 
demn’d the Mediocrity of his own Temper,- 
in hearing the exalted Impudence of his -, - 
Wife’s: Me, without any Hefitation or Re- 
morfe (as Women are generaHy for haring. 
Bufinefsthoroughly done, and to the pur- 
pole) advis’d them to throw ofl^ at - once,, 
the Shackles of the Greek Churchy punifli > 
the Orthodox, by reconciling the-Empire to 
Rome, and the better to pleaie the Pope, by 
introducing Imaee-Worlhip, fhe bad her 
Son pubtilh an Edid for fo doing. But how, 
any dear AIctwm, anfwer’d the trembling 
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Cajar, fhaD we excole ont felves to the Le- 

f ions, who are generally Orthodox, and 
ave always thought me fuch ? You know 
they are yet the greateft Party, and Ihould 
not be irritated, at leaft till they are dif¬ 
arm’d. . 

Ctjar fpake Volumes in thefc few Words; 
Irene’s Revenge could not but flop to conli- 
der the adventitious Sentence which ihe 
thought Infpiration rather than Reafon, 
having fo little us’d Conflantine to the Ufe ot 
any. Your imperial MajeAy has concluded 
unanfwerably, ihe replyed ; do but let us 
alone, we will not only effeft the Buiinels, 
bat bear the Odium* You fhall Aill so to 
Church, and ftill be dear to your People. I 
am convinc’d from your Majefty’s better 
Senfe, that this muft be a Work of Time: 
Stdmradnt’s Reputation and Courage ihatt 
prevent our Enemies from gaining Ground; 
they, whole Infolence are lcarce to be aw’d 
even by his Succeftes, muft certainly be ripe 
for Mutiny ; they who dare refufe that con- 
defending Requeft of yours, unworthy the. 
primitive Cnjars* who needed but to fay it 
Ihould be lb, ana fo it was. This Way I ad- 
vifed your Majefty to move, but you were aB 
for Lenity and Good-will, and lee what 
you have got by it; However, remember fo 
to aft, as if you had not been provoked; 
and leave us to lhew hereafter what are- 
the Sentiments of a difappointed* an offend¬ 
ed Ctfar. 


Sun- 
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Stdmracm could indeed command an Ar-. 
my, which is not always to face an Enemy 
(becaufe, unlefi a General pleale, he is not 
always expofed, and often abides in the; 
Center:) He, I fay, who had never felt 
any mighty Impune in himfeHJ unlefs to 
Ingratitude or Gain, was. for no violent? 
Meafures: All Things, he faid, were to be- 
brought about by lime and Moderation ; 
and tho* to Death he hated the Party that 
had envy’d him the Reoompence of his. 
Toils, yet he would not precipitate their 
Ruin, nnce it was but leaving them- to their 
own changeable Paffions ana DWgufts, and: 
they would quickly bring the Dminefi of 
their greateft Enemies to pafs, by jarring- 
among themfelves. But becaufe in the Mul¬ 
tiplicity of Councilors there was Safety, he, 
humbly moved tha tCttdine the Patrician,,, 
might be introduced, to advife upon tKefe 
new Meafures they were necemtated to 
take. 

Irene anfWered, He Ihould be heard at 
leifure; but became M«pb<r«r, Q)riJtopbcr f 
and the red of -her Husband's Brothers, 
might be Impediments againft the intended 
Innovation, fheadvifed they fhauld be ho¬ 
nourably difpatthed, by fame Imployments 
foreign from the Court. Chnjfopher feem- 
ingtoburyhinrfelf in the Delights ofSoli- 
taae, came rarefy to Gb/tftantinople, and there¬ 
fore but little alarm'd theni. Nicepborur!: 
the Champion df the State and Cnurch F 
tender of nis Nephew Confiantine, as* of the 
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Parity of their Religion, was a Sun, that 
with nisunfpotted Brightneij hung between 
them and what they called a clearer Light* 
therefore he myft be darkned or removed. 
Cafar, who had a native Inclination to re¬ 
verence his Uncle, would have hefitated a- 
good deal, before he could have been brought 
to confent that there fhould be any Hardlnip 
inflicted upon him: How often did haughty 
Irene curfe that Lenity of Temper in her 
Son, to which, however, her own Authority 
was owing 1 that Lenity, which Ihe had 
ever made it her Bufinefs to indulge; by 
which ihe had fweetned the Acid of his 
Bloodi 'tiH it was become all foft and milky, 
fitted for her former Purpofe 5 which was, 
to obtain an implicit Afcendant over his 
pailive Temper; but now, that lhe would 
tyrannize as well as reign, ihe wfibed to 
have the Power of infilling a little more 
Gall, or rather iome, for as yetit was a 
Qpeftion, Whether Confiantine-Cafar had 
any in his Compofition ? She was provok’d 
at his Tardineis, his little Comprehenfion. 
of what ihe ambitioned; ihe would have 
had him eager and fwift to obey what* 
ever ihe di&ated, prompt and cruel in the 
Execution. 

But wifely confidering, that if more Fire 
were i nfus’d into him, it might chance with 
the firft to burn her; ihe relied in her for¬ 
mer Maxims, of taking from him the De¬ 
fire of knowing what he Jaw, or of bearing 
what was /poke j and therefore begging par¬ 
don. 
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don for this Inroad into his Repofe, Ihe re*, 
turn’d him.to his former Supinenefs, with a 
Promile to her felf and his imperial Ma- 
jelly, of no more difiurbing nis facred 
Hours with the inlignificant’ impertinent . 
Load of Bufinefs. 

Nicephoros > Brother to Leo IV, late Em* 
peror of die Greeks , was immediately to be 
removed ; and therefore diftinguifh’dby be-* 
ing made Prater of Mauritania^, the very beft 
Government that was remaining in the Em¬ 
pire, finGe the Exarchate of Italy fell, which 
was now (wallowed up itv the Bilhop of 
Rome's Pretences and Ambition, and thence 
call’d the Patrimony of St. Peter y or rather 
of the Church. Nicephoros, who was truly 
Orthodox, and faw this was only given him 
to draw him from about his Nephew and 
the Court (fince the PrafcEls of MaurkanU 
were obliged for at leaft half the Year tcv 
refide m Africl , from whence they could 
not come to Con/fantinople , without Licenfe 
fell obtained of the Emperor) contented 
himfelt not to refufe the Honour, but pra¬ 
ted, however, fo flow in his Preparations, 
that it was their Opinion ( whofe Intereft 
it was that he (hould be gone) that he never 
defign’d to depart. 

Prcfently the Scene was Ihifted, and a new. 
Set of Court-Officers introduc’d, who really 
were, and believ’d themfelves orthodox, but 
yet had a Pliancy of Temper, which was 
termed a Medium between two Extremes, 
fuch whole Principles were not loofe enough 

% 
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to come diredly into the Wrong, but yet 
wanted Courage boldly to defend and aikrt 
the Right. 

. Then was PopBcola difgufled; equal to the 
firfl Valerius for Vertue, Probity, Love of 
his Country and Religion; who had Capa* 
•dty to govern when never fo flrenuoufly op¬ 
pos’d from abroad, but yet became piqud 
and aw’d by a Faftion at Home j quitting the 
Helm at die firfl Omen of a tempcfiuous 
Sea; whereas, his Bufinels fhould have been 
. to have rid it out, and if he could not have 
prevail’d himlelf, he might at leaft (by the 
Port he fuflain'd) have hinder’d others from 
prevailing. 

Cataline now trod the Stage, and became 
an important Aftor. A Man who, with a 
Complication of Vices, had but this -one 
Vertue, not pretending to any ; every -way 
I Mercurial; he would fin up to the -Height 
1 . of PleafuTe, yet drudge on to the lafi Extre¬ 
mity of Bunneis: Indefatigable in his Pur* 
fuits; not by Fits and Starts, but by a regu* 

■ larSiicceffion: Vaft was-his Ambition, vaft 
washisArtifice; mightyinXewdnefs,notlefs 
in Politicks: His long Head faw beyond the 
Age he Iiv’din,and coiild calculate any pre* 
Tent Accidenrto anhereafter Purpofe; fawn 
and lie, flatter and fwear, feem uncere; but 
never be io t No View of his, tho’ never fo 
trivial, but what he bent his whole Endea¬ 
vours to obtain, and always accompliih’d. His 
oily, deceitful, artful Tongue, couldinfinuate 
any Thing. Bold even to Impudence, mif- 
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chievous even to Cruelty, bafe even to Co» 
•wardife, implacable to Eternity, yet accept¬ 
able even to Popularity! Nor with-held by 
. Referves of Avarice, for he never mattered 
virhat he flak’d, lb ne could but draw the 
Prize; all his Paflions fublidmg, ’till he had 
leach'd the Port whither he was bound.. He 
knew no perfonal Rcfentment, no perlonal 
Vindication; never to be made angry always 
feemingly pleafed. When foil’d in any At¬ 
tempt, he fell, but to rife with the greater 
"Force; obferving the weak Side thro’ which 
he had mils’d his Aim, he return’d with 
double Vigour, ancf double Conduct to the 
AfTault. Many had been his Endeavours 
in feveral Reigns to get footing at Court, 
Tut none fo fltted as this (full oFDivifions, 
Jealoulics and Fears) for his intricate Pur- 

5 jofe, introduc’d to advance the Emprefs 
rtnt s Revenge and Defigns upon the Ortho¬ 
dox, but bent upon accompliihing his own. 
The Roman Hinory having furnifh’d him 
. with Precedents of fuch who had mounted 
the Steps of the imperial Throne, thro’ 
Craft and Diffimutation, he thought, if 
thole were Qualifications, himfelf as well 
fitted to reign as any; hisBuhnels there¬ 
fore was to jumble all Things into Anarchy 
and Confofion. 

How did be pack the Senate? How the 
Vpices at any Promotion? In his Temper 
'an admirable Tribune of the People; he 
would ftoop to the meaneft Office, nor lole 
: the moft defpicable Vote for want of Afli- 

duity. 
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duity, Promifts, Rewards, Bribes, Hopes, 
Fears, Threatnings, or whatever could in¬ 
fluence the Paffions or Cucumflanccs of thofe 
with whom he had to deal 'Me would play 
with the Gaawfter, pray with the Godly, lie 
lewd with the Libertine, and, rather than 
tail, pimp for him, tho his own Wife 
were ate Miftrefa - y he was drunk with the 
Debauchee, fober with the Abftemiousj no 
Promts ft> various, full of real Ambiguity, 
and pretended. Opennefs: His Houle, hits 
rurfe, his Advice, his Intereft, hi* Miftraf*, 
hi* Pains, wore all at the Service of whofo- 
ever was eoofiderable enough to be oblig’d 
By Inm j fond of giving, but hating to pay, 

J uftice and he feeing at mortal Enmity s No 
'rinciples ft fir’d, but what he endeavour’d 
to undermine; be found the weak Side of all 
Mankind % Thofe unfufeeptifele of Avarice, 
and who were only ambitious, he attack’d 
bv Grandeur, Dignities and Honour ; the 
Covetous, or Poor, he had Penfions for j 
Jewels lad Lovers for the ladies he would 
influence* but generally fpeaking, as him- 
ft If bad ohferv’d* beprevaihd more hy Va¬ 
nity, sod Iscaficing ®>that Idol, than to 
any other Deity; hk fine Wit never wanfri 
uig acceptable Eloquence, as wqJI a* Salt 
and Malice, to ridicule, and giro Things 
what Turn he pleas’d. 

Irene the Empfefe, difeppainted of the 
Regard foe Mpe&eO iorStmr4ms> began 
to let her ill Nature work out in InveSMvea 
agtipft others, and Spleen within her felf» 
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fbc who never knew what was Humanity, 
true AffeQion, or Lore for any Thing but 
Money and Ambition; as her Age advanc’d, 
To did her Pride, Avarice, Referve and Fro* 
wardnefs; only to her Husband (he was not 
Tparine of her Voice, or Favours, letting 
him often know, that ihe was not only his 
Wife, but hisEmprefs; and if he ever fail'd 
to remember, flx had an admirable Knack, 
a very refieihing Stroke of Memory, both 
with her Hands and Tongue, befides an im¬ 
perial Tofs of her Head, mcm-expreflivcand 
significant. 

• She grew weary of that artful Submiffion, 
and implicit Compliance, with which ihe 
had, by infenfible Degrees, entirely made 
her felf Miftrefs of her Son's Affections • 
ihe thought, that as ihe had built the Ma¬ 
chine according to Art, after the firit Hand, 
it would flill run on in the fame Track ana 
Motion; butbecaufeone muff have feme- 
thing to do, let one be never io fupine, 
either to laugh^ or play, or talk, or eat the 
Time away with ibmebody, fee bethought 
her felf of fuppljing the Place, which ihe 
was weary of with one that (hould 'always 
be with CdUr, when the Poblick did not re¬ 
quire his Appearance at Audiences, Meals, 
Devotion, Hunting, or at the Council- 
board, where Irtnt thought it requiflte, how 
contrary ioever to thofe Delights that inhe¬ 
rently attended the Gear's, he ihould fit to 
declare, whatever ihe, and her Favourites: 
had refolv’d upon before. 

This 
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This Election was to be made from one 
that abiblutely depended upon her (elf, and 
rather a Woman than a Man ; becaafe that 
Sex are not onlv more governable^ lets trea¬ 
cherous, lefs bufie, and more incapable: 
But becaufe her Son's Inclinations were not 
towards robult Diverfions, but foft Conver- 
iation and Amufements •> whence a Lady of 
the Court, without any Thing elfe to re¬ 
commend her, but a facetious Vein, and be¬ 
ing a tolerable Droll, had a Penfion allow'd 
her to make the Emperor laugh, which per¬ 
haps, with all her Endeavours, was not 
above once a Year. Irene fear’d left any Fa¬ 
vourite of the other Sex fliould enlarge 
C* far’s Soul, give him to hear the Name of 
Glory, teach him War and Ambition, which 
would prove deftru&ive to her Interett ; 
therefore a Woman was only proper j nor 
did (he fear Mary the Armenian" s Jealoulie, 
who only bufy’d her felf in confuting PhjU 
iicians, and in endeavouring to mend her ifl, 
or rather defperate State of Health. 

T\beodeSa , a Relation of the Emprefs, 
and one of the Maids, was pitch'd upon 
for this Choice 5 the Lady had a latent Anj- 
bition, Greatnefsof Soul, Humanity, Inge* 
nuity, Religion, and other concealed Ver* 
tues, that (he. had made no Noife of for fear 
of alarming Jrene y who always took it as a 
tacit Reproach to her felf, when another de- 
fprv'd well, or was commended. 

G onfiantinCy who had hitherto ften little 
but what his Mother the Emprefs Irene di- 
I refled. 
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hefted* fail'd not, after her Commendations, 
to behold Theodelta with Coinplaifance, 
who being naturally fweet-temper’d and en¬ 
gaging, apply’d her felf, with Diligence, to 
gain Cajars Inclinations, which was no 
hard Matter to do, they having been firft di¬ 
rected by the Emprefs. 

But when once Theodetta had got ground, 
and that Irene's greater Avocations had left 
Constantine more to himfelf than ever he 
haa been; this Maid, who was truly Ortho¬ 
dox, and trembled at the Innovations they 
were preparing, by which Image-Worihip 
would be for ever confirm’d, tail’d not to 
whifper Cafar y that if he fuffer’d the Schif- 
maticks thus to prevail. Religion would be 
overthrown, the Empire embroiled, and all 
. Things reduced to the utmoft Defpondence 
and Confufion. Confiantine was then in his 
Heart Primitive, yet aw’d by Irene, he ask’d 
the generous Maid what he Ihould do ? Who 
boldly anfwered, * Difcharge the ftill chang- 
4 ing nnlius ; give the Command of that 
4 Army Stauracius has to the Duke of Cam- 
4 panU ; reftore Horatio the Immortal, to 
4 the Legions in Iberia ; Horatio, who was 
c removed but to make way for we cunning 
4 lucklefs Ratlins, who will loft or fell atl, 

. * beeaufe his Bufinefs is not to contend for 
4 Fame with Staoracios: Call Nicephoros and 
4 PopHcola about your imperial Perfon • let 
4 them fit at the read of the Board: Difinifs

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1 triarch of Conftantinople in his Scat; order 

* the Vacancies to be filled by thole truly 
c Orthodox, whole Intereft ana Principle it 
1 is, to have Cafar live and reign ’till he 
‘ Hull be changed into a Saint. But becaufe 
c lhe was but a Woman, and not worthy 

* or able to advife any further, lhe begged, 
c that his imperial Marjefty would fufier her 

* to introduce Hermimus to his Prefence, 

1 without the Knowledge of the Emprefs, 

! * Stavracius , or the aaftardly Stitefman 

* is£miliuL, 

Herrmmus was then an Officer of State; 
a Man of great Capacity, Eloquence, true 
Principles, Generality, and extreme habile 
in Bounefc: But not foreseeing the deftru- 
ftive Violence of . the Bifhop of Rome , and 
his Adherents, he thought, by temporising, 
to gain ground ; ’till convinced by too dear- 
bought Experience, he found That that ob- 
ftinate encroaching Seft, were not to be 
dealt with by Indulgence; whatever you 
give, is but fo many Steps for them to get 
more : they hate and reprobate all who are 
not Fellow-Idolaters, and perfecute with 
implacable, never-ending Malice: Are art¬ 
ful, undermining, treacherous, lurking, far- 
fighted, reftlefs; they pretend Religion, but 
never pra&ife further than the Outfide; de- 
pofe Kings and Saints, as fail as they create 
others; their own Party can have no Faults, 
the reft of Mankind not any Beauty. 

Thefe were the People to whom Hcrm- 
n\Ht yielded fome Things, in hopes of gain- 
I 2 in* 
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ing others; That fmall Indulgence fo heart- 
ned their unweary’d Induftry, together with 
the Emprefss Kefentment aid Avarice 
(which accepted of aU they brought), that 
the Court and Offices, in a. Ihort time, be¬ 
came almoft entirely filled by them* * * * 
The Duke of Campania had dealt the firft 
Blow for Viftory after Confiantine was Eni- 
peror; he had defeated the Per fans, and ta¬ 
ken a prodigious Booty; more wealthy than 
can be imagined; 'tis true, he triumphed at 
his Return; the Emperor and Emprefs, in 
one Chariot, graced^he Ceremony; but the 
unamimous Congratulations of the People, 
drunk with Love and Joy at the Duke of 
Campania's Succefles whofePerfon they ado¬ 
red, feftered the proud Heart of Irene, who 
aflifted with a fuHen gloomy Difibonteht,: it 
hearing the Praifes of any but Stmrac'xm; 
therefore the Duke of Campania 1 was b«t 
coldly thanked, and afterwards laid slide. 

No Prince had ever a greater? Bravery of 
Soul; his Courage could be equalled by no¬ 
thing but his Magnificence; he fought as he 

f ave, largely, or rather, without'Refer re. 
n the late Emperors Time, lie did fueh 
Things againft the Perjians , as made him 
both the Love and Admiration of his Ene¬ 
mies: In one Battle, where he happened to 
betaken Prifoner, he carryed himfelf fo un¬ 
dauntedly and magnificently,To muchto the 
Reputation and Glory of the Empire, that 
the Perfian asked, How'many more fuch He¬ 
roes they had among# the Greeks! That ir, 

wad 
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was timse.fcr him to -conclude a * Peaee r if 
there were but a few fuch as him; For tho’ 
he fhould not be-out-done ih Arms, he mull 
be conquered by fuperior Vertue. Campa¬ 
nia lavished a mighty Revenue in Glmy of 
[ the Empire; whilft a Prifoner, he knew no 
Property, but dealt his Treafure to' the Re¬ 
lief of the Unhappy; That alone was Ti- 
| tie enough to his Favour,for many of them 
had perilhed without it. But all Heroe as 
you fee him, he is Hill a Mortal, that is to 
fay, not totally without Exception; tho’ 
his Sin is certainly the moll beautiful of 
any, good Nature; by which his Favou- 
| rites, of both Sexes, have too often 
impofed upon his Bounty, and made 
I themfelves, rather than him, Objects of' 
! Reprqacb. . I -r : , •. .- ■ > 

■, Tbeddt&a fucceeded in her Suit. Hemh- 
lists was often introduced toCtnjtantine’s 
Ear, and it’s believed, if he . had profited 
of the Occalion, laying alide his Notions 
of Mediocrity, and boldly, bravely firuck 
for.Religion, and the Good.of the Empire, 
he!,could then have preferred, not only 
demy.hut hitnfelf; alii/led, as uoubtlefs he 
would have been, by Nicephorus the late 
Emperbr s Brother, the Duke of Campania, 
Poplicola , and, in a Word, by all the Or- 
.thodox Laity, as well as Clergy. 

- But Arw’s Regal Star was yet to main¬ 
tain the .Afcendant; (he had quickly Intima¬ 
tion of thefe.fecret Practices; the Emperor 
had no Money (abAraQed from the Know- 
; I 3 ledge 
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ledge of her and her Creatures) to beftow 
upon T beodtttoy by which they might have 
over-bought the Emprefs, or at Jealt pre¬ 
ferred their Confutations private- She ra¬ 
ved ! She more than exclaim’d! She called 
them Traitors! Tbeodefta Traitrefs! And, 
which is more than all, and pail Belief or 
Posterity, Ihe took upon her to correct the 
EmpeTor, Shut him up in his Chamber, and 
box’d him with her own Handsj calling him 
ungrateful to her Cares, her Toil, fehSelefs 
Fool, Drone, unfit for Government and the 
Reins of Empire, which he had never held 
a Month, bur by her wife Conduit and Ad¬ 
vice, that had concealed his Incapacity be¬ 
hind her Perfections, and, as a Sun, call a 
Glory upon his DefeCt*. What had he to 
do with Politicks? Could not he eat, and 
Sleep, and loll, and yawn, and fool atoay 
the Day unmolested ? Or had he a mind to 
have his Weaknefies discovered and defpis’d; 
to be lhav’d and lhut up in a Cloyfter, whilft 
Nictpbortu aScended >? If thole were hia 
Deligns, fhedfelired Information, that ihe 
might take care of her own Inteteli, ab¬ 
stracted from Shell a Whirligig as he 
was. 

The good Emperor, mortifyed by the 
Termaeancy of his Mother, and entirely 
in her Hands, as to Affairs, of which he 
knew no more, as She had induitrioufly con¬ 
trived, than the meanest Man of the Em¬ 
pire wept a good deal before She would 
forgive him j and that but conditionally,

That he lhould fign whatever Commiflions 
were brought him by t /EmUius^ for thofe 
who were to fupply the Ports Hcrminius and 
his Adherents held at Court: Eafie Conftan - 
tine compounded, upon Condition, he might 
ftill keep TbeodeSta about him; whom 
the Emprefs fo feverely upbraided, and 
fo well tutor’d, that ’twas thought Ihe 
would not be very much in harte to. dif- 
courfe Cn/ar again about Politicks. C^far ! 
who flill remembring his Corre&ions, in a 
long time thought not fit to difpute Irene s 
Sway ; going out and comi:^ in, rifing and. 
fitting down, figning and letting alone, as 
her Imperial Majerty, Staurechs, ty£milius y 
and others ©f that Junto advifed •> tho 1 Vis 
certain, after this Breach, fo great a Degree 
of Averfion and Coldnefs poflefled both 
Irene and her Son, that they faw one ano¬ 
ther as feldora as poffible, and then with 
Heart-burnings and Relu&ance, i/£wMhs 
Being left to manage all with the Emperor, 
and the Emprefs with zs£milifits. 

In the mean time Cethegus fucceeds Hcr¬ 
minius; Cetbegusl the Executioner of the 
Junto; fcarce could he defer the Stroke, "till 
he heard the Sentence, or received the Com*- 
mand! All that Fire and Fury could infpire 
animated his Frame! He was an Engine, 
not to work with, but deflroy! Not fit for 
Confutation, but DeftruAion! A Bigot to 
Idolatry, and the Party he had embraced ! 
relentlefs and remorfelefs, a zealous Image- 
worlhipper and FaAion-broachex! yet af- 
1 4 feAed 
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fcfled to be thought learned and wife! But 
Wildom and Learning never take up their 
Dwelling in a Breaft, where all the rafiionS 
are fulphureous, burning and deftroying to 
the very Root; fo that mercilefs Cethegus 
never preferved but when he could not 
ruin. 

Cicero next was called^ not he that laved 
the Commonwealth from being made a 
Monarchy, but he that would nave made 
the Monarchy a Commonwealth; he was 
advanced by Irene to be Magifter Ofjkwrum • 
the God of Eloquence hung upon his 
Tongue ; Minerva her felf infpired his 
Brain, and fired his Heart. His Wifdom 
and Sedatenefs of Temper, preferved* and 
kept together the Cabal. Furious Cetbegus ! 
and precipitate Cataline! could only be re¬ 
ft rain’d by him. He it was, that gave them 
their Cue, when to bellow, when to ftrike, 
when to comply, but feldom to lave $ for 
however difagreeing in other Points, they 
us*d all to come in to accord for Revenge 
and Perfecution. 

And which was not the leaft aftonilhing 
Ingredient of their Com petition, thefe zea¬ 
lous Reformers ! theft Image-Worlhippers! 
thefe pretended Devotees, who ran mad af¬ 
ter the Out-fide of Religion! were as im¬ 
moral as thofe that bad.never heard oTany! 
Ciccrd himfelf (an Oracle of Wifdom) was 
whirl’d about by his Lufts, at the PJealiire 
of a fantaftick worn out Miftrefs : He pro¬ 
stituted his inimitable Senfe, Reafon and 
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good Nature, either to revenge, or reward as 
her Caprice direiled; and what made this 
Commerce more deferable, this Miftrefs of 
his was a .Wife ! Impious. Excels! Abomi¬ 
nable Adulteryj Werp,there not enough of. 
the frail Race urunarrie^ ?i Had not Sergius’.* 

immemorial Alfiduities corrupted'enough o£ 
that Order, but this. Patrician, this Dire-' 
ftor of Nations and Imperial Aflemblies, 

[ ipufl bring his Pollutions to defile the Mar¬ 
riage-Bed, and Corrupt a Wife ? Nay, which. 
« more ejcecrable^'the.,Wile pf a Friend. 
\Vas itj hof a gopdComedy, or . rather Farce, 

1 when you beheld thp lententious Man, tills. 

aeafive Orator who, by the'. Enchantments 
. of his Perfualion, left not even Defliny to 
her lelf, for Fate and Fortune were, when-, 
ever he (poke, his Slaves. : To feeJthis great^ 
this, liupen^ous Man,, that could penchant 
' an. Empire with the Mufick of his Voice,, 
skulking in the obfeene Habit of a Slave, 
* hiding nis Face in an abje& Robe, as if 
that could conceal his Vices, waiting at at 
back.D|oor,to get undiscovered Entrance in¬ 
to his' owA Palace,' after .palling the guilty 
Night in Adultery ivith an infamous Proiti- 
tute! And this not for. once or twite, but 
for Months and Years! ’till his Sui rv^s 
Become as confirmed a Habit as His Hypp- 
crify! The poor Husband. di (trailed with 
his' Wrongs, grew • 'uncapa^e' of following 
the.neceflary'. Doties .of ^us Calling, by 
which Ne’gleiEnis Maintenance fell, and ho 
drank the bitter Draught of Poverty l tlio 
I 5 .- Adui-. 
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Adulterefs rioting in ail the Luxury of the 
Eaft! fluffing Aboads in fcandalous By- 
Comers, from Pface to Place, for fear the 
Cockold's Prerogative fbould feize upon 
the Ornaments and Riches of his Wife as 
lawful Spoil, which when he was fo lucky 
, to do, fee vindictive Patrician interpofed 
y*. with a thorough Revenge, flrlt calling him 
into a loathfome Prifon, where, when he 
had fufficiently languifhed, a Warrant was 
produced to die Goaler to deliver his Pri- 
fbner to feme PerfOnS, who receiving him' 
into their Cuftody. difjpoftd of him ill fuch 
ibrr, that to this Day. he has never been 
heard of. Let the Idolaters conlider how 
much they ought to pride themfelves in the 
Morality, Religion, and Veitue of this At¬ 
las of their Empire. 

Now dy’d Pbpe, Adrian, and tio thellld 
was defied by the Emprefs’s Intriegues, 
not for his Vivacity bijt nis Dulnefs. He 
was fo wife, as to defire to know 90 more 
than Irene permitted, infeCted with the new 
Contagion, and zealous for Images (if' for 
any thing) he reconciled the Empire tb the 
Holy See, and accepted Heraclms’s Crown, 
which fhe, together with her Son, prfcfented 
to the Church. The Holy Drone who fil¬ 
led St. Peter’s Chaif, father numbering than 
awake, had yetall the Obftinacy in favour 
of her, his Miftrefs, that Ignorance and 
good Will Could infpire; he even abfolved 
her from the Murder of her‘Husband’s Bro¬ 
thers, HicephftHS , Cbripfbt^ and others that 
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Die caus’d to be made away at Athens, and 
then, as the Roman Emperors were wont to 
do, ordered her felf to be drawn in a 
ded Chariot, the Patricians attending on 
her like her Slaves, through Conftant 'mopie; 
in her way lhe fcattered Money among the 
People, which trivial Donative, was mira¬ 
culous, coming from her! And now all the 
Race of Leo fftmeus were extinft (unlefs 
her Son) £he every Day gave out filch 
Speeches as might make his Friends ap- % 
prehenfive, that nis Life Ihould not be long, 
for as yet he had never reigned! whifft 
Staftracins's Popularity and her own Auda¬ 
city fitted them with Preparatives to ftep 
into the Imperial Throne, whenever lhe 
fhould think fit to dedate it vacant. 

And now lhe took another Air and Man* 

* ner; Her Pride and Covetoufnefs found 
none upon Earth fo great and fo rich as her 
felf; when lhe entered the Cirque or Am¬ 
phitheater, lhe forbore to fit where theEra- 
prefs s dfed, becaufe that was mixing with 
other Ladies, whom in her haughty Soul 
file defpifed, but in the moft infamous Cor¬ 
ner, caus’d a Throne to be rais’d for her 
felf, and three or four more of her Compa¬ 
nions, whom lhe vouchfafed to fuffer in her 
Prefence, for lhe was grown too great for 
Converfation, like a Deity, felf-Uifficient 
to her felf in every thing* As foon as (he 
entered, her Cuflom was to turn her Back 
upon the Audience, after giving a Look of 
Difdain and Contempt around her, and in 

a little 
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a little while (as if her mighty Soul was 

• above thofe petty Amufemehts, and fcorn’d 
to be fo meanly entertained) fee would 
.rile and abruptly deport, without sefped to 

the Order or the Performance,! or what 
Confufion fhe mull make among a> Set of 
fawning Followers, whso air watch’d her 
Nod, with bafe Adulations worflripping 
thattriumphant Idol,equally the Reprefenta- 
tire of thofe two raifcmevous Deities, Pride 
and Avarice. 

Then was Tdrapns advanced to the See of 
Antkcby by his Habit only appearing to be 
of the Temple: T*ra/ms! who was as great 
an Original in his Kind as Irene . He had all 
.the Pride, Ambition, Turbulency, Incon- 
ftancy, Violence, ©bftinacy, and Spirit of 
Perfection, that is fuppofed to have in- 
fefted the fallen Angels. Nor could a more 
advanced Age bring an Allay to his Fury; 
he would have made an excellent Pope, 
when what they call Herefie was to be ex¬ 
tirpated. In his Youth he had been of the 
Orthodox, but finding Idolrworfhip was 

* coming to be the folhiondble Religion, he 
profened and preached it, and fb was made 
Bifhop of Antioch , without the lead Blulh 
-or Relerve of Modefty, at hearing what 

were his former Opinions recited 5 he feem’d 
*to have grown craftier, but not more ho¬ 
ly • nor did he pretend to it, indulging 
. his amorous Vein, and making as many 
Conquefls over the Bodies of the fair Sex, 
as of their Souls. He was once upon his 

Knees 
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Knees to a lady, afterwards famous in the 
Altar-Service for the Sweetnefi and Com- 
pafs of her Voice, the fineft Singer of her 
Age; the good Prieft laid about him with 
the Zeal or his Function,.and beg'd her for 
Heaven’s fake, and fpQething more, to be 
kind and have Mercy upon him, it might 
be a means of laving his Soul, for he 
ihould die. of Melancholy or Defpair, or 
turn Self-Murderer, if ftp continued to be 
cruel.- . 

The Biibop of Gabtia alfo became ajCon- 
vert .to Idolatry, or rather to Irene's Power, 
-and the Court. This holy Merchand would 
have made an incomparable Vender of 
Books; Nature fits every one with a pecu¬ 
liar Genius; feir he xtpdeffipod the Value of 
their,Editions more than the Value of Learn¬ 
ing: He was Mafter. of an. extraordinary 
Library, which he" had found the Art of 
getting, without paying Extortion ; and 
becaufe he would be fure to be a thorough 
Divine after he was made Lprdof Galana, 
he. fet himfelf tp ifludy the. Cure of Bo¬ 
dies,- the better or caller to come at that of 
theSoul. 

Thefe and others of the fame Principle, 
.were afligned (noted for indefatigable Iiv 
duftry) to manage a Council, that was met 
at Cqnfianumple,. in. the feventh Year of 
ConfianHne's Reign 5 1 but the Citizens, and 
Soldiers . underilanding the Deputies were 
pack’d for Irene's Purpole, fuch as w,ould 
iefiore Image-Worlhip, they couragioufly 

dkove 
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drove them out of the City, as faft a* they 
arrived there, which obliged the Emptefs to 
adjourn to Ntce, where the firft general 
Council fate. Three hundred and fifty Fa¬ 
thers out of the Eaft and Weft, met oft 
this Occalion ; the Number of the Italian 
Biihops gave the Idolaters the Majority. 
They decreed, That Images ihould be maae 
tile of, but not woilhipped with Latria. 
The Pope’s Agents were fo rampant, that 
they would have as much Refped paid to. 
the Idols, as if the Deity were vilttuy pre- 
fent, which the Fathers would not allow, 
though they were moft of them Irene's Crea¬ 
tures, whom ihe had perverted to Idolatry 
fince Ihe came to the Adminiftration, and 
had been difgufled concerning Stauracinu 
This Council was never received by the 
Orthodox Chriftians. Seven Years after 
Charles King of the Frants called One at 
Frantfert , where three hundred Fathers af- 
fcmbled, who condemned Images and the 
Synod ot Nice. The good Patriarch of Con- 
ftantinople could only give Examples of Pu¬ 
rity, tie had no Power remaining • and tho’ 
perhaps the moft learned, the mbit pious, 
the moft eloquent Divines that ever adorn¬ 
ed the Eaft, were then Prelates of the Em¬ 
pire: yet Ignorance, Stupidity, Idolatry, 
and; Perlecurion, under Conftantine the Or¬ 
thodox, had like to 1 hive bid fair for the 
Extirpation of diem, and of their Wor- 
fhip. 


It 
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It had been Ctjnr’s good Fortune ftill to 
be beloved by his People, who pity’d his 
unhappy motherly Infatuation, rather than 
ex poled it. Whatever Mi (carriages happen* 
ed, were all attributed to bent and her Mi¬ 
ni fters, not to him; they would not know. 
That a Prince far from evil in himfelf, is 

5 ill anfwerable for all the Evil he fuSers o- 
ters to commit under the lacred Umbrage of 
bis Name. Conftantint C*Jar thought not of 
any, or rather thought not at all. 

*s and Irene’s Artifice kept him from Re¬ 
flection : How could he believe himfelf in 
the Wrong, svho was hourly applauded for 
being in the Right? AH that approached, 
offered Incenfe to / and founded Sum- 
racins's dory! The Empire, he was told, 
never madedb great a Figure as under his 
Direction • the Serbmans trembling at his 
very*Name:'His Name ! which was fuffici- 
ent of it felf to fettle or overthrow Pro¬ 
vinces and Kingdoms; AD the known Na¬ 
tions of the Eaft and Weft fhrouded under 
the Wings of his Eagles for Protection: 
He was tneir only Allium! Letters, Ambaf- 
fkddrs, Congratulations ftill came cramm’d 
with Ctfar's Glory, and Stattraciuf s Succefs 1 
Does the wifeft Mortal ever have Recourfe 
to Remedies, when the whole Body of his 
Phyficians, upon whom he depends, tells 
him he has no Occafion For aiiy, or rather, 
that his State of Health is fb well confirm'd, 
that whatever Alterations happens, muft be 
to his Prejudice ? This was Confantine Ce- 
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Jar's Cafe: He was truly, luckily beloved 
by his People, and no lefs happy abroad, 
tie faw none but what tickled him with the 
Repetition of his Praifes, his Glory and 
Reputation,; bedid-not fo much as dispute 
but that he. was adored as a. vtfible Divinity j 
the real. rahkling;Sote that lay latent' and 
was but skin’d. over by' the artful Glofs 
Irene and tAianUms gave, was to all Intents 
concealed from Cjtfar, who could not ap¬ 
prehend th$ Malignancy, when hs'knew.of 
oplDiilemper. ,• i..' 

- But drew, who now regretted even thgt 
Shadow of Empire which was yet in Conjian- 
me, law, that wbilft he was fo beloved, £he 
could not ften into his Place with her ador’d 
StAHpjcius.: Her hrft Artifice was to get,him 
to: marry TkeodeBa, Maty xhtjArmpUn his 
Wiff being lfill alive, and hqthing laid 
to her Charge, refleiting on her Chaflity, by 
which fhe knew he would quickly become 
odious, and her lelf be revenged. for what 
that Maid had done agsdnlt her.. Tarajlus 
performed the Ceremony;, for which Plata 
the Patriarch, and others, thecniCt of .the 
Clergy of Conflanttnaplt^ excommunicated 
\Tarajuu ; but Con/Iantine, or rather Irene, 
imprifoned Plato, and rais’d up fo furious a 
Perlecution, againll the Orthodox Clergy, 
that even the moll fanguine of the Empire, 
could not but . perceive they were now in 
good Earned bent upon Image-Wprlhip, 
and upholding the Church of Rome, to the 
Dellru&ion of the Grech* 


Viri- 
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Vindiflive Irene was rclolved to take this 
Opportunity to vent the Envy and Malice 
brooding in her Heart againft FUto Patri¬ 
arch of Confidntinople and his Adherents, for 
having oppofed Stauracit*^ and been lb for¬ 
ward in their Excommunications; ihe wou’J 
try her Right and Title, whether Religion 
or her felf ihould reign. How durft thofe 
feucy Priefts difpute what Ihe dire&ed ? Or 
pretend to argue upon the Validity of the 
Emperor’s Marriaee, when Ihe had advis’d 
it ? Now was the Struggle, which Ihould be 
mortify’d, the Greek or the Roman Church: 
Irene, that furious new Convert, who ne¬ 
ver was of any Opinion, ’till now to do 
Mifchief, fete in nightly Councils, contri¬ 
ving how they might get the Patriarch* con¬ 
demned ; riot as he was a Man, but as a 
Prieft contrary to their Worflrip; not for 
himfelf alone, but for his Brethren in him, 
who took upon them an Office that did not 
appertain to them. What had they to do 
to excommunicate for Houfhold and State 
Concerns ? Cou’d riot a Man marfry, or let 
it alone, but they mull iriterpofe with tel¬ 
ling what was juft and fit ? Their Bufinefs 
was only to preach Holinefs of Life, the Sal¬ 
vation of Souls, not to bufie themfelves 
with what Men did with their Bodies* 
Cou’d not every one live as they would for 
them? Shortly, if this was encouraged, one 
ihould not fhift a Scene, or remove an 
ficer, but Leave muft be asked of the Patri¬ 
arch, good Man, who .tho’ he made the Care 
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of gaining Heaven his Pretence, his Aim was 
to come in for a Share in the Dominion of 
the World, elfe be had never dar’d to thun¬ 
der his bold Reflections and Excommunica¬ 
tions upon thole who had Ctfnr' s Commif- 
fion for a£Hng, and did but what Confidence, 
and the Exigency of Affairs, required. 

Irene , Cethcgus, Cicero ) Sereins , Cataline y 
the illufirious Prelates formerly mentioned, 
and others of the Junto, met in Confuta¬ 
tion at ty£miiins\ to debate of punilhing 
the Patriarch of Cnn/lantinople in the molt 
glaring Manner Wife Cicero , tho’ thrown, 
into the Idol-Party, was no great Bigot to 
any Religion, and therefore advis’d. * That

* ons, norfuffer his Brethren any more to.

* of Perfewranee ; from whence refulted a 
*> SanfUon that made it venerable to the 

* People, and took into its Train a Sort of 
‘ good-fiatur'd Animals, confcientious Pools,

This Speech of Cttaline's i was received with 
a Plaudit j even Cicero himfelf fubfided, fee¬ 
ing it was the general Wilh, and Irene's par¬ 
ticular 
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i ticularOne, to have Plato facrificed to her 
! Refenttnent. Only hot Cethegus faid, ‘ He 
* knew not what Occafion they had for a 
4 Synod , their formal Paces and tedious 
4 Lengths wou’d fpin out a tedious time $ 
9 His humble Opinion was, That Cafar alone 
4 was fufficient to command, and for his 
4 Part, he flood forthwith refigned, ready, 
4 and willing to obey. 

However, Cetbegns his Spirit of Perfecuti- 
on was forced, tor once, to mix with the 
Allay of Time, which was no little Morti¬ 
fication to him. Gracious Irene refigned 
all Things to the well-pleafed Catalinc. A 
Synod was lbmmoned, which he took inde¬ 
fatigable Pains to manage, fo as to get the 
Majority on his Side; the holy Patriarch, 
together with the reft of his Brethren, that 
had joined with him in the Excommunicj- 
tion of the bold Bifhop of Antioch, was 
brought out of Prifon, not to hope any 
Thing from their Defence, but to receive 
their Sentence: All that ecclefiafticai Zeal 
i and Fury could fuggeft^ was put in force 
againft them, and Divorces juftifyed. Never 
were Barbarian Pirates, nor a Banditti fo un- 
pittifully inful ted. Pride and Ignorance, 
mixed with a wor dy Eloquence, foreign to 
the Purpoft, were made ufe of to condemn 
them for their Excommunication 5 the Ha- 
I rangue was one perpetual Train of Inve¬ 
ctives ; they offered nothing fubftantial, they 
had nothing to offer, and therefore were to 
, fupply the DefeCt of Matter of Argument* 
K by 
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by hitter Satyr, aftd twanging hyperbolical 
Reproach and Contempt. Cnrift had pofi- 
tively forbidden, thstany one ihould divorce 
his Wife, unlefs fhi/was convicted of Adul¬ 
tery : Tarafim of Antioch had dat’d to re¬ 
marry the Emperor, Alary his firfl Wife be¬ 
ing yet living, for which the good Patriarch,- 
and others of his Brethren, had excommuni¬ 
cated him; which being according to the 
Command of Scripture, Plato could very 
well make appear, he afled but to obey. 
That and his Confcience. He received aH 
the haughty flinging Infults of his Enemies, 
their Pride. Arrogance, ill Manners, ana 
Scorn, with a Humility truly primitive, for 
from recriminating • he lowly bow’d at 
every Period of Reproach; and when he 
was put to prove, Whence he took his Au¬ 
thority for Excommunication, he acquitted 
himfelf to the Applaqfe of all his impartial 
Hearers: His Defence was fo holy, fo mov¬ 
ing, fo humble, fo unaffectedly natural, £> 
free from Oftentation or Vanity, that w 
drew Tears from the Eyes of the Spe&ators; 
who Tefle&ed how he had been perfecuted, 
imprilon’d, ruin’d in Property, abandon’d 
to the Friendfhip of the Faithful, and every 
way an Obje<£l both of Admiration and Pity. 
However, all he could lay, fignify’d nothing 
to thole who came prepar’d in their Hearts 
to condemn him, for daring to meddle with 
Qmjlantine's fecend Marriage, and in that 
the Bufinefs of the Empire: Full of the 
Eloquence of tbofe of their own Side, arid 

deaf 
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deaf eo his, he was coovidcd, and remanded 
back to Prifon > whilft the triumphant Irtne % 
and her Party, got a Decree to confirm 
Omiantine Cafar’s Marriage with TbeodeQa • 
Cajar himfelf appearing in Place,not to judge 
of the Merits, becaufe they were determin'd 
before, bat by his Prefenoe, to invigorate 
and Screen thofe who a£ied on the Emprefs 
his Mother’s Side ; tho* in regard to his 
-double Marriage, againft the Honour, Con¬ 
fidence, and Imereft of his own. But io well 
they had manag’d the native Timidity of 
his Race, as to tell him, if double Marriages 
were condemn’d, he fhould lofe his Title to 
his WikTbeodecia, and consequently her felf; 
that if they remov’d the Foundation, the 
Marriage was necd&rily deftroy’d; which 
fo alarm’d C*far y that his former Tranquillity 
was no mone; all gave place to his Fears, 
and the Defire he had ftill to preferve to 
himfelf the Pofleffionofhis new Emprefs. 

* 'larafas, who had marry’d Conftantine to 
TheodeEia, now trauflated from the See of 
Antioch, and made titular Patriarch of Con- 
ftanumplt , in the room of Plate ( tho none 
acknowledged him but thofe on his own 
Side, Plato being ftill efteemed Patriarch) 
pretended to prove horn Scripture, * That 

* tho’ fecond Marriages (the firft Wife ftill 
i alive) were in tbemfclves exprefsly forbid- 
4 den and unlawful ; yet in Cafes of great 

* Neceflity, fuch as the utter Extinction of 
< the Race of Leo JJaurtcHS for want of 

* Heirs (which C*/hr could not have frotfi 

K 2 Mary 
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c Mary the Armenian^ whofe Conftitution 
4 was deftroyed by Difeafes) they might be 
4 difpenfed with; or rather, Difpenfations 
4 were lawful, as Inclination and Neceffity 
4 fuggefled ; exprefsly againft St. Pauly who 
4 forbids us to ao Evil that Good may come 
4 of it. The new Patriarch iniinuating, that 
4 ’twas a Law and no Law, binding or not 
4 binding, fometimes to be broken, as Con- 
4 fcience or Delire woold prompt. The Ex* 

4 igcncy of the Cafe could only determine 
4 the Point; but as to this, he, boldly ven- 
c tured, in regard of Awry’s Defers, to 
4 pronounce the Emperor s Marriage with 
4 Tbcodetta lawful. PU tflL and the reft of his 
4 Adherents, ought therefore to be condem- 
4 ned for fpeaking againft it, and much 
4 more, for daring to excommunicate thofe ! 
4 that had aflifled, and were the principal j 
4 A&ors in it.' 

Victorious over the Patriarch, Irene refol- 
ved to go on, and extirpate, in favour-of 
her Idols, even the Remains of the Ortho¬ 
dox ; all Places of Truft and Profit were 
filled by the Schifinatkks, there was even a 
Majority in the Senate; the Legions only 
could not be affe&ed, for thofe few great i 
Commanders that were made by her and 
Stater actus, were forc'd to give in to the Tide 
of the Soldier ; all the Empire (by Infpi* 
ration) took the Alarm, and role as if at 
one Moment • not a Plebeian, fcarce a Citi¬ 
zen, but became tenacious of that Religion, j 
they had, feemingly fo long negte&ed $ they J 
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exclaimed againft Irene is the Perverter of 
her Son, they counted up all her Male-Ad- 
niiniftration, hef Cruelty, the Murther of 
her Husband’s Brothers, her Extortion, her 
perverting Cefar to Idolatry; for he now 
gave in to her Tafte, and did little in favour 
of the Greeks , or rather all Things in fa¬ 
vour of the Romani (Is* an univerfai Spirit 
of Mutiny feized the People, the Armenian, 
Legions quarter’d in Thrace firft began, and 
peremptorily required, that the Emperor 
would take the Adminiftration of Affairs 
upon himfelf; they were followed by all . 
tne Legions, Provinces, and Cities ot the, 
Empire, who at firft gently, and afterwards 
more loudly, petitioned Gefar , That be maid 
be pleafed to reign alone: .They ask’d, that 
his Go-Cajrts might be difmifs’d, to find if 
he were able to walk of himfelf, for as yet 
he had appeared but as a Pageant, the Ke- 
prefentative of Augufius ; they wanted to be 
introduced, and acquainted with Conjlantine 
their Emperor, and prayed him, that he 
would a£t without Irene y that they might, 
as it was high Time, form a Judgement of 
his Opacity and Temper. ' If he were 
orthodox, let him exclude Idolaters from 
his Perfon, and the Service of the Altar: 
If he were merciful, let it be feen ? in gi¬ 
ving Repofe to the World after folingring, 
a War ; which though it bellowed upoa 
them the empty Name of Viftory, yet for¬ 
bore not to drein the Empire of its Blood; , 
and Wealth: If he were generous, let Per- 
K 3 fons. 
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fans of Merit be; preferred j thofe whole 
only Recommendations lay not in Difli- 
mulation, and in their Goners: If he were 
juft, let not StMraciuj’s Legions be the on¬ 
ly that were paid; let him remember the 
Suffering of the reft, and'the long Arrear 
to the Mariner: If he were wife, let him 
himfelf adminifter to his People: But if on' 
the contrary ; they could with Refignation, 

‘ receive any Misfortunes that derived im¬ 
mediately from (*far, and, as their Duty 
~ bound them, fulfer the Will of Heaven and 
Conjiantine’s , not requiring more than the 
Eternal Power had thought 6t to beftow ; 
whereas all Things from cruel Irene, and 
thofe mercilefs Idolaters, her Favourites, 
were infu pportable. The lame laid the Ci¬ 
tizens of ConJhtnHnephy when they found 
there was no other Way to preferve the Pu¬ 
rity of their Religion, and flop the Progrefe 
of Idolatry; their Rage, animated by their 
Fears,! turned into Fury; they called to 
Arms: Which the Emperor (who only could) 
did ftop the Progrefe ot by fending him, who ' 
had fo long been term’d Father of the Empire, 
into Exile, with the reft of the Male-Ad¬ 
ministrators : He re-inflated fUto in the Pa¬ 
triarch’s Seat, and permitted the Return of 
his own Friends about his Perfon; but 
they could not be appealed, wftilff yet the 
erne! Emprefs remained at Court; they da-' 
moured louder than ever, that fhe might be * 
delivered to the Soldiers with all het iD-gOt- • 
ten Riches, as lawful Spoil s But fhe Em¬ 
peror 
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peror had a meritorious Tendernefi for his 
Mother, though fhe had deferved fo ill of 
him, and of tne State; therefore he requi¬ 
red Ihe might only be banilhed his Prefence, 
and to prelerve her from the Refentment of 
the People that would have torn her in 
Pieces, in her Paflage, he himfelf led her 
out of the Imperial Palace, with great Re- 
fpeft (having by her former Blandilhments 
Keen induced to love, and by her latter 
haughty Severities brought to fear her) ac¬ 
companying her to another more fuperbe 
and coftly, that lhe had built at Eltitheri- 
where by her own and her Favourite 
StawaciHs's Griping and Extortions, lhe had 
laid up an itnmenfe Treafure, which Cxjar 
out of his Sweetnefs of Temper, fuffered 
her to enjoy. ' ' ' ' . 

’ Then wete Mediators difpatched, who it* 
good earneft intended to give Peace to the 
exhaufted Empire,' which at Heart, notwith- 
ftanding its Renown, it fo much wanted; 
aD Things tended under Canjl*ntine Axpuftus's 
bwn Condudf, to the. Advantage of Religi¬ 
on and the People. Poplicol *, • and Agripp*, 
of whom we have not yet fpoken, (though 
none can be ignorant of his high Quality,- 
Perfevetance, Capacity, and the Share he 
3t firft had in Conftantine’s .Favour) truly 
Orthodox, and the greatift Votary of Re~ - 
Kgion that Had yet eVerbeenan Honour to . 
rhe Mufe ; the'Prince df Cabrpxnia, Her* 
minim, and’ others, were Teftored to then 
former Ports, from whicllj/if they 

K»4, depart 
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depart fox Pique or Refentment, or any o- 
ther Injury or Reproach, (as having beheld 
the Mifchief their Defertion occafioncd) 
they deferve to be never forgiven; for had 
they at firft fuffered boldly, and endured the 
Perfecution of the Idolaters, even to Neg¬ 
lect and Contempt, 'till they had durft to 
have crouded others in their Places, thefe 
Calamities pofiibly of the Empire had ne¬ 
ver been: Then mined forth the glorious 
orthodox Emprefs Tbeodctfa; (Mary the Ar¬ 
menian juft before expired) : Then did ihe 
meet the Reward her Vertue merited fronx 
the Approbation of the Church and Peo¬ 
ple, and the Honours the Emperor, her 
Lord and Sovereign, fo well (when not di¬ 
rected by Irene ) knew how to beftow. Ac¬ 
clamations followed her, with the Appro¬ 
bation of all thofe who crouded about her 
Perfon, and had ever heard her Fame, and 
the Extent of her Deferts, 

Thus miraculoullv was the Greet Church 
delivered from the flavilh Terrors and cruel 
Perfecution of the Ronum, and her lacred Puri** 
ty preferved from the Pollution of Hereticks 
ana Idolaters, Nothing left than a Miracle, 
a Miracle due to the Prayers and Examples 
of thofe holy Prelates, that inceflantly im¬ 
plored Heaven for Redrels, and gave Ex¬ 
amples to the Earth, could have relieved 
her from the Jaws or that Lion, who in his 
Heart had already devoured, and would 
have left her even without a Name, or a 
Memorial for any to remember that ihe had 

ever 
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ever been : The Fortitude and Refoiution 
of the Legions and People, came not from 
themfelves; it was the Infpiration of that. 
Almighty Power, who will never abandon* 
his Church, though for the Sins of many,, 
he may feem for a time to leave her mourn¬ 
ful Beauties opprefs’d with N Grief and De-. 
Ipondence^tili nis inter poling Goodnels re¬ 
news her Charms with quickning Luflre, 
and caufes them to (hine forth clear and* 
flrong, after theDiffipation of thole Clouds* 
that had for a while ohfeured. her Brights' 
nefs. 

The Count de St. Girrone would have relfc 
ed here, but that Monfieur the Envoy, with¬ 
out ftaying to return him the Thanks that: 
he dfeferved, deffred him to exfpatiatfc a little: 
upon Siauracius’s Charafter, who had' filled i 
the EalV and Weft with the Report of his> 
Victories, what he had already heard, did* 
not feem fatisfa&ory enough; to whom* 
when the Count hadanfwered, tharhe had 
little more to fay of him, but. by. wav of : 
Repetition^ or fumming.up what had been* 
fpoken before, which perhaps his Excellency 
would find tirefome and aullj he paus’d 
while, and thus continued his Difcourfe. 

Stauracius the Thracian , having retrieved) 
himfelf from the Exigency of narrow Cj*- 
cumftances By ways fa infamous* that no* 
generous Man, in the iaft Extremity, couldi 
ffo6p to* found Fortune^ that fantaftidc 
Goddds, (who hovered, over iiinv atr hi* 
Birth* and. cry’d, Thou< ffeilt be mihe^ 
K % thou? 
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thou art my Darling) unaccountably kind 
and indulgent to her Adopted, upon whom 
file diffufed lb great a Share of her Bleffings, 
that an extraordinary Courage was by no 
means neceflary to accomplifn him, fuch an 
one as her Minion ought to be, lince by her 
Favour alone Ihe causa him to gain Vifio- 
ries, to gain Cities, as it were oy an Im- 
rtulfe of DelUny, that fo it mull be, as if 
Fate and Fortune fhould fey, You are our 
Aeentj and nothin, ihall be able to prevent 
what we delign. He came into the Field in 
a lucky Point of Time; at the Period of 
the Verjian Empire, that had flourilhed long, 
and was grown to fo gigantick a Height, as 
to be fliaken by her own Weight, a dege¬ 
nerate Timidity fucceeding that Courage, 
Which under Cyrns had rais’d diem to yni- 
vitrfal Monarchy. Kingdoms have dobbt- 
lefs their Bourns and Revolutions, as well 
as other fubhinary Things, therefore would 
the Perfian have fallen, though Stauradus had 
never been born, who had no occafion to 
contribute any oneVertuebut good Luck,, 
towards fo tremendous an Event, unlefs it 
were allying himfelf to Irene and tsSmiliut. 

Fortune does not always choofe the moH 
Worthy, yet feldom do her Favourites prove 
altogether unworthy ; but when a Founda¬ 
tion is ill laid, the Building generally proves 
irregular: It leems to me therefore as if Stax- 
rncius rather chofe to eftablifft hinifelF by' In¬ 
gratitude and Treachery, than Vertue and Fi- 
aen^, becauft he rejected the Meini that lay* 
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fair before him to attaip that End; and as our 
goodand gracious Mother Nature, is faid 
to fend no Poifon, but flte provides an An¬ 
tidote, the Vipe .of Avarice, (Stawacius' s 
Dgrling^though fo despicable in it felf, 
doubflels.prepared. the Greeks from a mote 
defnicabk Confequence ; fin had he had a* 
Noolefs of Soul, or even had not been fo 
ipraidly covetous, affiJled as he was by For¬ 
tune his Parent. and his Miftrels, Whs# . 
might hp <061; have done ) Where might 
Slot bivfi seign’d? But however ambition^- 
be might be* .Money iiiB had .the Alien— 
dantvhfis Suecefs in. Battle he look’d upojp 
.only as a larger. Means to exhauft the Con¬ 
quered, and ravage with Impunity; advan^ 
cing only His qwn Creatures, thole that were 
Acceflaries in fo bale a Work- Had-a-Maj*. 
of Cataline' s Make,;had thole Opportunities,, 
he would.quickly have been the moil dread¬ 
ful Thing upon Earth - But Stawacius’s Me¬ 
diocrity could rile no higher, or rather fink- 
no lowcaythan doing all Things, without 
pmUtit^ theiueaneft, to increalehis alrea¬ 
dy nn numbered .Store. -. 

. He was a Man governed^ of rather aw’d 
by his Wife,' to whom he durft not but 7 
fubmit his owi> Under Handing, in concert 
•with her Creatores, a£tiqe nothing abroad 
but’^bat they ArH ad fif’d at homes Hap* 
tjy. in hiving a Tempet fo complying'; for 
|t. iiras in C^nfideration' of that, ana hiny 
that Gungei gave up their firif 

firndy Gold, the glittering Eaft ita* 

Riches*, ^ 
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Riches, and the fertile Campania her Fruit* 
fulnefs. His Army was fed, and cloathed, 
and pampered, whilft the half-ftarved na¬ 
ked Lemons or Africl, Greece , and Iberia y 
groan’d under along Arr^ar, fed only with 
aidant Expectation, exploring a wintry Sky, 
and the parching Summer Sands of Matiri- 
tania defenfelefs and expos’d! whilft 
Hus drain’d the Empire, to prevent even 
Stateroom ’s Defiresj the Flower of the Sol- 
diery, the Heart of the Treafury, were per¬ 
petually lent to re-inforce, an Army, that 
could not hut overcome, whefc Nature and 
Fortune were for them, Fate and Deftiny 
againfl their Enemies* 

His Perfon, Quality, and Reputation, pro¬ 
cur'd him many Favours' from the fair Sex, 
whofe Hearts are generally the Warrior’s 
Prize; but when he grew too old topleafe 
without any other Confideratroo, being fix¬ 
ed to his Principle of Covetoufnefs, he 
went in fearch of much cheaper Pleafures, 
and found his Account with a Reverend 
Matron, inacommonHoufeof Entertain- 
ment, where, as Occafion called, he ufed *- 
to come Incognito, and through a Ghfs-Door 
with a tranfparent Curtain, feeing and nn- 
feen, make choice among a Number of fair 
Ladies. The Courtezan, who was ordained 
for his Evening Diverfion, bad a Prefent of 
One Hundred and Twenty Nine Seftercei 
from his Highnefs; fo defjncable a Reward, 
that his Page or Footman, that perhaps 
fucceeded him, would be alhamed not to give 

more; 
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more. Then for his Probity, he promis'd 
whatever you required, but was fure never 
to perform, unlefs you brought an Equiva¬ 
lent in your Hand.' Owing an to his Prince, 
he yet arrived to that height of Infolence, as 
not to yield him the Dilpolal of any thing; 
complaining upon the lead Attempt, that 
bis important Services were negle&ed, and 
the Reward affigned to others: Juftly an 
Enemy to Peace, becaule Peace would cer¬ 
tainly be an Enemy to him; prolonging 
the rerfun War, left his own Power Jhould 
end, never valuing the Lives of the Soldi¬ 
ers, fo that he but prelerved his own, nor 
weighing the exorbitantEx pence of a foreign 
War to the People at home, whilft enrich¬ 
ing hhnfelf abroad. His Ambition would 
have had no Bounds, had not his Avarice 
confined it; which happening to be his 
^Alcendanr, has proved not lefs milchie- 
vous, though the other might have been 
more fatal. 

Monlieur k Count, anfwered Htratlo T per¬ 
ceiving St. Girront had done fpeaking, You 
are a bitter Enemy;; I hope' at lcafl you are 
as good a Friend > they are generally Con- 
fequences of one another; My Lord, re- 
ply’d the Count, 1 beg your Lordlhip not 
to miftake me. I have no perlonal Quar¬ 
rel to thole I have been fpeaking of| they 
have done me no particular Injury; it is on¬ 
ly becaule they are great and gjarir^ Ene¬ 
mies to Vertue that I am an Enemy to 
them, and therefore I muft quote nsec 

dents? 
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dents; Xenophon, Tbaeidides, Plutarch, Livy, 
Salujt , and thofe oilier Writers, who have 
impartially related ihe Imperfections even of 
Heroes, are valued more particularly for 
their Sincerity. It is not becaufe they were: 
fuppofed to lave received. Injuries, or even - 
been acquainted with all thole .whole Im¬ 
perfections they thought fit to record, and- 
therefore c.ould lave no netfonal Prejudice j 
but becaufe an honeft Man is impatient to' 
have Juftice done to the Worthy and;Uh.- 
worthy. Who can bear to haire the; Ora¬ 
cle of an Empire live in a Cowrie of Crafty 
Deceit, and Known Adultery, and, not de-r 
reft thofe fine Qualifications, that want force 
enough to teachhim this plain Leflon, That 
no Man has true, good, found Senfe, who - 
is immoral ? Thole : vpry Advantjagey he 

g iflefles, make him more deflniCtiveto the 
ommunity. Vice is very infe&ious ! and 
WiUnoc the half-witted Man, who has nor 
enough to be throughly honeft, be apt to 
think an Imitation* after fo bright an .Ori¬ 
ginal, very pardonable, if not laudable ? 
Mav<; not vicious Habits their. Pafliioris as 
tvfell asGarmerrts ?. ’Tis the Great that make 
Examples, which the Little are proud to 
follow: Ought they not to let. a- double 
Guard , upon themfelves, Ebcc in Them a 
Nation often fins? Methinks*tishard, and 
I have often wondered at it, why that Max*

Pieces, did not retrain feyeral who were 
viciouuy inclined, fearful of feeing them* 
felves represented? The Satyrift mufl be¬ 
thought of ufe, to his Country, though T 
can’t forgive him, that betrays the Weak- 
nefs of ms Friend, or anj Secret that he , 
happens to be let into, of what Nature 
foever; or who, having been obliged^ or 
received into Families, finds the derencelefs 
Part, and expofes their Foible to the World 
Thofe are Meanefles below Contempt,fcarce 
any can. be guilty of them, I mull always 
condemn the Perfon from whom Scandal' 
firft arifes; him that gives a Man or Wo¬ 
man (perhaps yet young in Vice) to the Ru¬ 
in of Tongues, and throws their Reputati¬ 
on to the Winds, to be torn and. fcattered. 

By malignant Fame. I would haye every 
one tender, even how they repeat any Thing* 
difadvantagious of another, till he be very- 
well allured not only of the Truth, but 
that the Matter oFFa& is no longer a Secret r 
Nay, and even then, I would have him di- 
jftijjguifli between a Start, and a confirm’d. 
Habit of Vide. We have all opr Frailties $ 
tjie' Suppreflion of them' is doiflbuefsly me¬ 
ritorious ; but the Glorying i» them, byan, 

gftentatious long Courfe of Evil, ‘ and refu-

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ging under the Splendour of a Great Name 
ana Quality, is fomething fo abominable, 
as mud give Offence to every honed Man. 
How likes the grateful Perfon the Ingrate- 
ful ? Ingratitude is the viled of all Vices! 
and mod oppofite to natural Equity, and 
yet it is the mod common ; it is never found 
among Brutes, not even the mod lavage 
and cruel: The Lions are to be mollify’d by 
Benefits: Men alone are naturally ingrate- 
ful ; and yet there is fomething in it fo 
fhameful, that there was never yet one 
found, that proved an Advocate for it, or 
that wouM confefs himfelf guilty: There* 
fore when we behold it in a Prince, have 
we not Liberty to decry, deted, and expole 
it ? In like manner, to fee unbounded Co- 
vetoufneis, Gripings, and Extortion croud- 
ing the Souls of tnofe who ought to give 
profitable Examples to the People beneatb- 
them, is abominable! And fo in refpeft of 
all thofe other Defefte, which I have ob- 
lerved often in the Confiantinopolitan Heroes, 
and which are lb obvious and confirmed* 
that not a Child, who has ever heard of the 
Name of Gttaline y but knows his Irreligion, 
Wickednefs, and Artifice! of Cetbegus, but 
is acquainted with his Vanity, Cruelty, anil' 
fiery ill-nature! of Stauracm , but deteds 
his Ingratitude and Avarice! and fo of the 
red. Therefore, my Lord, puifued he 
fpeaking to Hox»m y '‘tis not that I am un¬ 
fair, but becaufe that they are notorioufly 
&ul. If we lbcak of them at all, we mulb 
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fpeakof them as they are; and tho’ per¬ 
haps a great many may think, ’twere better

ties, who know not how to go out of the 
Road of their own Time, and would ftill 
he admired, though contrary even tb Na¬ 
ture, as well as the Falhion. Tell a young 
Lady fbe%handfom, and lhe’ll prefently flare- 
as if fhe thought you mad ; ’tis not now¬ 
adays that they hear any fuch Things : But 
ask her., who (he’s for, the. Pope or the 
Patriarch ? and lhe’ll underftand you pre¬ 
fently ; and after Ihe has delivered her Opi¬ 
nion, Ihe’ll delend it with a Volley of Ar¬ 
guments. Implore a tempting Beauty, talk 
of her Cruelty, arid bee tier to have pity ;

One rnuft do the Perfon, who appeared 
the Mother, this Juftice, that fhe looked 
very youthful to have three fuch well grown 
Daughters; fhe was perfe&ly fair, but 
infinitely afieded. It had been the Faihion 
when her Ladyfhip was the Faihion, and 
fhe knew not how to depart from it. I 
had tire good Luck, to pleafe her, without 
defiring it; I don’t know why 1 call it fo, 
doubtlefs any young Fellow, of a promifing 
Conftitution, might have done the fame, 
though my Eyes and Heart were already 
directed to one of her Daughters.

Why chule to be 
an idle Spe&ttor, rather than a Cdebrator 
of thofe Aftions he fo well knows how to 
define and adorn ? VirgU Hmlelf. nor Vh* 
gifs greater Mailer, Homer , could not boaf! 
of finer Qualifications than Man : Mart t 
who alone, of all the Poets, truly irtfpir’d, 
could ceale to be himfelf; could degenerate 
his godlike Soul, and proftitute that inborn 
Genius, all thole noble Accomplilhments 
of his, for Gold; could turn away his Eyes 
from the delicious Gardens of Parnafftu, of 
which he was already in pofleffion, to tread 
the wandring Maze of Bufinefs. Farewel 
Mart, ’till you abandon your artificial Pa¬ 
tron, Fame mull abandon you !

Pretenders of .both Kinds, the Refiilt ofthat 
Silence, which has invaded thofe who are 
truly Mailer of the Mules; but this Thing 
without a Name, is only known by theper* 
million Julius Sergius gave her to invoke 
him ns a Patron.; if ihe had tiny other Art 
of pleafing him, he had beft conceal it, left 
he make htmfelf the laugh df thofe nume¬ 
rous Coxcombs by whom her Addrefe and 
Adulations have been lb often rejected? 
Much goad may it do you, Sergius, with. 
Luis’s Charms, the ^Leavings of the Mul¬ 
titude. 

The great Interefi .he hod, commanding. 
That which commands All, drew many to 
addrefe to him: For one Seaton it was be¬ 
come an abibhite Faftrion, none thought 
themfelves die Poet, if Sergius the Manus, 
were hot the Patron. This CnAom induc'd 
a certain lady to prefent his Lord (hip with 
the Labours of her Brain, but ihe was fo 
forbidding, or rather fo fhocki ngly ugly,' 
that Sergius with all his gpod Nature and 
stffe&ed Gallantry, could not afford her a 
Place in his Gallery, deferring to ask dm 
Favour of CLr'mdu to lit for her. Picture, 
"till he Ihfiuld have an occasion to make a 
Col le£tion of she Furies, where fie may af« 
fere her fclf of the Frefoence. 

Deferable Aaay iuteretim , are yon' to con¬ 
clude, » yon began, with Tbtdru alone? 
Axe yah contented to ht)* outdone the Pat¬ 
tern Euripides fet ? Do you believe all that 
heavenly Bounty of the MuTes was lavi&ed 

upon. 
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upbn you to treafure up in your own Breaft ? 
That Strength and Perfpicuity of Style, the 
Numeroufnefs of your Verfe; that eafie 
Flow of Numbers, that enchanting happy 
Art of yours, in Metaphors and Similics,and 
all thofe ravifhing Beauties that at once de¬ 
light and aftonilh! 

My Lords, I am far gone in the Gallery 
of Poets, and know not how to get out, 
not even to take part of Sergius's fumptuou* 
Feaft 5 imagine the Beds carv’d by the moft 
exquifite Workmen, the Quilts and Pillows 
offineft Woolj the double Phenickn Purple 
Dye, with Coverings tyf Embroidery in 
Gold, Scarlet and Pearls j the Tables either 
mafly Silver, or more expenlively inlaid ; 
not Apictm himfelf was a greater Epicure 
than is Sergius; Lucrin Oyfters, jBritijh 
Cockles adorn his Board, the ftatcly Turbut 
and delicious Sicilian MuHet fwim again in 
the rich Wines of Calabria , cramm’d Pea¬ 
cocks, the African Hen, and every Bird that 
wings the Air, pays Tribute to his Feaft; 
the Lake of Thrafimene , and the Shore of 
Hguria, provides him Cavear and Sturge¬ 
on t inffiort, nothing is wanting, or rather, 
all Things are there; with huge Corinthian 
Veflels, mafly Plate imbofs’d; Earthen-ware 
double gilt; Chriftal Glaffes: Hit Mulici- 
ans are as admirable in their Art as are his 
Cooks; Then for Defert, after a Parade of 
Sweetmeats, who can compare 
IJ?** 1 Stylus t Who like him covers the 
Table, for the laft Time, with fomething

you nay behold; a vaft Service of Perfume^ 
precious Ointments, fweet Grecian Oils and 
icented Waters, even Jewels and Gold in 
Specie ate the produce of his Board, with 
inchan ted Pieces of Sticks id artificially 
carv’d, that 'tis but delivering them to thfe 
Imperial Treafiper, and they ihall ftraight

think fit, I fuppofe I might have been laid 
aiide.

Whilft Sergius was bufying himfelf in re¬ 
ceiving thofe Heelings, who have more 
Refpelt Ibewed them at ConftanHuople than 
Perrons of the firil Merit and Diliin&ion, 
1 Sole away, and refolved to wander thro' 
that Mate of Blifs by my lelf, fince I found 
♦here Was no Hopes of getting Julius along 
with me. Each Apartment was acceflible, all 
yielding to the Sight by their Chryftal Lights, 
and an exa£i Decorum obferved, not to in¬ 
trude upon one anothers Pleafuies; but as 
I was a Stranger, and not very folidtous of

I ’till one of us is kick’d out of Bed; thump 
■ 'we fell upon the Floor. The Viflory often 
remains on my Side. Let hie fpeak it, my 
dear Narcifctf, wfcbaut'boafting, I am a 
Soldier's Daughter, I trasi Conquerefs laft 
Night. The impertinent Fool wou’d know 
when I ftw you; hut I made him pay for 
his Queftion. Here the Lady repeated the 
Motion with her Foot, at which ihe feem’d 
very expert, very much in her Element, and 
diverted even with the Repetition of her 
Herokk Exploits: And then, went Ihe on: 
We obfcrve Conditions moft honourably;

obliged to rife and depart to another Bed : 
And do not you think, that this Matrimo¬ 
nial Life is very heavenly. 

The next; 1 .law was a Scene of much 
more Sof tnefs, irr ati Alcove, where repos'd 
a Lady, undfcr the Figure of Ariadne, al- 
raoft naked, as lhe is repreiented by the 
Painters in the Embraces of Bacchus , for 
fuch appeared the Mien of the Perion that 
was with her.

Lydia , her Confidant, and Fa^tioner 
of her Wardrobe, dyank.'deep ( then fill’d 
to Philomela, a Nymph: agreeablefor her 
Voice, and the Kirick.QW had in pleafing 
jtriadne. Bacchus did notforbear to do-Ju- 
ftice in his turn, when the Lady, whom 
he held embraced, playing with tnofie Gar¬ 
lands of Vine-leaves that he wore,- com¬ 
manded Ebilimela to give them an amorous 
Air ; wh*eh -when - lhe ’ had (performed, lhe 
drew her tohfer, 'andkifs’d her Lips, with 
Eyes iwimming in Delight and a peculiar 
Satisfaftion: let me-die, my lovely Girl, 
laid lhe, if thou haft, not all the Deliciouf- • 
nefs and Flavour in thy - Breath, that one 
can imagine; - My dear, Bacchus , try the 
-Pleafure of her moift Kiflesj I could wear 
gway a Life, upon her Lips, prefe me cloler, 

thou 
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thou enchanting Girl: Not aB Mankind 
can give me fuch poignant Joys! Here fol¬ 
lowed a very new and out of-the-way Scene, 
hut of what I can oily imagine $ for dex¬ 
terous Lydia flipp’d a twilled Cord of Silk, 
which in a Moment left all in the park, 
the numerous Lamps being at one Inftant 
not extinguilhed, but obfcured and cover¬ 
ed by Silver Machines artificially contriv’d. 
I heard render Sighs and broken Murmur* 
fucceed theLight, 'till after, a convenient 
Seafon of Darkneft, adroit: Lydia pull’d the 
Cord} and aJlteas Day again. The new 
fill'd fparkling Bowls grac’d their Hands 
afrefh ; they drank all together to the God 
cf Love, and wiihed themfelves, and one 
another, unintermitting Health, to tafle for 
ever the Joys of Love and Wine in Petft- 
dioft, as they did now! 

1 could not forbear laughing, when, in 
the next Apartment, I beheld that old lux¬ 
urious Patrician CataHne with a young Girl.

I thought I had 
Impudence enough, but ibe even out-does 
me. I remember my Wife was newly 
brought to Bed of a Son, no Matter how 
file came by him; there he was, that con¬ 
cerns ho Body, as long as l am ealie why 
fhould others be bulie ?

a Mortal, interrupted I ? Who ? What ? 
for Heaven’s fake, dear Julius inform me : 
Let me have one View more of that inevi¬ 
table Goddefi. Let us walk filently, and in 
Admiration, by them. Heavens! what a 
Symmetry of Beauty! how graceful her Mien! 
how awful her Prefence! what a Harmony 
is there in that glorious Face! how well- 
formed ! what Glances Ihe throws from 
her bewitching Eyes ! how arched are her 
Eye brows ! how finely turn’d her Nofe ! I 
lhall be diftrafted ’till I prefs the Rubies of 
thofe enchanting Lips; there’s Incantation 
in her Smiles: Behold ! lhefpeaks,andlhows 
a thoufandnew Beauties. Was ever any .Teeth 
in the World to compare with her’s ? How 
wJiite! how welt rang’d ! how red her Gums!

I lhall run 
mad in gazing on her. What I can fay is, 
That ’till this Moment I never beheld Perfe¬ 
ction.

But why does not fome generous happy 
M4n» anfwered I, atone for the Injuftice of 
Fortune', and marry her, Cnee Ihe has Ho¬ 
nour arid Gratitude to fet a Value upon the 
fleaft .QUigdtibn ? Who would- notbe proud 
•of iuefa a Wife?: Becaufe, reply'd Scram, 
there are .many that feek to ruin the Ho¬ 
nour and Venue of Women, few to repair 
them; all are fond of having a fine Crea¬ 
ture upon their own Terms, force aay.ofi 
her’g,' i£ without ar Dowry ihe. raifes her 
Petenfions fo high as Matrimony, 'the blef- 
fed’Man-that fir ft poffefled Altnia , if he 
: M-S did 
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did many her, as fome imagine, has thought 
fit to difown it.. Was it pomble, think you,, 
that fo bright a Charmer could live with¬ 
out Millions of Importunities ? Amongft 
die Croud that adored, and followed hot 
Steps, Ihe has declared in fevour of tfcar 
Perfon you beheld her with, who does eve¬ 
ry. thing elfe to deferve die Blriltng, and is- 
eoivy’d for hh good Fortune by all that 
•have Eyes, and know the Value of fuchmi- 
xactdous Beauty: 1 may. very well call hers. 
fo y becaufe I never yet faw any who were 
not charm’d by her, the Eyes of the whole- 
Amphitheatre and Cirque being direded, 
whenever file appears, to her alone: In the- 
Imperial Gardens, or any other Walks, they 
divide and make a Lane, that flie may pafs, 
itriumphantly along^ Oh 1 how unjuft.js.

I -obey’d, and beneld an Al¬ 
cove richly, lafcivioufly adorn’d, even fupe- 
rior to the reft, where a beauteous Woman- 
was waiting; One, whofe Face is Very welF 
known, ana the better, becaule ’tis none of 
her own. The old -Beldam (in appearance} 
threw up her Veil, and flew to the Charm¬ 
er’s Anns, who in receiving the Carets-, 
threw her fair Face over the Mndona's Shoul¬ 
der, and put out her Tongue with a Mien 
of Scornand Diflike; then turning lhort

You moft be contented,, 
my Lord, at being removed os aforefeen on- 
lucky incident, tliat would have prevented, 
with an over-officwtre VaVn* and Conduft, 
vhofe Matters ck’Triumph he hasfince met 
with, and which has -concurred to make 
him an-Qbj®8«t once formidable and for¬ 
tunate. 

Indeed, Monfienr the Count, anfwtr’d 
Horatio, with-an obliging Air, I know how 
to take Things fpofcen in Gallantry, i do 
not pretend to merit-any Part-of what you 
have been pleufed to attribute to me, yet f 
am forty that! cannot obey your Come 
■mauds; imagine how vain I mufl appear,, 

‘in giving you my feif the Detail of a War 
which was upheld by Miracle, and: where 
Fortune doubtlefs deferved the Share which

Latin is that- of the Att- 
gaftan Age; he. has done fiirprizitig Things 
that andevery way Upon his Return to 
Conftantintple y I do not doubt but to lee bun 
as Eminent as his Deferts, Great in all the 
Offices of Life. I can refer you to him with 
an Affurance of Satisfaction, fince none is lo 
fit to give an. Account of the Iberian War, 
becaufehe attended my Perfoo, anti was an 
Eye-Witnefs of atL- that pafs’d..

no. great Reoiorfe or Dif&tisfofKon, nay, 
was more difpofed to Hugh than to lament;

But a* contemptible as this appeared fo

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wither of us, pr out Confederates; for Prince 
Annulus not fucceeding, we might have af- 
fifted Prince Alexis ; (he writ tint Hour to 
the King of the franks, complaining in ob- 
fcure Terms, of my Iiublence and want of 
Refpefi^ defiring I might be recalled* The 
next Day, to make her Indignation more 
remarkable, fhe went to the Palace where I 
tyf lodged, knowing I was then engaged at 
Court, and iearch’d all the Apartments, 'till 
in my Bed-Chambet, Ibe found her own 
Pifture, which I had bought fome Days be* 
fore of a very good Limner at an exceffivc 
Price; her Majefty had been told it by fome 
officious Perfon, and thinking me unworthy 
to have fuoh a jewel in my rofleffion, how¬ 
ever dearly bought, came in Perfon to take 
it triumphantly away without any fart of 
Complement, Apology, or Con&dmtion of 
the Money it had coil me.

who feem’dthe mod formidable Candidate, 
though there were feveral more that put in. 
The late King left an immetile Sum in Jew* 
els and ready Money. The Queen dill kept 
her Court in the Capital, where by her Ad- 
drefs. Eloquence^ and Generofity, file drew 
after her, Numbers of thole term’d Noble, 
and by her Charity, attra&ed the Prayers 
and good Wilhes of the Poor and Needy; 
her Coders were however replenifhed at the 
Soldiers Cod,—a vad Anear being due to 
them; for the late King had, for a long 
rime, made it his Bulinefa to pay as little 
as poflible, to fave Money for his Queen 
and Children, knowing that whenever he 
dhould happen to die, that Would be the on¬ 
ly Service to them j .whereas, what was due 

.to 
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to the Army, would be look’d upon as a 
Debt of the Crown’s, and generally to be 
paid by the next Succeffor. Hut the 
Number of Candidates increasing, they 
fbrefaw that it would be a long Time 
before the Eledion was likely to be deter¬ 
min’d, and ’till then, there was' no Proba¬ 
bility of their Arrears* To bring Things to 
1 a nearer Conclusion, I infiigated the Lieu¬ 
tenant-General to a Confederacy among the 
Soldiers, (by which they mounted on Horfe- 
| back, got into the Field, and exafled Con- 
[ tributionSj demanding a fpeedy Election. 

^ Then began the Troubles of the Sartnata^ 

! bat we -forefee not when they can have an 
End. The Regent fate in daily-Confuta¬ 
tion how to-'raiSe Money to fatisfie the 
Demands of the Mutineers, as 'knowing 
they had buttocf • much Caufe to Complain. 
The Crown-General thought it was befl to 
^ teduce them-by-Force; and eager to be re¬ 
veng’d upon his Lieutenant, who had de¬ 
bauched fo coniidmbk a Part of the Army 
from their Duty and his Obedience, drew 
up the -Soldiers that-Hill remained under his 
Command, and gaVe the Rebels Battle, but 
was beaten with confide table Lois, which 
to all Purpofes rathe* increas’d than dhni* 
nrfhed the Confufion of the Kingdom. 
The victorious Mutineers purfued their good 
•Fortune, and took one of the Ticheft and 
hugeft Cities, which haying put under Con- 
N tri- 
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tribotion, they eftablifh’d their Winter- 
Quarters, and made a new Standard, the 
Figure or two Swords, with this Motto, 
which was inlcribed under one of them, 
For our Country ; under the other, For us, the 
defenders of our Country. Then began War 
ana Defolation to reign, they loudly de¬ 
manded that the Queen fhould be made to 
retire from the Capital with the Children- 
Royal, which if Ihe refus’d, they would 
force her to depart the Kingdom: The Re¬ 
gent went with leaning Regret, to tell her 
* Majefly the unwelcome News; he could not 
forget the untimely Fate of Hmori*, not 
the Injuftice of Prince Alexis', now was 
his time to revenge her Wrongs. The 
Queen received the Order with fomething 
more Weaknefs than he cXpeded from a 
Soul lb haughty, by which he guefs’d that 
her Deligns were proportionably difap- 
pointed; die Tears fill a her Eyes when fkc 
told his Highnefi Ihe would depart to a 
Houfe of Pleafure Ihe had lome lew Miles 
from Mstrfovut, but could not forbear 
making bitter InVe&ives againft my Pro¬ 
ceedings, winch ihe allured her felf was 
not by the Orders of the King my Ma¬ 
llet. 

This Inter-regnum began to wear as mif- 
chicvous a Face as long Minorities; never 
was known more Di vino ns, more Confufi- 
ons, and more Diforders in a Nation; the 

Rebel- 
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RebeJ-Army committed as many Cruel-, 
lies upon the Lands of the Republick as an 
Enemy could have done, and to add to their 
Misfortunes, the barbarous Hens taking an 
Advantage of theft Calamities, made & 
Defcent upon the Borders, robbing and 
fpoiling where-ever they came, and putting 
all to Tire and Sword, fweeping the In¬ 
habitants that were fit for Slavery^ hauling 
them away into a deplorable and miferable 
Captivity. 

The Regent, to put feme End to theft 
1 Misfortunes, fent to the Mutineers to af- 
' fure them they fliould be paid all their Ar- 
" rears, upon condition they would lay down 
' their Arms, or return under the Obedience 
* of their lawful General; but they refus’d, 

' telling the Deputies, That tho’ aH their 
Demands were finished, they would not dif- 
I ' unite 'till a new King was cholen. It was 
> my Bufinefs to uphold theft Sentiments, 

' therefore I fpared for neither Money, or 
Psrfuafion to keep them warm, and itedfafl 
in their Refolution. 

The Prince-Regent went yet Further, and 
form'd bn Aflbciation, which he obliged all 
to lign, where after having provided for 
' their fblfe Religion, x they appointed a re¬ 
mote Day for the Eledion. Prince Hona- 
rius , sis' deferving as he was, car’d not to 
rdign the Sovereignty, which during tho 
Inter-ryrttttm, was abfolutely lodg’d in him; 

N a but 
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but that which more gfatify’d hint, and by 
which he {truck direftly at Prince Alexk, 
they entered into a ftri& Obligation, not to 
Eleft upon any Terms a Native of Sarmatia , 
they pronounced all thole to be publick 
Enemies who.lhould afpire ‘to the' Crown, 
and {uch to be Rebels who acknowledged arty 
of the S*rniA* Tor their King. 

The late'King had, during a long Reign, 
made it his Buflnefs to hinder the ‘States 
from conveenine ; they had aJmoft‘forgot 
what was their Authority, ’till nOW “in this 
Inttr-regntmt) where the firft Thing propo- 
fed was to reduce the Monarchy to its'for- 
nier Limits, that whatever Prerogatives fo 
great a Number of fucceffive Kings had un- 
juftly got by Incroachment, might fee re- 
fumed before a new Eleflicn, 

New Troubles broke out in Ihfe 6uke- 
' flom of the fubjefled fo the SafniaU; 

the Dutcby is govern’d by a D»x } interpre¬ 
ted among us a Viceroy; the General oi die 
Army has a Power independent of the Dxx • 
thefe two mighty Polls are Hereditary,, arid 
poflels’d by Families who have ^lorig been 
Enemies, upon an OccaRon, which, fmall^s 
it was, has produced large and fetal Con- 
fequences. 

There was a Vteeiux, an Age or more 
lince, who had a Daughter named Afttori/t^ 
perfeflly handfomej exceflivelygood-natur’d, 
and devout almoft to a fault, of aftrious or 

father 
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rather melancholy temper: She was mar- 
rved at her own Requeft, by hex Father, to 
the Great General’s eldeft Soxj called lagetto; 
tljeYouth, was/mld, youngs amorous, and 
incqnfl^m :; Jbjif Aw&xia had mad? him her 
Choice* arid wa&e*ceffive)y charm’d with 
him v For fome Years he lived in a good 
Correipondence with his. Lady, whofe Tem¬ 
per had too much Allay for his Fire, but 
perfe&ly undemanding her Duty, and very 
much in Love, ftie made it hex Bufinefe 
rather to force Nature than da any Thing 
that fhould be diftafteful to her Lord, ’tin 
the Viceroy with whom they lived being 
dead, and his Son fucceeding, lagello thought 
hiipfelf at more liberty to follow his Plea- 
ftujes; the. Coldnpfs,, sjnd native Vertue of 
the Wogien of die Nortlj, not anfwering 
to the Height of his Tafte in Debauch, he 
relblved to try the warmer Southern Cli¬ 
mates, and therefore unknown to all the' 
World, he forfook the Court, and wander¬ 
ed into Gallia, Lombardy, Ravenna, Rome: In 
fliort* after a ten Years loofe Pilgrimage, 
he felt fume Ren^orfe for having abandon’d 
Amoriay a doating Wife, to weep away her 
Beauties Bloom; nis whole Family and alp 
the Friepds and Acquaintance he had lament¬ 
ing his Ahfcnc^, for he never too* care to 
let them know any thing of his Rambles 
but when he wapt$d Supplies* fie had left 
b« Lacty pofleue& of two begptequs Boys,

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which now he felt fome natural Returns* 
feme Sentiments of Tendernefs for, after fo 
long an Abfence. When he was come as 
far as the Frontiers, he writ a Letter to 
Amori*, wherein he conjur’d her, * To for- 

* get all that was paft, to receive him as a 
c Husband who would henceforth bound all 

* his Defircs in her alone, and by doing 
1 her Merit future Juftice he would endea- 

* vour to atone for his former Negled ; he 
< prayed her to receive him without any of 

* thole Frowns he deferved, but to forget, 

* if poflible, the very Remembrance of his 
4 Fault ; begg’d her Arms might be open 

* to him, though he confeffed ? he was un- 

* worthy of fo much Happinefs, but to 

* leave no Thought upon either of their 
f Minds that might difturb that Delight and 
€ Tranquillity he expe&ed, he required her, 
€ by the Duty of a Wife, that their Meet- 
€ ing might be without Reproach*’ 

Amortiy us’d to Melancholy and Misfor¬ 
tune, knew not how to believe that flatter¬ 
ing Profpe& of Happinefs which her Lord 
gave her in his Letter ; fhe read it over and 
over, fuffering the kindling Toy to enlarge 
to Tranfports ; fhe returned him an Anfwer 
all kind and forgiving! He received it with 
proportionate Satisfaftiom and lent her ano¬ 
ther, * That the next Nignt he would be fo 
4 happy (ifthe Deftinies permitted him) to 
f seftore to her a Wanderer, who defired^ 

nothing 
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4 nothing with more Impatiency than the 
€ Happinefs lhe could give him; but be- ‘ 

caufe he would avoid the idle Congratula- 
€ tions of his Friends, 'till he had nrft been 

• bleft in her's, he begg'd her to conceal 
c his Return, and to funer him to pafs the' 

• Night alone with her, unknown to any 
c but their dear Children, and the Woman 

• of her Bed-Chamber.' 

The indulgent tender Wife, refolded to 
comply in all Things with his Inclinations p 
but the Misfortune was, Amor 'ta had been 
one of thofe Beauties that fade without the 
Help of Time; her Grief and Melancholy 
had fo totally deftroyed her Charms, that 
tlio' lhe was not Old, there did not remain 
the leaft Tra St or Air of that Beauty which 
had formerly been fo conquering$ the fair 
Hue of her Complexion was degenerated tor 
a pale fickly Yellow, the Rofes upon her' 
Cneeks fo perfeflly faded, that there was not 
the leaft clulh of their native Vermilion f 
her Lips were grown thin and livid, the* 
Largenefs of her Eyes ftill remained, bur 
fo as to make her more frightful, becaufe 
they were forfaken by her Cheeks, and' 
feemed flaring and hollow: Her Nofe, 
once fo well turned, and white, look’d 
red and large, her Face appear'd fallen, 
lean, and flat; in a Word, file was no lon¬ 
ger that Amoria , whom lagello her Lord had 
known,

file could not believe it fo greats We are 
lead acquainted with our (elves, and will but 
with Difficulty admit that even Time makes 
an Alteration to our Difadvantage ; ’tis the 
very lafl Thing oui Vanity fuffers us to be 
convinced of, and which wt with Unwil- 
lingnefs acknowledge though convinced. 
Amoria knew well ner Lord was nice of* 
Tafte, even before he had ften the Southr- 
ern Beauties 5 therefore to prepare him for 
that Alteration fhe would have him exne^. 
flie fent him a Letter, a Copy of whiefr 
is flill extant in their Hiftories, and is 
counted one of the Mafler-pieces of that 
Time.

Artoria's Letter, inftead of giving him 
any frightful IdeaVof her Change, filled ! 
him only with Tendernefs and new Defire 
to behold her; he thought it a little Arti¬ 
fice of the Sex, to inaear her Beauty the-

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more, and prepare him for fome fmall Alte- 
ration, which he allow'd was inevitable, 
fince ten Years is Time even in the young- 
eft Face, efpecialfr when once made a Wife, 
and in tnefe cold Climates they never mar- 

% very foon: But good Heaven! how wa« 
ZtBo furprized when he was brought to 
Amoria’s Arms, and knew her not; when he- 
ask’d his Wife for his Wife; when her very 
Voice was fo alter’d, as to become flrange 
to him ; when he was (hock’d at her fight; 
when his Blood curdled with Avernon ; 
when he ran over her Form to recoiled in- 
vain fome Lineaments of what (he had been, 
his Heart no longer confefs’d the Charmer 
that once could draw the Eyes and Willies 
of all Beholders. Himfelf was (till in full-

1 lagtBo, 
whole Paffions were naturally violent, ne¬ 
ver flay’d to anfoer the lovely Boy any

S reiently got within him, throwing hint 
own, he let his Foot upon hia Body, 
and run him into the Heart, bidding hxn» 
take the Reward of Preemption and Pa- 
ricide. 

By this time the Viceroy was alarmed, 
whofe Apartment being upon the/ L fame 
Floor, the Women ran immediately to tell 
him his Sifler was dead and Zgrtfo was

4 lms r 
made the Viceroy diflemble his Return, he 
conceal'd his Death as long as he could; when 
it was difeovered, there happened a long 
and inveterate War, "which ended not but 
with the Death of the Principals: *Sforce* 
that, an immortal and hereditary Hatred 
feems fix'd between the lageffo's and the. 
Amrn; upon every Opportunity they break, 
out intp frefli Flames, the InUr^rtgrwm 
afforded them Liberty to profecute their 
ever enduring Malice, which together with* 
a new Incident that happen’d amongft them, 
let all the Dutchy, ana even Sttrmatu, in a 
new Combuftion. 

The prefent Viceroy is a Man in die De¬ 
cline or his Age, he wedded in fecond 
Marriage an imperious Princefs, taken from 
among the barbarous Hans; not to difgrace 
her Country, Goneril was as lavage as the 
left, her brutal Soul fcorn’d to degenerate* 
The Viceroy had one Daughter before he 
marry’d her, call'd now growing to 

be a Woman, her Beauty was a perpetual 
Eye-fore to her imperious Step-Dame ; ihe 
caus’d her Lord to fend her to the Frontier 
that borders upon the Empire of the Gotbf, 

there 
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there to langoilh away her Prime with an 
old ill-natured Aunt, whole uneafie Temper 
would never permit her to lee a happy Hour* 
|fmtmt it indeed a killing Beauty. 1 beheld 
her in her Misfortunes, and yet nothing 
was lo proper to infufe Delight; her beau+ 
teous Eyes, though weighed down by a load 
of Tears and Grief, feem'd like tne two 
contending Elements, but the Fire over* 
came, and fhot Flames thro'all the watry 
Woe. She gives one Concern and Pain, 
'till-onecan relieve her,* one can’t behold 
lfmtu diftrefs'd, without acculing. the De* 
ninies that did'not proportionate her Hap* 
pinefsto her Charms. 

Brutal and fplenetick as her old Aunt 
was, Ijmrui'i Form and Sweetnefs of Tem¬ 
per, won fo far upon her, that when ihe 
was to, depart (for the Viceroy apprehend¬ 
ing left the Goths taking Advantage of the 
Inter-rtgrmm, and the- new begun f roubles 
in SarmAtia, Ihould, as ufual, upon arty 
PrOfpeft of Advantage, plunder the Borders, 
and carry, away, his beloved ifmcna into 
Captivity, notwithftanding the Vice Qpeen’s 
Difpleafure, fentaParty ofHorfe.toconvoy 
her to Court j) the Aunt at leaft regretted, 
that Ihe was lofingan Objeft upon which 
Hie us’d to whet her Spleen and 111-nature, 
without any Returns but Softnefs on Ijmcna's 
Part, who. wou’d fain have perfuadea her to 
have fecur’d her felf at. the Viceroy’s with 
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her, tho’iaallprobability (he was (till to 
be with her. The old Lady in Love with 
her own Abode, and trailing Deftiny, woo’d 
not forfeke it, fo that IfwetM departed with¬ 
out her diiagreeable Pretence and Conver- 
fetion. 

The Viceroy had not lodged aoriis; that 
very time Zf wru was upon the Road, a Par¬ 
ty of the Gttbf and wild Hxflti came down 
to feek Sot Booty; - they immediately fur- 
rounded her Chariot, mid began to encoun¬ 
ter with the, Horfe-men that guarded it; 
their Numbers were to unequal, that they

Cruelty, Habits acquired in die Sex by mi* 
ftaken Pride, fhe would have thought it 
criminal to begin the Artifice here to her 
Benefactor and her Lover, for fueh he im¬ 
mediately declar’d himfelf; and having a- 
Soul as fenfibfe as Great, a vaft Capacity 
and found Judgment, he forefaw all they 
were like to funer from their unlucky Stars, 
and the implacable Hatred of their Families * 
Therefore after ibme Hours Converfation, 
he endeavour’d to difiuade the Maid from 
returning to her Father’s Court, iince the 
cruel G»»utril i whole Ill-nature and Dilho- 
nefly was tbe publick Difcourfe, would cer¬ 
tainly prepoffefs the Viceroy to their Dife 
advantage; She was known an Enemy tar 

Vertue, 
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Vertue, and the Qpie^ of Perfons lefi wic¬ 
ked than her Ifelf; nor £ould he expeCl more 
Tendernefs from fogeRoy who was implaca¬ 
ble in his Temper, and not to be mollify- 
cd or influenc’d, but by thole more mighty 
than himfelf • therefore this ardent Lover, 
full of hit new-born Paffion propofed, that

The Eve of the Eleflion a Courier 
brought us certain News, that BctaIHh 
Prince of the Sad was upon the Frontiers* 
at the Head of twice five thoufand regu¬ 
lar Troops, who pretended he led them 
only to affift the King of the Almaincs* 
with whom he had an Interview.

breathing lpace from Misfortunes; one 
continued Scene of War, Famine, Defola- 
tion, Blood, Definition, and Divifion,

given, no War declared, invading his Do¬ 
minions with War, Fire, Sword, and moll 
tremendous Horror!

Hi* 
ruiuck Majefty is not at all folicitous of the 
Beauty of hit Beafls, he only values their 
Strength apdSctviqei nay, 1 believe he & 
little loves Ami a blen efs it) any 'Thing, that 
were it in his Power, he would make him- 
felf ugly. 1 affure your Lordlhip ’tis, not 
bis Fault, that he has not brought this to 
pais. But though he can’t diftort his well* 
turn’d limbs, nor corrupt his nice-made 
Shape and Height, yet the hideous Clothes 
be wears arc fumdent to difgjufe them: 
His greafy Buffjacket, and Robe , of coorfe 
Serge, the fame noth his Soldiers, are no 
mighty Ornaments. Then for Linnen, he 
is at mortal Enmity with it, nor can his 
fine Face or Hands boaft of common Clean* 
linefi. He never.ufes die Bath, odoriferous 
Oils and Gums ate not fo much as named 
near Tbeoiorkl.

When they 
once put a Thing in his Head, it is never 
to be got out; or when he once forms a 
Refolution, no political Confiderations can 
lhake it; he knows nothing of Devoir or 
Decency, you may judge of it by Jiis refu¬ 
ting to fee me, though I came with a pub- 
lick Chara&er from King Beraldus ; and thac 
I was formerly Attendant upon the Queen 
his Mother, and born his oubjedt ; what- 
ever^his chief Minifter and Favourite could 
urgt, what I by my Letters could intreat, 
fignify’d nothing, I was a Woman, and he 
would not difeourfe with me.

Would one believe, purfu’d Ethelinda y 
that any' Man could have been fa infenfi- 
ble of the Praifes given by a Lady ? One 
would be fure another time, before one 
troubled ones felf with Things of this 
kind, that they fliould be weff received 
where they were offered; if I had fent hint 
feme Texts of his Bible, he had perhaps 
underflood them, for he reads nothing die $ 
he has a large eih One always by his Bed- 
^Rde, and ’tis the only Piece of jFinery that 
is in the Lodgings. , Tis trufe, anfwered 
Horatio^ thzf 'vs a Qpeftfon, which istnofl 
wonderful, the Greatnefs of his Piety, or 
Sincerity: That admirable Difciplme and 
true Spirit of Devotion th^t is- feen through¬ 
out his whole Armyy are all oWfcng to bis 
Majefty’s glorious Examples. Theresa no 
Debauchery ih Practice, no licentious 
Drinking, Gaming, Blafphemy, Inseparables 
from the military Life ; twice a Day they 
meet at publick Worfhip, and the King 
never fails of being prefent; as alfo before 
and after a Viflory, they implore $ucc£fs, 
and return Praife and Thankfgidng* Ay, 
the ignorant Bigots, bid 
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blindly follow their Leader ,• and when the 
Spirit of Enthufiafm feizes upon him, they 
tnuft fall down and pray, though in the 
midft of a Puddle; the King, as if he were 
not dirty enough before, is their Example. 
In Ihort, he is an Original, nor in the leaft 
worthy of any of thole mighty Praifes that 
the World beltows, becaufe he is incited by 
a blind Revenge, and a precipitate Obfti- 
racy • he has Courage, lb has a Lyon ; he 
loves War» becaufe he loves nothing elfe; 
and the moft ftupid are fond of fomething: 
But it is not the Art that he is fond of 
(than which nothing can be more fine or 
praife-worthy to be like Horatio the un¬ 
doubted Mafler of it) only the fighting 
Part, and there indeed he is intrepid: As 
to his Temperance, , he is yet young, Owner 
of a very good Appetite, the Air and his 
Piverfions fharppns it; he can eat any 
Thing, and loves the Plain rather than the 
Compound; fo that what the World calls 
Abftemioufnefs, is no Merit in him, becaufe 
it is his Tafte.

might be met with; his royal Perfon would 
be good Booty to whoever Diould be lo for* 
tunate to fcize him. 

Were I lefs aawainted than I am, re¬ 
ply’d Monfieur I’Envoy with a Shtile^-wHft 
what has pafi’d near your Highnefs, in re¬ 
lation to that Monarch, I fhould wonder *• 
little at the Turn you endeavour to give to 
all the AfHons of the young and moft pro* 
miling Prince of the Age. Ah Madam t 
will jrour Sex never learn to be lincere ? I 
defpair of it for ever, fince fo much good' 
Senle as Etbelinda is Miftrefs of cannot in¬ 
duce her to if. Is te that you are bred up in- 
a perpetual Diftruft of Mankind, that you 
dare not make ufe of that irrefiiUble Vertue, 
Sincerity, near us ? Ah Madam! we are not 
ignorant, that your Eyes have done more 
man all the Terrors of War, and have 
eauied that young Heroe to tremble; nor 
was it believed tint the difeerning Btbelinda 
R 3 could 
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could be indifferent where a young, amo¬ 
rous, handfome Monarch addrels’d. In the 
Name of God, ridicule no more thole Ex* 
traordinaries,that your felfhaveoccafiond* 
Is Tbeodorick vindi&ive, revengeful, impla- 
cable ? thank Etbelinda't Eyes, and her In- 
conftancy. Is he become cold, unnatural, 
impolite towards the fair Sex ? Etbelinda be 
reproached,for whom he once burnt and lan* 
guilhed, was all Fire and Sofrnefs ? Is he 
rude and negligent in his Garb and Man* 
ner ? For whom (hould he drefs and pre- 
ferve his Delicacy, when Ethtlinda has rbr- 
Xbok him ? But no Diiirefs* no Difefter caia 
rob. him of his Truth, his Courage, his Piety, 
Mercy and Juftice. Ah! how hard is it for 
4 young Monarch, at the Head of a many- 
wet^uering Army, entire Mafter off 
his own Conduct and Dominions, to pre¬ 
serve his Temperance as Tbeodorick has done;

High* 
jnefs bepleafed to give us a new Theam, 
reply the Envoy foiling? AnfwereJ the

Opinion, as to the perpetual Succefs-ont 
Man,has found in all his Enterprises: A

Coafequence of a better Reign, ad¬ 
vancing, upon a noble and artful Foundati¬ 
on ; he muft be an ill ArchiteG that can lb 
early deform the Building: Things pals not 
quickly,from Good to Bad; nor, oi>the 
contrary, grajy fo fudden Strength, from 
immediate, Wealjnefs. Sumradns had the 
Advantage of Succeeding Leo IV. the great- 
eft Genius, in -War of his Age. Immenfe 
were his Views, and plaulible his Under¬ 
takings ; 2?ut ftijl betray'd and travers’d as 
he. was, by a Fq&ion at home, what mighty 
Succefs could he expert abroad ? The Ser¬ 
rate, jealous of his Glory, and that Spirit 
of Empire confpicuous in him, retarded his 
Supplies, which were either perpetually 
anticipated, or fo loaded with Delays, that 
the. Seafoivof the Field was generally pall, 
before'they would fend him the lndifpenfi- 
bles for taking it. Yet with all thele In- 
conveniencies, what did he not do ? Or 
lather, what has Stauradus done, but built 
upon his fure Foundation ? Who modeld 
and gave Examples to Hamm's Legions? 
Who made them Veterans ^ and taught , them 
the Trade of War, but the wife and' great 
JLeoi Who reduced the Perfian and his 
Country, broke his Councils, expended his 
Treafure, ftript him bare, and was the firft 
and only General that put a Stop to bis 
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rapacious Conquefts, but Lto the Invinci¬ 
ble ? Then was that King great, opulent 
and fortunate, draining the Riches of his 
People as long as they had any for him'to 
take, and which he perpetually employ’d in 
corrupting Leo’s Council, his very Senate 
and Army. Tis notorioufly known, the 
ftrfian has been more fuccefsrul by the Force 
of Gold dexteroufly apply’d, than either by 
War, or any other Strain of Politicks. Lee 
law and could not prevent the Treachery; 
he had no other Meafures to take, but to 
raifefo many Enemies againft his Enemy 
(fhowing his Friends that their true lntercft 
was to arm,whilft yet they had Power to arm; 
for Ihould they flay till he .were vanquiih- 
cd, ’twould be too late to hope a Defence 
againft a TyTant, who, one after another, 
would devour them all, and feparately cer¬

StaKracms mud have fold; but as he coula

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not come op to his Price, that is to fay, 
not give mm fo much for becoming his 
Friend, as Stamamt got by being his finer 
my, Stanracim (till continued fo, and very 
much longer than lie had occafion to. do; 
for though there were prodigious Battles 
fought, and Millions of Lives and Money 
focnficed, yet never in the right Place; one 
Tenth of that Treafure and Blood in the 
Hands'of Moratie, at the Head of the 
Iberian Legions,'had determined the War ; 
though indeed Stamadns'f Army, moulded 
by Leo was invincible. The G reeks, when 
encouraged, are more than Men, we may 

a well fay, that in Battle they put oaf 
Fear and Humanity; they fight like 
Furies, rather than Mortals; .when ftdh’i 
in Blood they due any Qppofitwm, and 
know no Satiety; nothing can fend be¬ 
fore them, neither could a General, though 
he were twice five times as cold again as 
Stmracim , with hold their Thirft.of Death 
«nd Defolation ; they efieem no Conqueft 
that is hot bought at the extreamefi Da«v 
ger, and when their Ranks are often broke 
through and through, then do tbefe Dae¬ 
mons of the Field rally again, and again 
repel the Charge beyond the Power of 
mortal Refinance, fo that ,’tfe .become, an 
nfual Esfcufo ft* the ¥»fm Generals after 
every'DeRat,! we brought' onrSoldiere to 
fight with Men, they cry, and'did not ex'-

Then 
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Then it is not, my Lord, interrupted 
Etbelindtt, Stassrecikj that has taught hia 
Legions to ‘conquer, but his Lemons that 
have made a Conqueror of him ? The De¬ 
finition is certainly juft and nice, -reply’d 
Albiruti. Yet-how hard is it, anfwered uie, 
that Sttutracius mu ft have all the Glory ? 
methinks I am concerned at the unequal 
Diftribution: Pray tell me, Is his Birth fo 
mean as they report him ? His Father Mar 
dam, was of the Eqmiirian Order, pur# 
fued Acinus ; your Highnefs knows too 
much to need the Explanation. Well, but 
he muft be pretty poor, went ihe on, for I 
have been well informed, that he was of¬ 
fered to Arms Tullius (who, they fay, de¬ 
rives himfelf from the old Roststtn King oF 
drat Name)- for an attendant Boy or Page^ 
and that he was refufed by him: And yet 
this prodigious Darling of Fortune, has 
fince nad the Prefumption, to try to match 
his Lees of Blood into the only truly Roy si 
Family of Route ; he had the Arrogance to 
offer his Daughter for a Wife to Attests 
Tullius's Heir, with fuch Advantages, that 
would have tempted any other, that had 
a lefs Senfe of native Glory and hereditary 
Worth, than our young Patrician: He heard 
- with Scorn, and a juft Sentiment of Indig¬ 
nation, a Proposal of Allying hitnfelf by 
Marriage with him, whom his Grandfather 
had not thought worthy the Honour of bd- 
ing received into his Family, though but 
as a Domeftick. Tis Fortune then that is 

only 
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-only confcious of Stauracius's Rife, nor do i 
any of the Vertues pretend a Rival’s Share 
in-the Compofition and Advancement of 
tiiis Her adorable Minion. 

’Twas Fortune indeed, teplfdAlbintts ; and 
if your Highnefs will believe Dawareta, Irene 
the Emprefs’s Mother, ihe ihed her propi¬ 
tious Influence on him at his Birth. Was 
not that Damareta a Witch or Sorcerefg, 
cry’d the Princefs ? She had the Reputation 
of it, anfwer’d the Roman- I can fpeak 
omething fignificant to the Point* becaufe 
» Slave of hers, that was Coadjutor with her 
in all her Conjurations, was afterwards re* 
ceived into my Father’s Family, and trufted 
me with the Secret, which had it been pub¬ 
licity known, would have perhaps expell’d 
him thence. When his Miftrefs dy’a Hie 
enfranchis’d him, and left him a Legacy to 
enable him to live free ,* but Irene was too 
covetous and unjuft to fulfil the Decrees of 
the Dead; whether ihe interpreted after 
Damareta's Will, or her own, or both, but 
the Wretch was. defrauded and without 
Profited of Redrefs, unlefs it were filing 
the Eomreis, and your Highnefi may ima¬ 
gine wnat was to be got by that.

I I muft own my Incredulity ; and whether 
it is that my Temper inclines me to the 
Epicurean Philofophy, or my Underhand* 
ing, I can hardly imagine that immortal Be*. 
ings can find their Account in concerning 
themfelves fo far with the Mortal. Ana 
yet, anfwered the Prior of Orleans, We are 
taught to believe it, not only from Plato 
and the Schools, but from the holy Scripture. 
Does not the old Bible allure us often of 
miniftring Angels, good and bad, of Satan’s 
tempting Job i The Power which Witches 
have is mown us by a memorable Example 
in the Woman of Endor. Neither did Jpfus 
fay any Thiogto contradict the receiv’d Opi¬ 
nion of Damons or Spirits; on the contrary, 
he only endeavours to inform and convince 
his Dilciples of the Difference between Him 
and thofe Beings, by fliowing what he was, 
and defining what they were. Can any one 
that looks with due Faith into Church-Hi- 
flory, doubt of the Power of Magick ? 
We are told in the AEls of one Simon, who 
| riled Sorcery, and bewitch’d the People of 
Samaria , giving out that himielf was fome 
great One, And to him , fays the holy Text, 
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they had regard,, btcAnJe of d long time be bad 
bewitch'd them with Sorceries. At Paphos, 
Elymas the Sotcererwithftood Barnabas and 
Pant. They told him, ‘ He was full of all 

* Subtilty and all MrfchieF. a Child of the 
« Devil, an Enemy of all Righteoufnefs: 

* Seeking to turn the Deputy from the 

* Faith; they inflifted Blinanels upon hint, 

* that he ihould not fee the Sun for a Sea- 

* ion.* Sr. Luke fays, A certain Damfel was 
pojfefs’d with a Spirit of Divination , which 
brought her Majier much Gain by Soothfaying. 
Not to inftance in feveral others of them, 

* Who ufed curious Arts, brought their 

* Books together and burn a thembefore all 

* Men, ana they counted the Price of them, 

* and found them fifty, pieces of Silver. An 
Angel came evidently to Cornelius, a Centu¬ 
rion of the Italian Band at Cafarea. Except 
you will renounce your Religion, yon can¬ 
not deny the Miniftry of Xngels, or the 
Opinion of Witchcraft, fince we have the 
ferae Foundation, the holy Writ, for their 
Exiftence, as for any Article of our Faith. 
The learned Fathers of the Church hold. 
That God has ordain’d particular Angels to 
Watch for the Prefervation of divers Kinds 
of Beings, of feveral forts of Animals and 
Plants, &c. and judge there is no Ab- 
furdity that there fhoula be fometimes in the 
Air Daemons or Spirits, who by the Per- 
miflion or Command of God, do wonder¬ 
ful Things; a* to caufe Showers of Blood, 
Thunder and Storms, or extraordinary Earth¬ 
quakes 5 
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tJUskesj'fho’ by foffie Philofbphera, thefe 
are attributed to natural Caufes only. Phi¬ 
lo is of Opinion, That fuch whom die Phi- 

S *"hers called Damons, are the feme with 
whom Alefet names Angels; Souls that 
fly about the Air; that the Air might have 
its’ Creatures, as weH as the Earth the Wa¬ 
ter mid the Fin have theirs': Befides in holy 
Writ, we read of certain Powers of the 
| Air. Nay, fome ufe Inchantrnents againft 
Demons, who are thought to mix them- 
felves in the black and thick Clouds, from 
whence we ufuahy apprehend the coming 
of Thunder, Hail, ana Storms. 

Nor does Religion only, but Reaion af¬ 
fine us of their Exiflence, as it did reaHy 
perfuade the Philofophers, principally Thales , 
Pythagoras, Plato, the Stoic ks, Empedocles, and ' 
Others, who affirm’d, that there were Da¬ 
mons, living Subftances and Souls of Heroes, 
either Good or Evil,-freed from theh Ro- 
diesj tho’ they have err’d as well in rela¬ 
tion to their Subftance, as to the Qualities 
that they attributed to theth j however, they 
fudged aright when they beHevedj that there 
Were fuch. Thefe Gehil were reputed to be 
of a divine Nature, or of a Nature little 
lower than the Divine. Ariftotle called them 
feparated Subftances, beeaufenot corporeal; 
and becaufe they have Undetftanding he 
dames them Intelligences. Pythagorns, ao, 
cording to his Syftem of the Sotil of the 
| World, fancied thefe D<mons were final! 
f Particles, flfuck from the divine Nature,' 

hia - 1 
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bis Soul of the Unirerfc being no other 
than God; this Notion was embraced by 
fome Hereticks in the Infancy of Chriftiani- 
ty, who taught from thence, that the An¬ 
gels were taken out of the divine. Sub* 
nance. 

Thefe Souls chiefly were fuppoied to re- 
fide in the upper Region among the Stars, 
and in the Sun ; they believed when the ce- 
leflial Bodies fpread abroad their Influences 
to revive and entertain the earthly Beings, 
that they proceeded from Heaven as lb ma¬ 
ny Beams from that Soul which revives all 
Things, and. that they incorporate or be¬ 
come Bodies in a differing Manner iii their 
Paflage, clothing themlelves with a kind of 
airy Habit, and remaining afterwards, fome 
in the Air, and others proceeding as far as 
the Earth: So that they have thought that 
thefe Kind of Subftances which are thus 
Compoled of a thin Body, fuch as is the 
Air, and of a Particle of the Soul of 
the World, are the Damons and the 
Souls. Demons, when they continue free 
from any Mixture of the gtoffer Bodies of 
this Earth ; and if the thin Body'with 
which the Particles of the Soul of the 
World is clothed be found to be of a fweet 
Kind and favourable Compofure, then they 
happen to be good Damons and Spirits , but 
Evil when it is fharp and malicious. When 
Souls departed out of their Bodies, they be¬ 
came again Damons^ not immediately, nor 
equally, becaufe retaining fome Reticles' of 

the 
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the human Body; for till they were entire¬ 
ly ftript, they could not. he Damons, but 
only Heroes or Demi-gods. 

Apule'm explain’d this Opinion of Damons % 
being of. a middle Nature between the 
Qq<m and M/ein,. between immortals and 
Mortals^ for he. Has #id, tnat.it .is by their 
Means anfl Mediation, that, there is Corre- 
fpondence between the God? apd Menj and 
as the other Redons of the World have their 
Beings to.inhabit and live ther^ the fupe- 
rior Region hath the Stars} the Se^Filbj the 
Eatth^ all our .tetrdlrial Animals; fo the Air 
<jught not to be without Inhabitants, 
which ate the Damons. In this manner he 
explains himfelf: The Bodies of the Da¬ 
mons have very little Weight, which hinders 
them from afcendjngto the hiaheft Regions* 
nor are they lb light as to Tall down to the 
loweft; they are Creatures of a third Na¬ 
ture-, fuitable to Hap- , middle Region where 
they dwell; they are between the Gods and 
Men, being immortal as the Gods, butfub- 
jaft to Paflions as Men; for as they are as we, 
lubjeft to Anger and to Mercy, and like -us 
fafier thendelves tohepyercome hyPrayers 
and Intreaties, by Gibttf and Honours; fo 
they'are like us ftijs’d up to Wwh, by In¬ 
juries and- Contempt. In' his own Words, 
Dements funt genere- ammalia, ingem rationa- 
bilia , ammo psjfah* atria, temptrt. 

aterna. ■. . .•, 

Th«5 Reafon that induced ancient*PhiJo- 
fophers to believp that there were Damtnt 
C feem« 
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feemrta be from a Notion they had of di¬ 
vine Providence; for tho’ they believed 
that God takes care of all Things, yet they 
fended that it did not become his glorious 
Majefty to extend his Care to every particu¬ 
lar Perfbn by himfelf, and without fome 
Minifters that might execute his Orders.

What thefe Philofophers fpeak of the 
Gem , that there is one Chief, that governs 
a whole Nation, and a particular Genius for 
every Man, is alfo agreeable to what Reli- 
viqn calls the Frottttinig Angel of a whole 

Na« 
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f Nation, and the guardian Angel of every 

? rivate and particular Perfon. Epittetns and 
'Uto tell us, We can conceal nothing fron| 
this conftant Witnefs, whether it be Good 
or Evil ; to whom they advife os to have 
1 particular Refpefl. Now that God fullers 
evil Angels to be the Enemies of Men, and 
to endeavour to deftroy them, relates to the 
genera] Providence of God, who has 
done nothing but for juft and reafonable 
Ends, though not known or difcovcrable to 
Men. 

The Damns being prov’d to have Paf- 
liods like us, may be drawn to affift Man¬ 
kind with their Intelligence or intuitive 
Knowledge. The way I conceive (if any) 
by which thofe Immortals may be mov’cf, 
is by Prayer, Fumigation, Incantation, and 
certain cabaliftical Ceremonies or Compa&s, 
which as they are appertaining to a particu¬ 
lar Study, cannot he treated of with any 
certainty in the general. 

Monfieur L'Envoy having deliver’d his 
Opinion, had the Pleafure to lee it agree¬ 
ably received by that illuftrious Audience ; 
in confequence of which, the Princefs 
prefs'd Lord Albinas to favour her with 
what he knew of Damar eta's Skill in Ma- 
gick: Upon which he purfued his Difcourfe* 
ftill addreffing to her Highnefs. 

( At Athens there was a Perfon named 75- * 
mas) whofe Father had lefthim a flarge In¬ 
heritance, and little Ambition; iverfe to:the 
Marriage-State.and yet a Votary toVermti Ve\ A 
C 2 was 
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was naturally a Chymift; lov’d myflerious 
Studies, judicial Aftrology, and converling 
with the pbilojopbers of the Greeks; or as they 
are generally term’d, Magicians: So intent 
was he upon improving himlelf in that dan- 

f rerous Art, that he feem’d to be fecluded 
tom all Converiation but thofe of that 
ScQ : He gave his Days and Nights wholly 
to the Purfuit; he fubje&ed his Cares, his 
Fortune, and his Time, to improve himfelf 
in that diabolical Knowledge. He had tra- 
vell’d into Egypt, and there attain’d the In- • 
terpretation ok their Humtybich j wasin- 
ftruaed from the Gymnojophip and Indian 
Bradmans, from the Magi of the Perfia/u , 
in the Secrets of Philofophy and. the caba- 
Jiftical Art; fo that when he returned into 
Greece , it was a general received Opinion, 
he knew much more than a Mortal { and, ^ 
That he had fubdued two Damns to be obe¬ 
dient to his Charms; one of the bitter or 
evil Compolition, the other more fweet and 
benign; yet he made no other Ufe of his 
Power bat to fatisfy his ownThirft of Know¬ 
ledge, to divert his Friends, and to procure 
him the Embraces of thofe Beauties, whofe 
Eyes had greater Fafcinations than his Art. 
Damareta was then newly married to it 
Gentleman his Neighbour : Her You* 
and Gaiety put her among the Number of 
thofe who had the good Fortune to pleafe 
Tim us. The particular Inclination he felt . 
for this new Bride, made him nice as to the 
Point of gaining hers; which from her own 

Tem- 
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Temper, and the feveial Opportunities he 
had to converfe, flatter’d him m his hopes of 
fubduing her, without having rccourfe to the 
A ffi fiance of his Damons: The Reputation* 
he had that way, gave his Addrefles a fa¬ 
vourable Reception. Dumont a was angry 
with a young Atbtmun Lady, for having 
rob’d her of a Lover, for whom lhe lad a 
greater Inclination than for him fhe mar¬ 
ried ; fhe would have given every Thing but 
Life to have been reveng’d upon that fuc- 
cefsful Beauty; had Ttmins afked her to flake 
her Soul, fhe.had readily complv’d; there¬ 
fore ’tis not to be doubted but lhe thought 
the Compofition he made for her Body very 
reafonable, and that (he bought her Satis¬ 
faction, upon eafieTerms: In fhort, by his 
Art he caufed'that Lady to be Forfaken, and' 
Dumuretu triumph’d in her Rival’s Deinair} 
which was attended with fo difgracerul a 
Circumftance, that the Lady who nad lately 
yielded her Honour, depending upon that of 
her Lover’s,feduced by a Promife of becom¬ 
ing his Wife, carry’d about her ocular Proof 
of her being no longer a Maid. 

Timias, in compliance with his new Mi- 
flrefs, who had FiTe and Youth enough to 
enchant the Enchanter, caufed this unhappy 
Lady’s Difgrace to be made publick: She 
was forced to withdraw from Athens, and 
lament for the Remainder of her Days, her 
Irtdifcretion in a Cloifter. Damareta having 
received this Proof of her. Lover’s Art, left 
no Addrefs, no Blandifhment uneflay’d, to 
C -3 , come 
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come into his Heart and Confidence, as well 
as his Arms. The wifeft Men are often¬ 
times guilty of the greateft Weakncffes, es¬ 
pecially in relation to Love. Damareta had 
a happy Run, and Ihe carry’d it fo far, as to 
cure him of his Defire of Change; in fhort, 
ihe continued in his Favour till his Death, 
and to fuch a Degree, that after a Million 
of Importunities, he made her Succeflor to 
his Art, with this Limitation, (as well know¬ 
ing her audacious, irreligious, and revenge¬ 
ful Temper) That fte ihoula only have the 
Command of the milder Damon, who fhould 
affift her with proper Intelligence in her 
Pleafures; but he for ever enfranchifed the 
evil Spirit who had been fubfervient to him, 
and deftroyed the cabaliftical Charaftersand 
Charms, that had an influence over him; 
then dy'd well fatisfy’d, that he left his 
Miftreis the Power of doing Mifchief to 
none but her felf, and that too but by the 
Confent of her felf. 

Damareta quickly let the gentle Damon 
knov( that he was not to expe& much Reft 
in his new Service : She refin'd upon Tmiatz 
Scheme, turn'd Chymift in her Pleafure. ex- 
trafted the Spirits of Delight, and founa the 
Art of improving the Lovers Moment to a 
Height unknown before. The Reputation 
of hex Art brought the Addrefles of all the 
noble Youth at Conftantinople , for thither 
Ihe had brought tne fair Irene, Timas*s 
fuppofed Daughter, as to an aufpicious Mar¬ 
ket^ where her Beauty might expeft the 

higheft 
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higheft Price* How diffolute F how aban¬ 
doned fhe proved is a Theme, Madairi^ un¬ 
fit for your facred Eats. In her old Ago 
fhe was cofijmunicative of her Talent to 
others, and affifted the defpairing Lover to 

S in his cruel Miftrefs, but upon condition 
at fhe was to be Witnefs of their Happi- 
nels, in a manner too indecent to repeat: 
In a word, Madam, fhe was all that was 
fcandalous, impious, and deteflable J 
~When: (the now great) Stauracius was 
borr^; Danutreta was in the Chamber, and 
having a Friendfhip for his Mother, fum- 
morid her Damon to fhed aufpicious Influ¬ 
ences on his Birth ; but was inform’d that 
fortune had already adopted him, and that 
nothing fhou’d prevent him from being the 
grcatefr Subject of the Eaft. As he grew 
Up, Ae recommended him to Irene's Gonfl- 
deration; Ihe told her that her own Gran- 
dour could never be fecure but in allying 
her fk\f with StaurAcius, which was his firft 
Step to the Favour of that imperious Em- 
prefs; but fhe farther imparted to bimfelf, 
that if he received the laft Honours of the 
Empire, they would be fatal to him. She 
alfo taught him how to overcome; gave 
him Power to fummon the Daemon to his 
Aid, upon anv Exigence of Battle: For by 
the help of foporifetous Dr uggs, Fumigati¬ 
on^ . and certain necromantici Kites, he 
©lakes a najrcotick Suppofitory, which being* 
apply’d tome Hours oefore the intended 
fight, cafts him into a deep Sleep, where he 
C 4 is 
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i$ perfwaded be is not only render’d invul¬ 
nerable, the firft neceflary Step towards be¬ 
coming courageous, but gains a Forefight of 
the Event, and is irtfiruftedin the Mahtyet 
of overcoming. . - h 

Thus is the Immortal StaurAcius render’d 
invincible. He alfo received a Prefent from 
Damareta of a Ring, which the Emperor 
Con ft Anti ne innocently accepted from him; 
the Diamond is enchanted; there’s ,mpret N 
than Fafcination in the Luftre; it has Pow¬ 
er to make the Wearer do all Things in Fa¬ 
vour of the Giver, to be blind upon his 
Errors, and perfifting in their own. Ah! 
cry’d Princefs Ethelind a 1 Why is not Ge/ir 
uninchamed ? I am in Pain for his Infatua* 
tion, and it wants :but little of my becom¬ 
ing fb impertinent as to .endeavour his De¬ 
liverance. "Tis already performed, Maflam, r 
reply’d Albinas* Herminms has the Secret; 
he has deliver’d the Emperor from the Force 
of that fatal Magick ; the Ring and aH it$ 
pernicious Efie&s are buried, never, I hope,' 
to rife again. We fee Angtiftas. fince freed 
from the Danger of Stanracms- s Art, new¬ 
born to Courage, Refolution, and Conver- 
iation; whilft under that dangerous Opera¬ 
tion, Indolence, Difcontent, an Apathy to 
all the Pleafures of Life invaded hirii; he 
even ‘knew not his neareft Relations, thofe 
whom Blood afrtd Merit xeciommended'; no¬ 
thing ebufthbe feen but through fhfeir in^ 
chanted Glafi; there was neither Vertue, 
Affeftion, npr Affiduity out of that Family. 
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Infidel, as I am, in the Power of Magick, - 
when I behold the wonderful Change in 
Cafar, I dare no longer be a Misbeliever:. 
He moves not, Ijpeaks not, lives not with 
the lame Air ana Manner: We now behold . 
our aiiguft and gracious Sovereign, mild 
indeed by the Goodnefs of his own Tem- -

Hermitms has had Courage to end 
the Adventure, not affrighted by the Pro- - 
phecy affix’d to it, That whoever Jbould at¬ 
tempt to difpojfefs Gefar of that fatal Ring , to 
pluck the enchanted Diamond from bis Finger t . 
Jbould be loft in the Undertaking. ’Tis done. 
Madam,- and Hermmm ftill unharm’d; ’tis - 
finifh’d! and Herminius flouri thing and in¬ 
trepid ; the guardian Angel of the Empire, „ 
long preferve him to uphold the Glories of.. 
That and Cefar. 

Stauracius , Madam, has beenfo drift an 
Obferver of Dmartta'% Ceremonies,’ that . 
‘hehas never been kndwn to fight, a Batrtlp. 
Without this magical Preparation; Sht even \ 
warn’d him from attempting it, or from ac¬ 
cepting the higheft Honour of the Empire: 
The Hag, .as the gave the .Charge, grew < 
-haore hideous, her Speech ; enoifmous, her 
Execrations more direful/Jaid prophane ; - 
*She cur ft the Horn, the Moment, he fhould ’

would explain no more, but left him to 
the Horrors of Divination and Uncer¬ 
tainty. 

His own Inclinations would have made 
him take Advantage of the Prophecy, and 
not attempt the War any further^ they had 
always led him rather to the Court than 
Army; but encompafe'd as he is by Ddm&~ 
retas Magick, he concludes himfelf invul¬

Fortune bad given his 
Father a Head as crafty as inventive ; but 
becaule the jCqut& of his Fradkes mov’d 
in a vulggr Orb, % Ihall think, tqo: vilely of 
them to entertain your Highnafe j tho* there 
is a Delign of introducing them into the. 
World, to teach has Brother Plebeians what. 
Steps may be taken towards .railing fovaft a 
Structure as this, his Son, fromfp defpir 
cable a Foundation. 

I guefs your Highnefs’s Inclinations and 
Gonverfe lead you not to low Comedy, or 
rather Farce, fuch ; were Cicero’s fir ft Per* 
formances; the Morning of his. Life was 
wafted in icandalous obfcure Adventures ; 
lo indigent a Strain of Deb^uchpry, that to 
repeat wou’d prejudice one too much againft 
the Expectation of his meridian Glories, as 
believing fuch a notorious Courfe of Trick¬ 
ing, fuch a paltry Run of little- Converfa* 
tion, could never produce any Thing out 
of the Road of deferved Averfion and Scorn: 
Yet thro’ this Heap of Rul?bilb, this Dung? 
hil of Obfcurity, he could work hi* Way, 
and had the Art of abftraCting Matter for 
Obfervation, and learning what he called 
to live in the World. Tis certain, from 
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the mean Education and unwoithy Precepts. 
his Father gave him, from the abandon’d 
Company he kept, and his own pregnant 
Inclinations to Evil, Gcero learnt to have 
Principles in no Eftimation, and even to 
defpife thofe who had any; to ftudy the 
Corruption of the Roman Law, and not fo 
much as to wear the Habit of Religion ; to 
make himfelf throughly acquainted with- 
the very Infide of Knavery, Deceit, Poli¬ 
ticks, Pretences, Diffimulation, Craft, Hy. 
pocruy, and Zeal, and what well prepar’d 
nun for becoming a Mailer in unwarrant¬ 
able Praftices, a urong Indication rather to 
rile by Vice than Vertue, a fecret lurking 
Propenfity to the Dilhoneft rather than the 
Honcft; he laught at Fate and Deftiny, at 
Heaven and Futurity l His prodigious natural 
Parts were quickly better’d by acquir’d; his 
Soul had a Thirft of Knowledge, he etv- 
quired into both Good and Evil, tho’ he 
only worllrip’d the latter: Vaft was his 
Memory and Vivacity, bold and ardent his 
Ambition, if yet in nis little VorteXj where 
fcarce he had room to move, the Term be 
juft ; His Pailions, which were extream vie- ' 
lent, did not often precipitate him beyond 
the Relief of his Judgment, ryhich was fo 
clear, fo piercing, audio ftrong, that it lei- 
dom ever deceived him; and when he was 
yet a wretched unknown defpicable Plebeian, 
he refolv’d to leave nothing undone that 
could advance him to the Degree of a Patri¬ 
cian. How many Genius’s, born great, d® 

fee 
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fct in Obfcnrity for want of whstwe may 
name a happy Call, a favourable Oecafion, 
a ludty Moment, to diftinguife and exert' 
themfelves ? This Cicero knew, and fought 
noting with fo much Diligence as anOppor- 
tunity to difpiay the Compounds, the Par- 




•ed$ to break with a Burft of Applaufe full 
in the Eyes of thofe who had Power toxaile 
•him, to dazzle the Emperor and Senate 
■with his Knowledge and Wiflom, to fhow 
-a Capacity fit 1 to admrnifter in any Ele¬ 
vation. 

To Weft him to - his Wilh, the Goddeis of 
Difcotd declar’d on ; his fide, as if by fecret 
Irifllnft, or by Gcero himfelf drrefted to di- 
fUnguilh Gcero. The reigning Emperor was 
become obnoxious, he was growing into 
Tytahfty, he oppreis’d fdme of thofe Patrl- 
-cians who would not come into his unlaw¬ 
ful Mfeafnres, impriforfd othefrs, and re- 
folving to have them found guilty, fet a Day 
that they might make their uefence r Ctcero 
rangy himfelf on the Party of the Male- 
contents, whothenhadfhe Majority., Thofe 
eminent Orators who were appointed 
(amongft whom Cicero was one, tho’ till 
then unknown to the Leimed) defended 
their Clients with fo much Force, that the 
World was incenfed againf! the Emperor 
for the Breach of fhofe Laws, which, with* 
a fetal perfeafive Eloquence, they convinc’d 
the Empire that Augxftns had 1 departed from; 
the Confluence of wfc&h- was depofing that

Gefar, and ele&ing another in his Place, 
wljohappened to be a Succeffor of finifha 
Knowledge and Ambition, what he had ac- 

S uir’d by Addrefe he would preferve by Con* 
u£t : He knew admirably to put every 
Man with whom he converted to nis proper - 
Ufe. Gctro now got into the Senate-Houle, 
and being very bune there, was not unre¬ 
marked by the new Emperor. It had been 
the utmofl of Cicero’s Hopes, that a Perfon 
of Wifdom might be raifed to the imperial 
Purple, For a Man of Sente has little to ex- 
pefl from a weak Prince, fo he made hia 
Court to C<tfur with extreme Diligence and 
Perfeverance; he had Fire and Scdateneft, 
Spirit and Condefcenfion, and an Extern of 
Wit, whofe diffulive Trafts of Light leads 
you on to folid Judgment; but then ne was as 
loofe as the "Winds that promifeuoufly ruffle 
ell Things in their ftormy Courfc, and full 
as wrathful* Cicero like diem dilperted Prin¬ 
ciples, Honefty, Religion, Loyalty, Con¬ 
science with a Puff, whenever tney chanced 
to inlerveen or obnruft his new Mailer the 
Emperor’s Ihtereft, or his oWh. He pre- 
fently made himfeff acquainted with Afr 
fairs of State abroad and at home, whatever 
he pleated was in his Power, a little Ap¬ 
plication ' gave him the Pofleffion of all 
Things’that were neceflary to form a great 
Mtnifter ; Ctfxr advanc’d him from a P/r- 
be\Ah to be one 6f the Eqaites, put the 
HelrffoF Government into his Hand; and 
whilft' himtelf was abroad at the Head or 

hia 
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his Armies, gave Cicero the Conduft of the 
State at home. 

His Birth, his Education being ealily for* 
got ? thofe Paffions, which, if he nad not the { 
entire Command of before his Rife, ('their 
Conlequences were fo obfcure that they 
were unknown, unlefsto the little wretched 
Company be bed formerly kept) began now 
to command him : In the Face of Day he 
grew angry, luftful, proud and inexorable) 
Bigotted to the Schifmaticks, not becauie 
they had more Religion than the Orthodoxy 
but becauie he had a great deal lefs ; not 
enough to hinder him from playing with 
the moft folemn Parts of it with a folemn 
Face and Air to advance his Purpofes, which 
were to curb the Church, and defile her Pu¬ 
rity with Schifmaticks. Thefe-were the Re* 
formers who pretended to fo vaft a Per¬ 
fection in Principles, that when Revenge, 
Perfecution, Lull of Power, or Hatred of the 
Orthodox was in quefiion, united to a Point 
which Was the Deflrudion of all yPxindplea. 
Ct/ir was warlike and ambitious, and had 
little more of Religion dun. meat Soldiers 
generally have, Honour; and therefore inter- 
poled but leldom between the warring Ani- 
mofities of the two oppofing Parties. But 
influenc’d by his Favourite Cicero, whole 
Judgment, uponlolid Obferyations, he be¬ 
gan to reverepce; much was done to give 
the Idolaters their firft Footing in lhe,State, 
little to fecure the Orthodox theirs in the 
Church. Cicero law the Emperor was Child- 

lefs. 
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lefs, and doubting whether he could acquire 
for himfelf an Intereft in the next Succeflbr, 
debated with that fawning artful Patrician 
Cat aline, whether it were poflible for them 
to rouze the old Spirit of Liberty in the Ro¬ 
man People, fo long fince buried in the im¬ 
perial State, and fo confpicuous in the Con- 
fular. If this were once brought to pafi, 
they did not fuppofe the Commonwealth 
durft boafl of any bigger than themfelves, 
nor who had a greater Air of Probability 
to govern the Whole ; whether they fhould 
fee it mod for their Advantage to make the 
Monarchy eleftive, or once more to abolifh 
it; but becaufe thefe Views were very re¬ 
mote amidft a People fond of their Allegi¬ 
ance, and whofe Principles and Religion 
taught them to obey that Form of Govern¬ 
ment eftablilh’d; Cataline was fent to poy- 
fon the Country by degrees, Julius Sergius 
the gay Part of the Court, and Cicero the 
bufie with Principles repugnant to Monar¬ 
chy. Liberty was every where aflerted,, all 
Orders of Men, the apoftate Clergyman and 
Soldier, the needy Poet, the bufie News- 
writer, the wanting Scribbler, proftrate Pro¬ 
fligates were encourag’d, fuftain’d, nay re¬ 
warded with Money and Preferments to 
lodge the Power in the People, to fliew a 
reigning Populace, and an obeying Emperor. 
Ca/ar, they cry’d* was eleflea for common 
Benefit, of whicn They, the People, were 
the only Judges. Scandalous mercenary 
Pens flatted up to the utter Deflru&ion of 
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•11 Principles, who quickly poifoned the un¬ 
wary Multitude; new Notions were propa¬ 
gated to the Confufion of good Senfe, Alle¬ 
giance, and Religion. Liberty! Liberty ! 
was the Clamour: No Cajar, or fuch a Gzjar 
over whom the People might reign. Argu¬ 
ments innumerable were produced! Libels 
difpers'd! and whoever wanted an Offi:e, 
let him dedicate for Liberty and Amrchy to 
Gem or Sergius, an Employment or other 
Reward was fure to be theConfequence: Not 
that this Delire of Liberty produced, or rous’d 
the glorious Spirit of Emulation, or any 
Thing of that ancient Ardour, and true Tafte 
of Liberty, which for fo many Years had 
kept Rome the eternal City, and Queen of 
Nations: An enthufiaftick, wild, lawlefo- 
Spirit of Mif-rule took place; fomething 
fo coarfe and degenerate, as could only be 
produced by thofe abfurd Politions, with 
which thefe Patriots debauched and milled 
the People. 

And becaufe the Orthodox held Opinions 
contrary to the Schifraaticks, and according 
to the Commands of their unerring Matter* 
Render'd unto £sefar the Tilings that were Cse- 
farV, they mutt be difincourag’d and tramp- 
lied upon: Libels were Ihot, not only againft 
them, but Religion in general \ bold impi¬ 
ous Spirits, who had the imperial Libraries 
at pleafure, to aflift their propbane Study, 
who fucceeded beft againft eccleliaftical Com¬ 
munity deferv’d beft of Cicero . Swarms of 
atbeiftical Argumertts were immediately pro¬ 
duc'd ; 
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duc’d; bold plaufible Notions, calling the’ - 
Entity of the Godhead into Difpute, making 
the tremendous awful Myfteries of our Re* 
ligion but holy Juggles, the Art of Prieft-' 
craft, and a Gin rto catch unwary Fools : 
Thus by deftroying the Dread and Neceflity 
of Confcience, fitting the People to aft 
without any. 

Diligent Gc&o t held twice five hundred 
Hands ip conftant Support and Pay, to trail* 
fcribe whatever Libels fliould be produc’d 
and approv'd jqcpf did himfelf dildaininfo. 
great, to glqrioqsja rC^ufe.asi Liberty, fonve- 
times to give an illuflrioqs DaJh, a finilhing 
Stroke fiom bis own immortal Pen, to adorn 
and complete the Whole. Thus conceived, 
form’d and finilh'd, thefe Produftions, full, 
of complicated Falfehoods, were delivered 
gratis into the Hands of proper Ferfons, to 
be difpers’d tnroughout the whole Empise 
^r^tf.Not a Village was .without vail Num¬ 
bers , with Appointment that they Ihould 
be read to tne unlearn’d, that thofe that 
could not read might hear. By .capacitated 
Agents things were erplaip’d and- refin’d 
upon, till the World became fullied by their 
Pollutions; a Diflike fucceeded, of not on¬ 
ly the Priefts who officiated, but even our., 
very Religion; the Church was defil'd, newr. 
Articles, new Manners, new Forms crept, 
among the People ; that pure snd primitive 
Woruiip deliver’d by our Lord arid Saviour, 
and .propagated by the holy Apoftles, wit- 
nefs’d by the Saints and Fathers, and fealed 

by *

by the Blood of fullering Martyrs, was made 
the Sjjort of Crouds; its very Being made a 
Queftion, and her unfpotted Profeuors the 
Ridicule of a State Party. Whilil the com* 
mon People, debauch’d in Tafte and Princi¬ 
ples, generally fell from the Pradice of all 
Religion; their Wives and little Ones being 
no longer, as of Matter of Confidence, in¬ 
truded by their Husbands and Parents, were 
fuller'd to live without Thoughts of any. 
Never was feen fo deplorable a Renuffion 
and growing Ignorance lince Chriftianity 
began; and ira Miracle had riot interveen’d, 
in the next Age, there would fcarce have 
been the leaft Remembrance, no Knowledge 
remaining of our moll holy Faith among 
the Vulgar. 

I will once more aflc fome witty unmet* 
cenary Pens, who might poffibly be free from 
the wicked Defigns or that Party which rofe 
by Anarchy andCorifufion, what Advantage 
it is to them to propagate fuch lawlefs Te¬ 
nets and irreligious Notions ? Why do they 
expend their prodigious Store of Learning 
to feduce Mankind from their Duty ana 
Innocence ? Why will they awake them 
from the pleafing political Trance of Reli¬ 
gion, granting it were a Trance ? Can they 
riotbe contented to hug themfelves with their 
fchoiaflick Notions, arid envenom’d Ridicule 
of what they call Prieft-cr?fr, Ihown in their, 
Trads of the natural Mortality of the Soul, 
and other deadly Productions: Lamented Ef- 
- feQs of their enquiring Hours! But they mnft 
- . give 
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give the weak World,unprepar'd of Antidotei 
againft foch learned firntle Poifons, Part of 
their Malignity ? Oh Vanity of Study! Dl- 
plac’d Boalt of Knowledge! Do yew not fee; 
what you diffufe abroad ? Do you 'not .be- 
hold a DefagsWthing upon you ?’ Fot when' 
Religion, the faCred Barrier, fhall be once 
removed,wemiiflTrieceflarily bis born downs 
FloodsOf Intemperance! Murder! Defola- 
tion! lawlefs Love! Avarice! and a Com¬ 
plication of the greatell Evils, Will certainly, 
overwhelm us! ■ ' ;!

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Thais, as I have been informed* was al¬ 
ways what file is now, purfud Albinus , as 
to her Air degagee, thougn your Highnefs is 
pleafed to give it another Term. Her la¬ 
ther, or rather Mother, had been Embaflador 
in Iberia; the Lady’s Spirit of Government 
and Cafar's Favour, had lodged the Power 
io hen Among the Croud or Beauties that 
ufed to ply about Cafar and the Court, this 
Lady had aTafte of imperial Toys. Gejkr,,dif- 
fufive like the Sun! took all Women into 
his Embraces, at leaft for once. Tbais's 
Mother happening to be more impertinent 
than charming, Cafar became difgufted; but 
becaufe he was infinitely grateful and good* 
natur’d. he would not tell a Lady fo who 
had obliged him, but fuffered her to tor¬ 
ment and follow him as fhe did in Expecta¬ 
tion of another inchanting Moment; Her 
affefted Learning, eternal Tattle, infipid 
Gaiety, and falteTafte of Wit, could not 
but be tirefome to C*efar r who had the tmeft 
in the World. Toridhimfelf of her and 
her offered Favours with a good Air, he 
propofed fending her to give Laws, as he 
obligingly calleuit, Laws of Gallantry and 
•Things delicate, to the Iberian Court. She 
took it as her Hemifphere of Glory, where 
flie fhone for fome Years, but returned 
with ten times more Impertinence than be¬ 
fore ; Impertinence acquired by Travel, 
Mifapplication, and as bad Conftru&ion of 
Things. Cafar ufed to fhroud himfelf when¬ 
ever ihe appeared by the Pretence of Bull-

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neis, or amongft what Company was nett 
him, which very often proved no San&uary, 
for refting upon the Merits of what had 
once palled between them, fee would in- . 
vade his Ear and Clofet, and force Accefs • 
fo that when fhe. dyed, as ihe did not long 
after her Return, Ctjar laid, ‘Tn>as . well for 
him fhe mis gone, or fit bad certainiy killed him 
in flaying. 

A Lady made up of fuch nice Compounds, 
could not be fuppofed to mindwhat flxe called 
the Drudgery or the Ser, Duty to her Hus¬ 
band ! Education of Children, the Oecono- . 
my of the Family! The firft obeyed her, the 
fecond were left to thetnfelves, and the laft 
lo wholly negle&ed by her, that when ihe 
dyed, all Things were in Diforder or rather 
Defpair; fo litrje remained to the Daughters 
through her Negligence and Exceiles, that 
they could never hope to marry to any of 
their own Rank : The el deft had Serife and 
Vertue enough to coniine her Expences to 
her narrow Fortune, and remained a Virgin; 
the fecond ingaged with a Gentleman upon 
Terms of Honour, and taking one anothers 
Word, ihe was never to fay ihe was mar- 
ryed, nor he to fay he was not; fo living 
together in all the Forms of the Happy, ibe 
was efteemed his Wife, till the Damn of 
Satiety entered into his Breaft: He departed, 
and left her a Daughter, the Fruit of their 
mutual Joys, with liberty to report what 
file pleafed to fave her the Reputation of Ho- 
^ nour to the Town. 


Tbais’a 
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Tbdiss Mind had quite another Turn; 
file neither valued Vertue, nor the Appear¬ 
ance of it ; her Defire was to live at Eafe in 
the World, at what Rate foever purchased ; 
let the World report what it would of her, 
lhe was too mucn a Philofopher vainly to 
put her felt in Pain for Things meerly out¬ 
ward* She play’d away That which is moll 
valuable in her Sex to an old Quality-Cour¬ 
tier and Relation, for five hundred Pieces, 
which being a confiderable Addition to her 
Fortune, lhe told him ibe had a mind to 
fcreenherCondud under the Umbrage of a 
Husband, for fear of thofe ill Accidents that 
are generally Confequences of Irregularity. 
The Courtier influenced good-natur’d C/0- 
dius , who with fome Eftate, and the Bufincfr 
he was brought up to, (it was obferv’d that 
few befides Lawyers and Orators raifed them- 
lelves in that Empire by Learning,) had 
the Profpeft of making a Wife live very 
eafie: He might have expefled a larger For¬ 
tune among thofe of his own Degree, but 
Tbais's Quality being lo much above his, the 
Charms he fancy’d in her Perfon, and her 
artful Management, made him think himfelf 
happy in her Acceptance: She was in her 
Bloom, her Complexion then unfuJlied by 
Art, her Eyes tenaer and fparkling, her Sta¬ 
ture tall, but her Manner was never genteel. 
What pafs’d upon the Wedding Night, will 
let you into her Character: 1 hope your 
Highnefe will not find fault with the Liberty 
of the Expreffion: I fhould blulh my felf

Good Nature, and Love of Pleafure, ufu- 
ally the Attendant of good Nature,made the 
Bridegroom comply with the old Courtier’s 
Kindnefs, who had procur’d him io great a 
Bleffing as Thais ; and therefore Clodius 
thought he could not in Gratitude and Man¬ 
ners, decline the Honour that was {hewn by 
a Perfon to whom he was fo much obliged, 
and of a Rank fo much above his own; he 
gave into the Patrician’s Defign, and drank 
as much as he would have him; they fay the 
Courtier had Reafbn for what he did ; per¬ 
haps he had Caufe, for his Miftrefles fake, to 
wilh that Clodius might carry as little Un- 
derflanding as poffible to bed with his Wife; 
but they over-aos’d him; he was no fooner 
laid by the Bride, but he fell faft afleep, and 
lb continued till Morning. She was very 
angry at the Neglefl of her Charms: When 
he wak’d, he remembered lomething of the 
Matter; it came into his Head that he was 
marry’d; he turned, and found himfelf not 
miftaken, there was his lovely Thais, but in 
what Humours you may guefs from her 
Words! How do you, my Dear i (fays the 
Bridegroom, pretty much out of Counte¬ 
nance to fee it Day, and that he had fo neg¬ 
ligently flept by her fide) How do you feel your 
fjjfl Art you well\ my Deari 1 did not give <c 
Tfooufand Pieces^ fee briskly anfwer’d, to feel 
my jelfl Pray your Highnels, forgive me this 
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Liberty ; ’twasbut a little gay Refentment 
from a difappointedLady ; I will lead you to 
fomething more ferious. 

Cicero loon after wanted Money to help 
his Appearance at Court; his Fund* were 
not extraordinary no more than his Credit-; 
fo that he found it difficult to take up what 
he wanted: He reraembred his Friend Qodim 
was juft marry *d, and had poffibly his 
Wife’s Dowry by him: He went to him, 
and with a thoufand Vows of iharing with 
him whatever Fortune he fhould arrive at, 
borrow’d a very confiderable Sum. CIodius 
was pleafed that he had it in his Power to 
oblige him ; and like thofe good-natured 
Husbands whdarein Love with rheirWives, 
and fond of the Happinefs they find, he 
imparted his to Cicero ; told him all the 
concealed Beauties of his Bride, and invited 
him to be himfelf a Judge of her Charms, 
>at leaft of as many as were reveal’d. 

It was at a fplendid Supper which Clodius 
made for his Friend, that Cicero firft beheld 
Thais ; She put on all the Graces and good 
Humour Ihe was Miftrefs of. Whether Ihe 
had then any Defign but that general one of 
plealing in common to all Women, is uncer¬ 
tain ; but her Coquet Airs forc’d a thousand 
Gallantries from the Statefman • He congra¬ 
tulated Clodius's good Fortune, celebrated the 
Charms of his Wife, and went fo far, that 
Thais did not difpute but (he had made & 
Conqueflof that illuftrious Heart; and was 
perplex’d and difpleafed when Ihe faw he 
D 3 did 
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did not return to affure her of it; So ex- 
ceffively was (he difappointed, that Cbdius 
could never hear her mention Cicero without 
Refentmenr, and fomething that was a lef- 
iening of his Charader; tho’ the Husband 
pretended not to be fo great a Matter as to 
find out the Secret of her Difiatisfa&ion. 

More weighty Affairs at that time call'd 
upon Cicero ; he had then his Fortune to 
make ; Clodius’s Money fupported him till 
Gtftr’s Bounty, (which foonafter follow'd) 
and his own Management enriched him. 
Ciodius devoted himfelf to Tbais’s Charms, 
and was fo little enclin'd to Ambition, that 
be did not purfue Cicero to Court, where, 
when he fometimes went, he grew difgufted 
at the Change of Behaviour in his Friend: 
That OpenneCs of Manner, thofe Profefc- 
fions, thole Vows of (haring all Things 
with him, were degenerated into a fliff For¬ 
mality, an outfide Plaufibility, Invitations 
to Court, Excufes that the Affairs of State 
and weighty Avocations call’d him from his 
Arms and Converfation ——but he 

would find a Time-—— begg’d him 

to be no'Stranger —-there was nothing 

he would not do to ferve him-fome¬ 

thing mutt be thought on — - ■ defired to 

be put in a Way-at more leifure they 

would difcourfe further — 1 he was al¬ 
ways fo unhappy to be torn from him by 
Bulinefs-but the Affairs of the Em¬ 

pire —■■■ - Qefar this moment expeffed him~ 
J>ray come, to Morrow^— and to Mor¬ 
row 



I- 
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row —— they fliould not for ever be inter¬ 
rupted — he was his moft allur'd faithful 
and obedient Servant — and fhou’d be 
proud to be commafided to the utmoft. 

' Thais could not forget her Birth and ex¬ 
travagant Education; all Things about her 
were gay and magnificent $ her Expences 
anfwer'd better to a Patrician than a Plebe¬ 
ians Wife: But if ever Clodius interpos’d— 
•Little Fellow ——— What did he mean?— 
Creature born among the Peopl e - — -Should 
he pretend to reduce her.?*—•—-She who 
knew the World by living in it, and not 
only in Profpeft, as fuch Miferables as he 

did 1 —-- Twas in vain to tell her, Thar 

their Circumftances not being agreeable t<r 
her Manner of Life, her Husband muft ner 
ceflarily fink nnier her Conduft, if Ihe did 
not reform it, . She bid him be gone to 
Court, and in Cipro’s Friendship feek for 
what might make them happy: Cicero to 
whom .he had thought fit to lend Part of 
her Dowrywhich, as yet, remained un¬ 
paid; That thoie Excufes he continually 
gave him^ .would no % paf$ upon her: Either 
he was too rernifs in hisr Attendance and Sol* 


licitations, or Cicero did not think him ca¬ 
pacitated for an Employment; tho’ there 
were many in his Gift that did not require 
more Brjiins, or greater Strength of Part* 
than , appear'd in'him, for he was not the 
firfl Fool • by twenty in very good Offices# 
She therefore charged him to fucceed, or fee 
her Face no more# 
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Behold here the miferable Condition of 
this doating Husband! he would not, durfl 
not difoblige his Wife, and therefore pre¬ 
vented the Day in Attendance upon Cicero , 
each fucceffive Morn faw him endeavouring 

to redeem his former Negle&s --But 

alas! Who? Who did he follow? Who 
play away his Time after ? A tender Friend 
that had been oblig’d by him, and ought 
doubtlefs to be grarerul! No! No ! A 
haughty politick Statcfman, that never ad¬ 
vanced any but for the Good he might expeit 
from them! Clodtus had Principles and good 
Nature, was fincere and conlcientious, Ta¬ 
lents unfit to work with, in fuch a Court, 
and under fuch a Government as Cipro's. 
Cicero and his Party had dark deep Defigns, 
long lighted Projects of Futurity ; the plain, 
the honeft Way, would leave them but as 
they were; whereas every Machination was 
now upon the ftretch to raife him to a Height, 
from which he might fecurelv laugh, and 
defpife the little Malice and lEnvy of the 
Croud beneath him. 

Cicero , tho* he refolv’d not to advance 
Clodinty yet he was too wife to tell him fo,un- 
lefs his Delays fpoke for him : Their former 
Friendlhip forbade Clodtus to make fuch an 
invidious Interpretation, and his own grate¬ 
ful Temper did not eafily cpnclude Cicero 
could be ungrateful -therefore early awak’d, 
and teiz’d by his Wife, he fought Cicero’s 
obdurate Gate, where in all Oblequioufnefs 
and dutious Silence, be attended with the 
- Croud 
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Croud of Clients and early Petitioners that 
came to make their Court to him; but was 
feldom admitted further than the Anti- 
Chamber, where he ufed to wait whole 
Mornings to take him at his going forth, 
but fo encompafs’d, that very rarely could 
he urge his Suit to him, which was not only 
one Kequeft, but many; for no fooner had 
Clodius found a Vacancy, and implored Cice¬ 
ro s-Grant, but it was unhappily difpofedof 
to another ; either his Word was unfortu¬ 
nately pre-ingaged, or it was a Trifle not 
worth nis Acceptance; fomething would fall 
equal to his JDeferts, fomething fit for 
fuch Friends to beftow and receive; 
far had given this away; but the next^ up¬ 
on the Faith and Honour of a Friend, fhould 
indifputably be his. 

Mean time Tbais's Extravagancies at 
home, and Clodfos's Negleft of all Bufinefs 
abroad, but attending upon Cicero , made 
their little Affairs run to ruin in the World: 
The mighty Hopes his Friend fo artfully fed 
him with, caufed him to negle& the Duty 
of his Calling, he ufed no Means to get- 
Supplies: Thais exhaufted upon the publick 
Stock, and Clodius himfelf, by Court-Atten¬ 
dance, contrafted a Habit of ldlenefs ! above 
half the Day wafled at Gcero’s Apartment, 
the other was confeauently lavifhed’ among 
fuch as he found Fellow-dependants, in com¬ 
forting themfelves for Delays, and incou- 
raging one anothers fantaftick Hopes, with 
the generous God; fo that thefe. deceitful 

V $ Pro? 
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Promifes were every way the Ruin of unhap¬ 
py Qodius; his Wire at home big with Ex¬ 
pectation of Court-Preferment, aifdain’d to 
do any Thing difeordant to thofe Hopes, 
efpecially when they fo intimately agreed 
with the Profufenefs of her own Temper : 
Mean time the Remains of her Dowry flew 
off, the Land was next mortgag’d, then for¬ 
feited and feized; Clodius by Thais *s Advice, 
durft not afk Ctcero for the Money he had 
obliged him with,left it ihquld make him cold 
in his Services, or give him any Difgufl. 

Qodius could not in his Heart forbear re- 
fencing thofe unkind Delays of his Friend ; 
but he was in, and there was no retreating, 
"itwas now too late to apply himfelf to other 
Bufinefs, that Time he had fuffer’d to glide 
away could not he retrieved, and nothing 
remain’d to lave him from Ruin but the ex¬ 
peditious Performance of Cicero *s Promife ; 
which whilfl he was urging with more than 
ordinary Importunity, frightful Poverty 
flaring native Modefty out of his Face, the 
poor, the wretched deceived Clodius was 
leized by his mercilefs Creditors, and can- 
to a common Prifon. He immediately 
fent to defire his Wife to come to him • 
Women are naturally tender over the Mifo- 
rable, and at firft redouble their Cares and' 
Carefles in. any Misfortunes. Thais was. 
not yet fo abandoned, fo out of her Sex, 
but that flie felt theTenderneft that another 
would at fo deplorable a Sight; Ihe wept, 
file exclaim’d, Ihe embraces her fuffering* 
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Husband, (he acctifed her own Extravagance, 
Cloditts* s Credulity, but above all ingrafeful 
Cicero's Breach of Friendlhip and deluding 
Promifes 5 ’twas a long time before fhe cou a > 
be brought to hear any Advice, till her Sor¬ 
rows having pretty well tir'd themfelves, 
Ihe endured what her Husband could fay,. 
and with a feeming Return of Reafon, 
heard his Advice, which was to go to Cicero 
in Perfbn, who had never feen her lince that: 
Night when' he had appeared fo charm'd by<* 
her Wit and Beat^ty,' and there implore his 
Goodnefs to have Oonipaffion upon the mi-- 
ferable loft Stare 6f an ancient faithful 
Friend. Tell him, hys Clodixs y That all his 
Grandour cannot prefent him with one/ 
Heart (o ffricerely his as tnine- a Heart he 
' was truly in ppfifeffibn of before Mis Quali- - 
ty andFctturte attracted others : I would 
have dy'd for him, and did (hare with him*' 
the little I was Mafter of; beg him inflantlyr 
to make the Payment of the Money I lent . 
him, which will go a great waytowards tak¬ 
ing me out of ibis detefted Place*; elfe> one -• 

; Demand tvill come upon another, and I ihall> 
end my'Days in loathfome Confinement* - 

* Tell him as he has ruin'd,’ *tis now' his time 
to retrieve; Ihou’d I remain here, my * 

•Thoughts, m f Reflexions and Tendernefi - 
for thee, would dtftraft me*; Muft.I live,. 

* mbftI'fltejp,withoupmy deareft tW/l wio { 
h^ye’never had her f r a Moment out of my; 

: Mirid muft i be : 

* coiideoincitd Separatkui, or what . 
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is mote cruel, fee her a Partner inr my 
Wants and Miferies, to ihare the Fatigues 
and Neceflities of a naufeous Prifon ? her 
Limbs extended for Reft upon a Bed fo de- 
teftable, 'twould fright away the very Prof- 
pefi of any. Sleep, as heavy as he is. never 
laid his leaden Scepter upon any, under this 
detefted Roof, how wretched and over¬ 
watched foever ! Here’s no Forgetfulne&, 
Grief can’t fo much as nod in an-Aboad like 
this. My deareft Wife plead with fuccefs, 
that 1 may be reftored to Thee, my little 

Son, and Family . . go-and let 

me know that Cicero is juft, and thy un¬ 
happy Husband not entirely abandoned to 
his evilDeftiny. 

Thais adorned in mowing Sorrow went to 
Cicero’s Palace, and was to fortunate as to 
Lear that he was alone; I don't call the 
lervile Croud that waited for a Word, a 
Glance or Nod, Company; he was alone, 
bccaule none were of confequence enough 
to be admitted to him; and happily em¬ 
ployed in reading a Dedication to himfelf^ 

, from a young and fuceefsful Poet, whom 
for the Sweetnefsof his Strain we call Maro; 
nothing could put him into a better Hu¬ 
mour, die Statefman was all unbent. Vani¬ 
ty and Pleafure ufurp’d upon the bufie Part, 
and Cicero’s Soul, dilated with Delight find¬ 
ing himfdf lo advantagioufiy reprefented. 
Tho’Patrons may not believe, they defer ve 
all that is faid of them, yet well placed 
Flattery is feldom di&grccablfe becaufe it 

" ' helps 
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help to perfuade the World that there mud 
be Merit, for a judicious Author ’tis pie- 
fumed would never build without fome 
Foundation. Mar o'% Verfe has. Force and 
Fire, it affeftseven upon Subjeds that do 
not at. all relate to ys; how then fhould it 
. mifs of Pleafure and Appiaufe, when it ia 
induftrioufly direftcd, ana goes, immediately 
in purliiit of both ? 

.This well-cad Frame of Mind was a hap* 
py Preparative for ThriSs agreeable Recepr 
tion ; She had no fooner feat in her Name, 

1 hut the Statefman remembred her to Advar>> 
tage j his Blood was already in an agreeable 
Dance ■ Thais't lovely Eyes^ and the at- 
traiHve native Beauty of her Sex in her, gave 
.him to think, that was an Hour of Toy ab- 
dra£led from Btdinefs, and he would endea¬ 
vour to improve and indulge it.. The Lady 
t bad fo much Senfe as to confider Sorrow, 
never but unwillingly enters the Clofets and 
Chambers of the Great. Pity and Compaf- 
lion are the weaked of all the Padions: She 
would therefore attempt him by that of 
Gratitude, re-inforced with powerful Auxi¬ 
liaries, that of lovely Eyes, glowing Youth 
and Complexion, riling Breads, agitated by 
Fear and Reverence of nis Grandour, rather 
than Remorfe for her Husband; few, very 
- few become the Drefs of Sorrow. Thau 
.was one of thole Beauties, whofe Cupid de¬ 
lighted in Revels, rather than Tears. She 
had confulted her Glals, and would drike 
at once, both for the Liberty and Prefer¬ 
ment 
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fnent of Chdks. Time had interpofed be* 
tween the fir A Irruptions of her Sorrow, and 
cancel’d the Marks of unbecoming forbid¬ 
ding Grief; her Eyes fwam only in a charm¬ 
ing Humidity and Languorher glowing 
Blufties befpoke a well-timed Modefty at her 
IntrUfion: She trembled but not with Woe • 
the Anxiety of Doubt, the Uncertainty and 
Defire of Pleafing, robb’d her Steps of their 
ufoal Firmnef*; an agreeable Languiihment 
invaded her whole Perfon. She appeared to 
GkerO tender and amiable, faukring in her 
Looks and Manner, furpri2ed by his Pre¬ 
fence ; nor lefs defirous to charm and fur- 
prize him by hers. 

Cicero, who knew all Nature, and was in 
a Humour to adhere to her in the mod inti¬ 
mate Manner, pleafed, as I before told your 
tiighnefs, at the former Sight and Convcrfa- 
tion of Thais, was thrilled at' the fecondj 
his Blood already in an agreeable Agitation, 
mantled, or rather fluihed; he was paft the 
Power of giving her a formal Reception.. 
Forgetting the Fncnd of Qodius -in the Lo¬ 
ver of 'Lpds, he rap to her. Ibvely Bofom, 
•ivhich having prais'd to his, he bid her- 
waAe none of thofo happy Minutes Fortune - 
befiow’d upon him, in telling her Suit, 
lince it was already granted before ever flic 
fyoke j and purfuing his Ardors, which fhe 
repel’d with a well-affedled, but not dif- 
datnful Modefty, he conjured her not to dif- 
appoint his Happinefi : Bufinefi allowed* 
him lo very little time for his Pleafures, and 

there. 
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there were fo few Women to his Tafte, that 
if he was refcfed, he ihould never attempt 
again. Coldnefs from the Fair was always 
fo effe&ually applied to him, that k dead’ned 
the Fiercenefs of hi* Fires, Mid 'rave him 
Power of Reafoning within himfelr, 4 for he 
differed none to pleafe him, Whom he could 
not pleale. This Rhetorick was fignificanf,. 
Tb/tts had no Intent to difguft, fhe argued 
only for a more commodius Interview —— 
his Pebple were in Hearing-■ —fhefhould 
be undone- — -—her ow,nHoufe- -■ , -he 
was fo politive fo agreeable - ■ fo 

irrefiftible-— and (as he told her) fhe 

fo charming^ that he would be with her at 
Eight that Evening to compleat his Happi- 
riefs, which ffyfn the Tafte he had had, fully 
convinced Kim, was of moment to the Plea- 
fures of his Lift ; fo killing her Hand, he. 
called one of his Gentlemen to conduit her, 
upon the Report that was brought him, of 
Citfar’s Favourites being come to confer with- 
him about Bufinefs of Importance. 

Wretched Cltidius not fo'ifcuch as men¬ 
tioned,. this Interview took quite another 
Turn, one very different from the forlorh 
Condifiori he was reduced to. Thais was 
pleafed, or rather charmed with the Magni¬ 
ficence of Cicero ; and tho’ he was much old¬ 
er, and not fo handfome as Godins, yet a 
Lover feldom fails of getting the'Advantage 
over aHusband, in the Opinion of the M»- 
ftrefs: Thofe unabated Ardors f that Extre¬ 
mity of Fire 1 Height of Rapture MCeennefo 
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of Embrace I all deadned by lone and fare 
Pofleflion, Ibews one fo much to the Advan¬ 
tage of the other, that it is no Wonder they 

S et the Preference.. How carefully ought 
le Sex to guard themfelves from Opportu¬ 
nities of making Coroparifoq, how avoid 
thofe. dangerous Interviews wherein the 
Lover may prevail, iince it not only de- 
ftroys their Innocence, but a fwift and fure 
Contempt fucceeds upon what-ever the 
unartful Husband, fhall happen to do af¬ 
ter. 

Thau bad her Thoughts.filled with more 
agreeable Ideas than Clodius's Priion. She 
would not go near him that Day for fear of 
ruffling her Features, and giving her Air a 
di&dyiantagious Turn; ihe fent to tell him. 
That before Midnight ihe hoped to give 
him a good Account of Things, for ihenad 
till then to wait in Expectation of Cicero'a 
Commands. Her Heart at Reft on that fide, 
ihe cauied her Apartment to be let out with 
all poflible Decency• and becauie her Sor¬ 
rows gave her a Pretence to the DifkMlir. 
ihe put on one fogentile and becoming,join’d 
with a triumphant Joy that fparkled in her 
Eyes, the fecret Reflexion of Pleafure pail 
slowing on her Lips, and bluihing on her 
Cheeks, that when ihe laid her felf down 
upon her Bed, where ihe would have it 
thought her Sorrow threw her, ihe ihewed 
more amiable than in a Court-Drefs j for 
file was one of thofe Beauties that appeared 
beft when moil unadorned.

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Gccro, who had then no particular Com¬ 
merce with any of the Sex, and who liv'd 
at large, (hatching a happy Moment where 
he found it, without engaging his Heart, 
fcarce his Mind, beyond the prefent; found 
fomething more folid for Tbds, the former 
low Walt of his Amours was no longer in 
his Thoughts; the Se&ary’s Wife was fbiw 
gotten* and her PUbeUn Husband by this 
time had worn out the fine Livery that had 
diftinguiftied him for Cicero's Cuckold; he 
might again return to his Oar, his Lord had 
no Inclination to do him farther Honour in 
the Perfon of hisSpoufe. The 5%f-furinten- 
dant of his Family no longer pleafed, her 
Run was alfo over, there was a perfe& Va¬ 
cancy in the Orator’s Heart;therefore Tbw, 
as if in the lucky Moment, came to fill it: 
That (he was the Wife of an injtir’d Friend! 
a Friend who paffionately loved her, and 
had tenderly obliged him, rather heighten’d 
his Delires; poffibly had his Paffion not had 
that Oppofition^t had funk, as it rofe, with 
the ufaal Tranlitorinefs of his other A- 
mouTs; but the Unlawfulnefs, tlie Thoughts 
of forbidden Joy, fet an Edge upon his 
Appetite, and caufed him to render him- 
fclf with a Keennefs of Paffion at the ap¬ 
pointed Hour near her Bedfide. , 

The firft Woman who gave me leave to 
call her Miftrefs, was an Intimate of Tbais's • 
(he has fo often diverted me with Geero*% 
Amours, that I am very well inftru&ed in 
many' Particulars* The Lady whoaffe&ed 

to 
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to weep only before her Woman* took her 
Handkerchief from her Eves upon her De¬ 
parture* and Ihowed her felf in perfeft Beauty 
to a Lover,who felt fomethine more advanra- 

? ious for her thanhehad ever feltfor any of the 
ex. Her Gown was a pale Pink,fuitable tothe 
Darknefs of her Hair, lined with a rich gold 
Stuff, all carelefs, and eafily to be difpofed 
of at the Lover's Wifh ; which way foever 
lhe moved, it was obedient to the Touch, 
and difeovered her fwelling Breafts, Part of 
her Limbs and Arms, or her flender Waift, 
that had nothing under the Gown but a 
linnen Covering; no Statue could be hand- 
fomer or whiter than her Legs and Feet, 
half cover'd with Sandals ot Silver and 
Pear] Embroidery. She knew her Beauty, and 
where it was moft confpicuousi, with a feem- 
ing undefigning Art, the lovely Wanton 
moved her Limbs as if unknowing of the 
Motion, and gave to the Lover s Sight, a 
Landfkip of inevitable Charms! her Eyes, 
her Drefs, .her Hair let off by thofe Award 
Ribbons that tyed her Nigjit-cloaths; her 
every Grace "became fo conspicuous, that ail 
Cicero's Senfes united in that One of Sight; 
he gazed intemperately ! he lighed! he could 
not fpeak! where then was all his boafted 
Wifaom? Where that Reafon, Learning, 
Policy! that .unerring judgment and re¬ 
fin'd Difiin&ion 1 which had railed him to 
Le the 6rft in Eloquence and Reputation of 
the Empire? He thought it then his higheft 
Glory to b$ an ardent Lover $ his greateft 

Happi- 
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Happinefi was placed in the Pofleffion of 
Beauty ! bright glorious Beauty! which 

f ave our Statefman to know, that all tbe 
Charms of Grandoiyr were ftaie^unaffeding, 
empty Delights, compared with the ever 
fubftantial Joys of Love. 

After a convenient Diflance of Time, 
Cicero defired his Miftrefs to tell him what 
chappy Occafion had brought her to his Pa¬ 
lace, and what were her Commands, for 
ihe fhould certainly be obeyed, and a thou- 
fand times fooner, for having fo foon ob¬ 
liged him ? Twas a Condefcenfion fo grate¬ 
ful, fo agreeable to his Temper, that it had 
entirely charm'd him. So fweet an Addi¬ 
tion to her Beauty, that there was nothing 
in his Mind or Heart that Ihe had not fub- 
dued by her immediate Yielding. Nature, 
he laid, h?d certainly defigned her to tri¬ 
umph over him, and had whifper’d to her 
Soul this only Way. Here Thais did not fail 
to affure him, that Ihe could, only in Far 
vour of him, have been guilty of fo much 
Frailty; that he had certainly enchanted her 
by an irrefiftible Impulfe of Joy, then at a 
time when Ihe was not only an utter Stran- 

f er to the Thoughts of Joy, but refigned to 
orrow; in confequence Ihe told him the 
Misfortune of her Husband) and conjured 
him by all that Honour, - that Friendfhip 
which had formerly pafs'd between them, 
to affift and fupport them under the Cala¬ 
mity which was fallen upon him; fhe exag¬ 
gerated the Circumflancts by which they 

were 
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were brought to Ruin, his Promifes and 
Clodiw's unhappy Depcndance upon them, 
by which her felt and Son were reduced to 
the laft Extremity 5 her Husband now in the 
Hands of his mercilefs Creditors, but his 
Wife without Honour, in thofeof a Lover, 
who had by new and furprizing Graces, not 
only rob’d ner of her Innocence, but would 
rob her of Life, if he did not fet the trueft 
Eftimate upon her hitherto unconquered 
Heart, and for ever allow her a Place in nis. 

Cicero rofe from her Arms, and took 
fome Turns about the Chamber in a deep 
Refvery; Thais remained upon the Bed info 
much Defpondence, that fhe began now to 
do in earned, what fhe had before counter¬ 
feited, that is tb fay, filed Tears fox fear her 
Lover was not fo entirely her Slave as he 
had exprefs’d. This brought him out of his 
Contemplation, he began to comfort her, 
and gave her his Hand to rife from the Place 
where fbe was lying: They walked to¬ 
gether, he was filent for a Quarter of an 
Hour $ at length, as if he had took his Re* 
folution, he ftop’d fhoit and looking her 
fixedly in the Face, asked het if fhe loved 
him ? - ■■■* - ■ ■ without Heiitation fhe ap¬ 
peal’d to what had lately paft, and affeed 
him if a Lady could give a greater Proof 
than fhe had done, or could make a more 
confiderable Sacrifice, and in his own way* 
whiph was as valuable as the Sacrifice it fefi£ 
becaufe fhe believed it coft a Woman ten 
tunes the^ Reluctance to oblige a Lover at 

once. 
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•nee, than when by long and infen(fible De¬ 
grees ibe was brought to yield her Inno- 
oence and Honour? — —" .1 believe you 

love, Madam, anfwered Cicero , taking her 
Hand, and to convince you how dear you 
are to me, I will venture to make you a 
Fropofal which you fhould never hear, if I 
did not think you entirely in my Intereft ; 
as Ihocking as it may found, conlider it 
well, for us the only Means to fet us both, 
at eafe and make us happy. 

Ciodins, ’tis true, has formerly obliged me 
by feveral Things, he was qualified for pri¬ 
vate Friendihip ; but alas! Men in my Sta¬ 
tion mull not leek for Amuiement, but Ser¬ 
vice; he has depended too much upon pall 
Acquaintance, and been very troublefome, 
his. Head has not Strength to bear any 
Thing ■■■ a meer .Rattle, and of a Party, 

quite oppolite to mine —*—— what can I 
give him ? His. Principles will not fuffer him 
to be my Creature ; belides, if ever he be at 
Liberty, will he not dare to divide your 
Fa vours with me ?———— Can I fuffer fo 

Worthlef* a Rival?-——Or is the / 

Name of Husband a Toleration for fullied 
Joys and participated Pleafure ? — ■ ■ ■ - I 
loath the Thoughts of taking you out of 

fuch brutal Arms . . I have hoarded 

up thy Happinefs in you! the Empire and 
Cffiir fhali have all my bufie Hours! but 
when I would live to my felfj it muft be

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Minute, I muft findyour Hatband with you, 
wretched Animal 1 of Power to pall, but 
never pleafe!

Suppoie I 
fliould give him fome inconfklerable Office, 
he’s qualify^ for no great' One, the ill 
Company and fquandring Vein he is got 
into, rhuft make you infinitely unealie: Nor 
ougnt my Bounty to relieve you 1 1 fliould 
beg to be excufed, tho I could lavifii my 
whole Fortune to you; giving what he 
mull partake of would be but an indifferent 
Satisfa&ion 5 to pay him with my Gold, for 
dividing with me all that 1 can call Happi- 
nefs: Therefore, Madam, if you’ll believe 
me, let him red where he is; his debauch’d 
Companions will, 1 fear, take care to fup- 
port and keep him alive longer than we fhall 
nave occalion for hini. The Money which 
is in mV-Hands, fhdlbe put out for your'

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Fortune^ this Lady was none of thofeduti- 
ous conscientious Wives: ’Tis true, lhe had 
violently afflifted her Self at the firfl Prof- 
pe£t of her Huband’s Ruin, becaufe lhe 
reared her own was involved with it: But 
now that, lhe had found an Afyle in Cicero's . 
Paffion, Ibe eadly refign’d up Clodius to 
his Mileiies. Crafty as lhe was, lhe did , 
not fail to make a Merit oF the Sacrifice, 
telling her Lover, that feeing nothing but 
through him, lhe only was what he ©leas'd to 
dire£t and would for ever be guided by him.. 

Thu Point fettled, lhe employ’d the Re¬ 
mainder of the Night, after Cicero's Depar¬ 
ture. not in, viliting the Wretched; lhe was 
refolved that Part lhould trouble her no 
more 1 but in pulling down the Furniture 
and packing up: She was fo extreme dili- 

r ,that by Morning all Things were ready;' 

cauled them to be conveyed to her la- 
bertine Siller's, there to remain till a Houle 
could be taken; next difeharging het Ser¬ 
vants, lhe fent her Son to Petition to one of 
the Pnilofophers; dexteroufly fecuring her 
felf from any Purfuit, lhe took fuch efie&u- 
al care againll being follow’d or dilcovered, 
that lhe got off happily to the Rendezvous 
Cicero had appointed, who . with impatient 
Love and longing Arms, waited to receive 
Her. After he had congratulated her Arri¬ 
val, and thank’d ber by profile Profeffions 
°f Joy, he told her lhe was worthy to be

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' of" a Love-Paffion, in Favour of a Woman 
of her Spirit, Refolution, and Courage! 
That he adored thofe Qualifications in her 
beyond her Beauty, becaufe they were 
Charms poffefs'd by fo very tew of her Sex ! 
He had now nothing to defire of her but to 
fliare in his Grandour, and what he con- 
fefs'd was a more difficult Task for a Lady 
to grant, to keep that Grandour and her 
felf concealed from all the World. 

Unhappy Clodws ! mofl miferable of all 

j Men! oppreft by Fortune I betray’d by 

! *Friendfhip! difhonoured by Marriage! a 
Victim to adulterous Love ! wounded! fa- 
crificed ! an Oblation to the Security of two 
the molt deteftabje! the moft inhuman ! the 
moft ignominious of their Time! Ah Cice¬ 
ro ! How canft thou wear any Peace of' 
Mind ; Serenity Upon thy Brow ? Pretence' 
of Religion? that fan&imonious Appearance?. 
How harrangue it to the good People of thy 
Party ? How preach up, as thou doft, Ver - 
tue and Moderation , when thy felf art Scar¬ 
let deep tinged with the higheft Crimes ? 
to whom Hypocrifie! Fa&ion! Injuftice ! 
ate become familiar ? Thou, to whole Wif- 
dom all Things are revealed! lhoU<f ft not 
thou remember^ That Ingratitude is * of fb 
deep a Colour,the Stains are not to be \va(hed 
away, No, not hardly by Oblivion.. Has 
not Plato told us, The Infamy of Mm fa im¬ 
mortal i Thou ftioifd’ft have confidered. 
That the Injuries done by a Friend, ^re ‘ 
much more piercing than the Wrongs : 

E wrought 
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wrought by an Enemy; but he that is dik 
poled to Mifchief,can never want Occafion, 
Yet, who is it that we find thus guilty ? 
One in Prime of Youth* and Paffion! full 
of immortal Vigour and bounding Force ! 
whofe Heat of Blood and Fancy cannot yet 
be fubdued by the cold Precepts of Reafon! 
whofe Sun has fcarce run its twentieth 
Courfe ! the fiery Steeds in their full Prance, 
not tired by Time! deaf to the Mafters 
Voice! difobedient to the Reins! fraught 
with inevitable Inftinft, the irrefiftible fm- 

? ulfe of Nature! flung with the poignant 
Graving of Delight! and eager to renew the 
new-found genial Joy! 

Or is it hoary venerable Cicero , whole 
ebbing Blood runs backward to the Fount 
of Life ? Who has fcarce Warmth dully to 
circulate the lazy Tide, which flpwly creep* 
ing in his frozen Veins, leaves Irregularity 
behind ? lagacious, by Time made cold 
and temperate! grown paft thofe Follies 
that might diflurb the harmonious Voice of 
Reafon ! weighed down by Difeafes and 
Politicks! What Wonder to findWifdom 
in fuch a Dwelling ? But oh ! Antipathy to 
Kind ! monftrous to Nature! Tis reverend 
Cicero himfelf, who apes the glowing Lo¬ 
ver! temperate Cicero who perlonafes the 
fierce Adulterer, and accounts it Vertue by 
help of fupernaturalTemptations, and high- 
bought Reftoratives, to be able to be vici¬ 
ous : What Remedy for fo accomplilhed a 
Sinner, one who employs his Reafon not to 

fup-. 
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fupprefs but promote the Paiflons, who la¬ 
bouring under all the Imperfections of the 
Old, artfully attempts the elegant Excelles 
of the Young? 

But Madam, to return from whence we 
have dierefs’d, the fuffering Cbdius , who a- 
waited For Day with the Impatience of the 
Miferable; he had been promifed Intelli¬ 
gence before Midnight, tne Morning came* 
yet he was ftill in the dark as to what Suc- 
cefs Thais's Negotiations had had with C&v- 
ra. He fortified his Patience, forbid hi* 
Expectation to extend fo widely on the 
Rack. In Ihort, he endured what was po£ 
lible for one in his Circumftances, and Un¬ 
certainty of Mind : At iaft a Friend, who 
had been folliciting his Creditors, came to 
the Prilbn with Terms of Accomodation. 
Clodius conjured him to go to his Houfe, not 
only to inform his Wife of the Conditions, 
but to enquire of her Health, and to know 
how fhe had fucceeded with his Patron. 
But what a melancholy Scene! how wound¬ 
ing was his Return ? The Friend could 
fcarce believe himfelf or his own Eyes, 
fcarcely credit his Sight, when he beheld an 
empty Houfe, and heard from the Neigh- 
| hours that the Lady had difcharged all, and 
had left no Account where Ihe was gone. 
Clodius was yet more incredulous, he fent 
from dne Part of Confimtinople to the other; 
every where that he knew or imagined that 
( ihe had Relations and Acquaintances; he 
even wrote to Cicero to know if he had feen 
E 2 her. 
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her,but nor being able to getanylntelligence, 
he cuffi that Thing a fair, falte Wife, who 
only fecks the Sun-lhine, and delerts her 
Husband in a Storm; he curft himfelf, his 
Hour of Birth, and fatal Wedlock. Thais 
had not only abandon’d, but took from him 
all the Means was left him to fupport his 
Life ! Ctcero failed not to Ihew the Friend 
her Diicharge in Form for the Money, 
which, as he fent him Word, had been paid 
at her Requeft, the Night before. This 
Ufage was fo ignominious,fo monllrous,and 
unaccountable, that Godins could not believe 
it; the Height of the Barbarity kept him 
from crediting of it. He flattered himfelf 
thatfhe was abfcondedto make an advanta- 

S 'ous Compofition with thofe who had call 
m into Prifbn, and therefore waited with 
fome tolerable Degree of Patience till that 
Day and the next were expired; but then he 
funk under h;$ Anxiety or Mind, and was 
fbized with a Fever, which had been happy 
for him, if it had carry’d him from the 
World, to free him from the Ineonvenien- 
cies of Life, the Miferies of a loathfome 
Prifon 1 and the Treachery of a falfe Friend 
and Wife 1 who caufed him to conclude to 
the Diladvantage of the whole Sex, that 
Women were like to Fortune ftanding upon a 
Globe, winged with the Feathers of rtcklenefs 
and Ingratitude. 

But all his Sufferings were rather forgot¬ 
ten,than pitied by Thais: Her Equeftrian was 
now made a Patrician s fhe looked upon her 

felf 
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felf to rife in proportion to his Honours; 
her Palace was glorious ; the had an im^ 
proving Fancy or her own, but a little Ex- 

f erience gave her to know me fhould quickly 
e an ufelefs Article of Expence to her old 
Statefman : It was not that he was neceffi- 
tated to be a Lover,but in fpight of no Necef- 
fity he would be a Lover; He had rather an 
imaginary, than a real Occafion for aMiftrefe. 
Thais very well knew that Art had never 
yet produced a Cure for old Age: There 
lurk’d the Daemon that would put an End to 
her Reign; fo that lhe did not lo much ftudy 
to embellilh her own Charms, as how to 
preferve the Relifh of Charms in him! She 
applyed her felf to the Search of all thofe 
Secrets that could prolong Youth and keep 
off Decays! ReftorativesT heightning Cor¬ 
dials! rich Elixirs! coftly Batns! ftrength- 
«ning Oils ! Whatever the Phyfician, Vir- 
tuolo, ©r Philofopher could advife, thofe 
with ready Expence and Wit lhe appro¬ 
priated to fhe Ufe of Cicero. It was not 
ner Fauk that fhe became not Miftrefs of the 
great Secret, the-Ultimate of Chymiilry, the 
Mamjlerhm that is laid to have the wonder¬ 
ful rower to reftore decaying Nature, re¬ 
new or flop departing Youtn: She built 
Elaboratories, erefted Furnaces, incouraged 
the Learned and the Needy • to try their Ex¬ 
perience at her Coft ; fo that in her Houfe 
was to be found all that could contribute 
to the Health and long Life of a Lover* 
She wap fqr fome Years become neceffary > 
E 3 ' more 
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more in Qpality of a Nurfe than a Mif- 
trefs. And to ihow to what a Height flic car- 
ry’d her Condefcentions, refolving, that ib 
the could but reign, no matter by what 
Methods! She ufed to lead her old Patri¬ 
cian into the coAly Bath, where fhe caufed 
him to be attended by bright, half naked, 
dazling Beauties ; new and till then unfeen, 
their mining Hair with a graceful Flowj 
Slowing their Prime of Years, and unaf- 
fifted Charms. Art needed not to interpofe 
towards the Support of Graces that could 
have no Addition. Thefe Virgins were in- 
ftruded by their Corrupter, who with mighty 
Colb and rains, had fecretly train’d them up 
for thefe Ufes, to dance, to ling, to talk 
lafcmouflv of Love, to fhow their polifh’d 
Limbs, all fupple and advantagioufly dif- 

E ofed, to raire a Warmth in the half dying 
over. After the Bath he was carried to a. 
citron Bed, fhiningas Gold cculdmase ft* 
ftrow’d with Sweets, where they with ready 
Hove, panted to receive him. Some one 
wanton Nymph, with her delicious Hand,, 
chaffed his old Limbs with ftrengthning&t- 
h<t*n Oils, to make them pliant to the Em¬ 
brace, whilft Thais caufed him to remark 
die Beauties with which Nature had en¬ 
rich’d the Girl; fhe talk’d not of the Fire 
of the Eyes, the Carnation of the Lip; 
fte directed him to the firm, fwelling, fnowy 
Breaft, the Turn of Limbs, the taper Waift, 
and thofe unfeen Beauties which fhe as indu- 
ftrioufly difclofed as others conceal: They 

ap-» 
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gpply’d Kiflcs capable of firing the coldeft 
Frame ; whilft fhe would read Pieces more 
loofe than Ovid, in all his Flow of Love. 
The Patrician expiring with Pleafure, dif- 
folv’d in Delights, conrefled Thais the Mi- 
ftrefs of the World for new and unthought 
Enjoyments ; and rewarded her with ten 
times a larger Hand, for that Blifs fhe pro¬ 
cur’d him by others, than for what ever 
fhe had bellow’d upon him from her own 
Charms* 

Thais’* Palace facred to Cicero, admitted 
none of his Sex but himfelf j Scandal will, 
have it that fhe was fonice in that Particular, 
fhe us’d to meet fome of the Roman Youth, 
whom fhe did not difdain to amufe her fdf 
With, at her Sifter’s, but would not permit 
them the leaft Aecefs at Home: She was 
ferv’d only by She-Slaves, and thofe were 
amorous Devotees, whom fhe caus’d to be 
fetched from Greece, when they were too' 
Young to have a true Senfc of Decency or 
Vertue! Thefe fhe inftrudtd in the Arts of 
loofe lafcivious Love; and Hill as they grew 
ffale to Cicero, arid that "he was fated with 
them, fhe fent them off Slaves to the Iflands 
that were fubje&ed to the Empire, and fup- 
ply’dhis depraved Age and Fancy with new 
Beauty. Novelty has fo great a Charm, » 
different Manner diftingyfilhihg every Wo¬ 
man, that ’ri? the only Way of diffufing the 
Spx, or varying a joy, that in reality is but 
the famfe Thing repeated. This Cicero us’d 
toobferve, ana took a Pleafure in recount- 

E 4. ing 
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ing to Thais, the different Agitations and 
Delights they gave him ; whilit Ihe, warm’d 
by fuch Scenes of Love, when her Patriciati 
was difmifs’d, to tread the Maze of Poli¬ 
ticks and Bufinefs, us'd to fly to the Kende- 
vouze, there to experience in a younger 
Lover’s Arms, what Certainty there was in 
the Speculations of her Old, 

O unhappy Clodius , we leave you too 
Jong before we take you out of your mile- 
table Prifon to behold the exalted Glory of 
your Wife's Palace! Fame, who lias not 
tier Number of Eyes and Ears for nothing, 
came into the Secret of this Amour, and put 
it not only into the Mouths of the Great 
Vulgar^ but the Small , * Her Husbands Cre¬ 
ditorsr fo induftrioufly improved Report in¬ 
to Certainty, that they' usd tp wait Lord 
Cicero's Palace at every Avenuewhence 
they dodg'd him with fome Difficulty to 
that of 7 Ms ; nor could the mean Difguife 
of a Slave or a Plebeian fecure him from 
their Knowledge, that precife fan&imoni- 
ous Step of his too particular to be miflaken. 
They loved Difcoveries better than I do* 
who could patiently wait' the Morning for 
his Return, after his Palling the Night as 
Juvenal tells us, 

All Filth without y and all m Fire within, . 

Tir'd with the Toil , unfated with the Sin, 

. — ---- So foul, andfo ledight , > 

Brings Caefar back, the Pmutt ojthe Might* 
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Falling to Bulinefs ?nd the Advancement 
of Religion, he found his Undemanding 
return with double Force after fuch Un- 
bendings. In thefe Recefles he ufed to con¬ 
template the wonderful Effe£s of Nature,, 
and capacitate himfelf fbr being a Profeffbr 
of experimental Philofophy.- But lying a 
little too open in his Amours, and not being 
able to reftrain Thais from publifbing the 
Riches and Glory fhe liv'd in ; her Hus¬ 
band’s Creditors agreed among themfelves r 
lince a Prifon pays no Debts, to releafe him. 
The only Hopes they had of being latisfied,. 
lay in taking him out upon fuch Conditions 
as he would doubtlefs agree to, and fending 
him to feize his Wife’s Furniture, which 
was coftly enough to pay his Debts to Ad¬ 
vantage ; this was no fooner refolv’d but 
put in- practice. Clodius received the News 
of his Infamy and Liberty together.. He 
had fubfifted for many Years meerly upon. 
Charity ; his Misfortunes and Length of 
Confinement had not only dull’d, but turn’d 
his Brain. He was infenfible of what was 
beftowed upon him ; he knew not how 
to live Abroad? the Prifon was become his 
only Maintainance, and when they talked 
to him of his Wife’s Grandour, he feemed 
to rejoyce without having that ftri£l Notion* 
of Difhonour, as had infpired his quicker 
Senfe; but wholly, manag’d by thofe that 
gave him Liberty, he agreed to put the Law 
in Execution, if flie would not comply to 
thofe Terms he beg’d leave to propofe to her* 
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a fatal Tendernefi being all the Remain* 
he had of his former State and Mind. A 
Letter was dictated, which he tranfcribed 
and addrefs’d to her by that Name which 
lbe had afliim’d ; the Demand was fuch jl 
S um of Money to be paid by the feventh 
Horn the next Morning, or ihe mull expe£t 
the Indignation of a provok’d and abus'd 
Husband. Thais read it as her Doom, and 
fearing he would not flop there, ihe knew 
not what Meafures to take : The Warning, 
was fhort, 'twas already dark, and tho* the 
Demand was inconiiderable, compared to 
what ihe could furnifh, yet ihe refolved with 
herfelf, that it were much better to fave it, 
if her Wit could find the Means. She was 
now become covetous, as ihe grew rich, a 
feeming Paradox which many are acquainted 
with ; ihe fent him an Anfwer, that it 
ihould be done, and promiied to be pun£tu* 
a]. The Creditors overjoy’d at the Succefo 
of their Stratagem, hug and embrace one 
another, and fell to congratulate and cheer 
themielves with Cups of generous Wine ^ 
whilft Thais , who was not at all unmindful 
of her Bufinefs, fattens the Gates and Win¬ 
dows of her Palace^, and falls to pulling 
down the Beds and Furniture $ all was per¬ 
formed with admirable Silence and Expe¬ 
dition ; they were packed up and fent away, 
to People in whom ihe could confide, and' 
herfelf and Train of Slaves decamped to ano¬ 
ther Ground ; fo that when the Husband* 
was brought in the Morning by his Credi¬ 
tor* 
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tors to take Pofleflion, they wonder’d to 
find themfelves in fuch a Defart. Rage and 
Refentment immediately feized them, poor 
Qodius was accus’d for fufpending the Execu¬ 
tion of their Project. Anger to fe^ himfelf ? 
abus’d, roufed him from fome of that Le¬ 
thargy of Senie, that a long Imprifonmenc 
and Misfortunes had occafionedr He would 
have poinarded Cicero ! he rav’d againft 
him, with fome feeble Efforts, fox the Dis¬ 
honour and Poverty his apoftate Friendfliip 
had brought upon him * but being in the 
Hands of others, who had fomething better 
Senfe, they perfuaded him to be calm; and 
fhew’d him the Impoflibility of attempting 
the Life of Cicero , incompafs’d as he always 
was, by a Train of Clients, Dependants and 4 
Slaves, unlefs when he wentrUpon his A-* 
mours, which was a Secret, they were too 
wife to truft a Madman with, well confider- 
ing, that if Clodius murder’d Cicero y his Life 
muft pay for it, which would not pay what 
he was indebted to them ; they only defil’d 
to manage him t^ll’they could’once put him 
in Pofleffion of fome of tus fife’s Trea- 
fure, and then defignc^ to let 1 hint purfue 
his Revenge at Pleafure. 

The like Diligence as had once before 
made them acquainted with the Place of 
Thais '*i Aboad, gave them after fome time, 
ail Opportanky to .make the like Difcove-\ 
ry; they attended Cicero from thePoftern of, 
his Garden Back-gate, lodg’d him at a finey. 
Palace, more fuperbous than the former. 
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and when Morning was come, watched him 
back to his own. They, made all the neceflary 
Inquiries to find if this was the feme Lady $ 
when once fatisfied of that, they introduc’d 
Clodius, even into her very Houfe,. before 
fhe had .notice. The Precaution Are took to 
feve her Gold, Jewels and Plate* was to fly 
by a Pair of back Stairs down into a Vault 
with her Lap full of what fhe could colled, 
laving had* upon the Sound of his Voice, 
that admirable Prefence of i4ind, a 3 to 
caufe the pOot* of the. lower, Apartment, 
where he.Was, tobe fanned upon him,which 
took up fo much time to force, that herfeif 
and Slaves were got, by means of a feaet 
Door, into the next Houfe, to a Friend oF 
the Patrician’s, with what was moft precious 
and portable * her Cabinet and ftrqng Box 
of Letters fell to the#! to"rifle.; there,Were 
inch BoUcettrs from Cicero, whoever had bad 
the Opportunity of Companion, mud have 
confclfed, that great Genius’s are noteafily 
traced by their Manner of Writing; it is. 
not the fame in Eloquence, as in Painting, 
where to an Artift the Hand-is immediately 
difcover'd at fielifi Here was quite another 
Gaft of Thought 'and Exprefiion. Advice to 
the good People ,, and ‘his Billet Deux were in-' 
deed as different as their SubjeA; tho’ he. 
Slow’d not lefs Application and Induflry in 
defcendjng to the Capacity of the former,, 
than Wit in rifing to the refin’d - Tafte of 
the latter. A more interior Pen than Cicero’s. 
could not Have treated fo accurately as he 
' ‘ - ; - • has 
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has done of knavifh Politicks, depraved 
Religion, and maim’d Debauchery. His 
Letters were filled like his libels, with 
Particulars, What had lately given him De¬ 
light, in what Manner he had found tyun«. 
felf moft afieded, wherein .had jain,.-in the 
laft Interview, the Poignancy of his Plea* 
fures, the artful Embrace of Clelia , the 
naked Beauties of Pbijnt , the wanton Diar 
' led of Sappho, and lometimes their, united 
Endeavours dire&ed by Thais 's maii^rly, 
Hand,, bad fucoeeded * n g» v jng bio* con¬ 
current Joys, Blifs unknown to the Reft 
of the World, and which he had never 
proved, if his niggard Stars had deny’d 
him the accompluhed Thais. Twould 
weary your Highnefs to tell what thefe ela¬ 
borate Letters contained, ,had they: pot 
been all writ with, his own Hand, ; and 
iigned Gctro t .one fliould never have be¬ 
lieved, that a. dileas’d, old, decayed Poli¬ 
tician, had had fuch wholfome, young and 
Uprightly Thoughts. 

. One of the Creditors had a Wife who 
pretended to be a fort of Wit, he reserv’d 
thefe Letters to divert her ; hapning to 
be a violent Enemy to the Idol-Party, of 
which Cicero was the wile Head, fhe lean¬ 
ed refohr’d, when I left Conftantinople, to 
colled focne of the important Particulars 
, of his Life, his Father’s Birth and Ho* 

*' nelly, the fordid Education bellowed upon 
hlmfelf, his defpicable Adventures, and 
low Walk of his firft Diverlions; his new¬ 
fangled 


A 
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fangled Rdigion and Notions of Govern¬ 
ment, wherewith he had debauched the 
People; his prodigious Rife, Behaviour, 
and Condufi whilft in Power, together 
with an impartial Account of his latter 
Amours and long Runn of Debauchery in 
Thais'* Palace; with feveral other worthy. 
Particulars, which may chance to make it, 
by the Help erf" his own original Letters, 
one of (he hioft diverting Miscellanies Ex¬ 
tant* 

But to return to Chibs; fits Companions 
had too great a Setife of his Condition to 
fofler him to fee thefe amorous Epiftles; 
they perfuaded him to put all the Furni¬ 
ture of the -Houfe immediately under the 
Spear, which yielded more than enough, 
to fatisfie his Creditors ; the Over-plu& 
was referred for his Ufe, and the Plea- 
fores of foniie of his Prifon - Debauchees, 
who had got the entire Management of 
him and his fmall Remains of Senfc. Thais 
was as good to them as an Inheritance; 
for ftill when there was an Ebb of Trea- 
fure amongft them, they would induftri- 
oufly trace the Politician to her Aboad,' 
and bring the Husband to afiert his Right 
This once produced an Interview, where 
afl that’s tender, touching, reproachful, and 
mourning part on his Side; all that was 
audacious, haughty, and fhocking on hers. 

But beeaofe theft Vifits were both ex- 
penfive and troublefome to Thats, and by 
”0 means diverting or commodious to Cice- 
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ro ; he was charg’d at his Suit, to die Va¬ 
lue of more than he had ever plundred: 
The Patrician pretending that the Goods 
were his, and Thais only in Trufl, as the 
Female-Surintendant of bis Houle. Thus 
was Godins return’d back to the Endbfure of 
a more infopportable Prifon for a much 
larger Sum than before, and curft with a 
snore inexorable Creditor; where he lan- 
guilh'd a conliderable Time, till his old 
Companions united to try the Validity of 
Cicero’s Quirks of Law, ana would have cer¬ 
tainly redeemed him from that deplorable 
Oppreflion; very well knowing the Plun¬ 
der of the next Palace was more than enough 
to repay their Expence ; but they were pre¬ 
vented by Qodins’s being difcharged in Form 
by Ctcero, and thence conveyed (as it was 
given out by his own Content, tho* con- 
jeflured quite contrary) to fome Land un¬ 
known, for he has never fince been heard 
of5 but whether Life or Death! Liberty 
or Slavery! Poverty or Plenty be his De- 
lliny, is yet in the Knowledge only of 
the Fates, and thofe Perions whoi were 
the trailed Agents of Thau’s Fears and 
Difoleafure ? 

What Lady can hear this Relation, and 
not delire to have it concluded with a Pa- 
negyrick upon Lord Ctcero , for being lb> 
true, fo inimitable a Lover ? Who does 
not adore the Height and Conllancy of 
his PaCEon ? Who does not fee the Ob¬ 
ligations that Thais has to hinv? Since it 
6 ~ - mull 
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muft coft him more Labour and Thought 
how-to furmount the Foible of old Age, 
and the Infirmity of Difeafes ; more Trouble 
ftill to afl the Lover, than Others take to 
cure themfelves of their Love* Has he^ not 
ficrificedf Friendfhip * Honour, Humanity, 
the World’s Efteerjn, Gratitude and Rea- 
lbn, to perfevere in his Paflion, at an Age 
when even marryed People withdraw from 
the Rites of Hymen?, to apply themfelves 
to Heaven with the greater Freedom and 
Serenity of Thought ? Cicero , when judg’d 
at the Tribunal or Beiuty, muft certainly, 
find an Indulgence for all his Errors, if 
hot a Plaqdite, efpecially for fuch as have 
arifen from his never-ceafing Defire of 
Beauty. 3 Ti$ eafier to fubdue our Enemies,, 
than fupprefi agreeable Pafiions ; unlefs 
you will,fay, that Age had already extin- 
guiih’d his y and conclude with feme of 
his Cenfurers, That in the Young, Love 
is a pardonable natural Weaknefs; ia 
the Old,, a monftrous and unprofitable 
Fault! 

Thus, Madam, I have rcprefeilted Cicero r 
father in nis amorous than political Ca- 

E 'acity, becaule I judg'd that was turning 
is bright Side to the Ladies. I have for¬ 
bore to tell your Highnefs, how eloquent •». 
how excellent is his Wifilam! I would 
extol his Charity to Thais in the Ebb or 
Ruin of her Fortune; but perhaps you. 
will, fay, That tW aW Charity he counted 
toviy yet alt-Lvut is 'not Charity - Should I.

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fpeak of his Returning her Wrongs upon 
her Husband, I may be reproached with 
the Vindi&ivenefe of his Temper,'"and 
that he is by Nature inexorable ; S tis in¬ 
deed a Defe£t in fo great a Man, becaufe 
Hatred and Malice are peculiar to little 
Wretches, who have not Liberality of 
Soul enough to pardon, or Courage to 
take fuch a Revenge as Honour permits:

Sure the Letters of a 
Lover of his Standing, muft be Origi¬ 
nals. Can he talk of any Thing that is 
truly felt in that Paflion, without prodi¬ 
gious Afte&ation?

C Ornutus *s Degree, my Lords, is Patri¬ 
cian ; he marry’d Arethufa with all the 
Pleafure and Joy of a fond Bridegroom. 
They liv’d in mutual Delights. Nothing 
could be more blamelefs than her Conduct, 
till Corwpis *s Mother, (looping to rife, en¬ 
rich’d Julius Sergius with her antiquated 
Charms and modern Poffeffions, which, it is 
not doubted, was the Magnet that drew 
him: He immediately feiz’d upon the golden 
held by Ambition, which from the 
lowed Extremity of the Earth, is faid tef 
touch the Sky, every Link being a Step to 
new Dignities. Sergius was fo happy to 
juftle the^Prefs about him, till he crouded 
next the Goddefs, and began to mount in 
fpight of all Oppofition: So prodigious 
fwift was his Rife, that it fcarce left arty 
Tra& or Remembrance behind it $ nor could 
they fee what Merit he had to recommend 
him to that Wealth and Power he fuddenly 
became Mailer of. Upon his Intereft, and 
at his Requeft, his Son-in-law Cornutus , was

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Gallantry much in Efteera $ his Court and 
Kingdom take the fame Turn: There, is to 
be found fuch Freedom, fuch an Air, or ra¬ 
ther Spirit of Love, as is not to be eqiial’d 
in any other Place ; the Women believe 
themfelves born for no better Purpofej their. 
wholeDefires are to infpire thatPaflion; their 
only Bufinefshow to accomplifh themfelves 5. 
they reaHy are fuch wonderful Miftrefles 
in the Art, that they follow Nature but in 
one Point, fo miraculoufly improving the 
Face, that after riling from their Toilet, you 
would not believe it the Fame; fo embel- 
lilhed by Drefs, fo taught to look, to fpeak, 
to lartguilh to advantage, that they become 
irrefiluble. Nor does a marry J d Woman 
fcruple to receive the publick Addrefles of 
a Lover, which the Husband is fo far from 
giving nimfelf any Pain at, ’ that he looks 
on it as a Merit in his Wife, as if fhe could 
not be lovely without Adorers, and confe- 
quently not deferving his Paffion 5 tho* he 
does not fail to repay that Adoration in 
kind, to forrie other Beauty : Thus the eter¬ 
nal Round is Loving and being Beloyed; 
yet airefteetn d Ijjnocent, "till fome publick 
Indifcretion forces them to fee what they 
would unwillingly believe, 

Arethufa had a Flexibility in her Temper, 
that gave her an eafy Bent to what was a- 
greeable and fafbionable, palling^ from the 
more rigid Court of the Greek Emperors, to 
the airy one of Charles s, fhe quickly gave in 
to thofe delicious Liberties, and for fear of 
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being efleemed lei s polite, became more 
gay than could be expected in fo fhorta 
time. Her Lord obferv'd the prodigiotis Pro- 
grefs with Satisfaction ; he wpuld not have 
nis Lady lefs modifti than another, and 
therefore added his own InflruCtions to her 
Obfervations, till Aretbufa was become as 
much a Coquet, as Sauntring, as Swimming 
as any of the Court; as bufy in Gallantry, 
as indolent in Bufinefs, as little fond of her 
Lord, as doating on others; lb very much a 
fine Lady, and fo very little a Wife, that 
Cormtus was tranfportedat thofe Embellifh- 
ments.

S liances, I would not have your Lord* 
lips believe, that the Patrician defir’d Are- 
thuja to depart from her Vertue; that is a 
Point wherein certainly all Husbands are 
tenacious; his Vanity was to have it lhine 
ro Advantage. He pretended, that by her 
Cruelty fhe fhould at once have the Opini¬ 
on of her Beauty and Chaftity confirmed ; 
fond of the Experiment, he was always 
the firft to open the Eyes of her Beholders. 
He ask’d this Lord, that Count or Prince, 
can any Thing be more charming than her 
Air and Shape ? Had ever any Eyes fo a- 

f reeable a Look! fo bewitching ? and then 
ter hidden Beauties, they are inexpreffible!

ray Lords, one would die for fuch a Mi- 
ftrefs.

Perfons whom he fpoke to, afk'd one ano¬ 
ther, what the Fool meant to force his Wife 
npon them? There is aCaprichio in'Incli¬ 
nation, they did not like theirs fhould be di- 
re&ed; fo that my Lady Ambaflkdrefs im¬ 
proved her felf in vain ; fhe caufed no 
eonfiderable Emotions in that Court, but 
gained ah Air of Liberty, an Habit of In- 
difcrction, which when once contra&ed, is 
not fo eafily thrown off: Modefty the niceft 
Virgin alive, if difobliged, difcountenanced 
or chaced away, rarely forgives, and never 
returns! 

Arethuja could not make Incurfions into 
an Enemy's Country, without fometimes 
coming off with Difadvantage: She at firft 
defigned Pickueering for Adoration, only to 
pleafe her Lord, that he might believe her 
charming to others as well as to himfelf.

by a meridian Sun. The Goddefs Nature ■ 
fliew'd us her moil mafterly Hand, when ihe 
produced Endymkm • nor had the Ladies any 
Security in converting with hkn, but *he 
Greennefs, of his Age: Ignorance of his 
own Power, with-held him from attempting • 
to prove its Extent. His Childhood had. 
pafs’d with as much Inceiife and Adortttion, 
as even the.God of Loin's ! . ciiberea ft s Darling 
could not be: more oftert».nor more fuftly 
praifed for his Beauty : He Wswdiftinguiib’d 
by the Name of the lovely Boy, .the atutdhle 
child, Lt Bell' Enfant.

ntimacy ; he was even ignorant of wh^c 
all the Court whifper’d. The Prince was 
come one Evening from a happy Rendc^- 
G vouzs; 
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vousj he went upon a Vifit to a Lady, 
where there was a great Deal of Company 
at Play; he look’d fo lively, fo tranfported, 
in fuch a perfect good Humour, that flie 
asked his Highnefs whence he came ? ,and 
what he haa been doing? Doing 1 he an- 
fwered in an Extafy, what you love beft in 

the World, next Cards ! -How, faid 

her Lord, who could beft be fuppofed to 
anfwer for his Wife ; I know Prince what 
that muft be. This gave fome of the Com¬ 
pany, who “wanted to deftroy Reputation, 
Curiofity, to hunt as ufual into a Secret, 
only when known to divulge it. 

I have been acquainted with fome Ladies, 
and very fine ones too, who took as much 
Pleafure in difcovering anothers Amour, as 
ever they did in concealing their own: Nay 
fome have gone farther, and have. wanted 
the true Pleafure in their own, till they 
were difcover’d. Here Vanity is the chief 
Ingredient: There ill Nature, a fportive 
Sort of Wit, too barren to find Supplies at 
Home, leeks Recourie abroad.

Lady concerned. So effe&ually they placed 
their Spies, that Endymion was watched to 
the Affignation, from whence Aretbuja wa* 
dogg’d Home. The good-natur’d Town 
immediately catch’d the Report. Her jea* 
Jous Rivals did not fail to fpread the In- 
fe£tion. The Prince was teiz’d on aH 
Hands, and to fuch a Degree, that he had 
fome Thoughts of facrificing future Gallan¬ 
try to his pTefent Repofe. My Lady accus’d 
Aim, he accus’d my Lady ; there was no¬ 
thing for a long time but mutual Diftrufts: 
We trembled leaft the Scandal fhould reach 
my Lord, but there was not any that had fo 
•much Malice to Aretbufa, all the Court 
Jmiled at the Juftice of his Deftiny, he 
nvould have his Wife adored, and fo fee 
was to the Purpofe.

and Defpaii! at length determined Endy• 
tuion to accompany Lord Cornutus, under the 
Pretence of Travel, to improve his Youth, 
and gain him Experience. Behold, on the 
ludden, Arethufas Sorrow converted all to 
Joy} her Lord's Temper was fo favourable, 
mat he congratulated her upon the Prince's 
Relblution, and began to be folidly vain at 
this Piece of good Fortune, no longer dis¬ 
puting but that the Court would conclude 
bis Lady’s Eyes had determined Endyrmon 
to make the journey, and consequently that 
himlelf had the Honour to be married to a 
Lady, whofe Charms had caufed fo extraor¬ 
dinary an Irruption from the Heart of one 
of the moil lovely Princes of the Age. 

. Artthufa was now upon her Way, freed 
from thofe Alarms, which foftion, and the 
Rival Sillers had given her. She was all her 
fclf, Good-humour, Toy, Pelieht and Love! 
nor had file any Apprehennons from the 
Gallantry of that dull northern Court where 
Jhe was going, her amiable Endymion would 
be her own, file Jhould poflefs him without 
thofe Shadow that had incellantly haunted 
him in the Court of Charles.

The Prince had been more than two Hours 
in Bed with Aretha fa they were fallen fell 
gfleep in each others Arms* I flood Centir 
nel in an other Room that anfwered upon 
the Stairs, 1 mean I fliould have done lb* 
but without any Apprehenfion of Danger, 
had call my felt upon a Day-bed, and was 
then infallible of all Things but my Dreams*- 
My Lord, as was his Cuftom, undreft himr 
lelf below ; he fent his Valet de Chamber to 
Bed, flaying a little while to look over lome 
Difpatches ; when he had done, his Lord- 
ihip took a. Light in his Hand, and afcended 
the Stairs as foftly as if he had had a Pre- 
fintment of what Difcoveiy he was about to 
make. He pafVd dire&ly to the Bed, the 
Curtains were clofe j my Lord went to the 
. lidc he ufually lay on, where was his Lady 
in the Arms of her ileeping Lovers Comatm 
had fet the Light upon a Stand, but fo much* 
to the Difadvantage of the Guilty, that 
when he removed the Curtain, it gave him 
the Profpefit of whoever was in the Bed ; as 
he was Sealing in, he gave her the kind 
Epithet of dear Arethnja: One’s own Name 
. pronounced, wakes one fooner than a Clap 
©f Thunder* She heard, knew his Voice, 
and immediately flirieked fo loud, that Hie 
awakened the Prince; yet at the fame time, 
which is wonderful, bad fi* much Prefencer

4 pafs’d, till Heaven had fent him to dcteft 
• 4 the Viliam’s Crime, andxevenge the greats 
4 eft Outrage that, could be offer’d to a 
4 Woman-of Honour and true Vertue. 

4 Woa»i 
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4 Woman raffronately fond of her Hus- 
4 band, ana one who had neither Eyes nor 
4 Thought for any but her own Lord/ 

Aretbufa ftill continued her Hold, and 
would not on any Terms be brought to quie j 
it. Her prodigious Aflurance amufed Cornu- 
tm ; fhe would have made an excellent Co- 
median, for in any Point where Ihe had 
occafion to feign, ihe firft imagined her felf 
in earned, ana then immediately became fo, 
which indeed is but the Confequence of fuch 
to extraordinary Faith. Her Tears and 
Air of Innocence, which ihe knew admi¬ 
rably how to aflume, together with that real 
Eficem and Tendernefs Lord Cornutns had 
for her, made him believe mod of what ihe 
laid; there was at lead Poffibility, if not 
Probability, on her Side. He was not one 
of thofe who too precipitately refolve on 
any Thing, he would weigh the Danger be¬ 
fore he explored it : Endymton had offended 
him in the niced Point, and the mod noto¬ 
rious Manner; but Endymion was brave, and 
t>y this time got amongd his own Servants. 
Should he purfue him it would be ineffectu¬ 
ally, he might lofe his Life fooner than take 
the Prince’s, who was doubtlefs, after fo 
great a Piece of ViHany, upon his Guard, 
if he were yet in the Palace.

/ could not be thought to lofe hers without

4 but that his Lordlhip was more guilty 
4 than the Prince, who had perhaps only 
4 taken a fatal liking to her rerfon, from 
4 the Praifes himfelf had given her ; not 
4 contented as a Husband to find her chirm- 
4 ing, he had indilcreetly inftru&edaLover 
4 in their tender Myfteries! a Lover, who 
4 fo well knew her Vertue and Height of 
4 Pafilon for her Lord, that it was in vain

* who knew CornutHs’s Courage, fbould they

c not believe the Adventure : A Wife was 
4 not efteemed guilty, till firft given tip by 
4 her Husband, for if he were flill or her 
4 fide, Slander durfi never approach her ; 

4 Detraflion it felf would not be heard, if 
4 he continued her Proteflor. Nor could 
c he in Honour, Equity, or Phy, abandon 
4 one who fo religiouily adored him; and 
4 who by the Manner of her foil Shriek* 

4 evidently manifefted her Innocence and 
4 Surprize, in beholding her Lord in one 
4 Place, when (he already thought he had 
4 been in another.* 

Cornum had heard her Jollification with- 
. out Interruption; mull one not have an 
Extent of Patience, to be IHent upon fb 

t reat a Misfortune ? unlefs, as in* amazing 
orrow and Surprizes, the Greatnefs takes 
away the Power of Speaking! He loved the, 
faithlels jArethufa, and therefore wifhed her 
innocent; but that he might not too eaiily 
leem to believe, he adminifter’d to her the 
moll folemn Oaths, that fhe did not know' 
the Prince was in her Bed: How dreadfully 
foever they appeared, fhe thought it was 
now no Time to hefitate; well-born as flie 
was* aSenfe of Fame and Glory, made her 
prefer her Reputation to her Life; nayy 
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tho’ fherilqud more than Life, (he- had fo 
quick a Senfe of Honour, notwithftanding 
ail her Indifcretions, that flie flaked the 
nobler Part, the Soul, to fave it; and un¬ 
dauntedly fwore alt that could devote and cte- 
'pricateher! Swore flie was innocent of the 
Adultery f that flie knew not, nor believed, 
but Endymion was Gmttttts! So ardent ' Co 
execrable were her Affeverations, that her 
Lord believed it was a Sin not to believe her! 

He railed her from her Knees, where,.naked 
as (he was, Ihe had flill been kneeling; he 
took her in his Arms, forgave her, then 
went to Bed to confult about the Conduft 
of this important Affair. 

Lord Cornutus was pretty ealie on the Side 
of his Lady; he was willing to pardon her, 
tut unwilling that the World Ihould know it. 

He had endured the Evil of fuccefsftil Rival- 
lhip, with an unprecedented Goodneft of 
Temper ; but how to efcape the Infamy of 
lb much Ealinefe ?

Therefore fhe had fled with Precipitation to 
hide her qncloathed Perfon from his View! 
This, as the moft tolerable Expedient the 
Exigency cou’d offer, was pitched upon* 
As foon as it was Day, in conjunftion, they 

S roduced a Letter; that is to fay, hisLord^- 
lip dictated, and her Ladylhip wrote.

Wou'd not all Mankind marry, continu'd 
Chariot , were they fure of a Wife with fo 
much Addrefs as my Lady ? If the married 
People are but of Intelligence, they may 
for ever fecure each other : Lord Cormtus 
preferved Arethufa's Fame, fhe in return pre- 
Verftedhim from rifquing his Life; fhe ma¬ 
naged him to the Envy of all her Sex* that 
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•*> he loved'her, did not care to make an • 
ostentatious Squander of his own Perfon and 
Valour, and therefore would be manag’d*' 
He redoubled his Affe£tton, now fully con¬ 
vinced of her Merit, iinec (he had Adorers;

Night of her Ablence; Jealoufy (to which 
he had never before been inclin’d ) entered 
his Breaft with that inexplicable Rage and* 
Fury, as fcarce left any Partition todivide if 
from Madnels! In the Morning it encreas’d, 
if properly that may be laid to encreafe, 
which already has gained the utmoft Height I 
It left him notthe leaftUfe or Ray of Reafon, 
like a thirfty Flalh of Lightning that in a 
Moment drinks the Stream, and leaves the 
Channel dry : So was Xtffw's Blood inflam’d* 
& it boiled, it raged! contrary to the Pra¬ 
ctice of his Life, that had not been feen to. 
move above the common Rate; even Anger,-, 
and the greateft Provocation, had fcarce 
Power to ruffle the Serenity of his Temper! 
But the Love he felt for Erminia, gaveBirtfl 
to a new Nature in him: It carried him to 
fuch an Extremity, as if violent Jealoufy 
were inborn, not accidentally conceived 1 
He fearchedror her in all Places! enquired 
of Relations 1 Friends 1 Acquaintance for 
his Wife! told all the World that fhe was 
sniffing, and in what Manner! you may 
H 5 gueis 
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f uefs at his Prepoflefltpn by his Indifcretion t 
ie caufed Matter of laughter among thole, 
who never believe the Bert of young hand- 
fome Ladies. In Ihort, the next Day and 
Night pafi’d, and no £Jew* of,hf& Brminia ! 
He had yet much to fuffer, much'Spirits to 
exhale, before he could be destroy’d by fea* 
loufy ! The Violence with which it’began* 
prefag’d it would be fatal. He had often' 
examined Ertninia'i Maid, file deny’d that 
fee knew any Thing of her,Ladj^ but. was 
a&aid flie was murdered* Rufus his torment-? 
ed Soul, laughe$ at tliat r vain Imagination, 
not fo happy to believe, Ihe was with any 
but a Lover* he at length allur’d himfelf* 
that Creature mull know fomething rela¬ 
ting to her Miftreffes Abfence. He Ipck’d 
her in an upper Chamber* where her Cries 
coi^ld not be heard* took his .Pohiardy and 
fworehe would kin her, if flip didrriot; telj 
where (he believed his Wife was gone ; the 
Servant affrighted, and unwilling to dye, 
(Tew in thefe Days are Martyrs to their 
Trufi and Duty) ccnfefs’d that £rwi/iw told 
her, when file went out, that Ihe was going 
to meet Silanus> but promifed to Return iq 
a few Hours! Even the Certainty of his 
Difgrace and Sufpicions could not affwaee 
Rufus's twoDevourers, Love! and Jealouly! 
however he fmooth’d his flatting Hair I 
unbent his furrowed Rrow! and recalled, as 
mucft? as was in his Power, the Appearance 
ef his former Serenity ; the fweet Hopes of 
MvengcafiiAed bis DiOimulation; 
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by* Stratagem he muft find where was this 
infamous Relation that had fo fenfibly out- t 
raged him : He went immediately to his 
Houfe, but was told he was 6ut of Town#' 
He feigned Bufinefs of the greateft Impor-' 
tance : StUms\ Favourite - Slave knowing 
the,Kindred and Friendfhip between them 
(but ignorant that it was Ermnia who was 
tyith his Mailer) told him, in a Ihort WhifV 
jjer, that he believed his M^fter would, 
riot; bfe attgry for acquainting him with the- 
Affair, tho’ the Orders were pofitive fory 
all; he would run the hazard of his Anger,; 
becaufe the Bufinefs feem’d of Moment • in a. 
Wordhe confefs'd Silanus was diverting him- 
felf, according to Cuftom, with fome She-. 
Sinner,/ar fuen a Hotifc, and had left *W6rd! 
with him, if any Thing happened of extra-; 
ordinary, to come and enquire for him by 
a Token. The Slave added, if Rufus would* 
be pleafed to have Patience till his Return,, 
he would ingage to bring him back his ; 
Mailers Commands. The ‘imaged' Hus¬ 
band told,him, ’twas no Matter, he could; 
Ray ; Adding, with a forced.Smile, lie guefs’d' 
the Lady his Coulih Was happy with, and' 
would not difturb him, becaufe he lhould 
be unwilling to be fervedfo .himfelf. The* 
Slave was very eafy, believing'he haddone. / - 
nothing contrary to hi$ Dufy ; he had fel-- 
(Torn known SiCinus nice in the Reputation; 
of his Women, becaufe, indeed, he had ne¬ 
ver given himfelf the Trouble to converfe 
with thofe that had any. 
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Behold the Confequence of this Slaves 
Indilcretion, he had given Rm[hs the Means 
to enter his Mailers Chamber unfufpeSed^ 
he had ignorantly armed his Hand with in* 
evitable rate, brought him to the very Bed* 
fide of his Rival, where, without any Ex¬ 
portation, he profited of the Advantage, 
and rtab’d him with repeated Strokes ! En- 
mmU was not in Bed, but fitting by her 
Lover, who did not furvivejiisfirft Wound! 
She ihrieked, fell down upon his Body in a 
Swoon, which gave a Moment s Time for 
Love to interpofe, in favour of her, to her 
Husband! he appeared like the Statue of 
Rage going to perform ; he Teemed to 
threaten ail Things, yet was immoveable, 
without-Power of executing any Thing. In 
this Agony we came to his Relief! The 
lovely Ermtoia recovered from her Swoon, 
and veiling her Face, hafled to throw her 
felf with Precipitancy and Woe at the Feet 
of her offended Husband ! There one might 
behold what weak Machines we are ! how 
moved by every Hand, tofsM by Rage. 1 
Love ! Jealoufie ! all the Paffions ! nor can 
Reafon ever be bear’d till their Glutt be 
anfwered! But here fantaftick Madnels! wild 
Anarchy 1 prefided over the Heart and Moti¬ 
ons of Rnfks! No fooner did he fee that love- 
Criminal at his Feet,but he flartedup toraife 
her ! no fooner was Ihe raifed, but he un¬ 
veiled her Face! beholding her Tears he im¬ 
mediately call himfelf upon her Eyes, to 
drink them with hia Sighs and Kiffcs ! then

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a Moment after, as if recalled by cruel Re¬ 
membrance, he threw her from him ! call’d 

her bafe-abominable — - 

all that was defpicable •-But ftill we 

faw, he thought her charming-- Wo* 

men beloved can do all Things! very few 
go the Lengths they may, becaufe they have 
not Heart andCourage enough to prove how „ 
much they are beloved! *tis to their Mo- 
defty in asking, we owe the Grace of fo fel* 
dom granting hut what is lit to be granted ! 
did they but dare depend as much as we 
durfl bellow, what Beggars! what Villain* 
fhould we be l how great in Obedience! 
how humble our Slavery ! how abfolute our 
Millrefs s Dominion ! But then when feted, 
nothing fo fettled, fo compofed, as immo¬ 
veable as Metal after the Flux ! which dege¬ 
nerates into a fixed Coldnefs; we may add r 
in humane Bodies, Averfion: Then be it 
confefs’d, Madam, that there’s nothing wor¬ 
thy in our nobleft Paffions! tis only for our 
felves we love another! the Impulfe being 
involuntary, well may the Contequences be 
fuch 1 But when once the Infatuation is overt 
what deadhed ungrateful Wretches are we ! 
how fefdom brought to do a generous 
Thing! nay how bafe! we loath the very 
Perfon once fo wonderfully bewitching ! 
fliun as our evil Genius, what before influen¬ 
ced ourDeftiny ! and never willingly regard, 
what we would wilh eternally to avoid! 

ErminU pretended not to interpofe her 
Innocence. She anfwer’d only with her 

Tears! 
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Tears '■ till the Officers of Juftice came, 
when me beg’d not to be divided from her 
Husband! fhe was willing to endure his 
Rage ahd-Reproaches, as a fraall Expiation 
of the'MiTchiefs Ihe had' occafioned! In a 
Word^’ Geftr's Sentence and Pardon were 
favourable to the injured Husband, and his 
ralh Murder of Silanus called a juft Oblation 
to violated Honour ; add that they were all 
Relations who were, to, profecute, amongft 
which none vferefoufid of To much Malice, 
or To, Jitrfb Vertue, to efpoufe the Caufe of 
the guilty^eceafed, to the Prejudice of the 
innocent and injured Living. 

Had I given your Highnefs a weaker Idea 
of Ruftis's Pillion for crminia y you might 
have.'jdjffly cbcpe&ed a total Separation af¬ 
ter ib' mariireft a Conviction; but alasf 
tod'touch a. Lover to regard what he ow’d 
the Husband, he became quite Bankrupt to 
Fam^ and Honour ; yet muft it be conrefs’d, 
he refined upon Revenge, and perfecuted 
W.rmniA much more effectually than any 
TJiing bht his Reprdaches Could have done! 
I had fcard his Sorrows with an Air of 
Tenderriefi and Compaflion, in Conference 
of’which, I.ihgaged Count J\$artH jn his 
Service, who follicited Cafar to his Advan¬ 
tage ; riiis fb far won upon his grateful 
Heart; that he perpetually acknowledg’d it, 
and would often vifft me. Obfervihg my 
Attention, he ufed to repeat the Story of’ 
his Woes i Erminia, convinced of my De- 
fire and Wiih to fee him eafie! conjured

4 ErminiJ humbled by her Tranfgreffion, 
foil of native Sincerity, and well-taught 
Truth!'anfweied all her Husbands jealous 
Interrogatories ; guefs at his Madnefs, ? it 
could -ev^ndelcena to .Particulars, he .would 
hear from her felf what moved her to 
dbufe^ his Bed.;, file anfiv^red,.* She wasf 

* fwayed by an Iaipulfe irrefifiibie ; Ihe 

* thought and fear'd J twas Love, becaufe 
e file had never been fenfible or any fuch 
c Emotion, fuch a Tendency ! fuclia Yio-» 

* lence ! but in favour of Silanus -

a fufficient Paufe, he would return to the 
Affault, fearching For new Matter to di-» 
firaft himfelf, and peremptorily demanded 
to be fatisfied in all the Particulars of their 
deteftable Amour, ©c, TTwas vain for her 
to befeech him not to carry. Things to fuch 
a Height. There is a greater Difirefs of 
Modefty in ; reneating, than a&ing ; tho* 
indeed it be a^falfe Difirefs, in which, realj 
Modefly has . no.^art ; for'That Having 
Keen outrag’d before, may be fakl to b$ 
i hen flown oftl What remains in the Placed 
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of her, it nothing but Shame - ficednels, 
at knowing our Crimes divulged-1* Yet 
whatever Reluctance Erminia had, lhe ww 
condemn’d to obey ; and whether true or 
falle, gave him fuch an Account of par¬ 
ting their Time as is in Ufe with fortunate 
Lovers.

As to his 
Part, Ihe had made him fuch Advances, 
that he eould not but comply, tho* lhe were 
not handfome, and his Heart pre-poflefs’d

The Vandal Kings, his Predeceffors, 
had granted away by little and little, all 
the Crowa?Lands; fo that when that Mo¬ 
narch came to the Throne* there was no¬ 
thing left to fuppojrt the. Dignity but the 
Benevolence of nis Peopto. But finding by 
theirJLawsj that one King might makeJle- 
fumptioo of what the Reft had given, he 
ereSed a, Chamber of Reduction, by which 
the royal Domain was reftoted to the Crown.

But 
Etbtltnda relented • it with much more Vio¬ 
lence andSorrow, than it was fuppofed one 
of'-tea Agecdu’d-do. Queen Mdtitddi te« 
ftdwtd upon her the hlafksfcf thatBoimcy 
w/kh wfuch-ibe, had hoifoiuedcheE- Mother.

portionable ; adorned her Perron with 
Jewels and -even fuffer'd Prince Th&do*' 
rick ,to, beftow fame raj valuable ones up-* 
on’her; there was nothing wanting to give 
her an Eclat.

Etbelind*, profufe in her Tears and Afie* 
-rotations, lavifhed a thoufand Oaths, to 
aflure the Prince of her unaherable Truth ! 
Thus drown’d in Sorrow* was ihe tom 
from her innocent Lover, and hurried on 
Shipboard, perhaps never' to behold him 
more* - 

No foopfer-did Ihe appear in fche Prince of 
the5*ri’s Court, but the Prince himfelf be¬ 
came her Votary, and to fuch a Degree, that 
there was no Circumftance of willing Sla¬ 
very, he would not have endured for the 
Favour of a Smile. Ofoald directed her 
Condu£!i and taught her upon Pain of his 
Difpleafure, fuch a Behaviour as might not 
wong her Vertue, and yet prevent Defpair 
from invading Beraldus' s Heart.

Shou’dthe Prince perfeverein his 
Promile, Faith, and Palllon, as. he believed 
he would, Qpeen Matilda^ he was well af¬ 
fined, would caufe Ethelinda to be murder¬ 
ed by her Emiflaries, rather than fuller her 
to fit in the Throne by her ; therefore fee 
was to forget Tbeodorict y and think upon 
the Eflablimment of her Fortune in a fo-- 
reign Land, where their hard Deftiny had 1 
thrown them: Having no longer any Eflate ! 
3 t Home, he look’d upon himfelf banife’d 
fpr ever from his native Country, which, 
like a cruel Parent, had thru# him forth to 
periih, without, defigning him the leaft Re¬ 
lief : She mull therefore manage the Prince 
Of the Sati's Affe£lion to fo nice a Point, as 
to leave him Hopes of fubduing all Things 
but her Honour. 

. Etbelinda , full of blind Devotion, and 
implicate Obedience to the Count her Fa¬ 
ther, thought fee did nothing contrary to.

and anfwering him as the Ambaffador di¬ 
rected, Nothioi* but her paternal Duty 
could haye faffcrd her even to hear ano¬ 
ther : What Pity fuch fine Parts, as had tlie 
Coynt, Ihould be employ’d, to feduce his 
Daughter from her Truth ?. The Prince oF 
the Saqi w^s,a paging Lover, he qoukl ftop at 
nothin that. led him to P oflbffion: His own 
Princeis was refigri'd to Heaven; fee pafs’d 
thole Hours in religous Exercifes, which 

perhaps 
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jj perhaps had been Part of her Duty to have 

I devoted to the Pleafures of her Husband ; 

I but theirs being a Marriage of State, Her 
' Heart was carried to Religion, His to Gal- 
, lantry ! fo that the Hymeneal land of Ten- 
' dernefs between, feem’d never to have been 
trod by either. 

Count Ofmld , with his inimitable Ad- 
drefs and Penetration, quickly gain’d Be- 
raldus’s Heart and Confidence ; he brought 
along with him none of thole terrible Dif- 
gufls and Fears, which another Parent 
would have Ihewn at a marry’d Lover’s Ado¬ 
ration for his Daughter ; he manag’d fa 
artfully, as to make BeraU.su complain even 
to him, of Etbelinda's Cruelty, and the 
Frowardnefs of his Deftiny! He infallibly 
i led him on to feek as well as wilh, for a 
I Redrefs. The Sarmatian Throne was then 
vacant, Ofmld's Call df Brain fuggefted to 
, Beraldsu, that if he would make nimfelf d 
Candidate, he might fucceed, which cou’d 
cofl him nothing but the Change of hia 
Religion; and then he might have Power, 
not only to marry Etbelinda , (after the Man¬ 
ner of the Illyrians') but to live divided

'Count, whilft Ethelinda's magick Form pof-

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fcfs’d the King’s Heart, might , gain his Ear 
and Confidence fo far, as to influence the 
whole Affairs of the North. There was a 
large and fertile Kingdom named Cydonia, 
that had been long fince conquer’d by the 
Vandals ; it had formerly belong’d to the Sar-

of the Northern Coutts t they even fcrupled 
not to fay, Ethelinda had paid- his Price for 
what lhe had received. T’heodorick, who 
was all Vertue, felt his Soul ficken at the 
News"; he fent exprefsly one in whom he 
' cou’d confide, not to the Princefs, but to 
her People, there to gather what might au¬ 
thorise ni$ Jealoufie, or difabofe-his Sufpi* 
cions : Bat at the Return of that Meflen-

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thought imprafticabld What fliall I lay, 
my Lords ? You mu ft have heard the Par* 
ticulars of his Succefles, aeainft. not only 
teraldMS, but the Emperor Genftricus, whom 
he vanquilh'd the Anniverfary of that very 
Day, wherfeimthe fid fc-Gvtb, with folemn 
Oaths, had renew’d his Treaty of Alliance ? 
With Eight thoufand Men, he beat an Ar¬ 
my of Fourfcore, took thirty Thoulimd Prir 
loners, and relieved Ntv/t. - Genftriau , was 
not then in his Army; t>t if he had, w&u’d 
not have been able to have witKftood Thes- 
dorick’s good Fortune. That Emperor, .re¬ 
viving to run thro’ all Degrees of Service 
before he became a General, was no more 
than a Centurion among the Infantry, wheat 
Nova was relieved. ■ ; • • 

But as that War has fpun out into a great; 
Length, and there are fo many Incidents re¬ 
lating to it, as will ingage me in a long* 
Narration, now 1 have brought your Etbe- 
liruia to be a Princefs, 1 will beg leave to 
defer what remains to a more ioalbnable 
Hour; only this in the general, not all 
her Father’s Eloquence .nos Threats can' 
make her grant any Favour to BtreUtUj not 
even to marry him with the Left rand ; 
tho’ Tbeodorick has refus’d to receive her 
Letters, to hear her ^unification, or even 
to lee her when Use lately wint Ambafe- 
drefs from the KingafVtbe Surm/tt*.- Be* 
raldus was do far influenced by EtbeRttd*} as 
to bellow that CharaSer upoh her, affisrine 
his Majefty, that ibe only weat fot a.

and of punifhing the Rebel Ofmld! whom 
he will purfue as well as his new Mailers 
to their Ruin. Such happy Eloquence has 
flow’d from the Count, that, if pofiible, 
he is more in Favour with the Emperor 
Genfericus than BtrAldus !. He enjoys . large 
Penfions from .both, refides in the King or 
the Sarmat a's Court, as Ambaffador front 
the Gotbtci Monarch, and is the only Oraclp 
with Etbelinda’s Lover.

Truth to be found, and that which was, 
lay too deep to be . reach’d by moft of their 
own People ; how then fliould a Foreigner 
pretend to it, who had neither Time nor 
Capacity to remove the RubbiJh that ob- 
lcur’dit? 

In * fpeaking to ' your Highnefs, purfued 
Aibinus,.\ am affur’d ’tis to a Lady-who not 
only knows the Affairs, but Interefts of 
moft Princes: I do not at alb doubt but 
you have deplored, Madam, the Misfor- 
. tunes of C<ejar: C afar- 1 who in the Midft 
of Empire, enrich a with Grandour! Vi¬ 
ctory ! and Triumphs ! has yet led the Life 
of a Slave to his SlaVesl who by the Force 
of Ingrititude! Arrogance 1 Self fufficiency! 
Prefumption i have-carried^their Defigns to 
fuch a Height, that there needed nothing 
bclides to deliver Conftantin? and theiEm- 
K 5 pire 
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pire from the Grafp of <theu* petty Tyran¬ 
ny ; that in iiiming to deflroy the Conftir 
tution, has made it a Qpeflian, which was 
moft ridiculous, (counting hose cWpicafcte 
they were ie tbemfeWes) the Defigiy dr the 
Planner of their Performance. 

Leo the Emperor, before the Emprefs Irene 
fell into Difgrace, had declar’d Conjlantine to 
be C*far y and caufed the Senate and Army 
to acknowledge him. as fucbu She had fa- 
taHy infinuafed her felf into die. Qpiniotr 
and Love of the young Prince he had a 
Tendemefs for her beyond Example, under¬ 
going a voluntary Banifhment with his Mo¬ 
ther, lharing in her Difgrace, and the Odium 
that was caft upon her Conduct, rather r 
than to fhine in Courts without her! 
unprecedented Affeflionl But what Return 
had he for this Indulgence? The Opportu¬ 
nity of being made the worfl Prince that 
was ever bom ; had not the Excels of his 
own Vertue fecured him from the Infe&ion 
of an ambitious Mother, and a dcfigning 
Favourite, Stauraritts ! who infinuated thern- 
felves, to the Exdufion of all thofe, who 
could have taught his unwary Youth, true 
Condufl! Courage \ Philofophy ! and the 
Art of Government. Enervating Pleafures f 
Dice! luxurious Banquets! were the Baits 
with which they Would enfeeble his grow¬ 
ing Mind! not confideiing, had he took 
the Bent, few luxurious Princes but what 
become cruel! revengeful! and deteftable: 
tlut imagining to themlelves they ftould he 
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always able to dire& the Confluences, Ice 
them prove never fo unhappy, they look’d 
no further than prefent Opportunities, to 
ingratiate themfelves, and exclude othere. 

Xeo dy’d, Conftantine the V .afcended, and 
which was wonderful, his Vertue uncor- 
rupted! his Principles unfliaken! but fatally 
diflxuftful of his own Capacity, he fufjfer’d 
his Mother and her Favourite to catch the 
Reins thefe introduced thofe very Ene¬ 
mies of Cafor, that had dat’d fo propofeto 
Leo the Ebtclufion of Him, his Heir, fronj 
that Emphe to which ne was born, and to 
which he had been called by the Voice of 
LtOy and the Concurrence of the Senate and 
Army. Hitherto all wa? fair ; the People 
t>ofle{sd by fome trufty Perfohs, of the Vir¬ 
tue ! Mildnek ! Sweetnefs of Pifppiition ! 
Oratitude! and Religion of their new 
faw himafeend with Raptures they had ne-* 
ver before exprefs’d: Yet they condoled a- 
mongft themfelves for his fatal PrepofTef. 
lion.; the Mother-Favourite \y^s the Ubje£h 
pftlieir Hatred; tl^ey kqew her haughty i cor-r, 
rupt! lafciyious ’ ambitiqus ! auel and a,va» 
ritious! How diq better Angel pro¬ 

tect him? How watchful* was he. of his 
Charge, to keep him uninfefted amidft fq 
uniy.erfal a Contagion P .O how difficult i& 
is to converfe every Day with the Vicious, 
without leaning tp their Vices ? * Hovf .a,l< 
mofl impoflilple tolpve, qnd not apprave,p% 
imitate ? let us therefore conclude, that 
Jars Vertue was a Rock immoveable! H* 

loved, 
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loved, and was not feduced! could preferve 
his Temperance in the midft of the turning 
Zone! be merciful, tho J furrounded by Ex¬ 
amples of Cruelty \ ftill fwe6t-temper a and 
obliging, tho’ to the Froward and Haughty! 
generous, tho’ in the Arms of Avarice! 
and to fum up all, religious! amidft a Race 
who fet Religion at defiance, with witty 
Ridicule, rallying the Profeffion as well as 
the Praffice. 

Is it hot to be fuppoled they wore a well 
fiiffembled Mask, or elfe Cafar , feeing Man¬ 
ners fo averfe to his own, muft have deny’d 
them that AfFe&ion and Confidence, he was 
known to honour them with ? The artful 
Mother, whilft the thought Hypocrifie ne- 
ceffary, blended it with" her Endearments* 
Cjefar forfaken by Leo, found his Palace de¬ 
populated'- none trod that defolate Aboad^ 
till the Emperor s Death gave him the Vows 
and Adorations of the returning World: In 
that Solitude Irene had Time to infinuate 
her Duty, AfTeftion, Perfeverance, and un¬ 
alterable Refolurion, to dye for the Service 
of Cafar. Who, that has ^ven known Ad- 
verfity, can reffft the Charms of being ad¬ 
her’d to and compaflionated ? Fidelity is 
valuable even to the Profperous andUnfaith- 
ful l but in Mifefy, *ti$ Magick! ’tis what 
ties us indiffolubly to them that we find it 
in ; a grateful Breaft is moft fufceptible of 
tiiele impreflions, and much longer retains 
them. It muft be Offences of a very high 
Nature that can ever cancel the Memory of 
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Obligations in fuch a Soul as Cafdr's ; let; 
ns not then wonder when we fee him af- 
cending the imperial Throne, to behold' 
thofe few who were Partners with him in 
his Sufferings, crouding to the uppermoft' 
Step ! He had been bred to a Deference of 
their Judgment! Conduit! and Veracity! 
himfelf newly arrived to, and unflcill’d in 
Empire, involved in a foreign War with 
the mighty Perfian, tho’ ’tis true, the in¬ 
vincible Leo had left him an Army as in¬ 
vincible} but it had hitherto' been ortly em¬ 
ploy’d in beating down the Out-wom of 
that formidable Kiijg- The late Emperor 
had paved the Way* td .Contjueft, but ne¬ 
ver trod it, made thi Ruin. of nis potent 
Enemy inevitable,' but was not fo happy to 
fee it j by his wife and painful Ppliticks, all 
Tilings were’fitted for the Reduction of that 
haughty Monarch, when haily Death frfatch- 
ed Leo (yet young) from amidft the Ardors 
of his aoating People. He knew Confian - 
fine's Right of Succeffion, and however 
diflatisfied he might be with him, never at¬ 
tempted to defraud him. The Perfian War 
call’d loudly for a General, who might fup- 
ply the Lofs of Leo, at the fame Time all 
Jberta revolted to the Moors; who, a flirted 
by the Perfian, gave the Empire a terrible 
Diverfion. 

Irene had advanced to the End of the 
Board her former Favourite tAmilins, he 
was made Qneftor, State-zAMe . and Mrd- 
fttr; Stmrmm was put at tne Head of 

Leo’s 
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Let's flcmrifliing Army, and Horatio named 
to command one which ihould be fent into 
Ikeriai thither he was difpatched, sqrnj'd with 
potent Proaufes, and only Ptoraifes. There 
were fcarce fo many Men as were hifficient 
to prevent faying he was not alone. With 
this Shadow of an Army! ahandfjrll un* 
difciplin’d! uncloatb’d! unfed! the Emprefs 
did not .defign he iboijld perform any Thing! 
he was only lent pff to leav.e them at greater 
liberty to fUbvert tJjeConftitution at Home. 
A Man pf Ina rigid Veffue, who truly lov4 
ed his Country, and jvas animate^ by that 
ancient Spirit of Liberty and Glory (where 
each Particular devoted themfejves to the 
Advantage of the yVhpie) W8\s too clear- 
lighted a SpcffatorJo.jj# pfrrajtfedthe Re* 
prefentation of what they ytiew afjjing. He had 
fouud a DegTee of Qopdn?fs ifi Cqnftantine 
Ge/iir, beyond wb:it he had met with in any 
Prince j which determin’d Horatio toufe al( 
his Endeavours to mal^e him the moft glo¬ 
rious, as he. was the ; mofl;, vertuqm Monarch 
of his Time. ; • ' 

Fortune now puffu’d and wa? become 
fond of Horatio, and,.the more,! for that, 
he knew her, and did not-depend upon her 
Smiles for any Thing, always forecalung the 
Event before the Undertaking. He garner’d 
together his little Army, and tho’ contrary 
to the Advice of his Officers, laid Siege to 
the Maritime Metropolis ; and in fpight of 
Art and Nature, reduced a City that was

ance. So fwifc, fo wonderful was 
the Conqueft, fo out of the Road of War, 
that ten thoyfind Time? the Repe&on qm 
never leflen the Miracle!

His Lord flap. Madam, fucceeded Jhe gain’d 
that important City and the Port, became 
Mafter of the Sea-Coaft, and from thence 
inarch'd farther uo into Iberia. But where 
-were the Forces mat Qiould have joyn’d him ? 
Where was the Relief he expected, the Re* 
inforGements of Men ^and Money fo fo- 
Jemnly promifed him ? He was deferted 1 
betray’d! facrificed! given up to War and 
.Famine: Yet his little Band, made intrepid 
by their Leader's Example, wreftled .thro* 
,theie Difficulties! patient of Heat, and Hun- 
.ger!' they followed him in all his Enter- 
prizes ; they obeyed, and conquer’d! Abe - 
ria, Madam, was Theirs ! they were actu¬ 
ally in PoiTeffion! they had it! but Irene 
and her Creatures would not fuffer them to 
keep it! Everlafting infamy ? Shame to late 
PoJlerity ! Blot to Cafars Reign ! did not 
one know that Cajar cou’d not reign! 
fTwas Irm and her Minions who became 

ltartled . 
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ftartled at the noife of Conqueft, From one 
who. had flood the Difappointment of all 
Things neceflafy for Conqueft; the Want of 
Men arid Arms, the Want of Cloathihg, 
Meat, or Money! She bid her Informers ten 
it to the Winds, they would hear as foon l 
believe as foon!

the Miracles he had performed, and the 
Glory he had won! was neither afraid nor 
afhanted to publifh his Knowledge to the 
World, in a Style worthy of the A&ion. 
The Heroe and the Hiftorian feem both to 
be animated with the feme Spirit; one to 
conquer for the Benefit of Mankind, the 
other to record. Nor is it the leaft of 
Celfus’s Commendation, that in fo ample 
a Field for Rethorick, of which he is fo 
great a Mailer, he feems to defign Matter 
of FaS, and doing bare Juftice to his 
L 3 af- 
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afperfed Heroe, rather than £mbelliihment 1 
His difcerning Judgment referring to Truth 
alone, where the A&ion, as it does here, car¬ 
ries with it felf-fufficient Ornaments to at 
dorn and compleat the Work, 

Your Lordlhip, purfued Albinm y addref^ 
ling to Horatio , (who had fcown a modeft 
Unealinefs wMft his Aftions had been the 
Theam,) now the Jmfto is diflolved, and 
your Enemies defeated, will find upon vour 
Return, that many Pens have broke ioofe 
from that Silence their Fears^ fetmed to 
have impofed upon them, prefling forward 
with Emulation, ftriving who fhould loud- 
cft fpeak your Praifes! But I need not re- .

* fueh a Friend to the Empire, as to fignt 
4 Carteblanch for his Maher, when bartering 
4 * for • an inglorious Accommodation with 
4 the terfhn. 

* 4 Lord Sergm, who not only values him- 
4 felf upon his own poignant Tafte in De- 
c bauchery, bht for the odious Talent he 
4 has in debauching others ; wafting the 
c Income of a great Eftate, by Meafures 
4 as unnaccountable, and in Offices as in- 
4 famous, as thole were by which he ac- 
4 quired it. 

4 Lord Cethegus y truly Succeffor to his

* wherewith his Mifapplication of thepub- 
c lick Treafure has burthen’d the Empire l 
1 odious is his falfe and cowardly Charafl- 
c er! infamous his Compliance with weak 
c Princes, his Arrogance to the Good! and 
€ as if the Miniftry were a Trade, rathet

* tages from all! As diftruftful of his Coun- 
c try, as his Country ought to have been of 
f him; depofiting abroad, thofe innumera- 
c ble Talents he has fa long been gathering, 
J at home. 

Nor were their Morals more according- 
in Generals than Particulars: Not one of 
them but had been famed for living in i 
Courfe of Idlenefs and' Debauchery; I fay, 
of Idlenefs, when Wickednefs did not re¬ 
quire their Activity. They had all combin’d 
to cheat the Nation, and raile to themlelves 
prodigious Eftates from tHe Groans and 
1 ears of the Publick.. Agreeing to devote 
their ill gotten Riches to the Support of the 
Common Caufej there they inow’d the 
L 5 ^ Sparttm 
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Spartan Equality; and as iH Places of Profit 
were in their Hands** they us'd to bribe the 
moil Defpicable, with what ought to have 
been the Reward of needy Merit* Cer-r 
tainly none ever took fuch efie&ual Me¬ 
thods to gain Profelytes; the moft fenfelefs 
Scribblers, the dulleft, lyingeft Rogues tail¬ 
ed their Support ; more induftrious, more 
generous in rewarding than the Orthodox, 
who perhaps made Confcience of incourag- 
ing Perfons to ferve for Gain, left it ftrould 
attract thofe that do not a£t upon a Principle. 
Such are fure to be ftedfaft, no matter how 
inegle£led: Vertueis its own Reward: But 
fince the Jtmtto cou'd not refer to that, they 
made out the Defe£l with Diligence and a 
good Fund, by which they were inabled 
to get Magiftrates ele£ted, Wits to com¬ 
mend thofe Magiftrates, and every Step 
that themfelves fhould take, how abfurdana 
notorious foever, applauded. 

Some of them were born from among the 
People, and but two from Patricians l yet 
of them rais’d to that pignityj how¬ 
ever equally unworthy ! If one prov'd more 
jjulty of one Vice, a fecond edg’d 1 ft out 
with another: Was this fam'd for want of 
Courage ? That made amends in Avarice ! 
Equally infolent to the Sovereign, whom 
ticy oblig'd to fake the Mein of a private 
Per Ion when conferring with them; nor 
e en leaving him a Negative in his own 
Councils ; more arbitrary to their Prince, 
than any Prince had ever been to Ids Subje£.

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4 Irene had introduc’d 4 to the Emperor V im¬ 
mediate Service a Lacedemonian Youth,born 
among the Spartan Ruins* call’d. Leonidas : 

Had not the qne been Emprefs, and the 
other without a Fortune, there might hive 
been found a Relation in Blood between, 
them; The M°defty and .Vertufr of Leoni 
doty quickly met a Sympathy from C<efar\; 
Their Tempers were or kindred, fincere*. 
generous, not enterprizing, calm andfweet*, 
with a juft Reverence or Religion. C on-~ 
ftantine imperceptibly lean’cj that way. Le - 
onidas his Mariners recommended him firft 
to the Lovej and then the Truft of Cafar : 

The Emprefs quickly fufpe<$ed this Diftin- 
ftion; her Spies told her, that Cafar was 
pleas’d with no one’s Service but Leonida/s!^ 
that he wou’d fmile, whifper, and have iit- 
tjle Secrets with Leonidas , Irene remembring, 
thefe were the firft Signs of Stauractus being- 
a Favourite ! was refoVd flie would nip the. * 

f rowing Bloffom. Gefiar had beftow’d ail* 
Employ mont in the Army upon Leonidas *s 
Brother, the’Emprefs fwell’d to think how 
a Creature of hex raifing, durft accept any * 
Advantages for his Kindred that did not 
come immediately through her Interceffion. - 
With all the Infolence of Power ! with all 
the Arrogance of narrow Mind^ when by* 
chance they happen to be Benefa&ors, fhe 
reproach’d and threaten’d the humble Leoni-- 
d+is, that the next time he durft prefume to* 
be beging Favours of Ge/^r, lhe wou’d have* 
him kick’d out of Court. But when fhe was * 

inform i > ^ 
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inform’d, that Hermimns had a Friendfhip 
with Leonidas y and that Conftantine incou- 
rag’d, the Union (he laugh'd in Spleen and 
Contempt ; for Irene (who thought her felF 
as fuperior in Power as in Capacity, and 
who defpis’d the Goodnefs of her Son) gave 
him to know, in Words well fqited to her 
haughty Airs, c That (he had bellow’d Le- 
€ ontdas upon him for a menial Servant, not 

* a Councilor \ he had not Brains enough to 
c direft his own Affairs, much more to ad- 

* vife an Emperor; but like y mud to like ■ 

‘ ’twas as pofnble to walh an Etbiope y as 
c to infpire him with fuch Sentiments, as. 

* was requir’d from him ! He wou’d looner 

* lean to that Traitor Herminius 's Advice* 
‘ whom the Nation hated, and who., ’twaa 

\ € perceiv’d, liv’d in very good Correfpon- 
€ dence with Leonidas, which had made the 
c latter fo difagreeable to the People, and 
6 dangerous to the Empire, that fhe thought 
€ it high time for his Imperial Majefty to 
€ difcharge Kim his Service; ’twa*s of fuch 

* Importance it (hould be done forthwith, 
‘ and therefore fhe wou’d not forbear to in- 

* fill upon it, and did infill upon it.’ The 
Emperor having not thought fit to make 
lier any other Anfwei than by d Look. Irene 
went forth, and tho’ it was fate at Night* 
and the Court at a Palace of Pleafure on the 
^(ian fide, a league difiai.t from Conflanti - 
nople, flie lent a Gentleman to Leonidas, to 
Bid him inffantly be gene! his Lodgings 
were given to another, there was no deep- 

... ing; 
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ing for him any longer there! and withal, 
that he was difcharg d the Imperial Service, 
and fliou’d not fet toot more at Court till 
he was fent for! The good-natur’d Youth, 
who lov’d his lord more for himfelf than* 
his Royal Dignity, (and who had never be* 
hav’d himfelf but with Refpe£l arid Gratis 
tude to the Emprefs that had rais'd him ) 
knew himfelf innocent of any Fault which 
might deferve fo great a Hardfhip ; his only 
Crime was his Vertue, and Gif or's Love and 
Favour! But unwilling to difpute the Com¬ 
mands of a Lady his Benefa&refs, he put 
himfelf upon the Road, late as it was 3 not 
murmuring at being turn’d out without 3 
Moment’s Notice, in the Midftof a wintry, 
unhofpitable Sky! no Chamber or Bed to 
rcpofe in* till lie fliould go in fearch of one 
at Conftantinpple / He was all Obedience, af* 
cribing to his Deftiny, that as yet had ne¬ 
ver been very favourable, this Turn fo 
wounding and unexpe£ted! 

One Day, two, three Days part, and Ce- 
far no longer beheld Leonidas, who with an 
Officioufnefs, departing from Love more 
than Duty, ufed to attend his Imperial'Per- 
fon! he feemed to want his ready Service 
and Confidence, he asked for Leonidas i 
4 What was become of him ? Was he ill ? 
4 Did any Body know of Leonidas / All who 

* were in waiting, dreaded the Anger of the 
4 Mother-Favourite, and durft not reply: 
4 Will none anfwer me, enquired the graci-

Here Irene departed 5 but, as foott as flie 
cou’d inflrti# them, was foccfeded by thofe 
of the Junth^ who kept as little Reifae# to 
the Imperial Throne as did her Majefly • 
they obferv’d indeed a Method among them* 
felves; but whenever they Ihew’d any Re¬ 
verence to Cefar 3 Was an aflfefted one, an 
affum’d Air of Devoir , which they did not 
believe tbemfelves oblig’d fo far to cover, 
as even to have it appear, natural!

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When by Blandilhments they wou’d en¬ 
force any Kequeft to Ce/<*r, then was Stan- 
tucius appointed, who had been a Favourite 
of the Heart, one whom Confianttne had 
lov'd, and confequently believ’d! Were 
Perfons to be laught into Difgrace* or out 
of Employment? Was Wit or Ridicule, 
neceflary upon any Exigency ?

with Theirs* s . Staurarias intreated. Cat aline 
ntered Cafar, and ridicul’d the plain La- 

conick 
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cornel in Leonidas ! zAZmilius denounced his 
Fears upon the fatal Confequence! Cethegus 
laid there was no other Way, he muft and 
fhould be difgrac’d, or they were all un¬ 
done ! Temperate Cicero could not find any 
Thing in that Youth, of confequence to his 
facrea Majefty’s Service, which might not 
be, even, better fupply’d by another, in 
whom there were no dangerous Infinuations: 
So that upon the whole, it was abfolutely of 
ufe (in his Opinion) that Leonidas fliould be 
difcharged the Royal Service, if it were on¬ 
ly to prevent Heart-burnings and Diforder; 
and he was forbid upon Pain of the Impe- 
perial Difpleafure, [i- e. the Junto's] to ap¬ 
proach Cafar's Prefence uncalrd. 

Conftantine heard their Advice with his 
ufual Benignity: He told them he wqul<J 
confider their Requeft; which accordingly 
he did: In his own Imperial Breaft he put 
the Matter to Ballance, and found that Leo¬ 
nidas was no otherwife dangerous, but as he 
was vertuous: Herminius ha d Ctfar's unlhaken 
Opinion to uphold him with Efteem! but 
Auguflus was aw’d with the Threats of thole 
he believed his Friends, and driven to fuP 
pe& the Orthodox, by the Infinuations of a 
Miniftry, that, though a little too warm, 
he thought well-intentioned to his Service ; 
having no Treachery* no Self-ends in his 
own Breaft, he could not fufpeft them in 
others : At length he relblved, were it true 
that Herminius and Leonidas were ingaged in 
the Intereft of the Orthodox, and tnat thole 

Interefts 
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ous, that had not the Emperor had more 
than ordinary Goodnefs, and an allured 
Opinion ot his Innocence, it wou'd have 
for ever deprefs’d his Fortune: But as he 
was conlcious of having never in Thought! 
in Word! or Glance! done any Thing 
again!! her Imperial Majefty’s Interefts 
nor contray to the Defire lhe doubtlels \ 
had of preferving her Afcendant over 
her Son ; fo now he hop’d, lhe would not 
call his Obedience to Ctjar, Ingratitude to 
his Benefa&or! Hard ! very hard was his 
Deftiny! to be accufed for the laft Sin he* 
could be guilty of? He confefs’d, the 
Weight lay heavy upon him, in regard to 
thofe, who believed that Injuries could 
never cancel a prior Obligation; himfelf 
had taken the Thing the fame way, fixing 
only upon the Merit of his Introdu<ftion; 
he had a grateful Senfe of Duty for his 
Patronefs, without the leaft Refentment 
for his Deftroyer! though, unfortunate as 
he was, he well perceived, nothing but 
his Deftru&ion could be acceptable to her 
Majefty: He muff either renounce the Em¬ 
peror's Service* (tho’ in it he would ever 
behave himfelf void of juft Offence) give 
up the Moans that preferred his Life! or 
be the Theme for reproach, to one who 
every Day fonght to crufh his Fortune, 
and who, for having once obliged, believ¬ 
ed ihe had a Right always to injure; as if 
laving a Perfon s Life, gave the Benefa- 
- a perpetual Claim to Murder what 

? he 
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4 he had preferv’d; or by murdering, he 
4 could not be called unjuft, becaufe he took 
4 but what he once preferved. 

c Leonidas begg’d leave, in fo nice a Pointy 
c to diftinguiih between the Commands of a 
4 Mafter whofe immediate Servant he was* 

4 and who ordered him ftill to remain in his 
4 Service; and thofe of her imperial Ma- 
4 jefty, who had bid him be cone and fervfc 
4 no more ; and who did all that was in 
4 her Power,to ruin him, without any other 
4 Provocation than his having had the Glo- 
4 ry to be acceptable to C<ejar t 3 

The Emprefs was fo little us’d to have 
her Laws difputed, efpecially by one whom 
file look’d upon as her Creature, that ihe 
flounced out of the Lodgings, without pay¬ 
ing her Duty to Cottar! Airs Ihe has Unoe 
often given her felt, and retir’d to one of 
her rural Retreats, to brood for fome 
Days over her Difcontents, and feek the 
Means how ihe might be revenged upon 
Leonidas . 

The Year after Lord Horatio had been re¬ 
called from Iberia* Cains *s£wilius demanded 
a particular Audience of the Emprefs ; he 
brought in his Hand that renowned Gene¬ 
ral, RutiliuSy whom he prefented to Irene. 
Still (during the Queftors Speech ) where a 
Plaudite was expected, Tintilius bow’d low, 
as if to remark to the Emprefs, where lay 
the Strefs of his important services. Whilft 
this admirable Farce was afling, her impe¬ 
rial Majtfty, with aa exeft Mt of Gran-

A 
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dour, as if from a lofty Theatre, gracioufly 
for this Time condefcending to hear what 
was fipoke without fpeaking her felf^ now 
and then finilcd him an Affent; and where 
the greateft Glare appeared, with an Incli¬ 
nation of her Head, was pleated to nod him 
Aer Approbation.

* Weeks, was decilive! what remains is 

* but the Shadow of Royalty, of which that 

* titular Monarch mull not yet be difpoflefs- 

* ed: *TwiB ferve for a Pretence to the Se- 

* nate for perpetual Impofts: Whidi, like 

* thofe which have already been given, 

* mull Hill remain (as I ever fhall ) un- 

* der your imperial Majefty s Dilpenfa- 

* tion. 

* We have found our lelves obliged, Ma- 

* dam, to give fome Account to the Pub- 

* lick; thofe who have loft their Parents ! 

* Children! Husbands and Friends ! will 

* be inquilitive; there’s fomething due to 

* their Tears; ir they hear a plaunble Rea- 

* fon, ’tis a Relief to the Bitternefs of their 

* Woe ! our firft Pretence for Fighting was 

* Want of Provifion, tho’ it was ealy for 

* iis. Madam, to have retired to where 

* we had winter’d; the Kingdom of the

* demonftrate it to your facred Majefty; the

* not doubt, but by your punifliing of One, 

4 and your well-rewarding the Other, none 
4 will hereafter dare to purfue any Com-. 

4 mands, but thofe of your moft facred Ma- 
/ 4 jefly and the invincible Stauracius 

The Jnntlo went on in fecuring, to them- 
felves and their Dependents, all Offices of 
, Profit and Truft: Now was the Navy, Le- 
gions, Senate,Tieafury, the Citadels poflefs’d 
« by their Creatures. The Orthodox were • 
not only difeouraged, and Idolaters ad* 
vanc’d ; but care was taken to chufe Magi* 
flrates for the City, and People from fuch 
who were devoted to the Miniftry* Gejar 
was no longer mentioned, or but barely j 
mentioned, as Matter of Form only: He 
was feen as rarely as the eaftern Princes of 
' old $ encompafs d with none but Spies ! 
Creatures of the Emprefle < ?, that carried his 
every Sigh, his leaf! Whifper with Leonidas , 
to the. Apartment o’ 1 Irene . Never any 
Court had fo dull an Air, thofe noble Ap¬ 
pearances, NannMchti'Sy the Circus, Afiem- 
blies! Glories of former feigns, were dwind¬ 
led into diftruftful Forms, and outward Sa¬ 
lutations: They even endeavouied toper- 
fuade the Emperor, that he loved not Cpn- 
verfotion, that Comply did not agree with 
his Health and Conftitution, and often con¬ 
dol’d 
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dol’d with his Imperial Majefty, the Fatigue 
they were obliged to give him in figning 
of Difpatches: All other Marks of Autho¬ 
rity were ufurped by the Junflo. Could it 
“have beeri effe£ted, they would have found 
an Etfpediefit to unburthen him of Thai. 
\A\milmSy fcarce votichfafing to tell him any 
further, than that fuch and fuch Papers re¬ 
quired his Hand; and when Cafar would 
fometitiies attempt to have Reafons given, 
he would huddle up his Bundle, pretend 
helm* ftiorfned in Time, or grow difpJeas’d, 
as ir Cafar diftrufted his Capacity or Fideli-\ 
ty, and be for laying down the Imperial j 
Load, resigning to thofe whom his Majefty 
had a greater Confidence in. 

Conftantine , who . coft the Empire much 
lefs in his perfonal Expence, than any of 
'the Cajot's had done, having no Privy- 
purfe but what was of the Cabal, would ' 
fometimes fend a Command to Lord Emi¬ 
lias for Money ; the faucy State--^£dile 
would not vouchfafe to rife from his Dice 
cr Chefs-boar^l, but fend 4 by a common 
Hand, perhaps the twentieth Part of what 
had been demanded, faying* That was x all 
could be procured ; and when next he went 
to Conftantine, would Ije fure to recommend ^ 
good Husbandry, aaH to tell him the Empti~ 
nefs of the Treafury, the exorbitant Ex- 
pence of the War, whilft himfelf and his 
Family fouandered in Gaming, and hoarded 
in their Coffer, more than any of the Raoa 
of Favourites, had ever done.

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Mean time, the titular Emoeror fees non 
approach his Perfon. but fucn as are Slaves 
to the Miniflry; his Servants, Officers, 
Friends, (But alas^ thofe were dilincourag- 
ed from approaching him) officiated, as they 
wgre placea by others, without either Love 
or Reverence to his Perfon; their Duty was 
transferred to them that had the Power, 
thole who could advance and maintain them 
In their Polls, Cotfar had not any to givje.; 
His Guards, his . Rods and Axes were Pa¬ 
geantry, the Oy/;-£de ofEmpite ? an Imperi¬ 
al Slave, a Royal Captive ip the MkUl of a 
numerous /Train ; he faw none that he durft 
truft, unlefs Leonidas , who could only fee, 
but pot break the Captivity ; of his Mailer. * 

Now' might be fold of tpej Greek Empire, 
what had been formerly o£, the Carthagini¬ 
an Stare, when Hannibal had made them, fo 
often victorious : Never were the Affairs of 
the Common-wealth more fiourtjhingy and never 
more defpcrate ; neper had it greater Reputati¬ 
on abroad , or. greater Mifory at home. Stau- 
ractus had yet one Step to take,.before he 
would "condefcend to give Peace tp.ttyeEm- 
pird: As he was already by Favour, ra^sjd to 
a Height above all Favourites, he would fer 
cure to himfelf a Fprtupe lafling, as great. 
The. Emprefs, his Wife, inceflantly influ¬ 
enc’d his Ambition, Htrmmus\ and his 
Party gave them continual Apprehenfiom, 
thole nobler Patricias that in former 
Reigns had ferved their Country in Polls 
that were now filled by People of Teller- 
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day, continually alarm’d them with their 
Difcontents; fuch, born great, with the 
iiobleft Blood of Rome in their Veins, were 
totally unhnployed and difcountenanced. A 
few had ufurped the Royalties of many $ 
Thole who (before their fuccefsful Miniftry) 
durft have fcarce crouded into Sight, now 
blazed with an awkward Glare, full in the 
Face of the old Roman Nobility. The Va* 
lerii, the Agrtppi^ the Cnrtii , and the faUL 
&c. theft were the dreaded Champions or 
the Empire’s Liberty ; thefe were they who * 
would not come into any Meafiires deftru- 
ftrve to the Conftitution. Stauracius was 
therefore refolved to raife himfelf above 
needing what he could not gain; a Propo¬ 
rtion was made to the jmtlo to create hiip ' 
Perpetual! Father of the , Empire, and Com¬ 
mander of the Legions for Life! A Title 
which equal’d that of i) ill at or ^ lo longlince 
laid aiide. In return, he was to maintain - 
them in the Places they held ; and after the 
Death of Ce/kr, (if Stauracius chanc’d to fur- ' 
vive him) to endeavour, by 1 Favour of the 
Soldier, at reftoring' the C6nfular ,, State,‘ or 
to abolilh Hereditary Right,' that fo The Em¬ 
pire might never hereafter be Succefiive, but 
become entirely Ele£live : The Miniftry and * 
Senate fhould henceforward chufe their C *- 
Jars t hemfelves: Stauracius ftood the faireft, 
and.in* profpe£t of being 1 the frrft ; 'till then 
lie : was to be mide Head. They 'had not - 
'y£t enter’d upon fo deteftable a Piopofition 
as laying the Emperor afide; tho* alas 1 what :

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a Shadow mufi he have been, when the 
Subftance, the Army, was irrevocably under 
the Command of another. As to Religion, 
they unanimoufly voted the Extirpation 'of 
the Orthodox , and the Propagation of Here¬ 
by : This had long been in tneir View; for 
lorae Years backward, as any Dignity of 
the Church fell, the Promotion was fure to 
be made in Favour of an Idol-Worlhipper* 
My Lord of Antioch had like wife invented 
new Terms of Allegiance to Gtfar, fuch as, 
he believed, could only be taken by Scbifma - 
ticks , by which he. hoped the Orthodox would 
have been unqualifyed for any Offices of 
Truft and Profit; not forefeeing how po - 
tently the Church would contend, the Bre¬ 
thren firiving with one another which 
ftould give Con/lamine ftrongeft Proofs of 
their Duty l firm Adherenoe! and unchange¬ 
able Loyalty, The Epifcopal Sees had been 
gradually filled with fuch who were to 
preach up the Power of the Miniftry, the 
precarious Title of Cafar s Right of ObedK 
ence from his People, or rather, that Cafdr 
was made, by Scripture to be fiibfervient to 
them; Emperors being created for common 
Cood, ana whenever they forfeited their 
Truft, it had been, found expedient, That 
one Man fowld di c fir the Sins of the People . 

Mean Time the Wifdom of the deli- 
ver’d themfelvea by their Oracle, Lord. Cicero? 
Before they would bring the Senate and. Army 
to make Lord. StawaciHs Perpetual,, they re¬ 
quired that himfelf and the Emprefs Ihould 

givt* 
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give them Proof that they were abfolute] 
m their IntereA; left when an irrevokab] 
Truft was once confer’d, they lhould joi 
with the Emperor, and by fuch means, bt 
coining. ftronger than the dilfolv 

them at Pleasure, and give their Authc 
rity and Profits to others. 

The Expedient found, was, that Irex 
fhould behave her felf with Difrefpeft an 
Infolence, more than ordinary, to the Em 
peror ; and that Lord Stauracius lhould tak 
the firft Opportunity to difpute Confiantine 
Commands ; fo to make an kreconcileabl 
Breach, and to let C*f*r undeTftand, that h 
was now to be commanded by him* 

Your Highnefs .may believe, it did no 
coft the haughty Irene much to a£t the Pax 
that was given her ! She readily forgot Blood 
Gratitude* Kindnefs!* Reverence! and th 
Duty and Acknowledgment that a Favourite 
Subject fhould pay a Monarch! there wa 
nothing difrefpeflful or abrupt that fhe di 
not quickly become guilty of, leaving th 
very Place with Contempt, the Minute be 
fore Cdfir was to enter it: Rarely appearini 
in the rrefence, but when fhe was fern foi 
and then with an Air fo extreamly averfe o 
thoughtlefs, as if fhe were alone, fo that i 
could be no longer doubted, but her Empe 
ror was not only become her Averfion, bu 
her Scorn* Upon any Indifpofition, (as Con 
flantine had but a weak Conftitution) ihftea< 
of affifting him with ready Love* and duti 
ous Service j fhe would, in his very hearing 

reproad 
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reproach-—and fbeh ■ —. at his In¬ 

firmities, - — ■■■ ' be ficK, - — — and could 
not eat in three Days after fuch odious 
Sights—Oh! unparallelTd Angel-Good- 
nefs in C*far y not to fend her to another 
World, inftead of letting her live to make 
him her Mockery in this* 

Irene thus admirably a£ting the Part that 
was enjoyned her, gave the funtlo no Caufe 
to doubt of her being fincerely in their In- 
tereft : But it was now Time for Stanracius 
to exert himfelf: Ope-of the 7 ribuni Milt - 
turn was lately dead; Cdffar thought fit to 
transfer Leonidas* s Brother to that Poll, 
(who was already Tribune in another Legi¬ 
on, tho 3 not fo ancient as were the Arme¬ 
nian Legions) a Perfon without Exception, 
and who . had 1 long ferVed the Empire in the 
'Pcrjidn War. At another Time perhaps 
"Stator acius would not have fo highly refented 
it f he had no mighty Cralh of Pafiion in 
his Compofition,he did not care to be warm’d, 
it mull be a very great Occafiort that rais’d 
his Phlegm, thp’ he could perfonate fome- 
times: Accordingly he" went to'Cbuir, and 
'the. Emperor having told 'him, 1 that he had 
made Leonidas's Brother Tribune , ih one of 
the Armenian Legions; Stauracius fell into 
all the Indecency both of Manners and 
Exprdlion that was required! c He re- 
‘ proaeh’d \C*far with the bad Return he 
* made to all his imporrair, Faithful Services; 
< the Blood he had Spilt $ the Triumphs he 
t had procured Iiyn j Therefore to have the 

l Officers 
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4 Officers in his own Army made withou 
4 his Knowledge, and one prefer *d whof 
f . Right it was not, was fuch an Indignit] 
4 he could never forgive! And very wej 
'* knowing the Ufe they had made the Em 
4 peror believe he had of his unequafd Ser 
* vice, he told C<tjar he would ferve no mor( 
4 nor never fee his Face again! fo abrupt!; 
4 leaving the Prefence, he departed th 
. 4 Court with the fame Air and Fury. * 
Now indeed helplefs Cafar was the wori 
of Slaves fa Prodigy! an obeying Monarch 
the Ingratitude of that Monfter Suhtach 
out-did all Example ; He, that had been rais' 
by Conjifintinc's unweary’d Bounty! reward 
ed with the Hbnours of an Empire 
overwhelmed with wealth,! cover’d witi 
Favour apd. Indulgence! next to fyfar i; 
the Imperial Tbrope! more glorious! mor 
happy! more rich and powerful than hiir 
felf! To repay him fo ungratefully for a 
his Bounties! his Love, his TenderneC 
this was an Arrow in the Heart of the a! 
.flifled Monarch,! the mighty Anguilh wrun 
Tears of Woe from his. Eyes! Who Ihould 1; 
imburtheri tymfelf to? none! none! bi 
'his faithful Leonidas, the only Creature c 
his Truft; all befides had been frown’d awa 
from Court, or were af the Devotion of th 
new Criminal, and therefore not fit to t 
advis’d , 

Poor Leonidas no foooer heard what ha 
.©ccafioned the Difpute^ but he humbi 
threw himfelf at Ctfars Feet, to beg 1: 

wou 
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would pleafe to accept the Sacrifice he wil¬ 
lingly made him, of what he had been gra- 
cioufly pleas’d to beftow upon his Brother: 
Nay, conjur’d the Emperor not to embroil 
himfelf with fo great a Man as Stauracius 9 
"but by all means to be reconciled to him 
with the fooneft. Conflantine took the Ad¬ 
vice, and fent for the haughty Offender, 
whom he could not forbear to reproach, 
yet with fuch Tendernefs, as would havp 
melted atiy other but a Barbarian s Heart: 
In conclusion, Ccefdr told him he yielded the 
Point, he would ho longer infill upon the 
Difpofal of the Legiom tho’ ’twas given 
away; but in favour or him, whom he was 
always us’d to oblige, he had recalled the 
Grant, and now he might do what he would 
with it. This unexpe&ed GqOdnefs- defeat¬ 
ed Lord [ Sraurtcius's Defigns y but he had 
doiie enough tp fatisfy the Jnntlo, no longer 
diftrufiful eitner of the Emprefss or his 
Lordlhip’s Sincerity. They went on form¬ 
ing Cabals, tampering with Senators, buy¬ 
ing and‘bribing Voices, in order to raife 
him to that unexampled Dignity; And that 
they might further mortify arid fatis¬ 

fy Irene s particular Spleen, it was refolved, 
tnat a Petition fhould be made to the Empe¬ 
ror, that Leonidas might be difcharged the 
Imperial Service: To that Height of Info- 
lence and Barbarity were they arrived; as 
not to leave him one inferior Servant to at¬ 
tend him in hia very Bed-chambet that was 

not 
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not intirely in their IntereiL and^ confe-' 
qucntly ingaged againft their Matter's* 
Hirminius , watchful as the Guardian Ge¬ 
nius of the Empire, had Spies in the very 
Clofets of the Minifiers: Seeing the Exigen¬ 
cy, he lent to give Leonidas Notice of their 
uelign, and Conjur'd him to procure an Op¬ 
portunity with the fooneft* for him to fpeak 
to Cafar alone, without the Notice of the 
Juntio* This was difficult to accomplilh, the 
unhappy Monarch (amidft the Hearts and 
Hands of Millions of Millions of Loyal 
Subje&s, that would have profhrated their 
Families and Fortunes, nay, have dy’d for 
him) was kept a Captive to a handful of Con- 
fpirators, befieg’din his own Imperial Palace! 
environ'd with Spits, and brow-beaten by Fa¬ 
vourites! ’till it became impoffible for him to 
have that Freedom of Conversion which 
his meaneft Subjefts enjoy’d. In the moll 
glorious Reign that the Empire had for 
many Ages poflefled ; He! who was the 
Source or that Brightnefs, languilhed in 
Darknefs! fhut out from the Light of So¬ 
ciety ! Fricndlhip! Duty! and all thole 
Marks of Affe&ion and Reverence, which 
his doatine People, had they been permit¬ 
ted, would have cjouded to befiow! amidft 
the Shouts and joy with which his indul¬ 
gent Sway did cheer their Heart, Ins alone 
was heavy! defolate! and difeontented! 
tho* more beloved than all the Csjars put 
together; treated with Contempt and Aver- 
fion, and which was the moft mournful Ci*- 

cumftance. 
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' eumrtanee, brought to this Condition, by 
having loved, and rrufted too far; by ha¬ 
ving armed thefe very Men again/} him ! 
by naving given them Ppwer to be In- 
' grates, wno in themfelve# had been No¬ 
thing ! without Weight! Dignity! Inre- 
reft f or any Merit tp recommend, or make 
them formidable. 

Blind and Partial Difpenfttion \ Ihould 
nor the Genii of Kings, have a double Por¬ 
tion of Intelligence "and Capacity to ele£i 
the Grateful and rejefl the Unworthy ? Had 
Confianiine 's been blefs’d with that Illumi¬ 
nation, where would ever have been the 
Authority! Riches! Dignity of Irtnt! State- 
Meins! tALmXius'. Sec. 

Herminm appeared to the Emperor in 
this dangerous Conjunflure, to _ fupply the 
Remiflnefs of his Angel; he di/covered at 
large the Defigns of his Favourites, told 
him* It was only from himlelf, that thole 

* Men durft take Leave to deftroy himfelfj 

* and that but till Cafttr was pleated to ei- 
‘ ert the Authority of Cefar. Nations would 
’* a flirt him in difperling that hated Cabal: 
‘ All Orders of Men groaned under their 
‘ Tyranny: The Church ihrouded up her 

* mournful Beauties, under the dark Cur- 

* tain of Perfecution. Her Purity was de- 

* filed! her Faith exploded and ridicul’d, 

* asfimple and old! Hereticks and Athe- 
*-ills brought in to wear her Honours,

* tenanced and perfecuted! her Dodrine 

* wrefted 
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* wrefted to fpeak the Language of Ruin to

J jot even Greect, under that of their Stwoe& 
ors? Their laudable Hatred of a Foreign 
Enemy, was changed into an implacable one 
for thofe at Home: They fpar’d no Coft to 
fpread falfe Reports, and difheartning For?

benefit) who with aft Alloy of Temper, 
and fincete Intention to propagate Ce- 
fars Glory, and the Good of the Empire, 
caus’d ail Refentment and ptrfonaJ Vindj£t- 
ivenefs to fubficle, even towards thofe Per* 
fons who had offered conditional Pardon, 
Honours and great Rewards [powerful 
Temptations] to an indigent Criminal, to 
throw his Ireaforis upon Fierminks! The! 
•honeft! Villain, difdained to pay fo notori¬ 
ous a Ptice fbr Lift! God be glorifyed? 
ftfct .there is flffl .jfo much Vertue in the 
Race! A r^LTraitor to Gefar and the Em¬ 
pire, under 1 Sentence of Condemnation ,* 
N 3 gavp 
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give up his Revenge, and very Being; had 
better ^Principles, and a more tender Con¬ 
ference, than thofe who would fo infamouily. 
have bribed him. My Lord of Antioch , Bi- 
fhop as he was, preached up to him in Pri- 
fon, Merit, arifing from his Accufetion of 
HrrminiHs! On the contrary, Terrors! in 
deftroymg (when he might preferve) his 
own Life, viz* that he became a Self-mur¬ 
derer ! and confequenrly Heir jo. eternal.. 
Damnation T Whereas his Confeflion would 
fecure him froqi that tremendous Judgment,' 
and be of eminent Service ndt only to 
himfelf, but to the Emp^e and Religion. 

Her minim forgave the Inhumanity, apd 
rather ftrove to cement than widen uie un¬ 
happy Diviiions of his Country: Mot car¬ 
rying the Beauties of Religionrto ap intem¬ 
perate Region, left file fhould be fcorched 
into the Ireformity of Perfecution.

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Wickednefs! an Etbiope when it became his 
Intereft to be other than Black, without 
fpilling the Water, might permit the kind 
and gentle Service of thofe, who would en¬ 
deavour to make him White. 

Then did the vertuous Leonidas tafte a reft 
iiom Perfecution, in whom was to be feen 
the Reverfe of that Rapine, Ingratitude, 
Pride, and Contempt, his Predeceflbr had * 
been guilty of: Truly generous! recom- ' 
mending for Merit in others, not Reward 
to himwlf! Happy thofe Monarchs whofe 
Favourite are fo free from Vice as Leonidas .' 

_ But to dole this long Difcourfe of Poli- ‘ 
ticks, with lomething of a delicious Fla¬ 
vour, I have left to the laft, to bring your 
Highnefs acquainted with the young Julius: 
His Perfon is indeed luch as cannot but be 
infinitely agreeable to'the Fair; to look on 
him, one would think it die End of his 
Creation 1 but to hear him fpeak! to know, < 
and underftand him! we quickly learn that- 
he is equally formed for all Things: A Stair * 
which is rifen in our dusky Horizon, to 
light the waning Faftions into the immortal 
Day of Concord, and Agreement.

Now may Arts 
and Sciences hope fur Incouragement; Ju- 
Khs can judge as weH as reward; perform* 
as well as judge; what pity Bulineis ihould 
take from us fo excellent, fo eminent a Ge¬ 
nius ? His Word is as furred as the invio¬ 
lable Oath of SryXy from which Jupiter him- 
felf can never recede: Whoever is blefl 
with That, may depend upon the certain 
Performance* In fnort, his Qualifications* 
more than his Name, has caus'd the Paral¬ 
lel to be made between him, and that im¬ 
mortal Dilator, fulius Cajfar, of whom, the 
Hiftoriam fiy, in Words nicely apptefeble to*

lopr awl CoM y in bis Knowledge and Learn* 
ing y in bis Pardoning and Forgetting Inju¬ 
ries,! all which noble QuaJitia made mm be - 
lov'd and reverenc'd by the People, hanoto 'i 
and adored by bis Friends, ejteem'd and admir'd , 
even by bis Enemies t
